Brass  Ensemble,  accompanied  by  a  Color  Guard  of  the 
MA. -76 1st  AFJROTC  Cadet  Squadron,  Mario  Umana 
Harbor  School  of  Science  and  Technology,  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  and  the  Boston  Fire  Department. 

They  took  seats  on  the  stage,  and  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  City  Clerk  Campbell. 

"The  Star-Spangled  Banner"  was  then  sung  by  Ms. 
Flicka  Wilmore,  accompanied  by  Stephen  Steiner. 

City  Clerk  Campbell  then  presented  His  Eminence, 
Bernard  Cardinal  Law,  for  the  invocation. 

Cardinal  Law:  Gracious  God:  We  know  You  as  Truth, 
as  Life,  as  Love.  We  call  you  Father,  Redeemer,  Emma- 
nuel, God  with  Us.  We  see  You  in  all  that  is.  We  see  You 
in  one  another  and  in  every  human  person  on  the  face  of 
the  globe. 

We  ask  You  to  be  for  Raymond  Flynn  and  the  women 
and  men  elected  to  public  office  in  the  service  of  this  city 
a  light  that  might  know  what  is  for  the  common  good  of 
all  who  share  with  us  the  hope  of  an  even  better  Boston. 

Give  them  the  courage  always  to  measure  action  by 
what  is  good  and  true  and  just.  Through  their  service  of 
the  common  good,  may  all  human  life  be  recognized  as 
sacred.  May  the  young  be  secure  in  the  right  of  a  good 
education.  May  family  life  be  supported.  May  the  poor 
and  sick  and  homeless  find  both  advocacy  and  action. 
May  the  homeless  mentally  ill  find  their  special  plight 
addressed .  May  the  ethnic  and  racial  diversity  of  our  city 
be  cause  not  for  violence  but  for  celebration. 

May  all  our  streets  and  neighborhoods  be  safe  at  all 
times  for  any  and  all  peoples.  May  those  newly  come  to 
this  land  find  a  warm  welcome  and  helping  hands.  May 
all  the  elderly  live  in  dignity  and  respect. 

Bless  the  families  of  these  elected  officials  who  share 
with  them  the  burden  of  public  service.  Free  us  and  all 
citizens  from  the  cynicism  which  fails  to  recognize  the 
nobility  in  these  men  and  women,  a  nobility  which 
prompts  them  to  serve  us  and  all  in  this  city.  Make  Mayor 
Raymond  Flynn  and  those  women  and  men  who  today 
assume  the  trust  of  public  service  and  make  all  of  us  in- 
struments of  Your  peace  as  together  we  build  a  better 
Boston. 

All  this  we  ask  of  You  Who  are  a  good  and  gracious 
God.  Amen. 

City  Clerk  Campbell  read  a  communication  from  the 
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Reverend  Clergy,  distinguished  guests,  fellow  elected 
officials,  ladies  and  gentlemen:  Good  morning  and  wel- 
come. 

I  am  honored  to  be  here  today,  to  again  take  the  oath  of 
office  as  your  Mayor.  Let  me  offer  my  congratulations, 
too,  to  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and  School  Com- 
mittee who  worked  hard  to  win  the  privilege  of  taking 
their  oaths  this  morning. 

As  I  look  around  this  hall,  I  feel  especially  honored  to 
be  in  the  company  of  men  and  women  who  are  so  deeply 
committed  to  the  city  that  we  are  all  proud  to  call  our 
hometown. 

I  feel  a  deep  sense  of  comfort  that  comes  from  being 
among  those  who  believe  in  the  traditional  values  of  hard 
work  and  fair  play.  These  are  values  you  learn  from  life. 
To  learn  them,  you  don't  have  to  attend  a  great  university 
or  read  a  textbook,  as  important  as  those  endeavors  are. 
No,  they  are  values  you  learn  over  time,  perhaps  begin- 
ning at  a  young  are,  as  I  did,  by  watching  hardworking 
parents  striving  to  make  a  better  life  for  their  children. 
They  worked  hard  and  long,  supporting  each  other  to  be 
productive  breadwinners,  in  tough  times  and  in  periods 
of  poor  health  —  working  even  harder  to  be  a  better 
mother,  and  a  better  father. 

Or  maybe  you  learn  these  values  by  growing  up  in  a 
city  where  adults  believe  they  have  an  obligation  to  help 
children;  where  the  strong  believe  they  have  an  obliga- 
tion to  help  the  weak  and  the  needy. 

My  path  to  the  Mayor's  Office  took  me  along  many 
roads,  and  I  learned  many  important  lessons.  But  per- 
haps the  most  important  value  that  I  brought  with  me  to 
the  Mayor's  Office  was  a  belief,  that  the  fundamental 
obligation  of  government  is  really,  helping  people. 

Now,  before  I  go  any  further,  I  really  want  to  thank 
you,  the  people  of  Boston,  for  giving  me  this  opportunity 
to  be  the  Mayor  of  the  greatest  city  in  America.  Let  me 
also  tell  you  that  my  enthusiasm  for  hard  work  and  lead- 
ing this  city  is  as  great  today  as  it  was  the  day  I  stood 
before  you,  four  years  ago,  to  be  sworn  in  as  the  forty- 
sixth  Mayor  of  Boston. 

This  morning,  I  want  to  share  with  you  some  thoughts 
about  the  next  four  years.  I  want  to  talk  about  what  is 
important  to  me,  in  terms  of  personal  and  political  val- 
ues, as  I  start  a  new  term. 

I  remember  very  clearly  the  wonderful  response  you 
gave  me  four  years  ago  at  the  swearing-in  when  I  said 
that  "the  hopes  that  unite  us  are  much  greater  than  the 
narrow  issues  that  divide  us."  We  had  learned  from  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  that  "injustice  anywhere  is  a 
threat  to  justice  everywhere."  I  knew  that  you  were  go- 
ing to  stand  beside  me  as  we  moved  this  city  forward, 
bringing  about  a  city  governed  by  one  set  of  rules  that 
apply  evenly  to  everyone. 

We've  made  some  important  progress  in  bringing  this 
very  diverse  city  together.  We  always  understood  that 
our  diversity  is  in  fact  our  strength  and  we  said  it  from  the 
start.  We  also  know,  however,  that  we  can't  look  back. 
We  must  move  forward.  We  must  continue  to  build  on 
the  progress  we  have  already  made. 
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Together,  we've  been  building  a  city  —  and  nothing 
takes  more  vision,  commitment,  and  sheer  hard  work 
than  building  our  city  and  making  it  work. 

In  Boston,  a  few  days  before  becoming  our  nation's 
President,  John  F.  Kennedy  told  us,  quoting  the  first 
Governor  of  Massachusetts,  John  Winthrop: 

"We  must  always  consider  that  we  shall  be  as  a  city 
upon  a  hill  —  the  eyes  of  all  people  upon  us." 

We  know  that  there  is  more  to  a  city  than  glittering 
towers  and  fashionable  streets.  Those  things  no  more 
make  a  city  than  four  walls  and  a  ceiling  make  a  home.  A 
city  is  people.  People  are  as  dynamic  and  diverse  as  any 
skyline  that  we  could  ever  imagine. 

Building  a  city  means  that  we  must  never  forget  that  no 
matter  how  grand  the  city  of  brick  and  steel  grows,  it 
must  always  serve  —  and  never  dominate  —  the  people, 
the  families  who  give  it  life. 

Our  work  is  never  done.  No  great  city  is  ever  finally 
built.  Only  cities  that  have  died  are  finished.  We  must 
continue  to  work  hard  to  ensure  that  a  vibrant,  dynamic, 
and  healthy  Boston  is  our  legacy  for  future  generations. 

Cities  are  built  on  foundations  of  human  values  and 
governments  are  made  the  same  way.  It  is  our  system  of 
values  that  defines  who  we  are.  That  is,  we  are  what  we 
believe  in. 

We  believe  in  a  Boston  that  is  compassionate,  open, 
and  honest. 

We  believe  in  the  fundamental  human  dignity. 

We  believe  in  the  integrity  of  each  and  every  member 
of  our  extended  family. 

Our  vision  is  being  created  out  of  these  shared  beliefs 
in  what  is  good,  what  is  right,  and  what  is  desirable  for 
Boston. 

I  talked  about  vision  and  values  when  I  asked  for  your 
support  in  my  quest  to  continue  as  your  Mayor.  As  I  told 
you  then,  the  standard  that  we  all  are  striving  to  meet,  in 
terms  of  the  meaning  of  our  work,  can  be  summarized  in 
some  humble,  but  beautiful  words  from  St.  Francis. 
They  are  printed  on  a  simple  plaque  that  my  family  gave 
me  years  ago,  and  that  I  keep  on  my  desk. 

"Lord,  make  me  an  instrument  of  Your  peace.  Where 
there  is  hatred  let  me  sow  love  . .  .  where  there  is  despair, 
hope;  where  there  is  darkness,  light ..." 

On  the  day  I  announced  for  reelection,  I  pointed  across 
Boston  Harbor  from  Jeffries  Point  in  East  Boston.  As  I 
gazed  up  at  those  shimmering  glass  towers  of  the  Down- 
town, I  made  a  statement  that  I  drew  from  deep  down 
inside. 

I  told  you  how  much  it  would  mean  to  me,  to  be  able  to 
say,  that  during  my  time  in  public  life,  I  was  to  build 
lasting  bridges  of  opportunity  between  that  booming 
Downtown  and  the  people  in  the  neighborhoods  who  his- 
torically have  been  left  behind.  We're  already  doing  that 
in  some  significant  ways. 

Later  this  week,  as  a  result  of  the  success  of  our 
national-model,  Linkage  Program,  I  will  be  announcing 
a  significant  new  commitment  of  Linkage  dollars  that 
will  connect  downtown  growth  to  neighborhood  families 
by  providing  hundreds  of  critically  needed  new  units  of 
affordable  housing. 

Our  parcel-to-parcel  Linkage  Program,  which  is  just 
getting  under  way,  is  a  first-in-the-na'tion  partnership  for 
economic  justice,  that  directly  links  Downtown  develop- 
ment with  development  in  the  neighborhoods. 

Our  commitment  to  Linkage  springs  from  our  belief 
that  all  children  should  be  able  to  grow  up  knowing  that 
society  cares  about  them;  that  every  family  should  be 
able  to  plan  and  dream,  secure  in  the  knowledge  of  ade- 
quate and  predictable  incomes  from  good  jobs. 

I  envision  a  day  when  all  of  this  will  be  possible.  But 
that  day  is  not  today  my  friends,  and  the  true  test  of  our 
moral  worth  as  a  government  is  how  hard  we're  willing 
to  work  to  bring  that  day  closer. 


It  all  starts  with  work. 

Pope  John  Paul  II,  who  was  a  Pastor  to  the  workers  of 
Poland,  thought  about  it  this  way: 

"The  greatness  of  work  is  inside  man." 

A  good  job  means  self-respect  and  pride.  People  feel 
they  count  and  they're  filled  with  a  feeling  of  self- 
esteem.  They  become  strong  individuals,  they  build 
strong  families,  and  become  the  building  blocks  of  stable 
and  healthy  communities. 

Successful  cities  are  made  of  all  kinds  of  people  — 
Black  and  White,  Hispanic,  Asian,  newcomer  and  na- 
tive, families  and  individuals  —  who  believe  they  have  a 
stake  in  that  city.  So  it's  not  just  a  matter  of  rhetoric  when 
we  say  that  our  goal  as  a  city  is  to  give  every  resident  that 
sense  of  self-respect.  I  can't  imagine  there  is  a  city  in 
America  where  a  willing  person  has  a  better  chance  than 
right  here  in  Boston.  Because  there  is  nowhere  else  in 
America  that  opportunities  will  be  greater  in  the  dozen 
years  that  separate  us  from  the  twenty-first  century.  In 
the  coming  years,  thousands  of  new  jobs  will  be  created 
in  Boston.  It's  our  job  to  see  that  Boston  residents  get 
their  fair  share. 

Today,  I  have  a  very  special  pledge  to  make  to  our 
young  people,  especially  to  our  children  in  the  Boston 
Public  Schools: 

My  commitment  —  Boston's  commitment  —  is  a  good 
job  at  a  living  wage  for  every  young  person  willing  to 
work. 

Through  expanded  public-private  partnerships,  and 
with  new  city  initiatives  like  the  soon-to-be  announced 
Boston  Jobs  Academy,  we  will  keep  building  the  struc- 
tures needed  to  meet  this  goal.  Existing  programs  like  the 
Boston  Compact,  Boston  for  Boston,  our  new  Jobstarts 
Network,  the  plan  for  excellence,  and  A.C.C.E.S.S. 
have  already  proven  successful.  Surely,  a  city  that  has 
such  a  profound  economic  impact  on  Massachusetts  and 
the  entire  New  England  Region  should  at  least  be  able  to 
offer  its  own  people  good-paying  jobs. 

Our  greatest  natural  resource  is  the  potential  for  crea- 
tivity that  lives  in  every  child.  Children  are  born  with 
hope  in  their  hearts  and  dreams  in  their  minds.  It's  our 
responsibility  to  nurture  these  hopes. 

Yet  it  seems  to  me  that  as  a  society  we've  been  discour- 
aging the  young  for  too  long ,  perhaps  out  of  our  own  lack 
of  vision.  It  is  time  for  society  to  start  inspiring  its  chil- 
dren with  a  sense  of  what  they  can  do. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  busy  telling  our  children 
what  they  can't  do  should  be  challenged  to  look  at  the 
world  through  a  young  person's  eyes.  They  would  see 
the  world  in  a  far  less  cynical  way.  The  child's  perspec- 
tive forces  us  to  be  honest  with  ourselves.  It  also  forces 
us  to  break  free  of  those  limits  that  we  adults  impose  on 
the  possibilities  for  a  better  society,  A  Better  Boston. 

The  need  is  there.  The  opportunity  is  waiting.  The 
question  is,  do  we,  as  a  city,  a  state,  and  a  nation  —  both 
the  public  and  private  communities  —  have  the  will? 

Only  time  will  tell,  but  the  answer  must  be  yes. 

Because  I  believe  it's  just  plain  unfair  for  even  a  single 
family  to  be  trapped  in  poverty  in  a  city  and  a  nation  of 
such  tremendous  wealth. 

It's  just  plain  unfair  for  any  kid  to  grow  up  illiterate  in 
the  shadows  of  the  greatest  academic  institutions  in 
America. 

It's  just  plain  unfair  for  people  to  go  without  adequate 
health  care  when  they  live  next-door  to  some  of  the 
world's  most  respected  medical  centers. 

Over  the  last  four  years  we've  worked  to  build  the 
bridges  of  economic  opportunity  to  Boston's  neighbor- 
hoods. But  we  also  know  we  cannot  and  should  not  be 
expected  to  do  it  alone. 

Because  poverty,  illiteracy,  and  lack  of  affordable 
housing  are  not  just  poor  peoples'  problems.  They're  not 
just  Boston's  problems. 
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Growing  poverty  is  an  American  Problem  and  we  need 
the  support  from  our  federal  government  to  begin  to  deal 
with  it. 

We  are  approaching  a  Presidential  Election  that  may 
be  the  most  critical  since  1932  in  terms  of  the  economic 
direction  America  will  take.  Urban  leaders  know  how 
government  works.  We  fully  understand  —  perhaps  bet- 
ter than  most  officials  in  Washington  —  the  potentially 
devastating  impact  of  the  national  deficit.  So  we're  not 
looking  for  a  blank  check  for  big-ticket  spending  pro- 
grams. 

What  we  are  looking  for  is  a  leader  who  is  sensitive  to 
the  needs  in  America's  cities;  who  is  willing  to  work  with 
us  on  compassionate  and  sensible  programs  to  fight  pov- 
erty, homelessness,  and  illiteracy. 

If  America  is  to  be  truly  strong,  we  must  maintain  a 
strong  commitment  to  the  basic  needs  of  our  poor  and 
working  families.  That's  just  what  I  said  recently  when  I 
appeared  before  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  United 
States  Congress,  speaking  for  the  Mayors  of  America's 
major  cities.  It  was  my  task  to  put  before  the  Congress  a 
plea  for  basic  fairness  for  America's  urban  centers. 

Now,  perhaps  the  greatest  obstacle  we  face  is  the 
mind-set  of  federal  officials,  who  say  we  can't  do  any- 
thing about  problems  like  infant  mortality  and  inade- 
quate job  training.  What  they're  really  saying  is  they 
refuse  to  do  anything. 

Well,  just  because  fairness  is  out  of  fashion  these  days 
for  some  in  Washington,  we  refuse  to  apologize  for  our 
vision:  a  nation  that  can  defend  the  dreams  of  its  working 
families  at  home,  just  as  well  as  it  defends  its  national 
security  interests  abroad. 

If  you  think  fairness  costs  too  much,  just  look  at  Amer- 
ica's prisons,  jails,  and  the  growing  number  of  soup 
kitchens,  and  add  up  the  toll  that  poverty  takes.  I  say,  we 
pay  now  or  we  pay  later. 

In  Boston,  we're  taking  the  problems  head-on,  be- 
cause we  have  a  city  to  build  and  people  to  serve.  Serving 
means  listening,  caring,  and  delivering. 

Just  recently,  I  reminded  people  at  City  Hall  of  the 
basic  fact  that  government's  job  is  to  help  people  solve 
problems  they  can't  solve  alone;  whether  it's  a  family 
without  heat  in  winter,  a  retiree  with  a  question  about  her 
pension  check,  or  a  neighborhood  group  requesting  im- 
provements for  their  local  park.  I  said  that  if  the  day  ever 
comes,  when  that  call  for  help  is  not  the  most  important 
call  you  take  all  day,  that's  the  day  we  should  all  get  out 
of  this  business.  Because  if  we  lose  our  zeal  for  service, 
then  we  surrender  our  right  to  serve. 

I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  that  we  are  ready  to  keep  mov- 
ing forward  —  with  zeal  and  with  pride  —  to  keep  Boston 
on  solid  financial  ground  and  provide  a  level  of  services 
that  will  be  just  as  good  as  the  people  we  serve.  We  will 
keep  moving  forward,  for  example,  on  our  nearly  $1  bil- 
lion investment  in  rebuilding  Boston:  its  police  stations, 
neighborhood  libraries,  medical  centers,  parks,  and 
roadways. 

Here  again,  however,  we  need  partners.  Like  every 
city  and  town  in  Massachusetts,  we  cannot  sustain  this 
progress  without  a  fair  and  equal  partnership  with  State 
Government.  We  need  state  cooperation  to  provide  the 
quality  of  services  that  people  deserve:  in  public  safety, 
environmental  health,  industrial  development,  and  every 
other  category  of  services. 

We  know  Boston  is  the  greatest  single  generator  of 
economic  activity  in  the  state,  particularly  in  terms  of 
pumping  revenues  into  the  state  treasury. 

It's  time  for  fairness. 

I  can  assure  you,  we  will  never  shy  away  from  standing 
up  for  our  city  when  we're  treated  callously  and  unfairly. 

Fighting  for  what  we  believe  in  is  one  of  Boston's 
proudest  traditions.  It's  part  of  building  a  city,  building  a 
hometown,  where  our  kids  can  grow  up  free  of  the 
deadly  menace  of  the  drug  pusher,  and  where  the  schools 
are  giving  them  tools  for  the  future. 


It's  part  of  building  a  city  where  the  arts  are  vibrant 
and  accessible  to  all;  where  there's  affordable  housing 
for  working  families;  and  where  a  strong  economy  con- 
tinues to  grow  and  to  open  its  doors  to  people  who've 
never  known  anything  but  having  those  doors  slammed 
in  their  faces. 

This  is  my  vision  for  Boston.  Not  just  for  some  —  but 
for  everyone. 

We  are  striving  for  that  day,  when  no  matter  which 
neighborhood  you  live  in,  no  matter  who  you  are,  you 
can  say  with  pride.  The  Shining  City  on  a  Hill  Is  My 
Hometown.  (Applause.) 

City  Clerk  Campbell  then  presented  the  Boston  Latin 
School  Concert  Choir,  conducted  by  Mr.  Ron  Brown, 
who  will  sing  "For  the  Beauty  of  the  Earth." 

"For  the  Beauty  of  the  Earth"  was  then  sung  by  the 
Boston  Latin  School  Concert  Choir.  (Applause.) 

City  Clerk  Campbell  then  presented  Rabbi  Ephraim 
Greenberg  of  Temple  B'nai  Moshe  who  offered  a  prayer. 

Rabbi  Greenberg:  Creator  of  us  all,  in  the  midst  of 
these  ceremonies  this  morning  we  pause  now  for  a  mo- 
ment of  personal  reflection  and  prayer  and  a  question: 
What  do  we  expect  from  the  men  and  women  whom  we 
today  delegate  to  fashion  and  administer  the  laws  of  this 
remarkable  city?  In  the  next  four  years  they  will  make 
many  kinds  of  laws.  Some  of  them  will  undoubtedly  be 
laws  designed  to  control  us.  In  any  large  city  there  are 
always  those  among  us  who  only  poorly  control  themsel- 
ves and  abrade  the  lives  of  others.  There  will  be  laws  that 
will  be  made  to  protect  us.  In  a  great  and  thriving  city 
there  are  always  seen  and  unseen  hazards  that  diminish 
the  quality  of  live,  the  ability  of  good  people  to  live  freely 
in  decency  and  unafraid. 

There  will  be  laws  which  speak  to  the  needs  each  of  us 
have  to  provide  the  material  things  of  life  for  those  who 
love  us  and  depend  upon  us.  But  wise  men,  God-inspired 
men  of  all  the  world's  great  traditions  have  all  taught  us 
that  all  these  are  negative  kinds  of  laws,  negative  kinds  of 
governing,  like  a  giant  dike  thrown  up  against  a  raging 
sea  to  keep  the  waves  of  chaos  and  poverty  and  greed  and 
hatred  and  indifference  and  inhumanity  and  that  part  of 
us  which  can  be  self-destructive  from  engulfing  the  city. 

There  is,  they  have  taught  us,  a  second  kind  of  law  and 
a  second  kind  of  lawmaker.  They  have  said  it  in  a  myriad 
of  tongues.  They  have  recorded  it  in  a  myriad  of  sacred 
scriptures.  One  that  I  know  put  it  this  way: '  'The  ultimate 
purpose  of  all  great  law  and  all  great  lawmakers  is  not 
simply  to  control  us,  to  protect  us,  to  look  to  our  material 
needs.  The  ultimate  purpose  of  great  law  and  great  law- 
makers is  to  civilize  the  city  by  the  real  intent  of  the  laws 
they  make,  by  the  spirit  in  which  they  administer  them, 
by  the  real  meaning  of  the  words  they  speak,  and,  above 
all,  by  the  example,  the  personal  example,  they  set  when 
they  lead. 

Things  that  speak  to  the  decencies  of  a  city  and  its  peo- 
ple, not  simply  to  self-interest  and  ambition,  that  speak  to 
the  compassion,  yes,  even  the  nobility  and  to  the  gener- 
osity of  spirit  to  which  even  the  least  of  us  is  capable  of 
rising. 

This  is  what  the  wisest  of  God-inspired  teachers  of 
great  traditions  have  tried  to  say  to  us,  and  we,  therefore, 
dear  God,  pray  unto  Thee  this  morning  that  our  leaders 
learn  how  to  stop  now  and  then  in  the  pellmell  rush  of 
events  and  the  intense  political  presentations  in  which 
they  must  operate,  to  listen  to  the  wisdom  of  the  ages, 
and  be  reminded  that  there  are  indeed  two  kinds  of  laws 
and  lawmakers. 

Help,  we  pray,  these  to  whom  we  invest  today  with 
power  over  our  lives  to  know  the  difference  so  that  this 
city  and  its  people  may  prosper  because  its  leaders  strive 
to  make  it  an  especially  civilized  place  in  which  to  live, 
where  each  of  us  can  fulfill  the  years  of  our  lives  with 
purpose,  and,  yes,  even  with  joy. 

May  this  be  Thy  will.  Amen.  (Applause.)

ACCORDING  TO  FEMA  GUIDELINES 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  had  longstanding  prob- 
lems with  the  decreasing  levels  of  the  ground  water  in 
Beacon  Hill  and  the  Back  Bay:  and 

Whereas,  The  dangerous  situation  of  the  water  table 
has  been  documented  since  early  1930;  and 

Whereas,  The  average  cost  of  replacing  the  wood  pil- 
ings under  the  houses  has  been  $200,000;  and 

Whereas,  The  continuing  problem  of  lowered  ground 
water  and  its  consequences  is  evidenced  by  recent  struc- 
tural damage  to  87  Beacon  Street  and  several  houses  in 
the  Beaver  Place  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  owners  of  87  Beacon  Street  are  unable 
to  raise  the  anticipated  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
needed  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  to  their  property; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  demonstrated  its  con- 
cern about  and  intention  to  alleviate  the  ground  water 
problem  through  the  creation  of  the  Boston  Ground  Wa- 
ter Trust  in  1986;  and 

Whereas,  The  solution  to  the  problem  is  several  years 
off  but  the  needs  of  the  affected  homeowners  are  both 
immediate  and  beyond  the  scope  of  the  resources  the  city 
can  offer;  and 

Whereas,  The  worsening  situation  could  have  dire 
consequences  on  the  economic  and  structural  underpin- 
nings of  the  city,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  de- 
struction of  many  buildings  of  architectural,  historic  and

MAYOR  TO  ALLOCATE  $25,000  FROM  GENERAL 
FUND  TO  BOSTON  GROUND  WATER  TRUST 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  had  a  longstanding 
problem  with  the  decreasing  levels  of  the  water  table  in 
Beacon  Hill  and  the  Back  Bay; 

Whereas,  The  lowering  of  the  ground  water  leads  to 
serious  structural  damage  and  expensive  repairs  for 
those  buildings  affected;  and 

Whereas,  Repairs  to  the  houses  on  Brimmer  Street 
have  already  amounted  to  over  one  million  dollars;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  established  the 
Boston  Ground  Water  Trust  in  order  to  reopen  existing 
and  install  new  observation  wells  so  that  the  problem  can 
be  monitored  and  prevented  in  the  future;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust  has  re- 
ceived a  matching  grant  of  $25,000,  as  well  as  an  out- 
right gift  of  $10,000,  from  the  Four  Seasons  Hotel;  and 

Whereas,  If  $60,000  could  be  raised  it  would  be 
enough  to  do  the  initial  study  on  the  existing  wells  which 
would  allow  both  some  monitoring  by  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  to  begin  and  be  a  sound  basis  for 
further  fundraising;  and 

Whereas,  The  lowering  of  the  ground  water  levels 
continue  to  be  a  serious  problem  as  evidenced  by  recent 
structural  damage  to  87  Beacon  Street  and  several  houses 
in  the  Beaver  Place  area;  now,  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  allocate 
$25,000  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Boston  Ground 
Water  Trust  in  order  that  the  Trust  may  collect  the 
matching  grant  from  the  Four  Seasons  Hotel;  and  be  it

WHEN  CHILD  DIES  OF  SUSPICIOUS  INJURIES 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  recently  came  to  light  that  the  deaths  of 
two  infants  placed  in  a  Roxbury  foster  home  by  the  De- 
partment of  Social  Services  may  have  been  the  result  of 
child  abuse;  and 

Whereas,  Although  the  autopsy  report  on  the  first  of 
the  two  deaths  detailed  '  'hemorrhaging  in  the  lung,  liver, 
small  bowel  .  .  .  with  little  bruises  on  the  lower  left 
chest"  the  foster  home  was  allowed  to  remain  open;  and 

Whereas,  There  appears  to  have  been  a  lack  of  com- 
munication among  the  District  Attorney's  office,  the 
Medical  Examiner,  the  Boston  Police  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Services;  and 

Whereas,  Proper  notification  and  communication 
among  these  departments  and  agencies  may  have  pre- 
vented the  death  of  a  second  child;  therefore,  be  it 
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Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council's  Committee 
on  Public  Safety  conduct  a  hearing  to  investigate  the  re- 
porting procedures  among  city  and  state  agencies  when  a 
child  dies  of  unnatural  causes  or  suspicious  injuries,  and 
certain  persons  be  invited  to  attend.

GRANTING  BOSTON  AUTHORITY  TO  PE- 
NALIZE THOSE  WHO  ABANDON  MOTOR  VE- 
HICLES 

Couns.  KELLY,  MENINO,  BYRNE,  BOLLING, 
SCONDRAS,  IANNELLA,  O'NEIL  AND  HENNI- 
GAN  CASEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  8  of 
Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  including  without  lim- 
itation, the  provisions  of  section  22Bof  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  governed  by 
the  terms  of  this  act  rather  than,  and  as  an  alternative  to, 
said  section  22B.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  the  following 
provisions  shall  apply: 

(a)  Proceedings  under  this  section  .shall  not  be 
deemed  criminal. 

(b)  For  purposes  of  this  act,  "owner"  shall  be  de- 
fined as  the  person  or  entity  registered  as  the  owner  of 
a  motor  vehicle  in  the  records  of  the  registry  of  motor 
vehicles  or  the  person  or  entity  who  last  had  custody  or 
possession  of  a  motor  vehicle,  legally  or  otherwise, 
including,  without  limitation;  operators  and/or  owners 
of  automobile  graveyards  or  junkyards,  both  as  de- 
fined in  section  1  of  chapter  140B  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  parking 
clerk  designated  or  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  263 
of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  most  recently  amended  by  sec- 
tion 1 3B  of  chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 .  The  park- 
ing clerk,  in  addition  to  his  or  her  other  duties  under 
this  or  any  other  chapter,  shall  supervise  and  coordi- 
nate the  processing  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  in 
Boston.  The  parking  clerk  shall  have  the  authority  to 
hire  such  personnel  or  to  contract  by  competitive  bid 
for  such  services,  subject  to  appropriation,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  implement  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  263  of 
the  Acts  of  1929,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section 
1 3  A  of  chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 ,  whoever  aban- 
dons a  motor  vehicle,  registered  or  unregistered,  upon 
any  public  or  private  way,  or  upon  any  property  other 
than  his  or  her  own,  without  the  permission  of  the 
owner  or  lessee  of  said  property,  shall  be  fined  $250 
for  the  first  such  abandonment  and  $500  for  each  such 
abandonment  thereafter.  Further,  such  person  shall  be 
liable  for  all  costs  incurred  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
removing  and/or  disposing  of  the  subject  motor  vehi- 
cle, including  but  not  limited  to  towing,  storage,  proc- 
essing and  disposal  charges. 

(e)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  officer  or 
every  person  who  the  parking  clerk  has  assigned  re- 
sponsibility for  abandoned  motor  vehicles,  who  takes 
cognizance  of  an  apparently  abandoned  motor  vehicle, 


to  give  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  a  notice  which  shall  be 
in  the  form  of  a  tag  affixed  to  the  vehicle.  Said  tag  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  informa- 
tion regarding  the  abandoned  vehicle:  the  date,  loca- 
tion, make,  color  and,  if  available,  the  registration 
number  and  the  vehicle  identification  number.  The  tag 
shall  also  contain  a  phone  number  and/or  address  at 
which  the  owner  may  obtain  information  regarding  the 
status  of  the  motor  vehicle  and  the  hearing  procedure 
regarding  abandoned  motor  vehicles,  as  described 
herein.  The  tag  shall  also  state  that  after  a  specified 
period  of  time,  the  vehicle  may  be  towed  and  disposed 
of. 

(0  After  a  tag  has  been  affixed  to  the  vehicle,  if  the 
owner's  identity  is  ascertained  and  the  motor  vehicle  is 
still  deemed  to  be  abandoned  pursuant  to  section  22C 
of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  the  parking  clerk  or 
his  designee  shall  send  a  written  notice  by  first  class 
mail  to  the  owner's  or  last  known  registered  owner's 
address  as  best  determined  through  the  registrar  of  mo- 
tor vehicles.  Such  notice  shall  be  deemed  sufficient, 
whether  or  not  actually  received  by  theaddressee(s),  if 
mailed  to  the  address  furnished  by  said  registrar.  The 
notice  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  follow- 
ing information  regarding  the  abandoned  vehicle:  the 
date,  location,  make,  color  and,  if  available,  the  regis- 
tration number  and  the  vehicle  identification  number; 
the  amount  of  the  fine  and  costs  assessed  for  the  of- 
fense; and  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  estab- 
lished by  the  parking  clerk.  This  written  notice  shall  be 
in  a  format  approved  by  the  registrar  of  motor  vehi- 
cles. Notwithstanding  the  hearing  scheduled  by  the 
parking  clerk,  the  owner  may  obtain  a  hearing  prior  to 
the  scheduled  hearing  date  by  appearing  at  the  office  of 
the  parking  clerk  during  established  business  hours 
and  requesting  an  immediate  hearing  regarding  the  ap- 
parently abandoned  motor  vehicle.  Furthermore,  not- 
withstanding the  hearing  scheduled  by  the  parking 
clerk,  the  owner  may  request  that  the  matter  be  adjudi- 
cated through  an  ex-parte  hearing  process. 

(g)  All  hearings  shall  be  held  before  a  person  herein- 
after referred  to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hearing  offi- 
cer to  be  the  parking  clerk  or  such  person  or  persons  as 
the  parking  clerk  may  designate.  Hearings  shall  be  in- 
formal, the  rules  of  evidence  shall  not  apply  and  deci- 
sions of  the  hearing  officer  shall  be  final  and  subject  to 
judicial  review  as  provided  by  section  14  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws.  No  appeal  or  exceptions 
shall  operate  to  stay  the  imposition  of  the  fine  and 
costs,  the  revocation  or  nonrenewal  of  the  license  or 
the  prohibition  of  registration  as  provided  for  herein. 

(h)  Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  parking 
clerk,  as  provided  herein,  may  appear  before  the  park- 
ing clerk,  or  his  designee,  to  contest  or  confess  the 
alleged  violation .  either  personal  ly  or  through  an  agent 
daily  authorized  in  writing.  In  the  alternative,  any  per- 
son notified  to  appear  before  the  parking  clerk  may 
confess  the  alleged  violation  by  mailing  to  the  parking 
clerk  the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  and  any  costs 
assessed,  provided  such  payment  is  made  only  by 
postal  note,  money  order  or  registered  check  made  out 
to  the  City  of  Boston. 

(i)  If  the  owner  fails  to  appear  at  a  hearing,  or  fails  to 
pay  the  fine  and  costs,  the  parking  clerk  shall,  in  the 
case  of  a  person,  notify  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles 
who  shall  place  the  matter  on  record  and  not  renew  the 
license  of  such  person  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle,  and 
in  the  case  of  an  entity,  notify  the  appropriate  persons 
to  revoke  and/or  not  renew  the  owner's  license  or  per- 
mit to  operate  a  business  pertaining  to  the  towing,  stor- 
ing, servicing  or  dismantling  of  motor  vehicles,  with- 
out limitation,  automobile  graveyards  or  junkyards.  If

the  motor  vehicle  is  registered  in  such  owner's  name 
or  was  last  registered  in  his  or  her  name,  the  registrar 
shall  prohibit  the  registration  and/or  renewal  of  regis- 
tration of  any  motor  vehicle  his  or  her  name.  Such  no- 
tice shall  be  in  a  format  approved  by  the  registrar  of 
motor  vehicles.  Upon  notification  to  the  registrar  of 
the  owner's  name,  an  additional  $10  charge  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  owner  of  the  abandoned  vehicle. 
This  $10  charge  shall  be  collected  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  notification  of  these  collections  shall  be 
made  to  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles  on  a  monthly 
basis.  On  or  before  September  first  of  each  year,  the 
registrar  shall  certify  the  total  number  of  $10  charges 
to  be  assessed  against  the  City  of  Boston.  This  number 
shall  equal  the  total  number  of  notifiction  of  actual  col- 
lections by  the  city.  The  registrar  shall  transmit  such 
certified  assessments  to  the  State  Treasurer  who  shall 
include  such  assessments  in  the  warrants  prepared  in 
accordance  with  section  20  of  chapter  59  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  All  such  actions  taken  by  the  registrar  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  notice  from  the  parking  clerk  that 
the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the 
law. 

ORDER  FOR  HEARING  RE  COST  BENEFIT 
ANALYSIS  OF  CITY  HALL  STRUCTURE 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  During  hearings  concerning  the  capital 
budget  loan  authorizations  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance  requested  information  concerning  the 
amount  of  money  the  city  spends  renting  space  for  its 
various  agencies  outside  of  City  Hall;  and 

Whereas,  The  reason  for  this  request  was  a  $2. 1  mil- 
lion dollar  request  by  the  administration  to  make  repairs 
to  the  City  Hall  structure.  The  Finance  Committee 
wished  to  undertake  a  cost  benefit  analysis  of  the  contin- 
ued investment  of  capital  dollars  into  the  edifice;  and 

Whereas,  Although  the  ceremonial  aspects  of  govern- 
ment are  reasonably  dealt  with  through  the  architecture 
of  City  Hall,  the  functional  or  "office"  functions  of  gov- 
ernment are  both  underhoused  and  forced  to  accommo- 
date the  labyrinthian  architectural  structure  and  clearly 
were  not  accorded  their  due  respect  by  those  who 
planned  the  facility;  and 

Whereas,  Only  60  percent  of  the  building  space  is  usa- 
ble; and  there  are  even  ceremonial  aspects  of  the  building 
such  as  the  entry  open  space  which  is  several  stories  tall 
yet  not  conveniently  viewable  by  the  public  due  to  design 
errors  which  do  not  contribute  to  the  ceremonial  aspects 
of  the  building;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  to  decide  affirmatively  how 
the  city  will  house  its  functions  rather  than  allowing  a 
continuation  of  the  piecemeal  moving  of  city  government 
to  sites  across  the  city  creating  a  "scattered  site"  city; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  The  appropriate  committee  hold  a  public 
hearing  inviting  the  Director  of  Capital  Planning,  the 
Real  Property  Department  and  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment to  participate  and  prepare  material  showing  the 
comparable  square  footage  costs  of  this  City  Hall  with 
respect  to  heating,  debt  service,  air  conditioning,  usable 
square  footage,  etc.  with  other  public  buildings  such  as 
Gropius's  federal  buildings  and  the  variety  of  state  build- 
ings in  the  area  and  be  requested  to  begin  a  study  of  retro- 
fitting the  present  structure  to  accommodate  such  func- 
tions as  Inspectional  Services  Department,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Planning  Depart- 
ments, etc.,  Day  Care  and  public  needs  such  as  lounge 
and  waiting  areas  or  alternatively  the  creation  of  a  new 
municipal  center  at  another  location  in  Boston.

Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities  —  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  encouragement  of  the  arts  and  humanities 
within  the  city,  including  cultural  development,  muse- 
ums, music,  performing  arts,  public  art,  art  education, 
the  support  and  funding  of  private  art  and  cultural  ameni- 
ties within  Boston,  protection  of  artists'  work  and  living 
space,  and,  locations  and  opportunities  to  display  and/or 
present  art  works.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budget- 
ary review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Art  Com- 
mission, the  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council,  the  Commis- 
sion on  Arts  and  Humanities  and  the  Office  of  Business 
and  Cultural  Development. 

Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services  —  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  municipal  serv- 
ices to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of  Boston,  espe- 
cially as  they  impact  on  youth,  the  disabled  and  infirm, 
veterans,  and  jobless  persons.  The  said  committee  shall 
maintain  policy  oversight  with  respect  to  vocational 
training,  adult  literacy,  public  health,  and  cable  televi- 
sion. The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Handicapped  and  Boston

Committee  on  Council  Rules  and  Administration  — 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  City  Council  rules, 
budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff,  and  supplies. 

Committee  on  Public  Education  —  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  cost  and  quality  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  including  structure  of  the  School  Department. 
The  committee  shall  monitor  educational  policy  espe- 
cially as  regards  English  language  fluency,  special  edu- 
cation, and  the  need  to  link  technical  education  to  em- 
ployment availabilities.  The  committee  shall  work  to 
strengthen  cooperation  among  the  city,  private  enter- 
prise, and  institutions  of  higher  learning.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  School  Department,  Community  School 
Commission,  and  loans  for  school  purposes. 

Committee  on  the  Environment  and  Public  Works  — 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural  and  historic 
resources  and  landmarks  of  the  city,  including  wetlands, 
the  harbor,  and  the  harbor  islands.  The  committee  shall 
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have  oversight  with  respect  to  the  care,  management, 
custody  and  use  of  public  lands  and  buildings,  except 
park  land.  The  committee  shall  involve  itself  in  the  pro- 
motion of  tourism;  the  relationship  between  the  city  and 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission,  and,  the  Massachusetts  Water  Re- 
sources Authority;  the  problems  of  pollution,  conserva- 
tion, and  energy.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budget- 
ary review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Real 
Property,  Public  Works  and  Environment  Departments. 

Committee  on  Goverment  Finance  —  which  shall  con-

The  committee  is  charged  with  analysis  and 
evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  or  the  city's  organization 
as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Administrative  Services,  Election  and  Law 
Departments,  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  except  those  com- 
ponents assigned  to  other  committees.  City  Clerk,  Regis- 
trar and  Records,  Group  Insurance,  Executions  of 
Courts,  Workers'  Compensation,  Retirement  Board, 
and  pension  liabilities. 

Committee  on  Housing  —  which  shall  concern  itself  with 
public  policy  involving  the  preservation,  creation,  and 
rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  city,  including  public 
housing  programs.  The  committee  is  charged  with  evalu- 
ation of  policies  and  programs  of  the  city  to  insure  an 
adequate  supply  of  affordable  housing;  to  insure  fair 
practices  and  consumer  protection  in  residential  hous- 
ing; to  encourage  the  maintenance  of  existing  housing; 
and,  to  advocate  toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent  and  af- 
fordable housing  for  all  Bostonians.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing,  and,  the  Institutional  Expansion  and  Rent  Eq- 
uity Boards. 

Committee  on  Planning  and  Development  —  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical  and  economic  pres- 
ervation and  development  of  the  city;  transportation  pol- 
icy; the  relationship  of  the  city  to  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council  and  to  the  MBTA,  and  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Works;  the  planning  of  public  build- 
ings; and,  the  adverse  impact  of  development  on  the  peo- 
ples and  neighborhoods  of  the  city,  with  special  regard  to 
the  1-93  Connector,  Orange  Line  replacement,  proposed 
third  harbor  tunnel  and  central  artery  depression,  the 
harbor  cleanup,  jail  construction,  and  large-scale  private 
development.

It  shall  ensure  the  delivery  of  fire 
and  police  protection  to  all  neighborhoods  of  Boston. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Police,  Fire  and  Penal  Insti- 
tutions Departments,  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  anti-crime 
efforts  financed  by  the  state  and  federal  governments, 
and,  county  matters. 

Committee  on  Substance  Abuse  and  Neighborhood 
Crime  Prevention  —  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the 
causes  and  effects  of  substance  abuse;  programs  availa- 
ble to  discourage  abuse,  treat  substance  abusers,  and 
support  and  assist  those  impacted  by  another's  substance 
abuse;  and,  encourage,  develop,  evaluate  and  facilitate 
community-based  public  educational  programs  related  to 
substance  abuse.  The  committee  shall  also  study  citizen 
driven  neighborhood  programs  to  prevent  crime,  includ- 
ing arson,  vandalism  and  youth  crime,  assault,  house- 
break,  and  crime  committed  as  a  vehicle  of  prejudice.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
which  would  ban  the  sale,  marketing  or  promotion  of  toy 
firearms  which  are  "realistic  looking"  or  could  reasona- 
bly be  perceived  as  actual  firearms. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  standard  stated 
in  the  ordinance  to  determine  whether  a  firearm  is  "real- 
istic looking"  is  an  overly  subjective  one,  thereby  mak- 
ing the  ordinance  nearly  unenforceable  and  exposing  it  to 
legal  challenge.  In  addition,  since  most  of  these  toys  are 
not  wholly  manufactured  in  Massachusetts,  the  ordi- 
nance may  be  judged  to  run  afoul  of  the  Constitution's 
commerce  clause.  Finally,  the  fines  to  be  levied  for  viola- 
tion of  the  ordinance  are  in  excess  of  those  allowed  by 
law. 

The  idea  of  limiting  the  number  of  "realistic  looking" 
toy  weapons  is  a  worthwhile  one.  and  I  have  ordered  my 
stall  to  work  with  the  City  Council  in  order  to  adopt  an 
ordinance  that  helps  protect  the  public  and  is  able  to  with- 
stand a  legal  challenge.  Therefore.  I  look  forward  to 
working  with  the  Councillors  on  this  matter.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  De- 
cember 30,  1987,  Docket  No.  1371 .  an  order  regarding 
the  selection  of  a  new  Commissioner  for  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals.  This  order  would  require  that 
the  Mayor  and  "the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  of 
Boston"  (sic)  formulate  and  fund  a  study  commission 
which,  over  the  course  of  three  months,  would  evaluate 
current  and  future  health  care  needs  in  the  city  and  set 
criteria  for  the  selection  of  a  new  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance is  duplicative  and  would  impermissibly  intrude 
upon  functions  and  responsibilities  which,  under  our 
City  Charter,  are  entrusted  exclusively  to  the  Executive 
Branch  of  government.  The  City  Charter  specifically 
gives  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  the  responsi- 
bility to  nominate  candidates  for  Commissioner.  The 
Charter  provides  that  the  Mayor  make  the  final  selection 
of  a  Commissioner  from  the  list  of  nominated  candi- 
dates. 

A  further  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  would  give  certain  responsibilities  to 
"the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Boston"  (sic),  and 
no  such  Board  exists. 

There  are  few  issues  more  important  to  this  city  than 
the  health  of  its  residents  and  our  City  Hospital  plays  a 
central  and  crucial  role  in  addressing  the  need  for  quality 
health  care,  especially  for  those  who  are  economically 
disadvantaged.  That  is  why  we  have  committed  our- 
selves to  a  major  capital  plan  to  improve  the  physical 
facilities  at  Boston  City  Hospital. 

For  the  past  four  years  my  administration  has  been  ac- 
tively evaluating  the  current  and  future  health  care  needs 
of  the  City  of  Boston  on  an  ongoing  basis.  We  have  cre- 
ated a  number  of  different  task  forces  —  already  in  place 
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and  working  —  to  look  to  the  long-term  health  care  needs 
of  this  city.  The  Mayor's  Task  Force  on  Aids  is  but  one 
example.  Studying  and  planning  for  the  city's  healthcare 
needs  is  an  ongoing  process  requiring  constant  vigilance 
and  we  gain  little,  but  stand  to  lose  much,  by  creating  a 
new,  duplicative  "study  commission"  with  a  three- 
month  mandate.  On  the  other  hand,  the  need  for  a  new 
commissioner  who  can  provide  leadership  and  direction 
at  our  City  Hospital  is  immediate.  The  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  should  not  be  delayed  in  their  present 
search  for  the  best  possible  nominee  to  that  position.

ANNUAL  DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS

Requiring  Annual  Departmental  Reports 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B.  section  13.  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  CBC  Ordinance  5,  section  126  is  hereby 
stricken  and  in  its  place  the  following  inserted: 

126  —  Annual  Reports  of  Departments 

Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  or  executive 
officer  heading  an  agency  not  categorized  in  a  depart- 
ment shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  close  of  a  fiscal 
year,  complete  preparation  of  an  annual  report  to  be 
printed  as  a  permanent  Boston  City  Document.  The  re- 
port shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  acts  and  doings,  and 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  department  or  agency 
for  such  fiscal  year,  together  with  such  other  matters  as 
may  be  required  by  law.  or  as  the  Mayor  or  officer  may 
deem  to  be  of  public  interest. 

The  report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  director  of  Ad- 
ministrative Services  who  shall  arrange  through  the  pur- 
chasing agent  for  publication  as  a  Boston  City  Document 
in  accordance  with  CBC  Ordinances  Title  5.  section  9.  A 
copy  of  the  report  shal  I  be  transm  itted  to  the  Mayor  and  a 
copy  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  through  the  City 
Clerk. 

Directors  or  executive  officers  of  agencies  established 
within  the  Mayor's  Office  shall  submit  their  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Mayor  for  inclusion  in  a  report  concerning 
the  Mayor's  department.  The  Mayor  through  his  chief 
clerical  aide  shall  cause  such  a  report  to  be  submitted  for 
publication  as  a  City  Document.  A  copy  of  the  report 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  through  the  City 
Clerk. 

Section  2.  The  director  of  Administrative  Services  or 
his  designee  shall  report  to  the  Mayor  within  ninety  days 
after  the  close  of  a  fiscal  year  the  departments  or  unaffili- 
ated agencies  which  have  not  complied  with  seasonable 
filing  reports. 

In  the  event  of  extenuating  circumstances  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Mayor,  render  impossible  the  preparation 
of  an  annual  report  by  sixty  days  following  the  end  of  a  ' 
fiscal  year,  the  Mayor  may  notify  the  City  Council,  stat- 
ing reasons  for  delay  and  giving  an  estimated  date  by 
which  compliance  will  be  accomplished. 

Section  3.  Any  department  head  or  executive  officer  or 
director  of  an  unaffiliated  agency  failing  to  meet  the 
deadline  or  extension  for  submitting  an  annual  report 
shall  be  personally  liable  for  a  civil  penalty  of  $1,000, 
with  the  penalty  continuing  at  the  rate  of  $500  for  each 
successive  month  or  portion  thereof  during  which  the 
deadline  is  not  met.  The  penalty  shall  be  enforced  by  the 
director  of  Administrative  Services  and  the  City  Auditor. 
The  auditor,  shall,  upon  notification  of  delinquency, 
commence  to  withhold  compensation  from  the  official 
until  such  penalty  has  been  satisfied.  Sums  withheld  shall 
be  deposited  to  the  general  fund  and  shall  not  be  returned 
to  the  official  when  the  report  volation  has  been  rectified. 

Section  4.  Department  and  agency  heads  shall,  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so.  prepare  for  printing  as  a  per- 
manent document,  an  annual  report  for  each  year  com- 
mencing with  fiscal  year  1985.  These  reports  shall  be 
transmitted  for  publication  as  outlined  above  by  July  1, 
1988. 

Department  and  agency  heads  shall,  to  the  best  of  their 
staffs'  abilities,  determine  the  date  of  the  last  annual  re- 
port printed  for  the  respective  agency  or  one  recognized 
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as  its  predecessor.  From  available  records,  the  depart- 
ment or  agency  head  and  staff  shall  prepare  a  cumulative 
report  spanning  the  period  uncovered,  through  fiscal 
year  1985.  These  reports  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  di- 
rector of  Administrative  Services  by  July  I,  1988.

MARKETING  OF  REPLICA  FIREARMS  IN  BOSTON

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 

An  Ordinance  Relating  to  the  Sale 

and  Marketing  of  Replica  Firearms 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 
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CITY  COUNCIL 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  sale  and  possession  of  replica  firearms 
has  increased  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  recent  years;  and 

Whereas,  Replica  firearms  can  be  so  authentic  looking 
as  to  be  visually  indistinguishable  from  real  firearms; 
and 

Whereas,  Replica  firearms  have  been  and  continue  to 
be  used  in  the  commission  of  violent  crimes  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  When  such  replica  firearms  are  perceived  as 
actual  firearms,  fear  and  dangerous  defensive  actions 
may  result;  and 

Whereas,  Such  prevalence  and  use  is  a  threat  to  public 
safety  and  security;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  address  this  threat 
to  public  safety  and  can  best  do  so  by  limiting  the  avail- 
ability of  such  replica  firearms;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  police  officers,  because  of  their 
training  and  experience,  have  the  knowledge  and  ability 
to  assess  the  similarities  between  real  and  replica  fire- 
arms and  the  violence  that  can  result  from  the  use  of  rep- 
lica firearms;  now,  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  274  the  fol- 
lowing new  section  and  caption: 

Section  274a.  Regulating  the  Sale  and  Marketing  of 

Replica  Firearms  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Subsection  A.  Definitions. 
As  used  herein,  the  following  words  shall  have  the 

following  meanings: 

(1)  "Commissioner":  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  or  his  designee. 

(2)  "Department":  the  Boston  Police  Department. 

(3)  "Market":  to  display  for  sale. 

(4)  "Replica  firearm":  any  toy,  imitation,  or  fac- 
simile pistol,  revolver,  shotgun,  rifle,  air  rifle,  B-B 
gun,  pellet  gun,  machine  gun  or  other  similar  simu- 
lated weapon  which  because  of  its  color,  size,  shape  or 
other  characteristics,  can  reasonably  be  perceived  to 
be  a  real  firearm  from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be 
fired  and  which,  pursuant  to  subsection  D  of  this  ordi- 
nance, has  been  determined  to  pose  a  threat  to  public 
safety. 

(5)  "Sell":  To  exchange  or  deliver 

(a)  for  money  or  its  equivalent;  or 

(b)  as  a  promotion  or  an  inducement  to  buy. 
Subsection  B.  Regulation. 

Except  as  provided  in  subsection  C  herein,  no  per- 
son or  entity  shall  sell  or  market  any  replica  firearm  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Subsection  C.  Exceptions. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  sale  of  replica 
firearms  shall  be  permitted  if  the  sale  of  such  replica 
firearms  is  solely  for  purposes  of  or  for  transportation 
in  intrastate,  interstate  or  foreign  commerce. 

Subsection  D.  Enforcement. 

(1)  The  commissioner  shall  identify  those  replica 
firearms  which  he  deems  to  pose  a  threat  to  public 
safety  and  shall  make  a  list  thereof.  Such  list  shall  in- 
clude, where  available,  the  following  information:  the 
product  name,  the  manufacturer  and  the  model  num- 
ber. The  commissioner  shall  post  the  list  in  the  depart- 
ment and  shall  make  available  copies  thereof  to  the 
general  public.  The  commissioner  shall  update  the  list 
from  time  to  time  as  he  deems  warranted.  Any  individ- 
ual may  provide  information  to  the  commissioner  re- 
garding replica  firearms  to  be  added  to  the  list. 

(2)  Any  person  who  observes  the  sale  or  marketing 
of  a  replica  firearm  which  he  believes  to  be  a  violation 
of  this  ordinance  may  register  a  written  or  oral  com- 
plaint with  the  department.  A  Boston  police  officer,  in 


response  to  each  complaint,  shall  investigate  the  com- 
plaint  forthwith  in  person  and  determine  whether  there 
is  such  a  violation. 

(3)  Any  Boston  police  officer  who  observes  the  sale 
or  marketing  of  a  replica  firearm  which  he  believes  to 
be  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  investigate  forth- 
with and  determine  whether  there  is  such  a  violation. 

(4)  If  a  Boston  police  officer  determines  that  there  is 
a  violation  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  orderthe  individ- 
ual or  entity  to  remove  immediately  from  sale  or  mar- 
keting all  the  replica  firearms  found  to  be  in  violation. 
In  addition,  the  department  shall  impose  the  following 
penalties  on  the  individual  or  entity  violating  the  ordi- 
nance: 

(a)  a  written  citation  or  warning  for  the  first  vio- 
lation; 

(b)  a  $100  fine  for  the  second  violation;  and 

(c)  a  $200  fine  for  the  second  and  any  subsequent 
violations. 

For  purposes  of  penalties  to  be  imposed  under  this 
ordinance,  if  a  Boston  police  officer  determines  that  a 
sale  or  marketing  of  replica  firearms  has  occurred,  that 
determination  shall  constitute  one  violation,  regard- 
less of  the  number  of  replica  firearms  involved.  A 
Boston  police  officer  shall  return,  unannounced,  to  the 
site  of  the  violation  within  the  thirty-day  period  fol- 
lowing the  determination  of  a  violation  to  ensure  that 
the  individual  or  entity  has  not  resumed  the  sale  or 
marketing  of  replica  firearms. 
Subsection  E.  Appeal  Procedure. 
Any  individual  who  is  aggrieved  by  an  action  taken 
by  a  Boston  police  officer  under  this  ordinance  may. 
within  ten  days  of  such  action,  file  an  appeal,  in  writ- 
ing, to  the  commissioner.  After  notice  to  such  individ- 
ual, the  commissioner  shall  hold  a  hearing,  after  which 
he  shall  issue  a  decision  in  which  he  affirms,  annuls  or 
modifies  an  action  taken  by  a  Boston  police  officer, 
giving  his  reasons  therefor.  The  commissioner  shall 
send  the  decision  to  the  individual  by  first  class  mail 
within  ten  days  after  the  hearing.  The  decision  shall  be 
a  final  administrative  decision.  The  individual  shall 
have  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  written  decision  to 
seek  judicial  review  in  the  Suffolk  County  Superior 
Court. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  days 
after  enactment.

Men  go  throughout 
the  city  shoveling  this  bituminous  concrete  into  the  holes 
and  this  is  all  they  do.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  com- 
pressing it  into  the  hole —just  dumping  it  and  leaving  it. 

If  solid  concrete  were  dumped  into  this  pothole  situa- 
tion, and  then  smoothed  off,  the  concrete  would  very 
well  be  there  after  the  whole  road  is  gone.  It  is  the  opin- 
ion of  the  filer  of  this  order  that  after  filling  the  potholes 
year  after  year  the  cost  to  taxpayers  have  cost  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  good,  hard-earned  tax  money  and  has  not 
solved  the  problem. 

Also,  just  consider  how  many  claims  have  been  filed 
against  the  city  for  damages  to  various  motor  vehicles. 
So  again,  I  ask  that  once  and  for  all  that  every  pothole  be 
filled  with  solid  concrete  and  resolve  this  problem.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion to  amend  chapter  12  IB  of  the  General  Laws  and  es- 
tablish a  form  of  governance  for  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority. 

The  home  rule  petition  will  re-establish  full  control  by 
the  city  over  the  affairs  of  the  housing  authority  and  sets 
into  motion  the  final  step  necessary  for  releasing  the  au- 
thority from  the  court  receivership  which  has  been  in 
effect  since  1980.  The  structure  which  I  am  proposing  in 
this  home  rule  petition  provides  for  greater  public  ac- 
countability over  the  management  and  performance  of 
the  housing  authority.  It  ensures  that  the  lack  of  account- 
ability over  the  problems  which  the  housing  authority, 
encountered  in  the  past  and  which  led  to  the  court  receiv- 
ership, is  not  repeated  in  the  future. 

The  home  rule  petition  provides  for  the  housing  au- 
thority to  be  managed  and  controlled  by  an  administrator 
who  is  responsible  to  the  Mayor.  The  activities  of  the 
housing  authority  would  be  subject  to  the  review  of  a 
Monitoring  Committee  composed  of  public  housing  ten- 
ants and  other  individuals  with  a  demonstrated  interest  in 
public  housing  issues.  The  public  housing  tenant  major- 
ity would  ensure  that  the  policies  of  the  housing  authority 
do  not  negatively  impact  upon  the  people  on  whose  be- 
half the  authority  exists. 

While  the  monitoring  committee  structure  permits  the 
housing  authority  administrator  to  implement  sound  pol- 
icy on  a  day-to-day  basis  without  unnecessary  intrusion, 
it  ensures  that  housing  authority  policies  and  programs 
are  subject  to  public  scrutiny,  criticism  and  review. 

As  the  city  resolves  its  past  history  of  court  interven- 
tion into  its  institutions,  it  is  with  added  significance  that 
I  submit  for  your  approval  this  home  rule  petition.  It  is 
my  firm  hope  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  see  fit  to 
pass  on  this  bill  with  all  deliberate  speed. 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  cooperation  on  this  very 
important  issue.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Administrator.  Notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  in- 
cluding without  limitation  the  provisions  of  sections  5, 6, 
and  7  of  chapter  12  IB  of  the  General  Laws,  in  the  City  of 
Boston  the  housing  authority  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
trolled by  an  individual  to  be  known  as  the  administrator. 
The  administrator  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Mayor  and  the  administrator  shall  be 
compensated  for  such  service.  The  administrator  and  all 
assistant  and  deputy  administrators,  or  those  in  positions 
equivalent  in  authority  to  assistant  or  deputy  administra- 
tors should  job  titles  change,  shall  devote  full  time  during 
business  hours  to  the  duties  of  their  positions.  The  ad- 
ministrator shall  be,  or  within  six  months  after  the  date  of 
his  or  her  acceptance  of  the  position  shall  become,  a  resi- 
dent of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  continue  to  maintain 
principal  residence  in  the  City  of  Boston  during  the  ten- 
ure of  appointment. 

The  exception  provided  for  the  executive  director  in 
the  fifth  paragraph  of  section  29  of  chapter  12 IB  of  the 
General  Laws,  shall  apply  to  the  administrator  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  and  to  employees  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  who  hold  the  following  posi- 
tions or  equivalent  positions  should  job  titles  change:  as- 
sistant administrator,  deputy  administrator  and  general 
counsel;  provided,  however,  that  this  exception  shall  not 
apply  to  any  such  employee  who  has  held  his  position  for 
a  total  of  five  years  of  uninterrupted  service  as  of  the  date 
of  enactment  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  Monitoring  Committee  —  Appointment  and 
Composition. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  Monitoring  Committee  ("Monitor- 
ing Committee")  which  shall  be  comprised  of  nine  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  Mayor.  All  of  the  members  shall  be 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  continue  to 
maintain  principal  residence  in  the  City  of  Boston  during 
the  tenure  of  appointment.  Five  of  the  members  shall  be 
public  housing  tenants  and  shall  be  appointed  from  a  list 
of  not  less  than  twenty  names  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
through  a  process  agreed  upon  by  city-wide  public  hous- 
ing tenant  organizations  and  public  housing 
development-based  tenant  organizations  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority.  Any  appointees  who  are  not  public 
housing  tenants  shall  be  selected  by  the  Mayor  from 
among  persons  with  a  demonstrated  commitment  to  pub- 
licly assisted  housing  with  experience  in,  but  not  limited 
to,  one  or  more  of  the  following  areas:  public  health, 
public  safety,  legal  advocacy  for  low-income  tenants, 
public  accounting,  property  management  and/or  devel- 
opment and  organized  labor.  The  Mayor  shall  nominate 
from  among  the  Monitoring  Committee  memebers  a  per- 
son to  be  the  chairperson  of  said  committee.  The  nomina- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  ratification  by  a  majority  vote  of 
all  of  the  members  of  the  Monitoring  Committee.  All 
members  shall  serve  terms  of  two  years,  coterminous 
with  the  term  of  the  City  Council;  provided,  however, 
that  the  initial  term  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of 
1990. 

Members  may  be  removed  by  the  Mayor  at  any  time 
when  he  or  she  deems  that  a  member  has  acted  with  gross 
misconduct,  has  negligently  performed  his  or  her  duties, 
or  has  violated  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  Va- 
cancies occurring  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  the 
term  shall  be  filled  by  mayoral  appointment  as  herein 
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specified  for  the  unexpired  term;  provided,  however, 
that  a  vacancy  with  respect  to  a  public  housing  tenant 
member  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  a  list  of  not 
less  than  four  names  submitted  to  the  Mayor  through  the 
process  herein  specified. 

All  members  shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  All  members  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion; provided,  however,  that  all  members  shall  be  reim- 
bursed by  the  housing  authority  for  reasonable  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  housing 
authority  shall  establish  an  annual  Monitoring  Commit- 
tee budget  for  staff,  training  and  other  appropriate  ex- 
penditures. 

Section  3.  Monitoring  Committee  Powers  and  Duties, 
(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Monitoring  committee  to 
periodically  review  matters  relating  to  the  management 
and  performance  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and  to 
report  thereon  to  the  Mayor.  The  Monitoring  Committee 
shall  review  and  approve  the  following:  principal  federal 
and  state  annual  operating  budgets,  principal  annual 
modernization  applications,  and  all  property  dispositions 
which  would  reduce  the  total  number  of  housing  units  of 
the  housing  authority  which  have  not  been  approved, 
prior  to  enactment  of  this  act,  by  the  Massachusetts  Su- 
perior Court  in  the  case  of  Armando  Perez,  et  al.  v. 
Boston  Housing  Authority.  The  Monitoring  Committee 
has  thirty  days  from  receipt  of  any  such  budget,  applica- 
tion or  notice  of  property  disposition  in  which  to  notify 
the  housing  authority  and  the  Mayor  of  its  approval  or 
disapproval  thereof.  After  such  thirty-day  period,  re- 
gardless of  whether  the  Monitoring  Committee  has  so 
notified  the  housing  authority  and  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor 
shall  approve  or  diapprove  such  budget,  application  or 
property  disposition.  The  Mayor  may  override  the  Moni- 
toring Committee's  decision;  provided,  however,  that  if 
the  Mayor  overrides,  he  or  she  must  so  act  within  thirty 
days  of  receiving  the  Monitoring  Committee's  decision 
and  must  state  the  reasons  in  writing. 

(b)  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  submitting  notifica- 
tion to  the  appropriate  agency  of  the  transfer  of  previ- 
ously approved  modernization  funds  from  one  housing 
authority  development  to  another,  the  housing  authority 
shall  notify  the  Monitoring  Committee  and  state  its  rea- 
sons therefor  in  writing. 

(c)  The  Monitoring  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once 
every  three  months  and  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to 
the  Mayor  in  March  of  each  year.  The  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 23A,  23B,  and  23C,  of  chapter  39  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  apply  to  all  meetings  of  the  Monitoring  Com- 
mittee. 

(d)  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  adminis- 
trator, the  Mayor,  prior  to  the  appointment  of  a  new  ad- 
ministrator, shall  consult  with  the  Monitoring  Commit- 
tee as  to  the  qualifications  for  and  selection  of  the 
administrator.  Further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moni- 
toring Committee  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  housing 
authority  to  improve  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of 
the  residents  of  housing  owned  or  operated  by  the  hous- 
ing authority.

TABLISHING AN  ARCHIVES  AND  RECORDS 
ADVISORY  COMMISSION  AND  AN  AR- 
CHIVES AND  RECORDS  MANAGEMENT  DI- 
VISION 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Establishment  of  the  Archives  and  Records 
Advisory  Commission. 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  Archives  and 
Records  Advisory  Commission  hereinafter  known  as  the 
Commission. 

Said  Commission  shall  consist  of  the  City  Clerk  who 
shall  serve  as  its  Chairman,  the  City  Registrar,  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Public  Liberary,  and  the  Director  of  Adminis- 
trative Services,  ex-officio,  or  their  respective  desig- 
nees, and  five  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
appointed  members  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected.  The 
Mayor  shall  appoint  persons  to  the  Advisory  Commis- 
sion who  have  had  at  least  three  years  experience  in  pub- 
lic or  private  institutions  concerned  with  the  care,  cus- 
tody or  use  of  archival  materials. 

All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  nec- 
essarily incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  They 
shall  be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  268A  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  the  Archives  and  Records 
Management  Division. 

There  shall  be  within  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  a 
division  known  as  the  Archives  and  Records  Manage- 
ment Division.  The  division  shall  establish  and  maintain 
a  program  for  the  administration  and  preservation  of  the 
records  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  defined  and  provided  for 
by  chapter  66  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The 
division's  program  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commission. 

The  division  shall  be  supervised  by  a  professional  ar- 
chivist who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City  Clerk,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Commission. 

The  archivist  shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  law, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  City  Clerk,  City  Registrar, 
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departmental  custodians,  and  the  Commission,  shall  exe- 
cute the  responsibilities  of  chief  records  officer  of  the 
inactive  records  of  the  city. 

The  City  Clerk  may  employ  within  the  division  profes- 
sional and  technical  experts  and  such  other  employees  as 
may  be  required  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  subject 
to  the  qualifications  set  by  the  Commission. 
Section    3.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  approve,  disapprove  or  modify 
all  plans  and  schedules  prepared  by  the  archivist  relative 
to  the  retention,  disposition  and  preservation  of  records. 

The  Commission  shall  advise  in  the  administration  of 
the  division  and  render  annually  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  a  report  regarding  the  development  and  status  of 
municipal  archives  and  records  management. 

The  Commission  shall  encourage  departmental  coop- 
eration with  municipal  records  regulations  as  provided 
for  by  this  statute  and  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  regarding 
any  matters  that  may  arise  between  departments  and  the 
division. 
Section    4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Division. 

The  Division  shall: 

a.  develop  procedures,  standards  and  techniques  and 
promulgate  policies  in  relation  to  records  and  ar- 
chives management; 

b.  prepare  inventories,  indexes,  guides,  and  other  re- 
source aids  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  public  records 
of  the  city  in  its  custody; 

c.  create  and  implement  retention  and  disposition 
schedules  in  compliance  with  regulations  issued 
under  section  1  of  chapter  66  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  relative  to  noncurrent  records,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Com- 
mission; 

d.  establish  procedures  for  the  lawful  transfer  and  dis- 
position of  all  noncurrent  records,  including  those 
of  semi-active  status  which  must  be  retained  for 
varying  periods  of  time,  but  which  are  not  needed 
frequently  for  the  transaction  of  current  business, 
and  provide  a  central  records  center  for  accepting, 
storing,  retrieving,  servicing  and  protecting  such 
records; 

e.  appraise  and  preserve  all  inactive  municipal  re- 
cords for  their  historical,  administrative,  legal,  fis- 
cal, cultural  or  other  important  value; 

f.  receive,  arrange  and  describe  all  inactive  records 
which  come  into  the  division's  possession; 

g.  establish  and  operate  an  archives  repository  in  or- 
der to  store,  secure,  process  and  conserve  said  re- 
cords and  to  make  them  available  for  governmental 
reference  and  public  use; 

h.  receive  inactive  archival  records,  being  those  re- 
cords which  have  an  enduring  historical  or  admin- 
istrative value  from  departments,  agencies,  of- 
fices, commissions,  boards  and  public 
corporations,  whether  extant  or  defunct,  as  well  as 
the  records  of  all  officials  and  agents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  when  those  records  are  no  longer  necessary 
for  conducting  current  business. 
Section    5.  Custody  of  Public  Records. 

All  public  records,  as  defined  by  section  7  of  chapter  4 
and  section  3  of  chapter  66  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city  and  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  by  law,  shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of 
the  sole  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  or  office.  All 
records  shall  be  delivered  by  outgoing  officials  and  em- 
ployees to  their  successors. 

Inactive  records  in  the  custody  of  departments  may  be 
designated  as  archival  records  by  the  archivist  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Commission.  Such 
records  shall,  after  identification  and  appraisal  by  the  ar- 
chivist to  determine  their  value,  be  transferred  to  the 
city's  archival  repository  where  they  shall  be  processed, 
conserved  and  made  available  for  reference. 


Section    6.  Duties  of  the  City  Departments. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  any  city  department,  agency, 
board,  office,  commission  or  public  corporation  shall: 

a.  make  and  preserve  public  records  containing 
proper  documentation  of  its  organization,  func- 
tions, policies,  and  procedures; 

b.  establish  and  maintain  effective  controls  over  the 
creation,  maintenance  and  use  of  records  and  guard 
against  the  loss  or  the  unauthorized  or  unlawful  re- 
moval of  city  records; 

c.  apply  the  provisions  of  approved  records  retention 
schedules  to  execute  the  orderly  disposition  of  re- 
cords including  transfer  to  the  city's  central  records 
center  or  archives  repository  of  noncurrent  or  inac- 
tive records; 

d.  appoint  a  clerk  as  provided  by  section  6  of  chapter 
66  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  who  shall 
act  as  a  liaison  between  the  agency  and  the  division 
on  all  matters  relating  to  the  department's  records 
and  record-keeping  practices. 

Section    7.  Disposal  of  Records. 

No  records  shall  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
by  any  department,  agency,  office,  commission,  board 
or  public  corporation  until  they  have  been  reviewed  by 
the  archivist  and  written  approval  has  been  obtained 
from  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Records 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  City  Clerk  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall  base 
their  determinations  on  the  potential  administrative,  fis- 
cal, legal,  research  or  historical  values  of  the  record  and 
the  applicable  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  record  retention  schedules  promulgated  by 
the  division. 

Requests  to  dispose  of  records  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  description  of  the  records  by  series,  inclusive  dates, 
quantities  and  with  reference  to  approved  state  and  city 
retention  schedules  and  shall  include  notification  of  time, 
place  and  method  of  disposal. 

Upon  disposal  of  the  records,  the  department,  agency, 
office,  commission,  board  or  public  coporation  which 
requested  the  disposal  shall  submit  to  the  archivist  a  cer- 
tificate of  disposal  listing  the  records  and  certifying  to 
their  disposal.  The  division  shall  insure  the  proper  de- 
struction of  all  disposable  records,  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  provisions,  within  ninety  days  of  the  date 
of  eligibility. 

Records  designated  as  archival  shall  be  retained  for 
historical  or  research  purposes  and  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  municipal  archives  for  permanent  custody. 
Section    3.  Recovery  of  Public  Records. 

The  division  shall  seek  the  return  of  public  records  of 
the  city  which  have  been  alienated  from  its  possession  or 
provide  for  the  reproduction  of  alienated  records,  or  pro- 
vide information  concerning  the  location  of  these  re- 
cords, if  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  safe  and  usable 
manner  and  are  available  for  public  use. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Commis- 
sion, the  Corporation  Counsel  may  take  action  to  recover 
any  municipal  records,  artifacts  or  documents  deemed  to 
have  historical  significance  which  were  previously  sold, 
transferred,  loaned  or  otherwise  removed  from  the  city 
without  proper  authorization.

2,  chapter  1  is  amended  by 
inserting  a  new  section  as  follows: 
Section  4. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  required  to 
inform  the  City  Council  President  of  any  absence  of 
the  Mayor  from  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Mayor  shall 
provide  the  date  of  his  departure  from  Boston  and  the 
date  of  his  return  to  Boston  to  the  City  Council  Presi- 
dent.

I  transmit  herewith  the  proposed  Supplemental  Appro- 
priation for  the  City  of  Boston,  to  cover  certain  depart- 
mental expenditures  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  fis- 
cal year.  Revenue  to  support  these  Supplemental 
Appropriations  will  be  drawn  from  available  funds. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  most  significant  aspect  of 
the  proposed  Supplemental  Appropriation  request  is  the 
commitment  to  fund  recently  agreed  upon  collective  bar- 
gaining contracts.  It  is  also  significant  in  that  the  Supple- 
mental Appropriation  requests  an  amount  to  fund  our 
FY89  statutory  Reserve  Fund  requirement.  Budgeting 
this  amount  one  year  in  advance  of  the  statutory  require- 
ment transmits  a  constructive  message  concerning  the 
ability  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  plan  for  and  fund  an  ap- 
propriately sized  Reserve  Fund  of  this  nature.  Another 
way  of  looking  at  the  Supplemental  Appropriation  is  that 
almost  20  percent  of  the  money  to  be  appropriated  is  ear- 
marked not  to  be  spent.  Given  the  increasingly  uncertain 
economy,  the  appropriation  to  the  Reserve  Fund  will 
help  bolster  the  soundness  of  the  city's  long-term  finan- 
cial picture. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Library  Depart- 
ment is  to  fund  the  recently  signed  collective  bargaining 
contract. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Fire  Department  is

|S  primarily,  although  not  exclusively,  earmarked  for 
Collective  bargaining  and  for  increased  overtime  related 

o  public  safety.  The  department  will  also  receive  a 
smaller  amount  for  certain  non-personnel  service  ac- 
counts to  cover  the  cost  of  purchasing  bullet-proof  vests, 
ndemnification  increases  and  to  cover  the  increases  in 
he  clothing  allowance  for  police  officers  as  a  result  of 
ollective  bargaining. 


The  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  is  designed  to  cover  collective  bar- 
gaining costs,  increased  overtime  and  expanded  initia- 
tives in  the  areas  of  combating  homelessness,  AIDS 
treatment  and  ambulance  service. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Transportation 
Department  is  earmarked  to  cover  costs  associated  with 
the  city's  new  arterial  street  sweeping  program. 

The  requested  supplemental  for  the  Election  Depart- 
ment is  earmarked  to  cover  expenditures  in  that  depart- 
ment's personnel  service  line  items,  principally  in  re- 
sponse to  the  city 's  expanded  voter  registration  program. 

The  supplemental  budget  request  for  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail  is  principally  for  collective  bargaining  costs. 
A  smaller  portion  is  to  fund  two  nurse  positions  for  the 
jail  suicide  prevention  unit. 

The  supplemental  budget  request  for  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  is  designed  to  pay  for  collective 
bargaining  costs.  A  portion  will  also  cover  costs  associ- 
ated with  the  administration's  expanded  park  mainte- 
nance program  and  park  programming  efforts. 

The  proposed  supplemental  for  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment is  primarily  targeted  for  collective  bargaining 
costs,  with  an  amount  earmarked  for  the  city's  expanded 
street  sweeping  program. 

Finally,  as  noted  in  the  second  paragraph,  I  am  re- 
questing an  amount  to  be  place  in  the  Reserve  Fund  as 
required  by  c.

LOT STERILE  NEEDLE  AND  SYRINGE  EX- 
CHANGE PROGRAM

Dear  Councilors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  pilot  needle  and 
syringe  exchange  program  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  ask  that  you  reserve  judgment  on  this  proposal  until 
you  have  heard  the  full  testimony  of  medical  and  public 
health  professionals  in  public  hearing.  As  I  have  stated 
repeatedly,  we  all,  as  political  leaders,  need  to  defer  to 
the  advice  of  public  health  experts  when  it  comes  to  the 
desperate  need  to  contain  the  spread  of  AIDS.  A  disci- 
plined and  professional  consideration  of  this  issue  will 
serve  to  raise  public  awareness,  even  as  we  seek  to  legis- 
late the  necessary  next  steps. 

Over  the  past  few  months,  the  City  of  Boston  has  taken 
every  step  possible  under  current  state  law  and  available 
state  and  federal  funding.  I  am  increasingly  convinced, 
however,  that  these  measures  alone  do  not  go  far  enough 
in  the  short  term  to  address  the  desperate  need  to  stem  the 
transmission  of  the  virus  among  intravenous  drug  users. 

As  you  know,  the  number  of  AIDS  cases  among  IV 
drug  users  and  their  partners  has  become  a  public  health 
crisis  with  enormous  consequences.  These  needle-using 
addicts,  their  sex  partners  and.  most  tragically,  their  ba- 
bies are  the  fastest  growing  group  of  AIDS  victims. 

No  one  initiative  to  contain  the  virus  can  be  the  an- 
swer, other  than  finding  a  vaccine  or  a  cure  for  the  dis- 
ease itself.  In  the  meantime,  we  must  explore  every  op- 
tion which  shows  promise  for  containing  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  while  maintaining  our  uncompromising 
stand  against  illegal  drug  use. 

In  my  own  consideration  of  the  pilot  needle-exchange 
program,  I  ask  two  basic  questions: 

1 .  Will  such  a  program  help  restrain  the  transmission 
of  the  virus  among  IV  drug  users? 

2.  Will  such  a  program  promote  additional  illegal  drug 
use  in  any  way? 

I  asked  Dr.  George  Lamb,  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Clinical  Programs  and  Community  Health  at  our  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department,  to  observe  needle-exchange 
programs  in  Great  Britain  and  the  Netherlands.  In  these 
countries,  the  programs  are  seen  as  an  important  way  to 
decrease  the  spread  of  HIV  and  AI DS  among  intravenous 
drug  users. 

In  addition.  Dr.  Lamb  reports  that  there  is  no  evidence 
that  illegal  drug  use  increases  among  program  partici- 
pants or  that  new  people  are  lured  into  illegal  drug  use 
because  of  these  programs.  In  fact,  these  programs  seem 
to  be  bringing  many  addicts  into  the  public  health  system 
for  the  first  time.  Many  program  participants  then  move 
on  to  either  methadone  maintenance  or  drug  abatement 
through  their  increased  confidence  in  the  government's 
desire  to  help  them.  These  needle-exchange  programs 
are  proving  to  be  the  first  step  for  many  otherwise  un- 
reachable addicts  who  then  move  up  the  treatment  ladder 
to  finally  beat  their  addiction. 

At  present  time  it  is  estimated  that  25  percent  of 
Boston's  addicts  are  carrying  the  virus  compared  to  up- 
wards of  70  percent  in  New  York  City.  Because  our  sta- 
tistics have  run  about  three  years  behind  New  York,  we 
are  still  in  a  position  to  try  to  contain  the  spread.  After  a 
long  public  debate,  the  New  York  state  health  commis- 
sioner has  finally  given  New  York  City  public  health  of- 
ficials approval  to  proceed.  We  must  provide  the  leader- 
ship necessary  now  and  not  wait  for  the  situation  in 
Boston  to  become  as  desperate.  By  instituting  an  experi- 
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mental  program  to  remove  AlDS-infected  needles  from 
Boston's  intravenous  drug  using  population,  we  will  not 
be  increasing  the  number  of  syringes  on  the  street,  but 
rather  we  will  be  reducing  the  number  of  infected  needles 
in  the  hands  of  addicts. 

Additionally,  our  outreach  workers  will  simultane- 
ously offer  education  and  counseling  services  in  hope 
that  any  IV  drug  user  who  seeks  protection  from  the 
AIDS  virus  will  have  the  additional  choice  of  rehabilita- 
tion. 1  would  offer  that  there  is  simply  no  evidence  to 
suggest  that  a  public  health  program  of  this  sort  will  con- 
tribute to  an  increase  in  drug  use.  Yet,  if  we  do  not  act, 
we  can  be  sure  of  the  continued  increase  of  IV  drug  users 
who  carry  the  AIDS  virus. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  join  with  me  in  an  all- 
out  public  health  strategy  to  prevent  the  spread  of  AIDS. 
1  look  forward  to  the  testimony  of  public  health  experts 
and  this  very  important  legislative  discussion  over  the 
weeks  to  come.

lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  I .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary ,  including  without  lim- 
itation the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  94C,  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  have  the 
authority  to  establish  by  regulation  a  Boston  Pilot  Sterile 
Needle  and  Syringe  Exchange  Program  ("Pilot  Pro- 
gram"). Such  Pilot  Program  and  regulations  shall  be  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  the  spread  of  acquired  immune 
deficiency  syndrome  ("AIDS")  or  human  immunodefi- 
ciency virus  ("HIV").  The  Pilot  Program  shall  be  de- 
signed so  as  (a)  to  prevent  the  sharing  of  needles  and 
syringes  by  intravenous  drug  users  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  (b)  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the  program  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  AIDS  or  HIV. 

The  Pilot  Program  shall  be  conducted  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  physician.  The  staff  running  the  Pilot  Pro- 
gram and  distributing  sterile  needles  and  syringes  shall 
each  be  specifically  licensed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

The  Pilot  Program  shall: 

(a)  be  open  only  to  those  persons  who  have  first  been 
examined  by  a  licensed  member  of  the  Pilot  Pro- 
gram staff  and  determined  to  be  an  intravenous  drug 
user: 

(b)  provide  that,  upon  entry  into  the  Pilot  Program, 
each  intravenous  drug  user  shall  be  offered  a  referral 
to  a  drug  treatment  program; 

(c)  provide  for  the  direct  distribution  by  Pilot  Program 
staff  of  a  limited  number  of  sterile  hypodermic  nee- 
dles and  syringes  to  each  participating  intravenous 
drug  user  for  use  solely  by  the  intravenous  drug  user 
to  whom  the  sterile  needles  and  syringes  have  been 
issued;  the  issued  needles  and  syringes  may  be  ex- 
changed by  the  participating  intravenous  drug  user 
for  new  sterile  needles  and  syringes  issued  by  Pilot 
Program  staff; 

(d)  provide  that  such  sterile  needles  and  syringes  are 
for  use  exclusively  within  the  City  of  Boston. 


Records  maintained  pursuant  to  said  Pilot  Program 
shall  not  identify  those  receiving  sterile  needles  and  sy- 
ringes by  name  or  address.  However,  each  sterile  needle 
and  syringe  shall  be  issued  as  a  single  unit  which  shall  be 
separately  numbered.  At  the  time  that  each  such  sterile 
needle  and  syringe  is  issued,  the  recipient  shall  also  be 
issued  a  license  to  possess  such  sterile  needle  and  sy- 
ringe. Each  such  license  shall  expire  seven  days  from  its 
issuance  and  shall  require  that  the  sterile  needle  and  sy- 
ringe be  returned  to  the  Pilot  Program  within  such  seven- 
day  period.  The  identification  number  appearing  on  the 
sterile  needle  and  syringe  unit  and  expiration  date  of  the 
license  shall  be  indicated  on  the  license  in  bold  print. 

Individuals  enrolled  in  the  Pilot  Program  and  duly  li- 
censed to  possess  sterile  needles  and  syringes  shall  not  be 
subject  to  prosecution  under  G.L.  c.  94C,  ss.  27  (a)  or 
321  for  so  long  as  they  remain  in  compliance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  such  Pilot  Program  and  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  said  license;  however,  such  individuals 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  non-compliance  with  the  Pilot 
Program,  and  thus  not  exempt  from  prosecution,  if  such 
individuals  are  in  possession  of  a  needle  and  syringe,  or  a 
needle  or  a  syringe,  which  is  not  properly  licensed  or  for 
which  the  license  has  expired. 

Section  2.  No  physician,  nurse,  or  other  health  care 
professional  employed  by,  engaged  by,  or  otherwise  in- 
volved in  the  Pilot  Program  described  in  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  be  held  liable  for  any  injury  or  loss  of  property 
or  personal  injury  or  death  caused  by  his/her  actions  in 
connection  therewith,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
his/her  prescription  or  dispensation  of  hypodermic  nee- 
dles and  syringes. 

Section  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
make  lawful  the  possession  of  controlled  substance  clas- 
sified as  such  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  94C.  s.  31  except  that 
no  prescription  shall  be  required  to  dispense,  obtain  or 
possess  a  hypodermic  needle  and  syringe  which  is  dis- 
pensed, obtained  or  possessed  pursuant  to  section  I  of 
this  act. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable  and 
if  any  provision  or  portion  thereof  shall  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall  be  con- 
sidered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
concerning  fire  alarm  systems. 

The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  is  to  establish  procedures 
whereby  the  Fire  Department  will  know  of  the  location 
ioi  fire  alarm  systems  throughout  the  city.  In  addition,  the 
ordinance  imposes  a  graduated  schedule  of  fines  for  fire 
alarm  system  malfunctions. 

When  the  Boston  Fire  Department  responds  to  a  fire 
ilarm  activated  because  of  a  system  malfunction,  the  es- 
imatcd  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  minimum  of  $800. 
in  addition  to  the  financial  cost,  each  malfunction  re- 
hires that  Boston  Fire  Department  personnel  respond 
hereto,  thus  decreasing  the  number  of  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment personnel  available  to  respond  to  an  actual  fire. 
1  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  ordinance  as

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 

An  Ordinance 

Concerning  Fire  Alarm  Systems. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .     Preamble. 

Whereas,  There  has  been  an  increase  in  recent  years  in 
the  use  of  fire  alarm  systems  which  operate  by  way  of  a 
master  box  or  by  way  of  a  central  station  operating  com- 
pany; 

Whereas,  Improper  installation,  defective  equipment, 
lack  of  maintenance  or  other  reasons  cause  fire  alarm 
systems  to  malfunction; 

Whereas,  Each  time  the  Boston  Fire  Department  re- 
sponds to  a  fire  alarm  activated  because  of  a  fire  alarm 
malfunction  the  estimated  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
minimum  of  $800; 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  the  financial  cost,  each  mal- 
function requires  that  Boston  Fire  Department  personnel 
respond,  thus  decreasing  the  number  of  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment personnel  available  to  respond  to  an  actual  fire; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Department's  responding  to 
fire  alarm  malfunctions  jeopardizes  the  safety  of  fire 
fighters  as  well  as  the  general  public;  now,  therefore,  be 
it  ordained  to  be  in  the  public  interest  as  follows: 
Section  2.     Fire  Alarm  Systems. 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  11,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  chapter  3  the  following  chapter 
4  to  be  entitled  "Fire  Alarm  Systems." 
Section  115.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  chapter,  unless  a  contrary  inten- 
tion clearly  appears,  the  following  words  shall  have 
the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "Central  station  operating  company":  A 
company  equipped  to  receive  a  fire  alarm  signal 
from  each  of  its  customers  and  which  then  transmits 
to  the  Boston  Fire  Department  (BFD)  the  location  of 
any  such  alarm  the  central  station  operating  com- 
pany receives. 

(b)  "Fire  alarm  system":  Any  heat-activated, 
smoke-activated,  flame-energy-activated  or  other 
such  automatic  device  capable  of  transmitting  a  fire 
alarm  signal  to  either  a  central  station  operating 
company  or  directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master 
box. 

(c)  "Fire  alarm  system  malfunction":  The  trans- 
mittal of  a  fire  alarm  to  a  central  station  operating 
company  or  directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master 
box  which  alarm  is  caused  by  improper  installation 
of  a  fire  alarm  system,  a  mechanically  defective  fire 
alarm  system,  lack  of  maintenance  or  some  other 
reason  that  causes  a  fire  alarm  to  sound  even  though 
there  is  no  actual  fire  or  situation  that  reasonably 
could  evolve  into  a  fire. 

(d)  "Fire  alarm  system  owner":  An  individual  or 
entity  who  owns  the  title  to  and/or  has  on  his  busi- 
ness or  residential  premises  a  fire  alarm  system 
equipped  to  send  a  fire  alarm  signal  to  a  central  sta- 
tion operating  company  or  directly  to  the  BFD  by 
way  of  a  master  box. 

(e)  "Fire  Marshal":  The  Deputy  Fire  Chief  in 
charge  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the  BFD, 
designated  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  as  the  Fire 
Marshal  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(f)  "Head  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department":  The 
Chief  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  designated  by 
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the  Boston  Fire  Commissioner  as  Chief  Executive 
Officer. 

(g)  "Master  box  owner":  An  individual  or  entity 
who  has  on  his  busi  ness  or  residential  premises  a  fire 
alarm  system  equipped  to  send  a  fire  alarm  signal 
directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box. 
Section  116.  Connection  of  Fire  Alarm  Systems  to 
the  BFD  by  Way  of  a  Master  Box. 

Every  master  box  owner  whose  fire  alarm  system 
is  connected  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box,  as 
authorized  by  section  12. 13  of  the  Boston  Fire  Pre- 
vention Code,  shall  pay  the  fee  required  by  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14,  section  450. 

Before  the  fire  alarm  system  is  connected  to  the 
BFD,  the  master  box  owner  shall  provide  the  Fire 
Marshal  with  the  following  information: 

(a)  the  name,  address,  and  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers  of  the  master  box  owner; 

(b)  the  street  address  where  the  master  box  is 
located; 

(c)  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  num- 
bers of  the  persons  or  businesses  protected  by  the 
fire  alarm  system  connected  to  the  master  box; 

(d)  the  names,  addresses  and  home  and  work 
telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  other 
than  the  owner  who  can  be  contacted  twenty-four 
hours  a  day,  who  are  authorized  by  the  master  box 
owner  to  respond  to  an  alarm  signal  and  who  have 
access  to  the  premises  in  which  the  master  box  is 
located;  and 

(e)  such  other  information  as  the  Fire  Marshal 
may  require. 

If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  fire  alarm 
system  has  already  been  connected  to  the  BFD  by 
way  of  a  master  box,  the  master  box  owner  shall 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section 
within  sixty  days  after  the  BFD  has  sent  him  notice 
by  first-class  mail  of  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

If  a  master  box  owner  fails  to  comply  with  this 
section,  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  a  fine  of  $50 
for  each  day  of  noncompliance. 
Section  117.     Connection  of  Central  Station  Oper- 
ating Companies  to  the  BFD. 

Every  central  station  operating  company  who  has 
a  direct  connection  to  the  BFD,  as  authorized  by  sec- 
tion 12. 13  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  shall 
pay  the  fee,  if  any,  required  by  City  of  Boston  Code. 
Ordinances,  Title  14,  section  450. 

Before  the  central  station  operating  company  is 
connected  with  the  BFD,  it  shall  provide  the  Fire 
Marshal  with  the  following  information: 

(a)  the  name,  address  and  telephone  numbers 
of  the  central  station  operating  company; 

(b)  the  names,  addresses,  and  home  and  work 
telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  who  can 
be  contacted  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  who  are  au- 
thorized by  the  central  station  operating  company 
to  respond  to  an  alarm  signal  and  who  have  access 
to  the  premises  from  where  the  alarm  signal  is 
emitting  to  the  central  station  operating  company; 

(c)  the  name,  address,  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers,  and  location  of  the  premises  of 
each  customer  of  the  central  station  operating 
company  who  has  a  fire  alarm  system  equipped  to 
send  a  fire  alarm  signal  to  the  central  station  oper- 
ating company;  and 

(d)  such  other  information  as  the  Fire  Marshal 
may  require. 

If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  central  station 
operating  company  already  has  a  direct  connection 
to  the  BFD,  the  central  station  operating  company 
shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section 


within  sixty  days  after  the  BFD  has  sent  it  notice  by 
first-class  mail  of  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

Section   120.     Restrictions  On  Tape  Dialers  And 
Similar  Automatic  Telephone  Devices. 

No  fire  alarm  system  shall  be  equipped  with  a  tape 
dialer  or  similar  automatic  telephone  device  which 
will  transmit  an  alarm  message  to  any  telephone 
lines  of  the  BFD.  If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a 
fire  alarm  system  is  equipped  with  such  a  tape  dialer 
or  similar  automatic  telephone  device,  the  fire  alarm 
system  owner  shall  have  sixty  days  from  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  to  disconnect  such  tape  dialer  or 
similar  automatic  telephone  device.  If  a  fire  alarm 
system  owner  fails  to  comply  with  this  section,  the 
Fire  Marshal  may  assess  a  fine  of  $50. 
Section  121.    Appeal  Procedure. 

Any  fire  alarm  system  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by 
an  action  taken  by  the  Fire  Marshal  under  this  ordi- 
nance, may,  within  10  days  of  such  action,  file  an 
appeal,  in  writing,  to  the  Fire  Marshal  and  to  the 
head  of  the  BFD.  as  defined  herein.  After  notice  to 
such  owner,  the  head  of  the  BFD.  or  his  designee, 
shall  hold  a  hearing,  after  which  he  shall  issue  a  de- 
cision in  which  he  affirms,  annuls  or  modifies  the 
action  taken  by  the  Fire  Marshal,  giving  his  reasons 
therefor.  The  head  of  the  BFD  shall  send  his  decision 
to  the  owner  by  first-class  mail  within  ten  days  after 
the  hearing.  The  decision  of  the  head  of  the  BFD 
shall  be  a  final  administrative  decision.  The  owner 
shall  have  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  written 
decision  to  seek  judicial  review  in  the  Suffolk 
County  Superior  Court. 
Section  122.     Regulations  and  Enforcement. 

The  Fire  Marshal  may  promulgate  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  this  ordi- 
nance. The  Fire  Marshal  is  authorized  to  pursue 
such  legal  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  this 
ordinance. 
Section  123.    Fees 

Fees  relating  generally  to  fire  alarm  systems  are 
contained  in  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances,  Title 
14,  section  450. 
Section  124.     Deposit  to  the  General  Fund. 

All  fines  assessed  herein  shall  be  payable  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 
Section  3.     Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
Section  4.     Effective  Date.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  to  per- 
mit the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  to  expend,  consist- 
ent with  the  purpose  of  the  Trust,  linkage  funds  which 
were  accepted  by  the  Trust  pursuant  to  the  City  Council 
Order  of  July  22,  1987. 
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On  December  30,  1987,  the  Neighborhood  Housing 
Trust  voted  to  grant  $1 ,  167,840  of  funds  previously  ac- 
cepted by  the  Trust  to  six  housing  developments  with 
housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  households  in  the 
City  of  Boston: 

Infill  Housing,  an  eighty-four-unit  homeownership  re- 
habilitation development  at  scattered  sites  in  Roxbury 
and  North  Dorchester  including  seventy-five  units  affor- 
dable to  low-  and  moderate-income  households.  The 
Trust  voted  to  grant  Infill  Housing  $370,840,  levering 
over  $8,725,000  in  other  resources.  Construction  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  in  summer  of  1988. 

Navy  Yard  Townhouses,  a  fifty-unit  new  construction 
homeownership  development  in  Charlestown  including 
sixteen  units  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income 
households.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant  Navy  Yard  Town- 
houses  $210,000,  levering  over  $5,880,000  in  other 
funds.  Construction  is  underway. 

Habitat  Houseraising  Project,  an  eleven-unit,  new 
construction  homeownership  development  in  Dorches- 
ter, with  all  eleven-units  affordable  to  low-  and 
moderate-income  households.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant 
Habitat  Houseraising  Project  $88,000,  levering  over 
$689,000  in  other  funds  plus  donated  materials  and  la- 
bor. Construction  is  underway. 

Monsignor  Lyons  Housing  Development,  a  ten-unit, 
new  construction  homeownership  development  in  South 
Boston,  with  all  ten  units  affordable  to  low-  and 
moderate-income  households.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant 
Monsignor  Lyons  Housing  Development  $220,000,  lev- 
ering over  $733,000  in  other  funds.  Construction  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  in  spring  of  1988. 

483-487  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  a  twelve-unit  rental  reha- 
bilitation housing  development  in  Dorchester,  with  all 
twelve  units  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income 
households.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant  483-487  Blue  Hill 
Avenue  $200,000.  levering  over  $686,000  in  other 
funds.  Construction  is  expected  to  begin  in  spring  of 
1988. 

Main  Street  Townhouses,  a  thirty-two-unit,  new  con- 
struction ownership  development  in  Charlestown,  with 
thirteen  units  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate- 
households.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant  Main  Street  Town- 
houses  $79,000,  levering  over  $3,700,000  in  other 
funds.  Construction  is  expected  to  begin  in  the  spring  of 
1988. 

In  total,  these  six  housing  developments  offer  137 
units  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income  house- 
holds in  five  Boston  neighborhoods  for  a  combined  total 
;>f$l,  167,840  in  linkage  funds. 

Approval  of  the  City  Council  is  necessary  for  the 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  to  release  $1,167,840  in 
Funds  which  are  essential  for  the  rehabilitation  and  con- 
struction of  low-  and  moderate-income  housing  units  in 
he  City  of  Boston. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  order  as  expe- 
ditiously as  possible,  in  order  that  these  funds  may  be 
'eleased.

I  attach  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  authoriz- 
ing the  City  of  Boston  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend 
$415,000  in  Community  Development  Action  Grant 
(CDAG)  funds. 

The  Codman  Square  area  of  Dorchester  has  suffered 
disinvestment  for  several  years.  Currently,  there  are  sev- 
eral development  projects  in  the  pipeline  that  will  revital- 
ize this  neighborhood.  They  include:  mixed-use  housing 
and  commercial  development  in  the  Lithgow  block  and  at 
the  corner  of  Torrey  and  Washington  Streets;  facade  re- 
habilitation at  655-659  Washington  Street;  and  construc- 
tion of  a  kitchen  at  the  Kit  Clark  Senior  House  at  64 1  -649 
Washington  Street.  All  of  these  projects  are  receiving 
city  subsidies  such  as  loans,  grants,  or  city-owned  land. 
In  addition,  extensive  capital  improvements  are  planned 
for  Codman  Square  by  the  city. 

The  CDAG  would  fund  the  development  of  a  public- 
parking  lot  in  Codman  Square.  The  proposed  lot  will 
provide  greatly  needed  parking  space  which  will  support 
the  commercial  development  of  Codman  Square.  With- 
out this  parking  lot,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  secure  ten- 
ants for  the  commercial  space  or  to  provide  adequate  cus- 
tomer parking  for  the  new  businesses,  greatly  impairing 
the  redevelopment  of  this  blighted  area. 

Again,  this  CDAG  is  crucial  to  the  rcvitalizationof  the 
Codman  Square  neighborhood,  in  which  the  city  has  al- 
ready invested  a  great  deal.  I  urge  your  Honorable  Body 
to  pass  this  order  to  make  possible  the  construction  of  the 
aforementioned  parking  lot.

$599,830  in  commercial  Community  Development 
Action  Grant  (CDAG)  funds.  The  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment (PFD)  will  submit  a  grant  application  to  the 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  for 
this  funding.  These  funds  will  be  utilized  to  support  the 
city's  Comprehensive  Development  Initiative  plan  for 
the  improvement  of  Roxbury's  Grove  Hall  Commercial 
District. 

Currently  PFD  is  working  with  neighborhood  resi- 
dents, merchants,  community  representatives  and  orga- 
nizations to  revitalize  the  social  and  economic  founda- 
tions of  the  business  district.

•  Renovate  vacant  commercial  and  residential  build- 
ings, thereby  creating  affordable  housing  and  in- 
creased employment  opportunities  for  community 
residents.

Sharp  increases  in  water  and  sewer  use 
charges  have  been  announced  by  the  Massachusetts  Wa- 
ter Resources  Authority  as  society's  price  of  cleaning  up

44  percent,  with  new  rates  scheduled  to  start  implemen-

Whereas,  The  Commission  will  hold  a  public  hearing 
the  evening  of  March  16,  1988,  at  Faneuil  Hall  to  receive 
testimony  on  proposed  new  rates;  and

elderly  and  validly  handicapped,  owner-occupants  or 
tenants  by  increasing  to  a  minimum  25  percent  the  dis- 
count on  the  water  bill  portion  of  their  quarterly  bills, 
inasmuch  as  the  increased  sewer  use  portion  of  charges 
cannot  legally  be  reduced;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  also  important  to  affirm  the  principle 
requiring  that  larger  users  pay  an  inclining  rate  per  gal- 
lon for  the  larger  burden  they  put  on  waste  water  treat- 
ment facilities;  and 

Whereas,  This  graduated  rate  over  ten  levels  of  daily 
water  consumption  marks  a  shift  from  flat-rate  charges 
required  when  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  took 
over  from  the  city  in  1978;  and 

Whereas,  The  inclining  rate  charge  in  itself  can  serve 
as  a  pocketbook  incentive  for  water  conservation  by 
property  owners  and  should  encourage  voluntary  instal-

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  REQUIRING  DEPART- 
MENT HEADS  FILE  AFFIDAVIT  OATH  RE 
FILING  ANNUAL  RESIDENT  CERTIFICATES

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
February  24,  1988,  which  would  require  each  depart- 
ment head  and  like  officer  of  the  city  to  file  with  the  City 
Clerk,  an  affidavit  regarding  annual  residency  certifi- 
cates. In  addition,  the  order  would  authorize  the  City 
Council's  Committee  on  Government  Operations  to 
summons  before  it  department  heads  and  like  officers 
who  fail  to  file  such  affidavits. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that,  by  this  order,  the 
City  Council  is  impermissably  involving  itself  with  the 
executive  and  administrative  business  of  the  city.  The 
City  Charter,  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St. 
1951.  c.  376,  si,  specifically  proscribes  such  direct  or 
indirect  council  involvement.  Furthermore,  the  charter 
is  quite  clear  as  to  the  means  by  which  the  Council  is  to 
obtain  specific  information  from  the  executive  branch  of 
municipal  government.  Pursuant  to  sl7F  of  c.  452,  the 
City  Council  can  request  specific  information  from  the 
Mayor.  There  is  no  authority  for  the  City  Council  to  by- 
pass the  Mayor  and  require  department  heads  or  I  ike  offi- 
cers to  impart  information  to  the  City  Council,  whether 
by  summons  or  otherwise. 

Further,  the  proposed  order  expands  the  terms  of  the 
so-called  residency  ordinance  without  amending  the  or- 
dinance itself.  There  is  thus  a  question  as  to  the  authority 
lor  and  enforceability  of  this  order. 

Finally,  the  proposed  order  is  vague.  It  is  unclear  what 
persons  are  included  in  the  category  of  "like  officer."  It 
is  also  unclear  what  the  scope  of  the  department  head's  or 
like  officer's  responsibility  would  be  under  the  order. 
The  order  can  be  read  to  require  a  department  head  or 
like  officer  to  take  action  beyond  his  or  her  own  depart- 
ment or  agency. 

This  administration,  like  the  Council,  has  strongly 
supported  the  goal  ol  employing  Boston  residents  when- 
everpossible,  and  we  have  taken  unprecedented  action  to 
extend  the  concept  to  include  requirements  that  Boston 


residents  receive  a  fair  portion  of  the  jobs  created  in  the 
construction  industry  on  city-supported  projects.  The 
Council's  proposed  order  does  not  extend  the  residency 
concept;  rather,  because  its  terms  are  illegal  and  vague, 
the  order  would  serve  to  detract  from  the  goal  which  we 
all  share.

Governor  Dukakis  has  asked  me  to  reply  to  your  letter 
of  January  19,  1988,  regarding  the  declaration  of  the 
Back  Bay  and  Beacon  Hill  sections  of  Boston  as  federal 
emergency  areas  under  the  Federal  Emergency  Manage- 
ment Agency  (FEMA)  guidelines. 

The  lowering  of  the  water  table  in  the  area  has  been  a 
problem  for  some  time  and  in  some  cases  goes  back  to  the 
MBTA  tunnel  construction.  It  has  been  a  topic  of  discus- 
sion in  engineer  circles  for  the  past  several  years,  and  to 
my  knowledge,  no  cost  effective  solution  is  presently 
available,  the  only  corrective  action  is  rewatering  which 
is  impractical  or  replacement  of  the  wood  pilings  with 
concrete  or  steel  pilings  which  is  extremely  expensive. 

On  Tuesday,  February  16,  1988,  we  contacted  FEMA 
Region  I  regarding  the  Beacon  Hill  water  level  problems 
and  the  possibility  of  FEMA  assistance. 

Mr.  Robert  Teeri,  Emergency  Management  Specialist 
in  the  Public  Assistance  branch  stated  that  assistance  for 
the  gradual,  long-term  type  of  problem  occurring  in  the 
Back  Bay  and  Beacon  Hill  is  not  eligible  under  FEMA 
disaster  recovery  programs.  A  Presidential  Disaster 
would  be  needed  and  this  is  extremely  unlikely  based  on 
the  problem. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  the  damage  is  not  caused  by  a 
sudden  and  uncontrollable  natural  or  technological  haz- 
ard which  could  utilize  FEMA  recovery  assistance. 
Though  the  problem  is  of  great  concern  to  affected  resi- 
dents and  property  owners,  it  is  not  within  the  scope  of 
FEMA  assistance  programs. 

I  regret  that  we  cannot  offer  much  or  any  hope  of  fed- 
eral assistance.  However,  if  we  can  be  of  assistance  as 
you  pursue  other  avenues  of  relief  please  advise.

Whereas,  It  would  be  a  signal  tribute  to  the  heritage  of 
the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  if  its  Cap- 
tain Commanding  at  the  time  of  the  American  Bicenten- 
nial observance  were  to  be  allowed  burial  in  the  same 
hallowed  ground  as  Captain  Keayne  or  in  another  his-

Whereas,  The  amnesty  program  permits  individuals 
who  entered  the  United  States  prior  to  January  1 ,  1982. 
and  who  have  continuously  resided  in  an  illegal  status 
since  that  date  to  apply  for  legalization;  and

illegal  individuals  living  in  the  United  States,  many  have 
not  applied  for  the  benefits  of  legalization;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  confidentiality  provisions  of  this 
unique  legislation,  no  information  provided  on  the  am- 
nesty application  will  be  used  to  deport  an  application  or 
non-qualifying  family  members;  and 

Whereas,  All  qualified  illegal  aliens  are  strongly  urged 
to  apply  for  this  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  to  legalize 


their  status  and  continue  to  live  and  work  in  the  United 
States  without  fear;  and 

Whereas,  The  amnesty  program  ends  on  May  4,  1988; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  encourage  all  illegal  aliens  to  enjoy 
the  freedom  that  this  law  provides  by  "coming  out  of  the 
shadows"  and  joining  and  fully  participating  in  Ameri- 
can society  as  a  legal  person  in  the  United  States  and  we 
urge  city  and  state  government  to  make  every  effort  to 
publicize  this  program.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  THAT  COMMITTEE  ON  ARTS 
AND  HUMANITIES  HOLD  HEARINGS  RE 
PROPOSED  RE-USE  OF  CUSTOM  HOUSE  AND 
TOWER  AND  REPORT  TO  CITY  COUNCIL 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Arts  and  Humanities,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0173,  order  that  the  Committee 
on  Arts  and  Humanities  hold  hearings  with  respect  to 
proposed  re-use  of  the  Custom  House  and  Tower,  evalu- 
ate the  same,  solicit  public  comment,  and  make  report  to 
the  City  Council  (referred  January  27)  —  recommending 
that  the  order  be  placed  on  file. 

The  Committee  held  public  hearings  in  the  chamber  on 
February  16,  1988,  and  March  21 ,  1988,  with  respect  to 
the  proposed  re-use  of  the  Custom  House. 

The  Custom  House  is  exceptionally  significant,  both 
historically  and  architee  Custom  House. 

The  Custom  House  is  exceptionally  significant,  both 
historically  and  architecturally.  Completed  in  1847,  it 
serves  as  a  reminder  of  Boston's  prominence  as  a  major 
seaport  in  the  1800s.  As  the  center  of  New  England,  the 
city's  role  in  increased  shipping  grew  and  the  Custom 
House  played  an  all-important  role.  Boston's  first  sky- 
scraper, the  Custom  House,  is  a  classic  example  of  Greek 
Revival  and  Classical  Revival  architecture.  Even  though 
it  has  been  eclipsed  by  taller  buildings,  the  Custom 
House  tower,  with  its  well-known  clocks,  distinctive  de- 
signs and  pyramid  shaped  top,  remains  the  outstanding 
structure  from  Boston's  waterfront. 

By  way  of  brief  background,  in  March,  1986,  the  re- 
gional office  of  the  General  Services  Administration 
(GSA)  notified  the  City  of  Boston  that  the  federal  gov- 
ernment would  be  selling  the  Custom  House  as  surplus 
property.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  was  also  notified 
but  did  not  express  interest.  The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA),  acting  on  behalf  of  the  city,  negotiated 
with  the  GSA  and  purchased  the  Custom  House.  The 
BRA  drew  up  a  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  which  re- 
quired a  nonprofit  cultural  use  for  the  first  three  floors. 
Eventually,  three  groups  responded  to  the  RFP  and  each 
of  the  three  appeared  before  the  Committee  to  detail  their 
plans. 

The  New  England  Sports  Museum  is  proposing  a  mu- 
seum dedicated  to  professional  and  amateur  athletes 
from  throughout  New  England.  Dave  Cowens,  former 
Celtics  star  and  Devin  Hamlen,  the  developer  for  the 
project,  spoke  to  the  Committee.  All  sports,  plus  past 
and  present  time  periods,  will  be  covered.  The  Museum 
will  include  exhibits,  memorabilia  and  slide  shows  de- 
picting New  England's  rich  sports  history.  An  audito- 
rium and  rotating  exhibit  hall  will  also  be  part  of  the  Mu- 
seum. The  present  facility  in  Brighton,  which  is  not  large 
enough  to  house  the  wealth  of  information  and  exhibits 
the  Museum  owns,  would  be  retained  for  office  space, 
archives  and  research.  Since  it  is  a  non-profit  museum, 
income  would  be  generated  through  the  sale  of  tickets 
and  items  from  the  Museum  Shop.  They  hope  to  keep  the 
ticket  prices  at  a  low  rate  and  supplement  their  income 
needs  through  special  fundraisers  and  grants.  The  most 
positive  aspect  of  this  proposal  is  the  major  plan  to  use 
the  Museum  as  an  educational  tool.  They  plan  to  work 
with  the  Boston  Public  School  system  to  involve  young 


people  in  sports  and  arts  contests,  in  educational  pro- 
grams against  drugs  and  in  working  to  bring  families  to- 
gether in  a  common  interest.  The  Sports  Museum  has 
done  an  admirable  job  in  gaining  letters  of  support  from 
the  residents  of  Boston.  Mr.  Hamlen  also  has  extensive 
experience  in  preserving  historical  landmarks  and  has 
worked  with  the  Landmarks  Commission  on  several  pro- 
jects. 

The  Custom  House  Associates  are  proposing  a  City  of 
Boston  Museum  to  depict  the  cultural  and  political  his- 
tory of  Boston  as  well  as  the  neighborhoods  and  people  of 
Boston.  James  White,  attorney  at  Palmer  &  Dodge,  rep- 
resented the  Associates  in  speaking  to  the  Committee. 
Cia  Mooney,  in  charge  of  Museum  Programming,  and 
Lawrence  DiCara,  legal  counsel,  also  testified  before  the 
Committee.  Several  other  persons  spoke  in  favor  of  this 
proposal.  In  addition  to  the  history  of  Boston,  this  Mu- 
seum would  develop  themes  pertaining  to  the  present  and 
future.  The  Museum  would  include  exhibits,  public  as- 
sembly rooms  in  which  current  issues  such  as  the  Central 
Artery  and  neighborhood  development  would  be  dis- 
cussed and  two  gallery  spaces,  one  permanent  and  the 
other  temporary.  The  permanent  gallery  would  house  ex- 
hibits and  simulated  programs  which  would  allow  visi- 
tors to  see  how  city  and  state  government  work  and  the 
temporary  gallery  would  house  changing  exhibits  on 
Boston's  neighborhoods.  One  floor  would  exhibit  origi- 
nals or  copies  of  important  historical  documents  such  as 
the  City  Charter.  It  was  stated  that  many  many  significant 
papers  and  documents  are  stored  in  boxes  in  the  Boston 
Public  Library  because  there  is  no  city  museum.  There 
would  also  be  computers  and  electronic-type  exhibits  to 
interest  both  older  and  younger  people.  They  stated  that 
their  purpose  is  to  "enlighten,  educate ,  inspire  and  enter- 
tain visitors  to  their  museum."  In  addition,  on  the  top 
three  floors,  there  would  be  an  official  reception  area  to 
welcome  dignitaries  and  visitors  to  Boston.  They  also 
propose  a  small,  maritime-type  museum  with  a  history  of 
Boston's  islands,  waterfront  and  commerce.  Also  on 
these  top  floors  would  be  classrooms  and  function  halls 
for  residents  and  corporations.  The  deck  would  contain 
viewing  scopes. 

The  Maritime  Whydah  Associates  are  proposing  a 
Maritime  Museum  to  display  the  pirate  ship,  the  Why- 
dah, thousands  of  artifacts  taken  from  this  ship,  and 
oceanographic  and  marine  technology  exhibits.  Barry 
Clifford  of  Maritime  Explorers,  Inc.  who  unearthed  the 
treasures,  a  representative  from  Benjamin  Thompson 
and  Associates,  the  architect  for  the  project,  Lou 
Heafitz,  the  developer,  and  Thomas  O'Neill,  m,  the  pro- 
ject consultant,  spoke  before  the  Committee.  The  Why- 
dah, a  pirate  ship  which  sunk  off  the  coast  of  Wellfleet, 
Cape  Cod,  in  1717,  has  been  found  in  shallow  water. 
Over  10,000  artifacts  have  been  retrieved  thus  far  with 
millions  expected  by  the  end  of  the  excavation  which  will 
take  place  over  the  next  four  to  five  years.  The  devel- 
opers hope  to  make  Boston  the  home  of  the  only  pirate 
ship  found  anywhere  in  the  world.  They  stated  that  the 
archaelogical  find  from  the  ship  is  unprecedented  and 
contains  the  collection  of  over  fifty  ships  which  the  pi- 
rates had  seized  in  their  travels.  They  brought  a  pistol, 
grenade  and  a  gold  piece  to  show  the  Committee  as  ex- 
amples of  the  artifacts  found  thus  far.  They  feel  that  their 
find  is  important  both  culturally  and  historically  to 
Boston  but  did  stress  that  their  project  is  attractive  on  an 
international  and  national  level.  There  was  an  emphasis 
on  the  Museum  being  a  major  tourist  attraction.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Museum  would  include  marine  technology  and 
oceanographic  studies  and  displays.  They  stated  that  they 
would  like  to  develop  an  educational  program  which 
would  connect  the  interest  in  the  pirate  treasure  with  a 
study  of  history,  sociology,  and  navigation  and  stated  that 
their  project  would  be  an  educational  opportunity  that 
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young  people  would  probably  never  see  again.  The  pro- 
ject would  be  financed  by  Shearson  Lehman,  American 
Express  and  E.F.  Hutton.  The  Museum  of  Science,  Pea- 
body  Museum,  and  the  Peabody  Museum  of  Salem 
would  assist  in  developing  and  operating  the  Museum. 

All  three  projects  plan  to  develop  office  space  on  the 
non-museum  floors.  Since,  structurally,  the  Custom 
House  cannot  accommodate  parking  and  because  park- 
ing is  extremely  scarce  in  the  immediate  area,  all  three 
museums  are  anticipating  that  access  to  their  buildings 
will  be  mainly  by  public  transportation,  special  buses 
and  pedestrian  traffic. 

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  appeared  at  the 
committee  hearing  on  February  16,  1988.  Ms.  Carol 
Kennedy,  the  representative,  stated  that  the  entire  exte- 
rior and  portions  of  the  interior  of  the  Custom  House 
have  been  designated  as  landmarks.  The  Landmarks 
Commission  will  not  have  input  into  the  selection  proc- 
ess for  the  developer.  However,  after  designation  by  the 
B.R. A. ,  the  Landmarks  Commission  will  have  authority 
to  ensure  conformity  to  the  preservation  guidelines. 
Whomever  is  chosen  as  the  developer  will  retain  the  ar- 
chitectural and  historical  significance  of  the  Custom 
House. 

The  Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities  requests  that 
the  B.R.  A.  consider  the  following  recommendations: 

—  A  provision  for  off-site  parking  arrangement  be  in- 
cluded in  developer  designation  considerations; 

—  An  outreach  effort  be  developed  by  the  designee  to 
invite  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  visit  and  use  the 
Museum,  through  a  media  education  campaign  and  pro- 
gram linkage  with  the  Boston  public  schools; 

—  The  Freedom  Trail  Commission  be  petitioned  to  re- 
route the  Trail  to  include  the  property  lines  of  the  Custom 
House; 

—  Use  of  the  observation  deck  on  the  top  floor  remain 
accessible  to  the  public  and  used  to  complement  the  des- 
ignation use 

The  Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities  asks  that  these 
recommendations  be  forwarded  by  the  Clerk  to  the 
B.R.A.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
Capacity  for  Multi-Family  Dwellings. 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other 
applicable  law,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  depart- 
ment known  as  the  Public  Works  Department  which 
shall,  pursuant  to  a  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  11,  section  150,  remove  and  dispose  of  certain 
classes  of  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and  from  house- 
keeping apartments  or  tenements,  at  no  cost  to  the  pro- 
ducers of  such  refuse  and  to  the  owners  and  occupants  of 
such  dwelling  houses,  when  it  is  placed  in  yards  or  areas 
so  as  to  be  easily  removed;  and 

Whereas,  The  Public  Works  Department  has  declined 
to  remove  such  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and  from 
housekeeping  apartments  or  tenements  if  the  refuse  is 
placed  in  containers  or  compactors  larger  than  six  cubic 
yards;  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  number 
of  large  multi-unit  residential  buildings  which  due  to  lim- 
ited space  restraints  and  in  order  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirement of  section  150  that  refuse  be  placed  in  yards  or 
areas  so  as  to  be  easily  removed,  are  forced  to  set  out 
refuse  in  containers  or  compactors  larger  than  six  cubic 
yards;  and 

Whereas,  The  maintenance  of  health  and  sanitation  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  compromised  by  Public  Works  De- 
partment declining  to  collect  and  remove  all  household 
refuse,  even  when  set  out  in  compliance  with  the  Ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Boston;  now,  therefore 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  1 1 ,  section  150 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "refuse."  in  the  eighteenth  line  of  said  section, 
the  following: 

The  department  shall  collect  and  remove  all  such 
refuse  as  hereinabove  described,  free  of  charge  to  the 
producers  of  such  refuse  and  to  the  owners  and  occu- 
pants of  such  dwelling  houses,  as  long  as  said  refuse  is 
set  out  in  a  container,  compactor  or  other  suitable  re- 
ceptable  of  forty  cubic  yards  or  less,  and  otherwise  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  ordinances, 
codes  and  regulations.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
the  department  may  charge  the  owners  and  occupants 
of  such  dwelling  houses  who  set  out  such  refuse  in  a 
container,  compactor  or  other  suitable  receptacle 
larger  than  six  cubic  yards,  the  amount  by  which  the 
cost  of  container  from  the  dwelling  house  to  the  dump- 
ing site  exceeds  the  cost  of  hauling  a  container,  com- 
pactor or  other  suitable  receptacle  which  is  a  six  cubic 
yard  size;  but  in  no  event  may  the  department  charge 
any  owner  or  occupant  of  such  dwelling  houses  any 
cost  for  dumping  or  disposing  of  such  refuse." 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Environment  and 
Public  Works.

today;  and 

Whereas,  The  James  Michael  Curley  House,  with  its 
high  visibility  and  its  distinctive  Shamrock  Shutters,  has 
been  qualified  by  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  as 
an  intact  example  of  a  brick  Georgian  residence;  and 

Whereas,  The  James  Michael  Curley  House  has  been 
scheduled  to  be  sold  at  a  Public  Auction  on  Saturday, 
April  23,  1988;  and 

Whereas,  The  loss  of  this  important  city  landmark 
would  be  a  tragedy  to  the  various  cultural,  religious  and 
racial  groups  which  are  synonomous  with  Boston  and  to 
the  thousands  of  commuters  and  visitors  who  frequent 
our  city  each  year;  and 

Whereas,  When  in  the  past,  the  loss  of  important  city 
resources  have  been  threatened,  the  public  has  re- 
sponded to  appeals  and  expediently  raised  money,  as  in 
1 830,  when  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  inspired  an  outpour- 
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ing  of  funds  to  save  Old  Ironsides,  and  as  in  1914,  when 
Mayor  James  M.  Curley,  during  his  first  term  as  Mayor, 
mounted  a  public  subscription  drive  to  raise  funds  for  the 
city  zoo;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urge 
Raymond  L.  Flynn,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  in- 
tervene immediately  to  stop  the  April  23, 1988  auction  of 
the  James  Michael  Curley  House  and  to  mobilize  all  in- 
terested citizens  to  save  this  unique  piece  of  Boston's  his- 
tory; and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urge  Mayor 
Flynn  to  ensure  that  the  James  Michael  Curley  House  be 
acquired  and  be  adequately  funded  for  maintenance,  be 
assessible  to  the  public,  house  exhibits  which  pay  tribute 
to  the  contributions  of  the  waves  of  immigrants  who  have 
made  Boston  great,  and  stand  as  an  important  landmark 
for  future  generations.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CHAPTER  19 
OF  ORDINANCES  OF  1981

An  Ordinance  Amending  Chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1981. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981   is  hereby 

amended  by  adding  the  following  new  section: 
Section  10.  The  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices or  his  designee  shall  issue  site  cleanliness  licenses. 
No  restaurant  or  store,  including  but  not  limited  to  fast 
food,  take  out,  grocery,  convenience  and  package 
stores,  gasoline  service  stations,  automobile  repair 
and/or  parts  shops,  shall  sell  food  or  drink  or  automo- 
tive parts  for  consumption  or  use  off  the  premises 
without  first  obtaining  a  site  cleanliness  license  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services.  Site  clean- 
liness licenses  shall  be  required  for  the  following: 

A.  Restaurants,  fast  food  establishments,  conven- 
ience stores,  grocery  or  package  stores  which  sell 
food  or  drink  for  consumption  off  the  premises. 

B.  Gasoline  service  stations  and  automotive  repair 
shops  or  parts  shops  that  sell  automotive  parts  for 
installation  off  the  premises. 

C.  Bulk  refuse  containers  commonly  called  dump- 
sters  or  compactors  which  are  not  serviced  by  con- 
tractors engaged  by  the  Public  Works  Department  to 
collect  residential  refuse. 

Annually  on  a  date  set  by  the  commissioner,  establish- 
ments designated  in  categories  A  and  B  above  shall  file, 
renew  or  amend  a  site  cleanliness  plan  containing  the 
following  information  in  writing  on  a  form  approved  by 
the  Commissioner: 
Address  and  plan  of  the  site  on  which  the  establishment 
is  located. 

Name,  address,  telephone  number  of  the  property 
owner  of  the  site. 

Name,  address,  telephone  number  of  the  establish- 
ment and  manager  of  same. 

Site  cleanliness  plan  which  states  a  weekly  schedule 
giving  the  days  and  times  of  the  week  for  cleaning  and 
maintaining  the  site  of  the  establishment  and  adjacent 
sidewalks  or  public  ways  free  from  litter,  rubbish  or 
refuse.  Said  plan  and  the  license  issued  pursuant 
thereto  shall  be  posted  on  the  premises  in  a  site  accessi- 
ble to  public  view. 

Name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person  or 
company  responsible  for  activities  covered  by  the  site 
cleanliness  plan. 


If  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  reasona- 
bly determines  that  the  above  information  is  accurate  and 
that  the  site  maintenance  plan  submitted  is  adequate  to 
keep  the  site  free  from  litter,  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional Services  shall  issue  a  site  cleanliness  license 
for  the  site  upon  payment  of  a  $10  fee.  Performance  of 
the  activities  scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall 
be  a  condition  of  the  license  and  nonperformance  of  the 
activities  scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall  be  a 
violation  of  the  license  and  of  this  ordinance.  Each  site 
shall  be  licensed  separately  unless  adjacent  sites  file  a 
group  site  cleanliness  plan  where  cleaning  and  mainte- 
nance services  are  provided  by  a  single  entity  and  said 
plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioner.  The  term 
of  a  license  shall  be  one  year. 

Annually  on  a  date  set  by  the  commissioner,  persons  or 
firms  responsible  for  bulk  refuse  containers  designated 
in  C.  above  shall  file,  renew  or  amend  a  site  cleanliness 
plan  containing  the  following  information  in  writing  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  commissioner. 
Address  and  a  plan  of  the  site  on  which  the  bulk  refuse 
container  shall  be  located,  showing  location  in  relation 
to  other  structures  on  the  lot  and  adjacent  lots.  If  two  or 
more  containers  occupy  the  same  lot  or  area,  all  may 
be  depicted  on  the  same  plan. 
Name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  prop- 
erty owner  of  the  site. 

Name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person 
leasing  the  bulk  refuse  container. 
Name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  com- 
pany responsible  for  emptying  the  container. 
Provision  for  screening  by  solid  fencing  or  vegeta- 
tion the  bulk  refuse  container  from  view  from  public 
ways  and  sidewalks  at  all  sites  other  than  construc- 
tion sites,  unless  said  screening  would  eliminate  dis- 
posal access  to  the  bulk  refuse  container. 
A  site  cleanliness  plan  which  states  a  regular  weekly 
schedule  by  day  and  hour  for  maintenance,  servicing 
and  emptying  the  bulk  refuse  container  and  a  regular 
weekly  schedule  detailing  the  times  and  days  of  the 
week  for  cleaning  and  maintaining  the  site  of  the 
bulk  refuse  container  and  any  immediately  adjacent 
sidewalk  or  public  way  free  of  litter,  rubbish  and 
refuse.  Said  plan  and  the  license  issued  pursuant 
thereto  shall  be  posted  on  the  premises  in  a  site  ac- 
cessible to  public  view.  If  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional Services  or  his  designee  reasonably  de- 
termines that  the  above  information  is  accurate  and 
the  site  cleanliness  plan  submitted  is  adequate  to 
keep  the  site  free  from  litter,  the  Commissioner  of 
Inspectional  Services  shall  issue  a  site  cleanliness 
license  for  the  site  upon  payment  of  a  $10  fee.  Per- 
formance of  the  activities  scheduled  in  the  site  clean- 
liness plan  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  license  and 
nonperformance  of  the  activities  scheduled  in  the 
site  cleanliness  plan  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  license 
and  of  this  ordinance. 

If  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  rea- 
sonably determines  that  the  above  information  is  ac- 
curate and  that  the  site  maintenance  plan  submitted 
is  adequate  to  keep  the  site  free  from  litter,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Inspectional  Services  shall  issue  a  site 
cleanliness  license  for  a  bulk  refuse  container  for  the 
site  upon  payment  of  a  $10  fee.  Performance  of  the 
activities  scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall 
be  a  condition  of  the  license  and  nonperformance  of 
the  activities  scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan 
shall  be  a  violation  of  the  license  conditions  and  of 
this  ordinance.  Each  bulk  refuse  container  shall  be 
separately  licensed.  The  term  of  a  license  shall  be 
one  year.  If  a  licensee  fails  to  abide  by  a  site  cleanli- 
ness plan  and  is  cited  by  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  or  by  another  city  agency,  this  license 
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may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. Notice  of  such  suspension  or  cancellation 
shall  be  served  on  the  owner  or  his  agent.  The  Com- 
missioner or  his  agent  may  order  the  establishment 
to  cease  its  normal  business  activities  until  compli- 
ance with  the  site  cleanliness  plan  is  achieved.  In 
event  of  suspension  or  cancellation  of  the  site  clean- 
liness license,  other  municipal  agencies  issuing  li- 
censes will  be  so  notified.

ORDINANCE  RE  PERMITS  FOR  REMOVAL/CON- 
VERSION OF  HOUSING  ACCOMMODATIONS 
IN  LODGING  AND  ROOMING  HOUSES 

Couns.  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  SCONDRAS,  Mc- 
CORMACK,  MENINO,  and  O'NEIL  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  rental  housing  units,  es- 
pecially lodging  house  units,  into  condominiums  and  co- 
operatives and  other  uses  such  as  dormitories  and  hous- 
ing for  students,  has  resulted  in  fewer  affordable  rental 
housing  units  for  low/moderate  income,  elderly  and 
handicapped  persons;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  The  removal/conversion  of  lodging  house 
units  has  resulted  in  increases  in  rent,  displacement  of 
tenants  and  loss  of  rental  housing  stock  especially  for 
low/moderate  income,  elderly  and  handicapped  persons; 
and 

Whereas,  The  shortage  of  rental  housing  units  in  lodg- 
ing houses  and  the  failure  of  some  landlords  to  rent  avail- 


able lodging  hous  units  has  resulted  in  hardship  for 
low/moderate  income,  elderly  and  handicapped  persons 
seeking  housings;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  tenants  who  reside  in  lodging 
houses  are  low/moderate  income,  elderly  or  handi- 
capped persons  and  are  often  evicted,  constructively 
evicted  or  displaced  so  that  the  lodging  house  in  which 
they  reside  can  be  converted  to  other  uses  such  as  condo- 
miniums, cooperatives,  dormitories  or  housing  for  stu- 
dents; and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  tenants  who  have  been  evicted, 
or  constructively  evicted  or  displaced  from  lodging 
houses  are  unable  to  find  alternative  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  often  become  homeless;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  and  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  recognized  the  emergency  and  requested 
the  Interdepartmental  Task  Force  on  Lodging  Houses  to 
systematically  study  the  problem;  and 

Whereas,  The  study  prepared  by  the  Interdepartmental 
Task  Force  on  Lodging  Houses  found  that  in  1950  there 
were  25,000  single  rooms  in  the  City,  9,500  in  1968,  and 
only  3,000  in  May  of  1986,  and  found  that  widespread 
speculation  in  the  rental  market  has  decreased  the  avail- 
ability of  affordable  rental  housing  and  lowered  the  num- 
ber of  single  rooms;  and 

Whereas,  On  June  16,  1987,  the  Boston  City  Council 
by  a  vote  of  10  to  1,  addressed  the  problem  of  displace- 
ment of  lodging  house  tenants,  by  passing  an  amendment 
to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance,  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended,  entitled  "Permits 
for  Removal/Conversion  of  Housing  Accommodations 
in  Lodging  Houses  and  Rooming  Houses."  The  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston  signed  the  amendment  into  law;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  and  is  the  CLEAR  AND  UNEQUIV- 
OCAL INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  that 
the  June  16,  1987  Amendment  requires  any  landlord  of  a 
lodging  house  to  obtain  a  Removal/Conversion  Permit 
from  the  Board  BEFORE  any  lodging  house  units  can  be 
converted  to  any  other  use  including  the  leasing  of  rooms 
to  a  college  or  university  or  its  students  for  use  as  dormi- 
tory rooms  or  housing  for  students;  and 

Whereas,  The  Buckminster  Hotel,  located  at  645  Bea- 
con Street,  Boston,  is  a  lodging  house  subject  to  licensing 
under  General  Laws  chapter  140,  section  23  and  subject 
to  all  of  the  Provisions  and  Amendments  of  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984,  including  the  June  16,  1987 
Amendment;  and 

Whereas,  The  landlord  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel, 
without  applying  for  and  receiving  a  Removal/Conver- 
sion Permit  from  the  Rent  Equity  Board  pursuant  to  the 
June  16,  1987  Amendment,  leased  out  a  large  portion  of 
the  building  to  Chamberlayne  Junior  College  for  occu- 
pancy by  over  100  students;  and 

Whereas,  More  than  30  rooms  of  the  Buckminster  Ho- 
tel are  occupied  by  long-term  lodging  house  tenants  who 
are  entitled  to  live  in  a  safe,  decent  and  quiet  environ- 
ment, uninterrupted  by  the  noise  and  confusion  of  more 
than  100  college  students;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  CLEAR  AND  UNEQUIVOCAL 
INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  that  the 
June  16,  1987  Amendment  does  prohibit  and  has  prohib- 
ited the  leasing  of  rooms  for  use  as  a  dormitory  or  as 
student  housing  without  first  obtaining  a  Removal/Con- 
version Permit  from  the  Board;  and 

Whereas,  The  tenants  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  and 
the  Rent  Equity  Board  have  sought  relief  from  the  Hous- 
ing Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  requesting  the  court  to 
order  the  landlord  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  to  move  the 
students  out  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  until  such  time  as  a 
Removal /Conversion  Permit  is  applied  for  by  the  land- 
lord and  issued  by  the  Board;  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Court,  refused  to  issue  an  in- 
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junction  prohibiting  the  landlord  of  the  Buckminster  Ho- 
tel from  moving  Chamberlayne  Junior  College  students 
into  the  Buckminster  Hotel;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  clear  that  the  Housing  Court  has  misin- 
terpreted the  intentions  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in 
adopting  the  June  16,  1987  Amendment;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  give  the  Housing  Court,  the  own- 
ers of  lodging  houses,  lodging  house  tenants  and  the  Rent 
Equity  Board  guidance  as  to  the  CLEAR  AND  UNE- 
QUIVOCAL INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and 
Mayor  in  adopting  the  June  16,  1987  Amendment,  the 
following  ordinance  is  adopted  in  substitution  of  the  June 
16,  1987  Amendment;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  CLEAR  AND  UNEQUIVOCAL 
INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  substitut- 
ing this  new  ordinance  for  the  June  16, 1987  Amendment 
that  the  new  ordinance  is  designed  to  clarify  the  June  16, 
1987  Amendment,  and  that  the  new  ordinance  is  effec- 
tive as  of  the  date  of  passage  of  the  June  16,  1987  Amend- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  CLEAR  AND  UNEQUIVOCAL 
INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  substitut- 
ing this  new  ordinance  for  the  June  16, 1987  Amendment 
that  the  landlord  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  shall  continue 
to  be  in  violation  of  the  June  16,  1987  Amendment  as 
well  as  the  substituted  ordinance  until  such  time  as  he 
moves  the  students  out  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  CLEAR  AND  UNEQUIVOCAL 
INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  subsfitut- 
ing  this  new  ordinance  for  the  June  16, 1987  Amendment 
that  the  landlord  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  continues  to 
be  prohibited  from  leasing  any  rooms  in  the  Buckminster 
Hotel  to  any  college  or  university  or  directly  renting  to 
students  for  use  as  dormitories  or  student  housing  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  Removal/Conversion  Permit  from 
the  Board;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  CLEAR  AND  UNEQUIVOCAL 
INTENTION  of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  substitut- 
ing this  new  ordinance  for  the  June  16, 1987  Amendment 
that  the  Courts  of  the  Commonwealth  enforce  the  Ordi- 
nance in  order  to  protect  the  stock  of  lodging  house  units 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  and,  in  the  case  of  the  Buckminster 
Hotel,  order  the  landlord  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  to 
move  the  students  out  of  the  Buckminster  Hotel  immedi- 
ately and  in  the  future  not  to  lease  any  rooms  in  the  Buck- 
minster Hotel  to  any  college  or  university  or  directly  rent 
to  students  for  use  as  dormitories  or  student  housing 
without  first  obtaining  a  Removal/Conversion  Permit 
from  the  Board. 

Now,  Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  and  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  and  by 
chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  be  it  declared  by  the  City 
Council  and  City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  reasonably  priced  rental 
housing  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  for 
those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or 
moderate  incomes,  because  of  deterioration  or  demoli- 
tion of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing,  and  due,  further,  to  the  eviction  and  displace- 
ment of  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  conversion  of  rental 
housing  units  to  other  uses  or  forms  of  ownership,  partic- 
ularly conversion  to  condominiums,  cooperatives  and 
dormitories  or  student  housing  and,  therefore,  the  fol- 
lowing is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  deleting  the  sub- 
section entitled  "PERMITS  FOR  REMOVAL/CON- 
VERSION OF  HOUSING  AND  ACCOMMODA- 


TIONS IN  LODGING  AND  ROOMING  HOUSES" 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  June  16,  1987  and  substi- 
tuting in  place  thereof  a  new  subsection  entitled  "PER- 
MITS FOR  REMOVAL/CONVERSION  OF  HOUSING 
ACCOMMODATIONS  IN  LODGING  HOUSES  AND 
ROOMING  HOUSES"  to  be  appropriately  numbered 
and  incorporated  into  the  City  Code  by  the  City  Clerk  as 
follows: 

(i)  General  Rule:  Notwithstanding  any  other  statute,  or- 
dinance, code  or  law  to  the  contrary,  no  person  shall  re- 
move any  occupied  or  vacant,  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  unit  from  actual  or  potential  rental  housing 
use,  without  first  obtaining  a  removal/conversion  permit 
from  the  Board.  Such  provisions  shall  apply  whether  or 
not  there  is  a  license  for  such  lodging  house.  The  Board 
may  establish  reasonable  regulations  governing  the  crite- 
ria listed  in  section  (iii)  and  the  procedures  to  be  followed 
regarding  application  for  and  issuance  of  removal/con- 
version permits. 

(iii)  Definitimns:  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  un- 
less the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

A.  Dormitory 

Any  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  rented  or  of- 
fered for  rent  substantially  as  student  housing; 

B.  Lodging  House 

Any  boarding  house,  lodging  house  or  rooming  house 
licensed  or  subject  to  licensing  pursuant  to  General 
Laws  chapter  140  section  23,  specifically  not  includ- 
ing dormitories,  sororities,  fraternities  and  any  other 
kind  of  student  housing.  Such  houses  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  any  building,  structure  or  complex 
which  is  designed  for  the  letting  of  at  least  four  rooms 
to  individuals  non  of  whom  is  related  to  each  other  or 
the  owner  or  operator  thereof  as  a  spouse,  grandpar- 
ent, parent,  child,  sibling,  aunt  or  uncle. 

C.  Lodging  House  Unit 

Any  rent-controlled  or  decontrolled  rental  housing 
unit  occupied  or  unoccupied  in  a  lodging  house  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  section  (ii)(B). 

D.  Removal 

1 .  Any  activity  by  a  landord  or  other  person  which 
would  result  or  is  intended  to  result  in  the  sale  and 
transfer  of  legal  title  of  any  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  unit  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit.  Such  activities  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

a.  The  conversion  of  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  units  to  condominium  units  in  ac- 
cordance with  General  Laws,  chapter  183A;  or 

b.  The  conversion  of  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  units  to  cooperative  units  in  accord- 
ance with  General  Laws,  chapters  156B,  157,  and 
157B;  or 

c.  The  marketing,  advertisement  of  sale  of  any  con- 
trolled or  decontrolled  lodging  house  unit  as  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit  prior  to  the  re- 
cording of  a  master  deed  or  filing  of  Articles  of 
Organization. 

2.  The  change  in  occupancy  of  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled lodging  house  unit  so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  lodg- 
ing house  unit  or  potential  lodging  house  unit,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to  changes  in  occupancy  to:  medical 
offices,  professional  offices,  retail  shops,  hotels,  mo- 
tels, inns,  parking  facilities,  dormitories,  student 
housing,  faculty  or  staff  of  any  educational  institution, 
as  well  as  such  other  changes  in  occupancy  to  any  edu- 
cational, industrial,  religious. 

3.  The  continual  use  of  any  housing  unit  which  as  of 
June  16,  1987,  was  a  lodging  house  unit,  for  any  non- 
lodging  house  purpose  such  as:  a  condominium,  coop- 
erative, student  housing  or  dormitory  unit,  commeri- 
cal,  charitable,  institutional  or  business  purpose.  Such 
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changes  in  occupancy  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  whether  the  landlord  makes  the 
changes  him/self  or  whether  the  landlord  leases  or  li- 
censes the  lodging  house  or  individual  lodging  house 
units  to  a  third  party  who  makes  such  changes  in  occu- 
pancy. 

4.  The  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  rental  housing 
units  in  a  building  or  structure  by  combining  two  or 
more  units  or  any  parts  thereof. 

5.  The  demolition  of  any  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  unit. 

6.  The  existence  of  a  vacancy  in  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled lodging  house  unit  for  90  days  or  more,  without 
a  showing  of  good  cause. 

(iii)  Removal  Permit  Criteria:  The  Board,  in  dertermin- 
ing  whether  to  grant  or  deny  a  Removal/Conversion  Per- 
mit shall  consider  the  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe, 
decent  and  affordable  rental  housing  units,  especially 
lodging  house  units,  in  the  city  and  its  neighborhoods 
which  may  result  from  the  removal/conversion,  espe- 
cially for  low  to  moderate  income,  handicapped  or  el- 
derly tenants. 

A.  In  making  such  determination,  the  Board,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, shall  make  findings  on  any  or  all  of  the  following 
factors: 

1 .  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
the  ordinances  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

2.  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  lodging  house  units  proposed  to  be  removed 
or  converted; 

3.  Circimstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  ineq- 
uity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  permit; 

4.  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  permit; 

5.  Whether  the  majority  of  the  tenants  are  elderly,  as 
defined  in  section  1  ( 1 )  or  handicapped ,  as  defined 
in  section  1  (m)  or  low  or  moderate  income  as  de- 
fined in  section  1  (q)  or  low  income  as  defined  in 
section  1  (r); 

6.  Any  other  relevant  factors. 

B.  Any  Removal/Conversion  Permit  granted  by  the 
Board  may  be  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
which  the  Board  may  require  in  furtherance  of  the  pur- 
poses of  the  ordinances. 

(iv)  Hearings:  Removal/conversion  permit  hearings 
shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except 
that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(v)  Judicial  Review:  All  decisions  of  the  Board  with  re- 
gard to  removal/conversion  permits  may  be  appealed  to 
the  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  for  the 
judicial  within  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  lo- 
cated or  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Court,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar 
days  after  the  notice  of  such  decision, 
(vi)  Enforcement:  The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Court  and  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston,  shall  severally  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  any  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  this  section,  and 
may  restrain  or  enjoin  violations  of  this  ordinance, 
(vii)  Transition:  All  actions,  cases,  or  Board  decisions 
decided  or  pending  under  the  June  16,  1987  amendment 
entitled  "Permits  for  Removal/Conversion  of  Housing 
Accommodations  in  Lodging  and  Rooming  Houses" 
shall  be  governed  as  provided  for  in  this  section: 

A.  All  decisions  rendered  by  the  board  under  the  pro- 
vision of  June  16,  1987  amendment  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  under  the  provisions  of  this  amend- 
ment. 

B.  All  matters  pending  before  the  board  as  of  the  effec- 


tive date  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  but  shall  be  processed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  amendment. 

C.  The  provisions  of  the  June  16,  1987  amendment, 
shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  force  and  effect  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  in  court  any  proper  suit,  action 
or  prosecution  with  respect  to  any  right,  liability  or 
offense  arising  under  such  amendment.  However  any 
such  suit,  action  or  prosecution  shall  be  processed  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  amendment. 

D.  All  matters  brought  before  the  Board  or  Court  on  or 
after  the  date  of  passage  of  this  amendment,  shall  be 
processed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Amendment. 

(viii)  Effective  Date:  This  amendment  to  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984  shall  be  effective  immediately 
upon  passage.  Matters  decided  by  or  pending  before  the 
Board  and  matters  decided  or  pending  in  Court  shall  be 
treated  in  accordance  with  Subpart  (vii). 
(ix)  Severability:  The  provisions  of  this  amendment  and 
the  ordinance  it  amends  shall  be  severable  and  if  any  one 
or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such  court  shall 
not  affect  or  impair  andy  of  the  remaining  provisions  or 
parts  thereof.

MARKETING  OF  REPLICA  FIREARMS  IN 
CITY  OF  BOSTON

Having  been  in 
Committee  more  than  forty-five  days,  the  matter  was  be- 
fore the  body. 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Sale  and  Marketing  of 

Replica  Firearms  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  sale  and  possession  of  replica  firearms 
has  increased  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  recent  years;  and 

Whereas,  Replica  firearms  can  be  so  authentic  looking 
as  to  be  visually  indistinguishable  from  real  firearms; 
and 

Whereas,  Replica  firearms  have  been  and  continue  to 
be  used  in  the  commission  of  violent  crimes  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  When  such  replica  firearms  are  perceived  as 
actual  firearms,  fear  and  dangerous  defensive  actions 
may  result;  and 

Whereas,  Such  prevalence  and  use  is  a  threat  to  public 
safety  and  security;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  address  this  threat 
to  public  safety  and  can  best  do  so  by  limiting  the  avail- 
ability of  such  replica  firearms;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  police  officers,  because  of  their 
training  and  experience,  have  the  knowledge  and  ability 
to  assess  the  similarities  between  real  and  replica  fire- 
arms and  the  violence  that  can  result  from  the  use  of  rep- 
lica firearms;  now,  therefore  —  Be  it  ordained  by  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  274  the  fol- 
lowing new  section  and  caption; 

Section  274a.  Regulating  the  Sale  and  Marketing  of 

Replica  Firearms  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Subsection  A.  Definitions. 
As  used  herein,  the  following  words  shall  have  the 

following  meanings: 

(1)  "Commissioner":  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  or  his  designee. 

(2)  "Department":  the  Boston  Police  Department. 

(3)  "Market":  to  display  for  sale. 

(4)  "Replica  firearm" :  any  toy,  imitation,  or  facsim- 
ile pistol,  revolver,  shotgun,  rifle,  air  rifle,  B-B  gun, 
pellet  gun,  machine  gun  or  other  similar  simulated 
weapon  which  because  of  its  color,  size,  shape  or  other 
characteristics,  can  reasonably  be  perceived  to  be  a 
real  firearm  from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be  fired 
and  which,  pursuant  to  subsection  D  of  this  ordinance, 
has  been  determined  to  pose  a  threat  to  public  safety. 

(5)  "Sell":  To  exchange  or  deliver 

(a)  for  money  or  its  equivalent;  or 

(b)  as  a  promotion  or  an  inducement  to  buy. 


Subsection  B.  Regulation. 

Except  as  provided  in  subsection  C  herein,  no  per- 
son or  entity  shall  sell  or  market  any  replica  firearm  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Subsection  C.  Exceptions. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  sale  of  replica 
firearms  shall  be  permitted  if  the  sale  of  such  replica 
firearms  is  solely  for  purposes  of  or  for  transportation 
in  intrastate,  interstate  or  foreign  commerce. 

Subsection  D.  Enforcement. 

(1)  The  Commissioner  shall  identify  those  replica 
firearms  which  he  deems  to  pose  a  threat  to  public 
safety  and  shall  make  a  list  thereof.  Such  list  shall  in- 
clude, where  available,  the  following  information:  the 
product  name,  the  manufacturer  and  the  model  num- 
ber. The  Commissioner  shall  post  the  list  in  the  depart- 
ment and  shall  make  available  copies  thereof  to  the 
general  public.  The  Commissioner  shall  update  the  list 
from  time  to  time  as  he  deems  warranted.  Any  individ- 
ual may  provide  information  to  the  Commissioner  re- 
garding replica  firearms  to  be  added  to  the  list. 

(2)  Any  person  who  observes  the  sale  or  marketing 
of  a  replica  firearm  which  he  believes  to  be  a  violation 
of  this  ordinance  may  register  a  written  or  oral  com- 
plaint with  the  department.  A  Boston  police  officer,  in 
response  to  each  complaint,  shall  investigate  the  com- 
plaint forthwith  in  person  and  determine  whether  there 
is  such  a  violation. 

(3)  Any  Boston  police  officer  who  observes  the  sale 
or  marketing  of  a  replica  firearm  which  he  believes  to 
be  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  investigate  forth- 
with and  determined  whether  there  is  such  a  violation. 

(4)  If  a  Boston  police  officer  determines  that  there  is 
a  violation  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  order  the  individ- 
ual or  entity  to  remove  immediately  from  sale  or  mar- 
keting all  the  replica  firearms  found  to  be  in  violation. 
In  addition,  the  department  shall  impose  the  following 
penalties  on  the  individual  or  entity  violating  the  ordi- 
nance: 

(a)  a  written  citation  or  warning  for  the  first  viola- 
tion; 

(b)  a  $100  fine  for  the  second  violation;  and 

(c)  a  $200  fine  for  the  second  and  any  subsequent 
violations. 

For  purposes  of  penalties  to  be  imposed  under  this 
ordinance,  if  a  Boston  police  officer  determines  that  a 
sale  or  marketing  of  replica  firearms  has  occurred,  that 
determination  shall  constitute  one  violation,  regard- 
less of  the  number  of  replica  firearms  involved.  A 
Boston  police  officer  shall  return,  unannounced,  to  the 
site  of  the  violation  within  the  thirty-  day  period  fol- 
lowing the  determination  of  a  violation  to  ensure  that 
the  individual  or  entity  has  not  resumed  the  sale  or 
marketing  of  replica  firearms. 

Subsection  E.  Appeal  Procedure. 

Any  individual  who  is  aggrieved  by  an  action  taken 
by  a  Boston  police  officer  under  this  ordinance  may, 
within  ten  days  of  such  action,  file  an  appeal,  in  writ- 
ing, to  the  Commissioner.  After  notice  to  such  individ- 
ual, the  Commissioner  shall  hold  a  hearing,  after 
which  he  shall  issue  a  decision  in  which  he  affirms, 
annuls  or  modifies  an  action  taken  by  a  Boston  police 
officer,  giving  his  reasons  therefor.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  send  the  decision  to  the  individual  by  first- 
class  mail  within  ten  days  after  the  hearing.  The  deci- 
sion shall  be  a  final  administrative  decision.  The 
individual  shall  have  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of 
the  written  decision  to  seek  judicial  review  in  the  Suf- 
folk County  Superior  Court. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  (30) 
days  after  enactment.

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  5,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  fourth  paragraph 
of  section  101 A  thereof,  the  following  new  paragraph: 
"Each  such  department  head  or  like  officer  shall, 
annually  in  March,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  an  affida- 
vit signed  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury 
detailing  his  or  her  actions  with  respect  to  the  annual 
of  filing  of  certificates  hereunder,  the  same  to  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to,  (1)  a  listing  of  those 
employees  failing  to  file  a  required  certificate;  (2)  a 
listing  of  those  filing  a  certificate  revealing  apparent 
noncompliance  with  this  ordinance;  (3)  a  listing  of 
those  employees  who,  to  the  best  information, 
knowledge  and  belief  of  the  affiant,  have  filed  a  false 
certificate;  and  (4)  a  description  of  the  action  taken 
by  the  department  head  or  like  officer  with  respect  to 
each  employee  named  in  each  of  the  foregoing  list- 
ings. The  affiant  may  supplement  such  an  affidavit 
on  one  or  more  occasions  during  the  year.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  such  an  affidavit  or  supplement  thereto,  the 
City  Clerk  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
City  Council ,  and  shall  keep  a  copy  of  the  same  open 
to  public  inspection  during  regular  business  hours.

i  Section  I.  Administrator.  Notwithstanding  the  provi- 
ions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  in- 
luding  without  limitation  the  provisions  of  sections  5,  6, 
nd  7  of  chapter  12  IB  of  the  General  Laws,  in  the  City  of 
Boston  the  housing  authority  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
oiled  by  an  individual  to  be  known  as  the  administrator, 
he  administrator  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the 
leasure  of  the  mayor  and  the  administrator  shal  1  be  com- 
ensated  for  such  service. 

The  administrator  and  all  assistant  and  deputy  admin- 
I  trators  or  those  in  positions  equivalent  in  authority  to 


assistant  or  deputy  administrators  should  job  titles 
change,  shall  devote  full  time  during  business  hours  to 
the  duties  of  their  positions.  The  administrator  shall  be, 
or  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  his  or  her  accept- 
ance of  the  position  shall  become,  a  resident  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  shall  continue  to  maintain  principal  resi- 
dence in  the  City  of  Boston  during  the  tenure  of  appoint- 
ment.

Section  2.  Monitoring  Committee  —  Appointment  and 
Composition.  There  shall  be  a  committee  to  be  known  as 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  Monitoring  Committee 
( ' '  Mon  itoring  Committee  ")  which  shal  I  be  comprised  of 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  mayor.  All  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall 
continue  to  maintain  principal  residence  in  the  City  of 
Boston  during  the  tenure  of  appointment.  Five  of  the 
members  shall  be  public  housing  tenants  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed from  a  list  of  not  less  than  twenty  names  submit- 
ted to  the  mayor  through  a  process  agreed  upon  by  city- 
wide  public  housing  tenant  organizations  and  public 
housing  development-based  tenant  organizations  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority.  Any  appointees  who  are  not 
public  housing  tenants  shall  be  selected  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  from 
among  persons  with  a  demonstrated  commitment  to  pub- 
licly assisted  housing  with  experience  in,  but  not  limited 
to,  one  or  more  fo  the  following  areas:  public  health, 
public  safety,  legal  advocacy  for  low-income  tenants, 
public  accounting,  property  management  and/or  devel- 
opment and  organized  labor.  Provided,  however,  that  if 
the  Boston  City  Council  fails  to  act  on  these  appoint- 
ments within  thirty  days,  they  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
firmed. The  mayor  shall  nominate  from  among  the  Mon- 
itoring Committee  members  a  person  to  be  the 
chairperson  of  said  committee.  The  nomination  shall  be 
subject  to  ratification  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  of  the 
members  of  the  Monitoring  Committee.  All  members 
shall  serve  terms  of  two  years,  co-terminous  with  the 
term  of  the  Boston  City  Council;  provided,  however, 
that  the  initial  terms  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of 
1990. 

Members  may  be  removed  by  the  mayor  at  any  time 
when  he  or  she  deems  that  a  member  has  acted  with  gross 
misconduct,  has  negligently  performed  his  or  her  duties, 
or  has  violated  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  Va- 
cancies occurring  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  the 
term  shall  be  filled  by  mayoral  appointment  as  herein 
specified  for  the  unexpired  term;  provided,  however, 
that  a  vacancy  with  respect  to  a  public  housing  tenant 
member  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  a  listing  of 
not  less  than  four  names  submitted  to  the  mayor  through 
the  process  herein  specified. 

All  members  shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  All  members  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion; provided,  however,  that  all  members  shall  be  reim- 
bursed by  the  housing  authority  for  reasonable  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  housing 
authority  shall  establish  an  annual  Monitoring  Commit- 
tee budget  for  staff,  training  and  other  appropriate  ex- 
penditures. 
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Section  3.  Monitoring  Committee  Powers  and  Duties, 
(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Monitoring  Committee  to 
periodically  review  matters  relating  to  the  management 
and  performance  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and  to 
report  thereon  to  the  mayor.  The  Monitoring  Committee 
shall  review  and  approve  the  following:  all  principal  fed- 
eral and  state  annual  operating  budgets,  principal  annual 
modernization  applications,  and  all  property  dispositions 
which  would  reduce  the  total  number  of  housing  units  of 
the  housing  authority  which  have  not  been  approved, 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  act,  by  the  Massachusetts 
Superior  Court  the  case  of  Armando  Perez,  et  al.  v. 
Boston  Housing  Authority.  The  Monitoring  Committee 
shall  have  thirty  days  from  receipt  of  any  such  budget, 
application  or  notice  of  property  disposition  in  which  to 
notify  the  housing  authority  and  the  mayor  of  its  approval 
or  disapproval  thereof.  After  such  thirty-day  period,  re- 
gardless of  whether  the  Monitoring  Committee  has  so 
notified  the  housing  authority  and  the  mayor,  the  mayor 
shall  approve  or  disapprove  such  budget,  application  or 
property  disposition.  The  mayor  may  override  the  Moni- 
toring Committee's  decision;  provided  however,  that  if 
the  mayor  overrides,  he  or  she  must  so  act  within  thrity 
days  of  receiving  the  Monitoring  Committee's  decision 
and  must  state  the  reasons  in  writing. 

(b)  Proposals  submitted  to  the  Monitoring  Committee 
relative  to  principal  federal  and  state  annual  operating 
budgets,  principal  annual  modernization  applications, 
and  all  property  dispositions  which  would  reduce  the  to- 
tal number  of  housing  units  of  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority which  have  not  been  approved  prior  to  the  enact- 
ment of  this  act,  by  the  Massachusetts  Superior  Court  in 
the  case  of  Armando  Perez,  et  al.  v.  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority, shall  simultaneously  be  filed  with  the  Boston 
City  Council.  Further,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
shall  submit  monthly  management  reports  to  the  Moni- 
toring Committee  and  Boston  City  Council  which  shall 
provide  information  pertaining  to:  code  compliance,  oc- 
cupancy, maintenance,  rent  collection,  and  public  safety 
for  both  family  and  elderly  developments. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  shall,  consistent  with 
M.G.L.  ch.  66,  s.  10,  within  ten  days  following  receipt 
of  a  request  for  public  record  information  made  by  the 
mayor's  office  the  city  council,  city  councillors,  or  duly 
established  committees  of  the  city  council,  or  the  general 
public,  shall  comply  with  such  request  and  supply  said 
information. 

(c)  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  submitting  notifica- 
tion to  the  appropriate  agency  of  the  transfer  of  previ- 
ously approved  modernization  funds  from  one  Boston 
Housing  Authority  development  to  another,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  shall  notify  the  Monitoring  Commit- 
tee and  state  its  reasons  therefor  in  writing. 

(d)  The  Monitoring  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once 
every  three  months  and  shall  submit  an  annual  report  to 
the  mayor  in  March  of  each  year.  The  annual  report  shall 
be  a  public  record  for  purposes  of  clause  26  of  section  7 
of  chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws.  The  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 23B  and  23C  of  chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
apply  to  all  meetings  of  the  Monitoring  Committee. 

(e)  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  adminis- 
trator, the  mayor,  prior  to  the  appointment  of  a  new  ad- 
ministrator, shall  consult  with  the  Monitoring  Commit- 
tee as  to  the  qualifications  for  and  selections  of  the 
administrator.  Further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moni- 
toring Committee  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  improve  the  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  the  residents  of  housing  owned  or  operated  by 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  Subject  to  applicable 
laws,  the  Monitoring  Committee  shall  be  empowered, 
upon  reasonable  notice,  to  inspect  and  review,  but  not 
approve,  all  policies  or  reports  which  it  deems  relevant 
to  the  duties  of  the  Monitoring  Committee.  At  its  discre- 


tion, the  Monitoring  Committee  may  develop  any  pol- 
icy, rule  or  procedure  which  will  assist  it  in  carrying  out 
the  powers  and  duties  herein  stated. 

Section  4.  The  applicability  of  G.  L.  121B.  The  provi- 
sions of  chapter  12  IB  of  the  General  Laws  applicable  to 
housing  authorities  shall  be  applicable  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  except  as  provided  herein  or  as  incon- 
sistent herewith. 

Section  5.  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage.

Attached  to  this  letter  you  will  find  an  appropriation 
order,  in  the  amount  of  $341,100,000,  for  General 
School  Purposes  for  FY89,  submitted  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as 
amended  by  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  further 
amended  by  chapter  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986  and  chapter 
613  of  the  Acts  of  1987. 

The  requested  appropriation  for  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment represents  a  9.5  percent  increase  in  appropria- 
tions over  the  current  fiscal  year.  This  appropriation, 
when  combined  with  other  available  funds,  will  support 
an  operating  budget  spending  level  for  the  School  De- 
partment of  $350  million  for  FY89.  In  addition,  the  De- 
partment will  have  available  another  $42  million  of  cate- 
gorical grant  funds,  for  an  aggergate  operating  budget  of 
$392  million  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year. 

There  are  several  features  to  this  budget  request 
which,  I  believe,  merit  attention: 

•  The  appropriation  for  FY89  represents  an  increase 
af $29.5  million  over  FY88,  or  9.5  percent. 

•  The  appropriation  will  allow  the  department  to  in- 
crease repair  and  maintenance  funding  by  $  1 .6  million  to 
Dring  that  portion  of  the  budget  in  line  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Maintenance  Improvement  Program, 
■vhich  I  support. 

•  In  FY84,  the  operating  budget  spending  level  was 
5236.4  million.  This  appropriation  will  support  a  spend- 
ng  level  of  $350  million  for  FY89,  up  more  than  $113 

inillion  since  FY84. 

This  financial  commitment  is,  as  you  know,  matched 
>nly  by  our  $147  million  capital  improvement  program 
or  school  facilities  throughout  Boston. 

Our  efforts  over  the  past  several  years  have  allowed 
he  School  Department  to  restore  programs  cut,  follow- 
ng  Proposition  2  1/2  and  to  hire  over  800  new  employ- 
es, including  more  than  260  in  the  past  year  alone.  New 
nitiatives  to  address  the  needs  of  "at-risk"  students,  to 
educe  the  dropout  rate,  and  to  implement  sections  of  the 
Superintendent's  Boston  Education  Plan,  have  been 
lunched  and  funded. 

For  FY89,  I  am  recommending  a  budget  increase  of 
29.5  million  —  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Boston

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  accept- 
ing the  provisions  of  section  22D  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws.  Section  22D  is  that  portion  of  the  recently 
enacted  Pension  Reform  Act  which  provides  for  reduc- 
tion of  the  retirement  system's  unfunded  actuarial  liabil- 
ity to  zero  by  June  30,  2028. 

Retirement  systems  adopting  said  section  22D  will  es- 
tablish a  funding  schedule  to  be  approved  by  the  actuary 
of  the  Division  of  Public  Employee  Retirement  Adminis- 
tration. The  retirement  system  shall  then  receive  annual 
pension  funding  grants  from  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
first  fifteen  years  of  the  schedule,  beginning  with  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1990.  This  will  reduce  the 
amount  the  city  would  otherwise  be  required  to  appropri- 
ate pursuant  to  the  funding  schedule. 

By  accepting  said  section  22D,  the  Retirement  System 
will  be  deemed  to  have  also  accepted  the  following  provi- 
sions of  the  Pension  Reform  Act: 

1 .  M.G.L.  c.  32,  sections  5  (3)  (e)  and  5A.  The  city 
shall  adopt  certain  minimum  wellness  and  fitness 
standards  and  programs  for  police  and  fire 
fighters. 

2.  M.G.L.  c.  32,  section  22(1)  (B  1/2).  The  $30,000 
salary  cap  on  the  amount  of  regular  compensation 
used  in  the  calculation  of  retirement  allowances 
for  persons  hired  on  or  after  January  1,  1979  is 
repealed.  An  additional  2  percent  is  to  be  withheld 
from  the  regular  compensation  over  $30,000. 

3.  M.G.L.  c.  32,  section  90G  1/2.  Members  of  the 
retirement  system  over  age  70  who  continue  in 
employment  may  elect  to  have  deductions  made 
from  regular  compensation  which  will  then  be 
used  in  calculating  the  member's  retirement  al- 
lowance. 

4.  M.G.L.  c.  32,  section  6(1).  This  section  lowers 
from  fifteen  years  to  ten  years  the  number  of  years 
of  creditable  service  an  employee  must  have  in  or- 
der to  be  eligible  for  ordinary  disability  retire- 
ment. 

5.  M.G.L.  c.  32,  section  7  (2)  (a)  (iii).  Supplemental 
dependent's  allowance  for  eligible  children  of  per- 
sons retired  for  accidental  disability  is  increased 
from  $312  to  $450  per  year;  cost  of  living  in- 
creases are  to  be  applied  to  this  allowance. 
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Funding  systems  will  not  be  required  to  appropriate 
the  normal  costs  associated  with  the  above  provisions  for 
any  year  prior  to  the  year  in  which  the  first  annual  pen- 
sion assistance  grant  is  payable  to  the  system. 

The  acceptance  of  section  22D  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws  will  promote  the  future  financial  well- 
being  of  the  city  and  its  employees  by  eliminating  the 
unfunded  pension  liability.  Each  of  the  attendant  provi- 
sions which  are  authomatically  accepted  with  section 
22D  are  also  beneficial  to  the  city's  employees  and  retir- 
ees. I  therefore  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this 
order  as  expeditiously  as  possible.

In  1985,  the  City  Council  passed  an  ordinance  which 
raised  the  fee  for  such  a  license.  Several  corporations 
who  were  licensed  to  operate  open-air  parking  lots,  as 
well  as  other  plaintiffs,  filed  suit  to  challenge  the  ordi- 
nance, alleging  that  in  passing  the  ordinance,  the  City  of 
Boston  exceeded  its  authority . 

The  ordinance  which  I  transmit  to  you  today  is  the 
result  of  negotiations  which  led  to  settlement  of  the  suit. 
The  ordinance  states  the  fee  for  a  license  to  operate  an 
open-air  parking  lot  based  on  the  location  and  the  size  of 
the  lot.  The  fee  is  to  cover  the  administration  and  regula- 
tory costs  the  city  incurs  in  relation  to  these  lots. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  ordinance  so 
that  the  city  will  have  a  valid  and  enforceable  fee  sched- 
ule in  place  for  open-air  lots  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  so 
that  we  may  finally  resolve  the  outstanding  court  suit  on 
this  matter.

Site  Cleanliness  Plan:  The  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional  Services  or  his  designee  shall  issue  site  cleanliness 
licenses.  No  restaurant  or  store,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  fast  food,  take  out,  grocery,  convenience  and  pack- 
age stores,  gasoline  service  stations,  automobile  repair 
and/or  parts  shops,  shall  sell  food  or  drink  or  automotive 
parts  for  consumption  or  use  off  the  premises  without 
first  obtaining  a  site  cleanliness  license  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Inspectional  Services.  Site  cleanliness  li- 
censes shall  be  required  for  the  following: 

A.  Restaurants,  fast  food  establishments,  convenience 
stores,  grocery  or  package  stores  which  sell  food  or 
drink  for  consumption  off  the  premises. 

B.  Gasoline  service  stations  and  automotive  repair 
shops  or  parts  shops  that  sell  automotive  parts  for 
installation  off  the  premises. 

Annually  on  a  date  set  by  the  commissioner,  establish- 
ments designated  in  categories  A  and  B  above  shall  file. 


renew  or  amend  a  site  cleaniness  plan  containing  the  fol- 
lowing information  in  writing  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
Commissioner: 
Address  and  plan  of  the  site  on  which  the  establishment 

is  located. 
Name,  address,  telephone  number  of  the  property 

owner  of  the  site. 
Name,  address,  telephone  number  of  the  establish- 
ment and  manager  of  same. 
Name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person  or 
company  responsible  for  activities  covered  by  the 
site  cleanliness  plan. 
Site  cleanliness  plan  which  states  a  weekly  schedule 
giving  the  days  and  times  of  the  week  for  cleaning 
and  maintaining  the  exterior  site  of  the  establish- 
ment and  adjacent  sidewalks  or  public  ways  free 
from  litter,  rubbish  or  refuse.  Said  plan  and  the  li- 
cense issued  pursuant  thereto  shall  be  posted  on  the 
premises  in  a  site  accessible  to  public  view.  If  there 
is  a  bulk  refuse  container  on  the  premises  said  bulk 
refuse  container  must  be  licensed  in  accordance  with 
CBC  Ordinances  Title  14,  section  264A. 
If  there  is  a  bulk  refuse  container  on  the  site  provisions 
must  be  made  for  screening  by  solid  fencing  or  vegeta- 
tion the  bulk  refuse  container  from  view  from  public 
ways  and  sidewalks  at  all  sites  other  than  construction 
sites,  unless  said  screening  would  eliminate  disposal  ac- 
cess to  the  bulk  refuse  container. 

If  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  reasona- 
bly determines  that  the  above  information  is  accurate  and 
that  the  site  maintenance  plan  submitted  is  adequate  to 
keep  the  site  free  from  litter,  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
spectional Services  shall  issue  a  site  cleanliness  license 
for  the  site  upon  payment  of  a  $25  fee.  Performance  of 
the  activities  scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall 
be  a  condition  of  the  license  and  nonperformance  of  the 
activities  scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall  be  a 
violation  of  the  license  and  of  this  ordinance.  Each  site 
shall  be  licensed  separately  unless  adjacent  sites  file  a 
group  site  cleanliness  plan  where  cleaning  and  mainte- 
nance services  are  provided  by  a  single  entity  and  said 
plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioner.  The  term 
of  a  license  shall  be  one  year. 

If  a  licensee  fails  to  abide  by  a  site  cleanliness  plan  and 
is  cited  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  or  by 
another  city  agency,  three  times  in  any  one  year,  this 
license  may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. Notice  of  such  suspension  or  cancellation  shall  be 
served  on  the  owner  or  his  agent.  The  Commissioner  or 
his  agent  may  order  the  establishment  to  cease  its  normal 
business  activities  until  compliance  with  the  site  cleanli- 
ness plan  is  achieved.  In  event  of  suspension  or  cancel- 
lation of  the  site  cleanliness  license,  other  municipal 
agencies  issuing  licenses  will  be  so  notified. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  that  the  report  be  tabled. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Later  in  the  session,  on  motion  of  Coun.  IANNELLA, 
the  report  was  removed  from  the  table. 

Coun.  MENINO  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
amended  by  striking  the  following  language  where  it  ap- 
pears, "$25  fee,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing language,  "$50  fee."

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  HEARING  TO  REVIEW 
IMMIGRATION  REFORM  AND  CONTROL 
ACT  RE  IMPACT  ON  UNDOCUMENTED  IM- 
MIGRANTS IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0312,  order  for  hearing  to  re- 
view Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act  with  respect 
to  its  impact  on  undocumented  immigrants  in  Boston  (re- 
ferred February  24)  —  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  The  Committee  heard  testimony  from  thirty-one 
witnesses  during  a  four-hour  period.  Those  testifying  in- 
cluded representatives  of  labor  unions,  social  service, 
religious,  and  advocacy  organizations,  and  local  and 
state  government,  as  well  as,  elected  officials,  immigra- 
tion lawyers,  social  workers,  and  documented  and  un- 
documented workers,  the  testimony  of  all  witnesses  was 
tape  recorded  and  written  testimony  from  a  number  of 
the  witnesses,  as  well  as  from  individuals  unable  to  at- 
tend such  as  U.  S.  Representative  John  Joseph  Moakley, 
has  been  received.  (A  complete  list  of  those  who  testified 
is  attached.) 

2.  The  intent  of  Congress  in  passing  the  Immigration 
Reform  and  Control  Act  (IRC A)  of  1986  was  to  encour- 
age the  greatest  possible  number  of  eligible  persons  to 
apply  for  legal  resident  status  under  the  Amnesty  Pro- 
gram detailed  in  the  act.  (The  Amnesty  Program  began 
on  May  5,  1987,  and  is  to  end  on  May  4,  1988.)  The 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  (INS)  estimated 
that  3.9  million  undocumented  immigrants  would  be  eli- 
gible to  apply  for  legal  residence  status  and  that  nearly 
60,000  eligible  applicants  lived  in  Massachusetts.  How- 
ever, with  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  deadline,  ap- 
proximately 1.5  million  individuals  have  applied.  Five 
thousands  of  these  applicants  reside  in  Massachusetts. 
The  reasons  for  the  low  response  to  the  Amnesty  Pro- 
gram are  numerous,  however  the  Committee  repeatedly 
heard  reference  to  the  following: 

2.  1.  Limited  and  late  public  education  about  the  con- 
tent of  IRCA,  particularly  the  provisions  of  the  amnesty 
program,  by  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service 
to  the  public  in  general  and  the  country's  immigrant  pop- 
ulation in  particular. 

2.  2.  An  unrealistic  deadline  that  does  not  take  into 
consideration  factors  such  as  the  language  barrier  faced 
by  many  immigrants  and  the  immigrant  community's 
fear  and  mistrust  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Services. 

2.  3.  Fear  on  the  part  of  many  eligible  applicants  of 
being  separated  from  their  families  fueled  by  the  lack  of 
clarity  and  public  education  concerning  the  status  of  fam- 
ily members  who  are  ineligible  for  legalization  and  the 
requirement  that  an  applicant  must  provide  the  names, 
:itizenship  status,  date  of  birth,  place  of  birth,  present 
iddress,  and  whether  or  not  applying  for  legalization,  for 
spouses,  former  spouses,  sons,  daughters,  brothers,  and 
sisters. 

2.  4.  The  detailed  and  time-consuming  documenta- 
ion  requirements  applied  to  a  community  that  by  its  very 
lature  has  sought  to  avoid  the  creation  of  a  paper  trail. 
Thus,  many  documents  normally  in  the  possession  of  le- 
;al  residents  that  provide  proof  of  a  history  of  employ- 
nent,  continuous  residence  in  the  United  States,  or  fi- 
lancial  status  (all  requirements  of  IRCA)  are  difficult  for 
ipplicants  to  obtain.  In  addition,  though  the  IRCA  spe- 

ifically  directs  that  any  documents  submitted  for  use  in  a 


legalization  application  remain  in  that  file  not  to  be  avail- 
able to  other  branches  of  the  INS,  nor  to  other  govern- 
ment agencies,  many  former  employers  (who  may  not 
have  followed  correct  accounting  procedures)  and  land- 
lords and  landladies  have  been  uncooperative  often 
refusing  to  provide  documentation  to  an  eligible  appli- 
cant. 

3.  While  many  testified  about  the  unrealistic  docu- 
mentation requirements,  the  testimony  of  Gerado,  an  un- 
documented immigrant,  allowed  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  hear  first-hand  the  difficulties  eligible 
applicants  face.  Through  a  translator,  Gerado  spoke  of 
the  unwillingness  of  past  employers  to  provide  documen- 
tation and  the  difficulty  he  has  had  in  obtaining  records 
from  financial  institutions  and  businesses. 

4.  The  Committee  also  learned  that  IRCA  makes  it 
possible  for  only  those  who  arrived  in  the  United  States 
before  1982  to  apply  for  legal  resident  status,  and  that  the 
number  of  undocumented  immigrants  who  arrived  after 
1982  could  be  as  high  as  two  million.  These  individuals, 
like  those  who  may  have  arrived  before  1982,  but  do  not 
qualify  for  the  amnesty,  are  reliable  employees  who  pro- 
vide an  important  economic  service  to  businesses  and 
cities  across  the  country.  Due  to  IRCA  regulations  and 
sanctions  on  employers  if  these  regulations  are  violated, 
many  of  these  individuals  will  lose  their  jobs.  In  addi- 
tion, fear  of  deportation  will  make  it  less  likely  that  they 
will  seek  public  assistance  or  take  advantage  of  available 
social  service  programs.  The  enormous  population  of 
undocumented  immigrants  will  face  serious  social  and 
economic  problems  that  eventually  will  have  to  be  ad- 
dressed by  local  and  state  governments  across  the  coun- 
try. 

5.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  testimony,  your 
Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  it  be  estab- 
lished as  the  official  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the 
City  does: 

—Support  extending  the  amnesty  deadline  and  expand- 
ing the  Amnesty  Program  of  the  Immigration  Reform 
and  Control  Act— 1986; 

—Support  the  national  legislation  (S.2015  and  H.3816) 
introduced  by  Massachusetts  Senator  Edward  Kennedy 
and  New  York  Representative  Charles  Schumer  that 
would  extend  the  amnesty  period  one  additonal  year, 
from  May  5th,  1988,  to  May  5,  1989,  and  the  national 
legislation  (the  Legalization  Extension  Act  of  1988)  in- 
troduced by  Representative  Massachusetts  Representa- 
tive Joseph  Kennedy  that  would  expand  the  amnesty  pro- 
gram's eligibility  date  to  March  3 1 ,  1988; 
—Urge  that  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service 
expand  its  education  efforts  concerning  the  provisions  of 
the  Amnesty  Program  and  that  all  educational  materials 
be  printed  in  languages  appropriate  to  the  immigrant 
population  most  affected  by  IRCA; 
—Encourage  all  departments  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  co- 
operate with  all  city  employees  applying  for  legalization 
through  the  amnesty  program  by  providing  them  with 
proof  of  employment  immediately  upon  request; 
— Encourage  all  city  agencies  to  cooperate  with  any  resi- 
dent applying  for  legalization  through  the  amnesty  pro- 
gram by  providing  them  with  documentation  needed  to 
prove  residence  in  Boston  between  January  1 ,  1982; 

— Encourage  and  urge  all  employers  operating  within  the 
city  to  cooperate  with  any  resident  applying  for  legaliza- 
tion through  the  amnesty  program  by  them  with  proof  of 
employment  immediately  upon  request; 
— Encourage  and  urge  all  renters  in  Boston  to  cooperate 
with  any  resident  applying  for  legalization  through  the 
amnesty  program  by  providing  them  with  documentation 
of  rental  records  immediately  upon  request; 
—Request  that  the  Regional  Director  of  the  INS  in 
Boston  immediately  issue  and  make  public  operating  in- 
structions stating  that  no  enforcement  of  deportation  will 
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take  place  against  any  immediate  family  relation  of  any 
applicant  for  legalization  under  the  IRCa  amnesty  pro- 
gram; and 

—Request  that  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Serv- 
ice liberalize  its  policy  regarding  employment  authoriza- 
tion. 

Further,  your  Committee  respectfully  recommends 
that: 

—a  copy  of  this  report  be  forward  to  every  memberof  the 
Massachusetts  Delegation  to  the  United  States  Congress, 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  the  Director  of  the  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Service,  the  Director  of  the 
Regional  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service,  and  to 
all  City  of  Boston  departments  and  agencies.

ORDINANCE  RE  SECURITY  REQUIREMENTS 
FOR  CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL  BUILDINGS 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 

An  Ordinace 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  currently  con- 
ferred upon  the  Inspectional  Services  Department,  said 
department  shall  have  the  power  and  duty  to  carry  out 
and  enforce  the  following  caption  and  sections: 
"Security  Requirements  for  Certain  Residential  Build- 
ings." 
Section  1.  Scope. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  and  regulate  all  housing 
accommodations  within  the  City  of  Boston  which: 

a.  contain  thirty  or  more  dwelling  units;  and 

b.  have  elderly  and/or  handicapped  persons  as  ten- 
ants in  a  minimum  of  50  percent  of  the  dwelling 
units. 

Section  2.  Definitions. 

Solely  for  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  following 
terms  shall  be  defined  as  follows: 

"building  entrance,"  an  entrance  providing  access 
from  outside  the  building  or  from  an  entry  vestibule  to  an 
interior  corridor,  lobby  or  stairway  which  leads  to  indi- 
vidual dwelling  unit  entrances. 

"Commissioner,"  the  City  of  Boston's  Commissioner 
of  Inspectional  Services. 

"dwelling  unit,"  the  part  of  a  building  that  is  used  as  a 
«  home,  residence  or  sleeping  place  by  one  or  more  per- 
sons who  maintain  a  household. 

"elderly  persons,"  any  person  who  is  at  least  sixty- 
two  years  of  age. 

"handicapped  person,"  any  person  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  13A  of  chapter  22  of 
i  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.  S.  C. 
section  706  (7)  (b). 

"housing  accommodation,"  any  building,  structure, 
or  any  other  real  or  personal  property  rented  or  offered 
for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  city, 
including  without  limitation,  houses,  apartments,  room- 
ing or  boarding  house  units,  and  other  properties  used  for 
living  or  dwelling  purposes. 

"landlord, "  the  individual  who  holds  title  to  any  hous- 
ing accommodation  in  any  manner  including,  without 


limitation,  a  partnership,  corporation,  or  trust.  For  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  land- 
lord hereunder  shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who 
manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf 
of  the  landlord. 

"non-subsidized  housing,"  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion which  does  not  fall  within  the  definition  of  "subsi- 
dized housing." 

"quorum,"  a  majority  of  the  total  number  of  dwelling 
units. 

"subsidized  housing,"  housing  accommodations 
which  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
either  owns,  operates,  finances,  subsidizes  or  insures  the 
mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents 
thereof. 

"tenant,"  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation. 

"well  advertised,"  actions  which  are  reasonably  cal- 
culated to  give  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  an  impending 
tenant  meeting. 

Section  3.  Security  Requirements. 

The  landlord  of  any  housing  accommodation  covered 
by  this  ordinance  shall  provide  security  guards,  on  a 
twenty-four-hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week  basis.  The 
security  guards'  duties  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
the  monitoring  of  all  building  entrances.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  above,  an  alternative  security  plan  utilizing  other 
security  measures  may  be  submitted,  and  said  plan  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  full  compliance  with  this  ordinance  pro- 
vided that: 

1 .  a.  the  plan  is  approved  by  the  tenants  at  a  well  adver- 
tised tenant  meeting;  and 

b.  the  plan  is  approved  by  a  majority  vote,  with  each 
dwelling  unit  casting  a  single  vote;  and 

c.  there  is  a  quorum  present  at  said  tenant  meeting. 
OR 

2.  Notwithstanding  tenant  disapproval,  the  Commis- 
sioner finds  the  alternative  security  plan  to  be  a  rea- 
sonable one  and  deems  said  plan  to  be  full  compli- 
ance with  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Protection  from  Unreasonable  Rent  Increases. 
Additional  costs  incurred  in  complying  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance  may  be  recovered  through  a 
rent  increase,  provided  that  any  rent  increase  is  subject  to 
the  following  limitations: 

1 .  For  subsidized  housing:  Rent  increases  for  subsi- 
dized housing  shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable  federal  or 
state  laws  governing  subsidized  housing. 

2.  For  non-subsidized  housing:  Any  rent  increase  un- 
der this  section  must  be  for  the  sole  purpose  of  recover- 
ing the  costs  of  compliance  with  this  ordinance. 
Section  5.  Enforcement;  Fines. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Inspectional  Services.  The  Commissioner  shall  notify 
the  landlord  in  the  event  a  housing  accommodation  is 
found  to  be  in  noncompliance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  ordinance.  Said  landlord  shall  have  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  notification  in  which  to  achieve  compliance. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  thirty-day  period,  the  landlord 
of  a  housing  accommodation  still  in  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $300.  Each  day  thereafter  that  the  housing 
accommodation  remains  in  noncompliance  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Upon  the  Commissioner's  determination  that  the  land- 
lord is  making  good-faith  efforts  to  comply  with  this  or- 
dinance as  quickly  as  is  reasonably  possible,  the  Com- 
missioner shall  have  the  discretion  to  refuse  to  impose  a 
fine. 

Section  2.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
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any  provision,  or  portion  thereof,  should  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  unconstitutionality  or  inva- 
lidity shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  which 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  3.  Effective  Date. 

this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thrity  days  after  passage 
of  this  ordinance .

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  the  Comparable  Worth 
Commission  is  to  review  and  develop  strategies  to  elimi- 
nate wage  discrimination  against  women  and  minorities; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  decided  to  undertake 
a  "Reclassification  and  Pay  Equity  Study,"  adminis- 
tered by  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management;  and 

Whereas,  Significant  participation  by  unions  and 
women's  organizations  at  every  stage  of  the  conduct  of 
this  study  is  needed  to  enhance  the  achievement  of  com- 
parable worth  in  city  employment;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  to  clarify  the  role  and  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Comparable  Worth  Commission  to  re- 
flect the  need  for  independent  oversight  and  evaluation 
of  the  study;  now,  be  it  therefore 

Ordered  that: 

Section  1.  Chapter  1,  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  2  from  '  'Compa- 
rable Worth  shall  mean"  to  "commissions  and/or  of- 
fices," and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
section: 

Comparable  Worth  shall  mean  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
its  departments,  agencies,  boards,  commissions  and/or 
offices  the  comparison  of  job  content  and  compensation 
across  job  families  without  regard  to  sex,  ethnicity,  or 
race;  the  application  of  bias-free  job  evaluation  to  iden- 
tify the  amount  of  discrimination  that  exists  between 
male-  and  female-  dominated  jobs;  the  assignment  of 
wages  to  match  point  values  of  job  factors  to  eliminate 
sex-  or  minority -based  wage  discrimination. 

Section  2.  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  3  the 
word  "seven"  and  replacing  it  with  the  word  "eleven." 

Section  3.  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987,  is  fur- 
ther amended  by  inserting  to  section  3 ,  subsections  8  and 
9  as  follows: 

8.  Two  additional  appointees  of  the  Mayor  who  are 

representatives  of  other  statewide  women's  organiza- 


tions. Appointees  shall  include  a  representative  of  the 
Massachusetts  National  Organization  for  Women 
State  Council  and  a  representative  of  the  coalition  for 
Pay  Equity  Steering  Committee.  Such  appointees  shall 
be  qualified  by  training,  experience  and  demonstrated 
interest  in  comparable  worth  activities  in  Boston  and 
Massachusetts. 

9.  Two  additional  appointees  of  the  Mayor  from  whom 
are  representatives  of  unions  currently  under  contract 
with  the  City  of  Boston  that  represent  large  numbers  of 
female  and  minority  dominated  classifications  in  em- 
ploy of  the  City  of  Boston.

The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  elect  one  of 
its  members  as  Chairperson  to  serve  in  that  capacity 
for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Section  5.  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  new  sec- 
tion 4  the  following  section  5. 
The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  form  a  sub- 
committee composed  of  those  appointees  who  are  rep- 
resentatives of  women's  organizations,  unions,  and 
the  City  Council. 

Section  6.  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  5  in  its  entirety, 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following  new  section: 
In  that  it  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
eliminate  systematic  wage  discrimination  against 
women  and  minorities  using  comparable  worth  strate- 
gies, the  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  evaluate  '  'Reclassification  and  Pay  Equity 
Study"  conducted  by  the  Office  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment for  the  City  of  Boston  throughout  the  course  and 
implementation  of  said  study.  The  Comparable  Worth 
Commission  shall  be  empowered  to  make  ongoing  in- 
dependent recommendations  in  order  to  ensure  that 
this  study  meets  the  comparable  worth  goals  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  oversight  ability  of  the  Compara- 
ble Worth  Commission  shall  include  but  not  be  limited 
to  the  following: 

1 .  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  review  all  bids  submitted  in  response  to  the 
Request  for  Proposals  to  conduct  a  Reclassification 
and  Pay  Equity  Study  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  be 
entitled  to  monitor  and  participate  in  discussions  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Selection  Committee  whose  purpose  is 
to  choose  a  consultant  to  conduct  this  study. 

2.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  review  and  make  recommendations  to 
modify  job  description  questionnaires  produced  by  the 
consultant  for  this  study. 

3.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  review  and  make  recommendations  to 
modify  evaluation  systems  produced  by  the  consultant 
for  this  study. 

4.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  review  and  make  recommendations  for  the 
designation  of  benchmark  jobs  selected  by  the  consult- 
ant and  to  review  the  application  of  the  evaluation  sys- 
tem to  these  jobs  following  the  diagnostic  study. 

5.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  review  and  make  recommendations  to 
modify  reclassification  plans  proposed  by  the  consult- 
ant. 

6.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  monitor  the  selection  and  training  of  evalu- 
ation teams  for  executive,  supervisory,  and  non- 
managerial  positions. 

7.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  review  and  make  recommendations  to 
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modify  implementation  plans  presented  by  the  consult- 
ant and  the  City  of  Boston. 

8.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment shall  be  required  to  meet  regularly  with  the  Com- 
parable Worth  Commission.  Such  meetings  may  be  re- 
quested by  the  chair  of  the  Comparable  Worth 
Commission  or  any  four  members  of  the  Comparable 
Worth  Commission. 

9.  Throughout  the  course  of  the  study  and  its  imple- 
mentation, technical  advisor  shall  have  timely  access 
to  all  working  and  final  documents  relating  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  study. 

10.  The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  be  em- 
powered to  solicit  such  speakers  and  advisors  as  it 
deems  necessary. 

The  Comparable  Worth  Commission  shall  meet  regu- 
larly upon  the  call  of  the  chair  or  any  four  members  of  the 
Commission  and  shall  make  at  least  quarterly  reports  to 
the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor.

:alth  and  safety  needs  of  the  people  and  neighborhoods 

our  great  city;  the  second  was  to  do  so  in  a  fiscally 

"udent  manner  designed  to  insure  a  balanced  budget.  I 

rmly  believe  that  progress  built  on  a  shaky  financial 

undation  quickly  becomes  only  an  illusion  of  progress. 

For  four  years  we  have  made  great  strides  in  accom- 

:  ishing  both  goals.  Over  the  first  four  years  of  my  ad- 

inistration,  Boston's  financial  house  was  put  in  order. 

I  le  inherited  chronic  deficits  of  the  past  are  gone,  the 

lpacts  of  proposition  2  1/2  are  being  addressed  and  es- 

■  ntial  services  have,  in  large  measure,  been  restored. 

re  stations  that  were  shuttered  have  been  reopened. 


new  police  stations  are  being  built,  an  ambitious  capital 
improvements  budget  unveiled  and  significant  invest- 
ments in  education  and  youth  activities  accomplished. 
The  city  has  revitalized  its  parks,  strengthened  its  health 
care  delivery  system,  begun  to  fund  an  aggressive  AIDS 
treatment  program  and  confronted  the  issue  of  homeless- 
ness.  In  terms  of  management,  we  have  reduced  unnec- 
essary expenditures,  tightened  financial  controls,  re- 
vamped the  city  budget  process  and  begun  a 
comprehensive  management  evaluation  program.  How- 
ever, those  accomplishments  are  threatened  and  future 
progress  is  in  doubt.  Last  year  in  my  budget  transmittal 
letter  I  made  the  following  comment: 

"(I)n  terms  of  Boston's  relationship  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  the  budget  clearly  in- 
dicates that  state  assumption  of  certain  programs 
must  be  a  high  priority  and  a  reflection  of  an  overdue 
commitment  that  needs  to  be  fulfilled.  Overall  city 
revenue  growth  is  moderating  and,  while  still 
healthy,  is  a  harbinger  of  the  need  for  additional  rev- 
enue options  and  state  assumptions." 

I  must  report  to  you  that  our  efforts  to  secure  more  fair 
treatment  for  Boston  have  not  yet  met  with  success. 
There  have  been  no  state  assumptions  of  programs  and 
no  new  recurring  revenue  resources  made  available  to 
the  Commonwealth's  capital  city.  The  attitude  continues 
to  prevail  that  Boston  is  a  convenient  place  to  shop, 
work,  make  money,  go  to  school  and  receive  medical 
care,  but  an  inconvenience  to  support,  finance,  nourish 
and  respect.  It  is  easy,  unfortunately,  to  overlook  the  fact 
that  Boston's  financial  strength  is  a  major  and  inextrica- 
ble pillar  of  the  Commonwealth's  economy.  To  the  ex- 
tent that  the  Commonwealth  does  not  address  its  largest 
city's  needs,  it  is  only  succeeding  in  undermining  its  own 
financial  future.  The  economic  fate  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  and  will  continue  to  be  driven  by  that  of  its 
largest  and  most  dynamic  city. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you,  however,  that  this  budget 
is  both  balanced  and  dedicated  to  providing  funds  for 
needed  programs  and  services.  While  the  city  may  be 
known  as  the  home  of  fine  educational  institutions,  out- 
standing medical  centers,  and  cultural,  sports  and  recre- 
ational activities,  it  is  also  —  and  more  importantly  —  the 
center  for  housing  the  poor,  caring  for  the  homeless  and 
treating  the  neglected.  This  budget  attempts  to  address 
that  reality  by  allocating  resources  to  programs  which 
serve  those  most  dependent  upon  government. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  made  great  progress  in  improv- 
ing the  programs  and  services  provided  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  Continued  progress  depends,  however,  upon 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. State  government  must  avoid  further  delay  and  face 
up  to  its  responsibilities  in  such  areas  as: 

•  the  need  to  deal  with  Boston's  solid  waste  crisis; 

•  the  need  to  address  the  overdue  assumption  of  costs 
of  operating  county  jails  and  houses  of  correction; 

•  the  need  to  provide  additional  local  option  revenue 
measures  for  municipal  governments; 

•  the  need  to  redress  the  unfair  and  inequitable 
MBTA  assessments  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston; 

•  the  need  to  stop  the  decreases  in  Boston's  share  of 
new  local  aid;  and 

•  the  need  to  restructure  lottery  aid  distributions  to 
cities  and  towns  so  as  to  consider  financial  need  as 
the  principal  factor  in  determining  the  amounts  dis- 
tributed. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  ready  to  act  as  an  equal  partner 
with  the  Commonwealth  in  order  to  make  progress  on  all 
of  these  fronts.  Quick  and  decisive  action  on  each  of 
these  issues  is  long  overdue. 

The  FY89  budget  is  stringent,  yet  continues  to  address 
the  priorities  of  this  administration  and  the  people  of  the 
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City  of  Boston.  It  funds  all  obligations  and  builds  upon 
the  accomplishments  of  the  past  four  years.  Your  action 
on  this  budget  request  is  greatly  appreciated.

Whereas,  Presently  Massachusetts  federal  court  cases 
are  the  slowest  to  be  handled  nationally  resulting  in 
plaintiffs  who  die  before  their  cases  are  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  individuals,  plaintiffs,  their  families, 
friends,  trade  unions,  and  organizations  have  long  advo- 
cated for  a  response  to  this  problem;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  memorialize 
the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Delegation  urging  that 
they  take  all  measures  to  encourage,  assist  and  direct  the 
Federal  District  Court  to  expedite  a  resolution  of  these 
thousands  of  asbestos-related  cases.

J.  Gill  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.32,  s.100. 

Detective  Gill  lost  his  life  in  the  line  of  duty.  He  was 
accidentally  struck  and  killed  by  a  train  last  February 
while  conducting  a  search  in  the  snow  for  stolen  firearms 
along  railroad  tracks  in  Brighton. 

This  petition  is  necessary  because  of  the  provisions  of 
M.G.L.  c.32,  s.  100  which  only  allow  payment  of  maxi- 
mum permissible  death  benefits  to  widows  of  police  offi- 
cers who  are  killed  in  the  line  of  duty  .  .  .  "as  the  result  of 
an  assault  on  his  person  or  as  a  result  of  an  accident  in- 
volving a  police  department  vehicle  which  he  is  operat- 
ing or  in  which  he  is  riding  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties.  .  .  ."  Since  Detective  Gill  had  gotten  out  of  his 
police  car  to  conduct  the  search,  and  since  there  was  no 
intent  by  the  train  operator  to  injure  him,  his  situation  is 
technically  not  covered  by  the  law. 

This  is  a  unique  situation.  As  a  matter  of  conscience 
and  in  the  interest  of  promoting  the  diligence  and  devo- 
tion to  law  enforcement  exemplified  by  Detective  Gill,  I 
urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  petition  as  expedi- 
tiously as  possible.

I  transmit  herewith  the  proposed  supplemental  appro- 
priation for  the  City  of  Boston,  to  cover  certain  depart- 
mental expenditures  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  fis- 
cal year.  Revenue  to  support  these  supplemental 
appropriations  will  be  drawn  from  available  funds. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  most  significant  aspect  of 
the  proposed  supplemental  appropriation  request  is  the 
commitment  to  fund  recently  agreed  upon  collective  bar- 
gaining contracts.  It  is  also  significant  in  that  the  supple- 
mental appropriation  requests  an  amount  to  fund  our 
FY89  statutory  reserve  fund  requirement.  Budgeting  this 
amount  one  year  in  advance  of  the  statutory  requirement 
transmits  a  constructive  message  concerning  the  ability 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  plan  for  and  fund  an  appropri- 
ately sized  reserve  fund  of  this  nature.  Another  way  of 
looking  at  the  supplemental  appropriation  is  that  almost 
20  percent  of  the  money  to  be  appropriated  is  earmarked 
not  to  be  spent.  Given  the  increasingly  uncertain  econ- 
omy, the  appropriation  to  the  reserve  fund  will  help  bol- 
ster the  soundness  of  the  city's  long-term  financial  pic- 
ture. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Library  Depart- 
ment is  to  fund  the  recently  signed  collective  bargaining 
contract. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Fire  Department  is 
to  fund  the  recently  signed  collective  bargaining  con- 
tract. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department 
is  primarily,  although  not  exclusively,  earmarked  for  col- 
lective bargaining  and  for  increased  overtime  relating  to 
public  safety.  The  department  will  also  receive  a  smaller 
amount  for  certain  non-personnel  service  accounts  to 
cover  the  cost  of  purchasing  bullet-proof  vests,  indemni- 
fication increases  and  to  cover  the  increases  in  the  cloth- 
ing allowance  for  police  officers  as  a  result  of  collective 
bargaining. 

The  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  is  designed  to  cover  collective  bar- 
gaining costs,  increased  overtime  and  expanded  initia- 
tives in  the  areas  of  combating  homelessness,  AIDS 
treatment  and  ambulance  service. 

The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Transportation  De- 
partment is  earmarked  to  cover  costs  associated  with  the 
city's  new  arterial  street  sweeping  program. 

The  requested  supplemental  for  the  Election  Depart- 
ment is  earmarked  to  cover  expenditures  in  that  depart- 
ment's personnel  service  line  items,  principally  in  re- 
sponse to  the  city's  expanded  voter  registration  program. 

The  supplemental  budget  request  for  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail  is  principally  for  collective  bargaining  costs. 
A  smaller  portion  is  to  fund  two  nurse  positions  for  the 
jail  suicide  prevention  unit. 

The  supplemental  budget  request  for  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  is  designed  to  pay  for  collective 
bargaining  costs.  A  portion  will  also  cover  costs  associ- 
ated with  the  administration's  expanded  park  mainte- 
nance program  and  park  programming  efforts. 

The  proposed  supplemental  for  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment is  primarily  targeted  for  collective  bargaining 
costs,  with  an  amount  earmarked  for  the  city's  expanded 
street  sweeping  program . 
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Finally,  as  noted  in  the  second  paragraph,  I  am  re- 
questing an  amount  to  be  placed  in  the  reserve  fund  as 
required  by  c.  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986. 
Your  action  on  this  request  is  appreciated.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE 
CONCERNING  FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Operations,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0331,  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  ordinance  concerning  fire  alarm  systems  (referred 
March  9)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 
An  Ordinance 
Concerning  Fire  Alarm  Systems. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B.  section  13.  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Section  I.     Preamble. 

Whereas,  There  has  been  an  increase  in  recent  years  in 
the  use  of  fire  alarm  systems  which  operate  by  way  of  a 
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master  box  or  by  way  of  a  central  station  operating  com- 
pany; and 

Whereas,  Improper  installation,  defective  equipment, 
lack  of  maintenance  or  other  reasons  cause  fire  alarm 
systems  to  malfunction;  and 

Whereas,  Each  time  the  Boston  Fire  Department  re- 
sponds to  a  fire  alarm  activated  because  of  a  fire  alarm 
malfunction  the  estimated  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
minimum  of  $800;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  the  financial  cost,  each  mal- 
function requires  that  Boston  Fire  Department  personnel 
respond,  thus  decreasing  the  number  of  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment personnel  available  to  respond  to  an  actual  fire; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Department's  responding  to 
fire  alarm  malfunctions  jeopardizes  the  safety  of  fire 
fighters  as  well  as  the  general  public;  now,  therefore,  be 
it  ordained  to  be  in  the  public  interest  as  follows: 
Section  2.     Fire  Alarm  Systems. 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  11,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  chapter  3  the  following  chapter 
4  to  be  entitled  "Fire  Alarm  Systems." 

Section  115.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  chapter,  unless  a  contrary  inten- 
tion clearly  appears,  the  following  words  and  phrases 

shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "Central  Station  Operating  Company":  A  com- 
pany equipped  to  receive  a  fire  alarm  signal  from  each 
of  its  customers  and  which  then  transm  its  to  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  (BFD)  the  location  of  any  such  alarm 
the  central  station  operating  company  receives. 

(b)  "Fire  Alarm  System":  Any  heat-activated, 
smoke-activated,  flame-energy-activated  or  other 
such  automatic  device  capable  of  transmitting  a  fire 
alarm  signal  to  either  a  central  station  operating  com- 
pany or  directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box. 

(c)  "Fire  Alarm  System  Malfunction":  The  trans- 
mittal of  a  fire  alarm  to  a  central  station  operating  com- 
pany or  directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box 
which  alarm  is  caused  by  a  malfunction.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance,  a  malfunction  is  defined  as  the 
failure  of  a  fire  alarm  system  to  operate  in  the  normal 
or  usual  manner  due  to  improper  installation  or  main- 
tenance and/or  mechanical  defect(s)  in  the  system,  re- 
sulting in  the  transmittal  of  a  needless  alarm  signal  to 
the  BFD. 

(d)  "Fire  Alarm  System  Owner":  An  individual  or 
entity  who  owns  the  title  to  and/or  has  on  his  business 
or  residential  premises  a  fire  alarm  system  equipped  to 
send  a  fire  alarm  signal  to  a  central  station  operating 
company  or  directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master 
box. 

(e)  "Fire  Marshal":  The  Deputy  Fire  Chief  in 
charge  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the  BFD, 
designated  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  as  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(f)  "Half-year  Period":  January  I  through  June  30, 
or  July  1  through  December  3 1 ,  as  the  case  may  be,  of 
any  calendar  year. 

(g)  "Head  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department":  The 
Chief  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  designated  by 
the  Boston  Fire  Commissioner  as  Chief  Executive  Of- 
ficer. 

(h)  "Master  Box  Owner":  An  individual  or  entity 
who  has  on  his  business  or  residential  premises  a  fire 
alarm  system  equipped  to  send  a  fire  alarm  signal  di- 
rectly to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box. 
Section  1 16.     Connection  of  Fire  Alarm  Systems  to 

the  BFD  by  Way  of  a  Master  Box. 

Before  the  fire  alarm  system  is  connected  to  the 
BDF,  the  master  box  owner  shall  provide  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal with  the  following  information: 


(a)  the  name,  address,  and  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers  of  the  master  box  owner; 

(b)  the  street  address  where  the  master  box  is 
located; 

(c)  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  num- 
bers of  the  persons  or  businesses  protected  by  the 
fire  alarm  system  connected  to  the  master  box; 

(d)  the  names,  addresses  and  home  and  work 
telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  other 
than  the  owner  who  can  be  contacted  twenty-four 
hours  a  day.  who  are  authorized  by  the  master  box 
owner  to  respond  to  an  alarm  signal  and  who  have 
access  to  the  premises  in  which  the  master  box  is 
located. 

If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  fire  alarm 
system  has  already  been  connected  to  the  BFD  by 
way  of  a  master  box,  the  master  box  owner  shall 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section 
within  sixty  days  after  the  BFD  has  sent  him  notice 
by  first-class  mail  of  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

If  a  master  box  owner  fails  to  comply  with  this 
section,  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  a  fine  of  $50 
for  each  day  of  noncompliance. 

Section  117.     Connection  of  Central  Station  Operat- 
ing Companies  to  the  BFD. 

Before  the  central  station  operating  company  is  con- 
nected with  the  BFD,  it  shall  provide  the  Fire  Marshal 
with  the  following  information: 

(a)  the  name,  address  and  telephone  numbers  of 
the  central  station  operating  company; 

(b)  the  names,  addresses,  and  home  and  work  tel- 
ephone numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  who  can  be 
contacted  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  who  are  autho- 
rized by  the  central  station  operating  company  to  re- 
spond to  an  alarm  signal  and  who  have  access  to  the 
premises  from  where  the  alarm  signal  is  emitting  to 
the  central  station  operating  company; 

(c)  the  name,  address,  home  and  work  telephone 
numbers,  and  location  of  the  premises  of  each  cus- 
tomer of  the  central  station  operating  company  who 
has  a  fire  alarm  system  equipped  to  send  a  fire  alarm 
signal  to  the  central  station  operating  company. 

If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  central  station 
operating  company  already  has  a  direct  connection 
to  the  BFD,  the  central  station  operating  company 
shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section 
within  sixty  days  after  the  BFD  has  sent  it  notice  by 
first-class  mail  of  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

If  a  central  station  operating  company  fails  to 
comply  with  this  section,  the  Fire  Marshal  may  as- 
sess a  fine  of  $50  for  each  day  of  noncompliance. 

Section  1 18.  Updating  Information. 

Every  master  box  owner  and  every  central  station 
operating  company  shall  be  responsible  for  updating 
the  information  herein  required  to  be  provided  to  the 
Fire  Marshal.  If  the  information  provided  changes,  the 
master  box  owner  and  the  central  station  operating 
company  shall  provide  the  Fire  Marshal  with  the  up- 
dated information  by  the  January  first,  following  the 
changes.  If  a  master  box  owner  or  a  central  station 
operating  company  fails  to  comply  with  this  section, 
the  Fire  Marshal  shall  assess  a  fine  of  $50  for  each  day 
of  noncompliance. 
Section   1 19.   Fire  Alarm  System  Malfunctions  — 

Fines. 

If  there  are  more  than  three  fire  alarm  system  mal- 
functions, as  defined  herein,  in  a  particular  building  in 
a  half-year  period,  then  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  a 
fine  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  chapter  40,  section  21, 
against  a  fire  alarm  system  owner  for  the  fourth  and 
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any  subsequent  each  malfunction  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing schedule: 

(a)  Fourth  Malfunction:  $50. 

(b)  Fifth  Malfunction:  $75. 

(c)  Sixth  Malfunction:  $100. 

(d)  Seventh  Malfunction:  $150. 

(e)  Eighth  and  any  subsequent  malfunction:  $200. 
Notice  of  citation  regarding  any  malfunction  shall  be 

given  to  the  owner  in  writing. 

Except  as  set  forth  below,  for  the  eighth  and  any 
subsequent  malfunction  in  a  particular  building  in  any 
such  half-year  period,  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  an 
additional  fine  of  $200  for  each  day  after  the  date  of 
such  malfunction  until  the  fire  alarm  system  owner, 
through  the  Informal  Determination  process,  either 
Demonstrates  Compliance  or  Demonstrates  No  Mal- 
function, as  those  terms  are  defined  below.  The  impo- 
sition of  any  such  Additional  Fine  shall  be  suspended 
during  the  pendency  of  any  Informal  Determination  or 
appeal  proceeding  as  described  below. 

With  respect  to  any  malfunction  for  which  an  alarm 
system  owner  is  cited,  such  owner  shall  have  the  right 
to  seek  to  (i)  Demonstrate  Compliance  or  (ii)  Demon- 
strate No  Malfunction  to  the  Fire  Marshal.  The  Fire 
Marshal's  decision  or  determination  with  respect 
thereto  shall  herein  be  called  the  "Informal  Determi- 
nation." 

If  the  fire  alarm  system  owner  seeks  an  Informal  De- 
termination, then  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  provide  the 
owner  with  the  opportunity  or  occasion  to  Demon- 
strate Compliance  and/or  No  Malfunction. 

The  term  "Demonstrate  Compliance,"  as  used 
herein,  shall  mean  that  the  fire  alarm  system  owner  can 
demonstrate  to  the  Fire  Marshal  that  the  cause(s)  of 
any  such  fire  alarm  system  malfunctions  are  being  ade- 
quately addressed  or  have  been  or  can  be  remedied  in  a 
reasonable  time  period  as  determined  by  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal. The  term  "Demonstrate  No  Malfunction,"  as 
used  herein,  shall  mean  that  the  fire  alarm  system 
owner  can  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Fire 
Marshal  that  the  cited  fire  alarm  was  not  caused  by  a 
fire  alarm  system  malfunction, 
(a)  If,  within  ten  business  days  after  a  fire  alarm 
system  owner's  receipt  of  written  notice  of  a  citation 
of  any  fire  alarm  system  malfunction  the  fire  alarm 
system  owner  may  seek  an  Informal  Determination 
by  the  Fire  Marshal. 

1.  If  the  Informal  Determination  is  that  the  owner 
has  Demonstrated  Compliance  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Fire  Marshal  there  will  be  no  additional  fines. 

2.  If  the  Informal  Determination  is  that  the  fire 
alarm  system  owner  does  not  Demonstrate  Compli- 
ance or  No  Malfunction,  unless  the  owner  appeals  the 
Informal  Determination  under  section  121  hereof 
then,  for  the  eighth  and  any  subsequent  malfunction, 
due  to  the  seriousness  of  this  situation,  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal shall  assess  such  additional  fine  of  $200  per  day 
until  the  owner  Demonstrates  Compliance  with  re- 
spect to  such  violation. 

(b)  If  a  fire  alarm  system  owner  seeks  an  Informal 
Determination  at  any  time  and  such  Informal  Deter- 
mination is  that  the  fire  alarm  system  owner  has 
demonstrated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Fire  Marshal 
thai  there  was  No  Malfunction,  then  the  citation  for 
any  such  malfunction  shall  be  rescinded  by  the  Fire 
Marshal. 

(c)  If  a  fire  alarm  system  owner  appeals,  under 
section  121  hereof,  any  malfunction  for  which  the 
owner  is  cited  or  assessed  a  fine,  then: 

Any  fines  shall  be  held  in  abeyance  until  final  res- 
olution of  the  appeal  process.  If  any  appellant  is 
successful  in  such  appeal  process,  no  fine  shall  be 


assessed.  If  the  appellant  is  unsuccessful  in  such 
appeal  process,  total  fines  shall  be  calculated  from 
the  day  of  the  filing  of  the  formal  appeal. 
Section  120.     Restrictions  On  Tape  Dialers  And  Simi- 
lar Automatic  Telephone  Devices. 
No  fire  alarm  system  shall  be  equipped  with  a  tape 
dialer  or  similar  automatic  telephone  device  which  will 
transmit  an  alarm  message  to  any  telephone  lines  of  the 
BFD.  If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  fire  alarm 
system  is  equipped  with  such  a  tape  dialer  or  similar 
automatic  telephone  device,  the  fire  alarm  system 
owner  shall  have  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  to  disconnect  such  tape  dialer  or  similar  au- 
tomatic telephone  device.  If  a  fire  alarm  system  owner 
fails  to  comply  with  this  section,  the  Fire  Marshal  may 
assess  a  fine  of  $50. 
Section  121.    Appeal  Procedures. 

Any  fire  alarm  system  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by  an 
action  taken  by  the  Fire  Marshal  under  this  ordinance, 
may,  within  ten  business  days  of  such  owner's  receipt 
of  written  notice  of  action  or  such  longer  period  of  time 
as  may  be  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Fire  Marshal, 
file  an  appeal,  in  writing,  to  the  Fire  Marshal  and  to  the 
head  of  the  BFD,  as  defined  herein.  After  notice  to 
such  owner,  the  head  of  the  BFD,  or  his  designee, 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  owner's  appeal,  hold  a 
hearing,  after  which  he  shall  issue  a  decision  in  which 
he  affirms,  annuls  or  modifies  the  action  taken  by  the 
Fire  Marshal,  giving  his  reasons  in  writing  therefor. 
The  head  of  the  BFD  shall  send  his  decision  to  the 
owner  by  first-class  mail  within  ten  days  after  the  hear- 
ing. The  decision  of  the  head  of  the  BFD  shall  be  a  final 
administrative  decision.  The  owner  shall  have  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  the  owner's  receipt  of  such  writ- 
ten decision  to  seek  judicial  review  in  the  appropriate 
court. 
Section  122.     Regulations  and  Enforcement. 

The  Fire  Marshal  may  promulgate  such  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  this  ordinance.  The 
Fire  Marshal  is  authorized  to  pursue  such  legal  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  this  ordinance. 
Section  124.     Deposit  to  the  General  Fund. 

All  fines  assessed  herein  shall  be  payable  to  the  City 
of  Boston  for  deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 
Section  3.    Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
Section  4.     Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  January  1 ,  1 989. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  new  draft  was  rejected  without  prejudice. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  new  draft  was  resubmitted  in  exactly  the 
same  form  as  the  foregoing.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  RENTAL  HOUSING  EQ- 
UITY ORDINANCE  RE  PERMITS  FOR  RE- 
MOVAL/CONVERSION OF  HOUSING  ACCOM- 
MODATIONS IN  LODGING  AND  ROOMING 
HOUSES 

Coun.  BYRNE  called  Docket  No.  0455,  ordinance 
amending  Rental  Housing  Equity  ordinance,  from  the 
Committee  on  Housing  under  Rule  20. 

Three  members  having  stood  with  him,  the  ordinance 
was  before  the  body. 

Couns.  BYRNE,  HENNIGAN  CASEY.  IANNELLA, 
McCORMACK,  McLAUGHLIN,  MENINO,  O'NEIL, 
SALERNO,  and  SCONDRAS  moved  that  the  following 
ordinance  be  subtituted  for  Docket  No.  0455. 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty -eight 
An  Ordinance  Permits  for  Removal/Conversion 
of  Housing  Accommodations  in  Lodging  Houses 
and  Rooming  Houses. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  The  removal/conversion  of  lodging  house 
units  has  resulted  in  increases  in  rent,  displacement  of 
tenants  and  loss  of  rental  housing  stock  especially  for 
low/moderate  income,  elderly  and  handicapped  persons; 
and 

Whereas,  The  shortage  of  rental  housing  units  in  lodg- 
ing houses  and  the  failure  of  some  landlords  to  rent  avail- 
able lodging  house  units  has  resulted  in  hardship  for  low/ 
moderate  income,  elderly  and  handicapped  persons 
seeking  housings;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  tenants  who  have  been  evicted, 
or  constructively  evicted  or  displaced  from  lodging 
houses  are  unable  to  find  alternative  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  often  become  homeless:  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  and  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  recognized  the  emergency  and  requested 
the  Interdepartmental  Task  Force  on  Lodging  Houses  to 
systematically  study  the  problem;  and 

Whereas,  The  study  prepared  by  the  Interdepartmental 
Task  Force  on  Lodging  Houses  found  that  in  1950  there 
were  25,000  single  rooms  in  the  city.  9,500  in  1968,  and 
only  3,000  in  May  of  1986,  and  found  that  widespread 
speculation  in  the  rental  housing  market  has  decreased 
the  availability  of  affordable  rental  housing  and  lowered 
the  number  of  single  rooms;  and 

Whereas,  The  availability  of  affordable  lodging  house 
rental  units  has  continued  to  decline  from  the  date  of  the 
study  through  the  present;  and 

Whereas,  on  June  16,  1987,  the  Boston  City  Council 
by  a  vote  of  ten  to  one,  addressed  the  problem  of  dis- 
placement of  lodging  house  tenants,  by  passing  An 
Amendment  to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance, 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinance  of  1984,  as  amended,  enti- 


tled "Permits  for  Removal/Conversion  of  Housing  Ac- 
commodations in  Lodging  Houses  and  Rooming 
Houses."  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  signed  the 
amendment  into  law;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  and  is  the  clear  and  unequivocal  inten- 
tion of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  that  the  June  16, 
1987  amendment  requires  and  has  required  any  landlord 
of  a  lodging  house  to  obtain  a  Removal/Conversion  Per- 
mit from  the  Board  before  any  lodging  house  units  can  be 
converted  to  any  other  use  including  the  leasing  of  rooms 
to  a  college  or  university  or  its  students  for  use  as  dormi- 
tory rooms  or  student  housing;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention  of 
the  City  Council  and  Mayor  that  the  June  16,  1987. 
amendment  does  prohibit  and  has  prohibited  the  leasing 
of  rooms  for  use  as  a  dormitory  or  as  student  housing 
without  first  obtaining  a  Removal/Conversion  Permit 
from  the  Board;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention  of 
the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  substituting  this  new  ordi- 
nance for  the  June  16.  1 987  amendment  that  the  new  or- 
dinance is  designed  to  clarify  the  June  16.  1987  amend- 
ment, and  that  the  new  ordinance  is  effective  as  of  the 
date  of  passage  of  the  June  16,  1987  amendment;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention  of 
the  City  Council  and  Mayor  in  substituting  this  new  ordi- 
nance for  the  June  16,  1 987  amendment  that  the  courts  of 
the  Commonwealth  enforce  the  ordinance  in  order  to 
protect  the  stock  of  lodging  house  units  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation.  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  and  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969.  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  197 1,  and  by 
chapter  45  of  the  Acts  1987,  be  it  declared  by  the  City 
Council  and  City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  reasonably  priced  rental 
housing  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  for 
those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or 
moderate  incomes,  because  of  deteriorating  or  demoli- 
tion of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing,  and  due.  further,  to  the  eviction  and  displace- 
ment of  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  conversion  of  rental 
housing  units  to  other  uses  or  forms  of  ownership,  partic- 
ularly conversion  to  condominiums,  cooperatives  and 
dormitories  or  student  housing  and,  therefore,  the  fol- 
lowing is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

Section  10  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  deleting  the  sub- 
section entitled  Permits  for  Removal/Conversion  of 
Housing  Accommodations  in  Lodging  and  Rooming 
Houses  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  June  16.  1987.  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  a  new  subsection  entitled 
"Permits  for  Removal/Conversion  of  Housing  Accom- 
modations in  Lodging  Houses  and  Rooming  Houses"  to 
be  appropriately  numbered  and  incorporated  into  the 
City  Code  by  the  City  Clerk  as  follows: 

(i)  General  Rule:  Notwithstanding  any  other  statute, 
ordinance,  code  or  law  to  the  contrary,  no  person  shall 
remove  any  occupied  or  vacant,  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled lodging  house  unit  from  actual  or  potential  rental 
housing  use,  without  first  obtaining  a  removal/conver- 
sion permit  from  the  board.  Such  provisions  shall  apply 
whether  or  not  there  is  a  license  for  such  lodging  house. 
The  board  may  establish  reasonable  regulations  govern- 
ing the  criteria  listed  in  section  (iii)  and  the  procedures  to 
be  followed  regarding  application  for  and  issuance  of  re- 
moval/conversion permits. 

Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  any  lodging  house,  or  any  lodging  housebuilding 
or  structure  owned  by  an  educational  institution  on  or 
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before  March  30,  1988,  and  now  or  hereafter  used  by 
such  educational  institution  for  dormitory  or  student 
housing  purposes  shall  be  exempt  from  the  removal  per- 
mit requirement.  Such  use  shall  not  constitute  a  removal. 

Further,  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  con- 
tained herein,  lodging  house  units  which  are  newly  con- 
structed or  converted  to  lodging  house  use  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  and  which  have  not  been 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  previously  as  lodging  house 
units  shall  be  exempt  from  the  lodging  house  removal 
permit  requirement.  Said  exemption  shall  have  no  effect 
on  the  operation  of  all  other  ordinances  and  regulations. 

(ii)  Definitions:  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  unless 
the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

A.  Dormitory  or  Student  Housing. 

Any  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  rented  or  of- 
fered for  rent  by  or  for  any  educational  institution  for  use 
as  housing  for  undergraduate  students,  but  shall  not  in- 
clude units  rented  to  individual  students  on  the  open  mar- 
ket in  the  ordinary  course  of  business. 

B.  Lodging  House. 

Any  boarding  house,  lodging  house  or  rooming  house 
licensed  or  subject  to  licensing  pursuant  to  General  Laws 
chapter  140,  section  23  but  specifically  not  including 
dormitories,  sororities,  fraternities  and  any  other  kind  of 
student  housing,  and  not  including  any  of  the  following: 
I)  units  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston  Rent  Equity 
Board;  2)  units  leased  by  an  educational  institution  on  or 
before  March  30,  1988,  and  now  or  hereafter  used  by 
such  educational  institution  for  dormitory  or  student 
housing  purposes,  provided  an  exemption  pursuant  to 
section  1  (n)  (iv)  hereof  has  been  obtained  from  the  Rent 
Equity  Board  for  such  units  on  or  before  March  30, 
1988;  3)  units  otherwise  not  subject  to  this  ordinance. 
Such  houses  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  any  build- 
ing, structure  or  complex  which  is  designed  for  the  let- 
ting of  at  least  four  rooms  to  individuals  not  related  to 
each  other  or  the  owner  or  operator  thereof  as  spouse, 
grandparent,  parent,  child,  sibling,  aunt  or  uncle. 

C.  Lodging  House  Unit 

Any  rent-controlled  or  decontrolled  rental  housing 
unit  occupied  or  unoccupied  in  a  lodging  house  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  section  (ii)(B). 

D.  Removal: 

1.  Any  activity  by  a  landlord  or  any  other  person 
which  would  result  or  is  intended  to  result  in  the  sale  or 
transfer  of  legal  title  of  any  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  unit  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit.  Such  activities  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

a.  The  conversion  of  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  units  to  condominium  units  in  accord- 
ance with  General  Laws,  chapter  1 83 A;  or 

b.  The  conversion  of  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  units  to  cooperative  units  in  accordance 
with  General  Laws,  chapters  I56B,  1 57,  and  l57B;or 

c.  The  marketing,  advertisement  or  sale  of  any  con- 
trolled or  decontrolled  lodging  house  unit  as  a  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  unit  prior  to  the  recording  of  a 
master  deed  or  filing  of  Articles  of  Organization. 

2.  The  change  in  occupancy  of  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled lodging  house  unit  so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  lodging 
house  unit  or  potential  lodging  house  unit,  including  but 
not  limited  to  changes  in  occupancy  to:  medical  offices, 
professional  offices,  retail  shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns, 
parking  facilities,  dormitories,  student  housing,  faculty 
or  staff  of  any  educational  institution,  as  well  as  such 
other  changes  in  occupancy  to  any  educational,  indus- 
trial, religious,  commercial,  charitable,  institutional  or 
business  purpose.  Such  changes  in  occupancy  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  whether  the 
landlord  makes  the  changes  him/herself  or  whether  the 


landlord  leases  or  licenses  the  lodging  house  or  individ- 
ual lodging  house  units  to  a  third  party  who  makes  such 
changes  in  occupancy. 

3.  The  continued  use  of  any  housing  unit  which  as  of 
June  16.  1987.  was  a  lodging  house  unit,  for  any  non- 
lodging  house  purpose  such  as:  a  condominium,  cooper- 
ative, student  housing  or  dormitory  unit. 

4.  The  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  rental  housing 
units  in  a  building  or  structure  by  combining  two  or  more 
units  or  any  parts  thereof. 

5.  The  demolition  of  any  controlled  or  decontrolled 
lodging  house  unit. 

6.  The  existence  of  a  vacancy  in  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled lodging  house  unit  for  180  days  or  more,  without 
a  showing  of  good  cause.  Good  cause  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to: 

(a)  Substantial  rehabilitation  or  substantial  upgrad- 
ing of  a  unit  for  lodging  house  purposes;  or 

(b)  Seasonal  vacancy  of  a  unit, 
(iii)     Removal  Permit  Criteria: 

The  board,  in  determining  whether  to  grant  or  deny  a 
Removal/Conversion  Permit  shall  consider  the  aggrava- 
tion of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  rental 
housing  units,  especially  lodging  house  units,  in  the  city 
and  its  neighborhoods  which  may  result  from  the  re- 
moval/conversion, especially  for  low  to  moderate  in- 
come, handicapped  or  elderly  tenants. 

A.  In  making  such  determination,  the  board,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, shall  make  findings  on  any  or  all  of  the  following 
factors: 

1 .  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
the  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

2.  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  lodging  house  units  proposed  to  be  removed  or 
converted; 

3.  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  ineq- 
uity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  permit; 

4.  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  permit; 

5.  Whether  the  majority  of  the  tenants  are  elderly, 
as  defined  in  section  1  (1)  or  handicapped,  as  defined  in 
section  1  (m)  or  low  or  moderate  income  as  defined  in 
section  1  (q)  or  low  income  as  defined  in  section  1  (r); 

6.  Any  other  relevant  factors. 

B.  Any  Removal/Conversion  Permit  granted  by  the 
board  may  be  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  which 
the  board  may  require  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of 
the  ordinance. 

(iv)  Hearings:  Removal/conversion  permit  hearings 
shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except 
that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(v)  Judicial  review:  All  decisions  of  the  board  with 
regard  to  removal/conversion  permits  may  be  appealed 
to  the  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  for 
the  judicial  within  which  the  housing  accommodation  is 
located  or  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Court,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar 
days  after  the  notice  of  such  decision. 

(vi)    Enforcement: 

A.  The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court 
and  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court, 
City  of  Boston,  shall  severally  have  jurisdiction  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  section  and  any  rules  and  reg- 
ulations promulgated  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  may 
restrain  or  enjoin  violations  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  The  Rent  Equity  Board  shall  give  notice  of  a  hear- 
ing within  fourteen  days  from  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  a 
removal  permit  and  shall  hold  a  removal  permit  hearing 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  peti- 
tion. The  Rent  Board  shall  make  a  decision  within  forty- 
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five  days  from  the  filing  of  the  petition.  Should  the  Rent 
Board  fail  to  meet  the  schedule  set  forth  herein,  parties 
may  seek  an  order  from  the  Superior  Court  or  the  Hous- 
ing Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston 
Division  requesting  an  order  that  the  Rent  Equity  Board 
make  an  expedited  determination  of  the  petition.  Upon 
finding  that  the  rent  board  has  failed  to  comply  with  the 
schedule  set  forth  herein,  the  court  shall  order  an  expe- 
dited hearing  and  determination  of  the  petition. 

(vii)  Transition:  All  actions,  cases,  board  decisions 
decided  or  pending  under  the  June  16.  1987  amendment 
entitled  "Permits  for  Removal/Conversion  of  Housing 
Accommodations  in  Lodging  and  Rooming  Houses" 
shall  be  governed  as  provided  for  in  this  section: 

A.  All  decisions  rendered  by  the  board  under  the 
provisions  of  June  16,  1987  amendment  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  under  the  provisions  of  this 
amendment. 

B.  All  matters  pending  before  the  board  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  but  shall  be  processed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  amendment. 

C.  The  provisions  of  the  June  16,  1987  amendment, 
shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  force  and  effect  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  in  court  any  proper  suit,  action 
or  prosecution  with  respect  to  any  right,  liability  or 
offense  arising  under  such  amendment.  However,  any 
such  suit,  action  or  prosecution  shall  be  processed  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Amendment. 

(viii)  Effective  Date:  This  amendment  to  chapter  34 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  shall  be  effective  immediately 
upon  passage.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  RENTAL  HOUSING 
EQUITY  ORDINANCETO  REQUIRE  REMOVAL 
PERMITS  AND  IMPROVE  TENANT  PROTEC- 
TIONS

To:  Members  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  I  hereby  transmit  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
amending  the  renting  housing  equity  ordinance  to  re- 
nquire  removal  permits  and  to  improve  tenant  protections. 
I  I  believe  that  this  legislation  takes  an  important  step 
toward  stabilizing  Boston's  neighborhoods  by  slowing 
the  loss  of  affordable  rental  housing  through  unregulated 
condominium  conversion. 

This  proposal  is  one  element  of  a  comprehensive  hous- 
ng  policy  that  includes  a  commitment  to  new  affordable 
lousing  production  as  well  as  to  thoughtful  and  responsi- 
ve housing  protections.  Over  the  past  four  years,  my 
idministration  has  worked  hard  to  meet  the  challenge  of 
)roducing  new  affordable  housing  so  that  longtime 
Boston  families  —  and  their  children  —  can  continue  to 
ive  in  the  neighborhoods  that  they  call  home. 
We  have  moved  aggressively  to  make  over  1 .700  va- 
ant,  boarded-up  BHA  apartments  available  to  needy 


families.  Virtually  all  city-owned  abandoned  buildings 
are  either  rehabi  litated  or  entering  the  development  proc- 
ess. We  are  implementing  a  program  that  will  return  the 
747  vacant,  city-owned  lots  to  active  housing  use.  And 
we  have  worked  to  streamline  the  permitting  process  in 
order  to  promote  additional  private  sector  housing. 
These  efforts  have  contributed  to  record  new  housing 
production,  including  over  4,000  new  housing  starts  last 
year,  alone  —  nearly  half  of  which  are  affordable  to  aver- 
age, hardworking  Boston  families. 

Despite  this  aggressive  production  policy,  we  continue 
to  lose  existing  affordable  apartments  through  unregu- 
lated conversion  to  high  priced  condominiums.  If  we 
don't  act  now  to  slow  this  loss  of  affordable  housing,  our 
future  production  efforts  will  have  a  far  greater  impact  in 
easing  the  shortage  of  housing  for  Boston  residents. 

I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  input  that  each  of  you  has 
offered  since  our  February  1 1th  meeting.  Several  Coun- 
cillors requested  the  opportunity  to  offer  policy  recom- 
mendations before  I  made  a  formal  submission  to  the 
City  Council.  Over  the  past  three  months,  a  number  of 
recommendations  have  been  made.  However,  to  date,  no 
additional  legislation  has  won  the  support  of  a  majority 
of  City  Councillors.  While  I  anticipate  that  individual 
Councillors  may  choose  to  file  legislation  in  addition  to 
this  removal  permit  ordinance,  I  believe  it  is  important 
that  we  begin  the  formal  legislative  process  now. 

As  we  enter  into  this  new  legislative  process,  I  antici- 
pate that  we  will  continue  the  spirit  of  cooperation  that 
was  begun  in  February.  Strong,  family-oriented  neigh- 
borhoods are  Boston's  strength.  Thoughtful  action  on 
our  part  can  help  keep  them  that  way.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas.  A  serious  public  emergency,  as  declared  and 
described  in  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended,  and  in  the  preamble  to  the  Rental  Housing  Eq- 
uity Ordinance,  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984. 
continues  to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  rate  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  ac- 
commodations into  condominiums,  cooperatives  or 
other  forms  of  ownership  and  the  rent  increases  and  evic- 
tions associated  with  such  conversions,  continues  to 
result  in  fewer  affordable  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions; and 

Whereas,  The  unregulated  spread  of  condominium 
and  cooperative  conversions  throughout  the  city  threat- 
ens the  stability  of  Boston's  neighborhoods;  and

Conversion  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions to  condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  can  and 
does  result  in  large  numbers  of  absentee  owners;  and 

Whereas.  It  is  often  difficult  for  tenants  ol  condomin- 
ium and  cooperative  housing  accommodations  to  deter- 
mine the  proper  procedure  for  reporting  and  resolving

maintenance  problems  in  the  unit  when  the  owner  ot  the

Whereas,  The  substantial  number  of  housing  accom-

this  ordinance  and  to  the  effective  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  any  previously  issued  removal  permit. 


(E)  Removal  Procedure. 

(1)  Generally.  A  separate  removal  permit  shall  be 
issued  for  each  qualifying  housing  accommodation. 
Copies  thereof  shall  be  kept  on  file  at  the  board  and 
certified  copies  shall  be  available  upon  payment  of  a 
reasonable  fee. 

(2)  Criteria.  In  reviewing  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  the  board  shall  consider  relevant  fac- 
tors including  without  limitation;  the  aggravation  of 
the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  housing 
accommodations  in  the  city  and  its  neighborhoods 
which  may  result  from  the  removal,  especially  for 
tenants  of  low  and  moderate  income,  and  handi- 
capped or  elderly  tenants.  In  making  such  determi- 
nation the  board  shall  review  and  make  findings  as  to 
all  relevant  factors  including,  without  limitation,  the 
following: 

(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  housing  accommodation  proposed  to  be  re- 
moved; 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  ineq- 
uity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  permit; 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  permit. 

(e)  Substantiated  evidence  demonstrating  the  occur- 
rence at  the  site  of  the  housing  accommodation  of 
arson  or  a  suspicious  fire,  as  defined  in  section  12 
of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal  Permit. 

(a)  The  board  shall  grant  a  removal  permit  where  the 
applicant  demonstrates  to  the  board  by  sufficient  ev- 
idence (i)  that  the  applicant  is  in  compliance  with  all 
the  requirements  of  this  ordinance;  and  (ii)  that  ten- 
ants who  occupy  a  majority  of  all  of  the  units  in  a 
building  or  protect  and  who  have  resided  in  the 
building  or  project  for  one  year  or  longer  prior  to  the 
filing  of  the  removal  permit  application: 
(i)  have  unequivocably  agreed  to  purchase  such 
building  and  convert  it  to  a  limited  equity  coopera- 
tive pursuant  to  General  Laws,  chapters  156B, 
1 57  and  157  B;  or 
(ii)  have  unequivocably  agreed  to  purchase  their 
rental  units  when  they  are  converted  to  a  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  unit  and  have  represented 
that  they  are  intending  in  good  faith  to  occupy 
such  units  as  their  principal  and  permanent  resi- 
dences. 

(b)  For  purposes  of  determining  a  "majority"  under 
the  previous  subsection,  all  occupied  units  in  a 
building  or  project  shall  be  included  and  voting  shall 
be  done  by  rental  unit  with  all  of  the  tenants  residing 
in  a  rentaUjnit  treated  as  a  single  tenant.  All  units  in 
a  building  Or  project  shall  be  offered  for  sale  to  the 
residing  tenants  at  the  same  time,  at  the  same  or 
comparable  price. 

(4)  Conditions  to  Be  Imposed  on  Removal  Permits. 
The  board  shall  impose  the  following  conditions,  if 
applicable,  when  it  grants  a  removal  permit.  Noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance  shall  restrict  an  owner  from 
conveying  his/her  interest  in  any  building  or  prop- 
erty or  portion  thereof  provided  that  the  property 
shall  remain  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  to  the  conditions  and  terms  of  the  last  is- 
sued removal  permit.  Once  issued,  a  removal  permit

provided  in  1 1(F)  of  this  ordinance. 

(a)  Right  of  First  Refusal  to  Purchase 

Any  tenant  who  lives  in  a  housing  accommodation 
for  which  a  removal  permit  has  been  granted  shall, 
within  sixty  days  of  the  date  of  the  grant  or  the  per- 
mit or  such  other  time  period  as  shall  be  established 
by  the  board,  be  given  the  right  of  first  refusal  to 
purchase  the  housing  accommodation  he/she  occu- 
pies for  substantially  the  same  or  more  favorable 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  being  or  would  be  of- 
fered to  prospective  arms  length  purchasers.  Such 
tenant  may  exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  pur- 
chase such  housing  accommodation  by  executing  a 
purchase  and  sales  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of 
the  purchase  and  sales  agreement  properly  executed 
by  the  preson  offering  the  housing  accommodation 
for  sale.  Each  time  the  housing  accommodation  is 
subsequently  offered  for  sale,  the  tenant  then  occu- 
pying the  housing  accommodation  shall  be  offered 
the  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase  as  described 
above  in  this  section. 

(b)  Code  Compliance 

At  the  time  that  a  removal  permit  is  granted  the 
building  must  be  in,  and  thereafter,  remain  in,  full 
compliance  with  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code,  the  State  Building  Code,  the  Boston  Five  Pre- 
vention Code  and  any  other  applicable  municipal 
code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating  the  condi- 
tions or  occupancy  of  housing  accommodations. 
Notwithstanding  the  preceding  sentence,  if,  for 
good  cause,  the  building  is  not  currently  in  compli- 
ance with  any  of  the  above  codes,  ordinances,  or 
laws,  the  removal  permit  must  be  conditioned  upon 
the  applicant's  agreement  to  bring  the  building 
and/or  unit  into  such  compliance  within  a  specific 
time  period  determined  reasonable  by  the  applicable 
enforcement  agency. 

(c)  Maintenance  and  Repairs 

Whenever  the  housing  accommodation  is  used  for 
rental  housing  purposes,  the  owner  must  designate  a 
person  or  persons  withing  twenty-five  miles  of  the 
building  to  be  responsible  for  maintenance  and  re- 
pairs. The  tenant  in  each  unit  shall  be  informed  by 
the  owner  or  his/her  agent  in  writing  as  to  who  is 
responsible  for  maintenance  and  repairs,  both  as  to 
common  and  individual  unit  areas,  and  such  notice 
shall  be  updated  whenever  there  is  a  change  in  ten- 
ants or  a  change  in  who  is  responsible  for  such  main- 
tenance: 

(d)  Rent  and  Eviction  Protections 

Whenever  the  housing  accommodation  is  used  for 
rental  housing  purposes,  it  shall  revert  to  its  pre- 
removal  classification  of  controlled  or  vacancy  de- 
controlled and  the  tenant  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rent 
protections  contained  in  sections  4  through  8  of  this 
Ordinance,  as  well  as  the  eviction  protections  con- 
tained in  sections  9  and  10  of  this  Ordinance. 
(5)  Procedures 

(a)  The  Board  shall  consider  an  applicable  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  controlled  or  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodation,  or  an  application  to  modify  the 
terms  of  a  removal  permit  previously  issued,  upon 
receipt  of  an  application  filed  by  the  landlord,  owner 
or  other  authorized  person.  Such  application  shall  be 
made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  administrator.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party 
to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calen- 
dar days  of  the  date  of  such  notice.  At  any  time,  the 
board  may,  on  its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on 
any  application.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by 
either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  ini- 
tiative of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 


the  hearing  shall  be  funrnished  to  the  applicant  and 
tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a 
designee  of  the  board.  Hearings,  final  decision  and 
notification  of  the  final  decision  to  the  applicant  rela- 
tive to  permits  shall  occur  within  sixty  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  request  unless  the  parties  otherwise 
agree.  The  board  may  consolidate  applications  relat- 
ing to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building 
or  development.  The  board  may  conduct  a  single 
hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applications.  The 
administrator  may  designate  a  person  or  persons  to 
participate  in  a  removal  proceeding,  where  appro- 
priate, in  order  to  further  the  provisions  and  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  and  to  serve  the  public  inter- 
est. 

(b)  Removal  permit  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  the  require- 
ments (7)  and  (8(  of  such  section  II  shall  not  apply  to 
such  hearings. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, if  a  decision  regarding  a  removal  permit  has 
been  made  with  regard  to  such  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation  within  the  preced- 
ing twelve  months,  the  board  may.  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  for  that 
housing  accommodation  or  may  dismiss  any  such 
application.  In  addition,  if  the  application  is  not  in 
conformance  with  the  filing  requirement  of  this  sec- 
tion or  applicable  regulations,  the  administrator  may 
administratively  dismiss  such  application  without 
holding  a  hearing. 

(F)  Enforcement. 
All  of  the  remedies  provided  in  sections  13  through 
16  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  available  to  the  Board 
for  purposes  of  enforcing  section  1 1 


Section  9. 

Chapter  12  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  immediately  before  the  words  "re- 
moval permit"  everywhere  that  they  appear  in  that  ordi- 
nance the  following  words:

Section  10. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  oth- 
erwise invalidated  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, then  such  provision  shall  be  considered  separately 
and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING 
FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Operations,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0623,  ordinance  concerning  fire 
alarm  systems  (referred  May  4)  ordinance  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  Fire  Alarm  Systems. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13.  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Section  I .  Preamble. 

Whereas.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  recent  years  in 
the  use  of  fire  alarm  systems  which  operate  by  way  of  a 
master  box  or  by  way  of  a  central  station  operation  com- 
pany; and 
Whereas.  Improper  installation,  defective  equipment. 
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lack  of  maintenance  or  other  reason  cause  fire  alarm  sys- 
tems to  malfunction;  and 

Whereas,  Each  time  the  Boston  Fire  Department  re- 
sponds to  a  fire  alarm  activated  because  of  a  fire  alarm 
malfunction  the  estimated  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
minimum  of  $800;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  the  financial  cost,  each  mal- 
function requires  that  Boston  Fire  Department  personnel 
respond,  thus  decreasing  the  number  of  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment personnel  available  to  respond  to  an  actual  fire; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Department's  responding  to 
fire  alarm  malfunctions  jeopardizes  the  safety  of  fire 
fighters  as  well  as  the  general  public;  now,  therefore,  be 
it  ordained  to  be  in  the  public  interest  as  follows: 
Section  2.  Fire  Alarm  Systems. 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  II,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  chapter  3  the  following  chapter 
4  to  be  entitled  "Fire  Alarm  Systems." 

Section  115.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  chapter,  unless  contrary  intention 
clearly  appears,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Central  Station  Operating  Company:  A  company 
equipped  to  receive  a  fire  alarm  signal  from  each  of  its 
customers  and  which  then  transmits  to  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  (BFD)  the  location  of  any  such  alarm  the 
central  station  operating  company  receives. 

(b)  Fire  Alarm  System:  Any  heat-activated,  smoke- 
activated,  flame  energy-activated  or  other  such  auto- 
matic device  capable  of  transmitting  a  fire  alarm  signal 
to  either  a  central  station  operating  company  or  di- 
rectly to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box. 

Fire  Alarm  System  Malfunction:  The  transmittal  of 
a  fire  alarm  to  a  central  station  operating  company  or 
directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box  which 
alarm  is  caused  by  a  malfunction.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance,  a  malfunction  is  defined  as  the  failure 
of  a  fire  alarm  system  to  operate  in  the  normal  or  usual 
manner  due  to  improper  installation  or  maintenance 
and/or  mechanical  defect(s)  in  the  system,  resulting  in 
the  transmittal  of  a  needless  alarm  signal  to  the  BFD. 

(d)  Fire  Alarm  System  Owner:  An  individual  or  en- 
tity who  owns  the  title  to  and/or  has  on  his  business  or 
residential  premises  a  fire  alarm  system  equipped  to 
send  a  fire  alarm  signal  to  a  central  station  operating 
company  or  directly  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master 
box. 

(e)  Fire  Marshal:  The  Deputy  Fire  Chief  in  charge  of 
the  Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the  BFD,  designated 
by  the  Fire  Commissioner  as  the  Fire  Marshal  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

(f)  Half-year  Period:  January  1  through  June  30,  or 
July  1  through  December  31,  as  the  case  may  be,  of 
any  calendar  year. 

(g)  Head  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department:  The  Chief 
of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  designated  by  the 
Boston  Fire  Commissioner  as  Chief  Executive  Officer. 

(h)  Master  Box  Owner:  An  individual  or  entity  who 
has  on  his  business  or  residential  premises  a  fire  alarm 
system  equipped  to  send  a  fire  alarm  signal  directly  to 
the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master  box. 
Section  116.  Connection  of  Fire  Alarm  Systems  to  the 
BFD  by  Way  of  a  Master  Box. 

Before  the  fire  alarm  system  is  connected  to  the 
BFD,  the  master  box  owner  shall  provide  the  Fire 
Marshal  with  the  following  information: 

(a)  the  name,  address,  and  home  and  work  telephone 
numbers  of  the  master  box  owner; 

(b)  the  street  address  where  the  master  box  is  lo- 
cated; 

(c)  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of 


the  persons  or  businesses  protected  by  the  fire  alarm 
system  connected  to  the  master  box;  and 

(d)  the  names,  addresses  and  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  other  than  the 
owner  who  can  be  contacted  twenty-four  hours  a  day, 
who  are  authorized  by  the  master  box  owner  to  re- 
spond to  an  alarm  signal  and  who  have  access  to  the 
premises  in  which  the  master  box  is  located. 

If  at  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  fire  alarm  system  has 
already  been  connected  to  the  BFD  by  way  of  a  master 
box,  the  master  box  owner  shall  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section  within  sixty  days  after  the 
BFD  has  sent  him  notice  by  first-class  mail  of  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section. 

If  a  master  box  owner  fails  to  comply  with  this  sec- 
tion, the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  a  fine  of  $50  for  each 
day  of  non-compliance. 

Section  1 17.  Connection  of  Central  Station  Operating 
Companies  to  the  BFD. 

Before  the  central  station  operating  company  is  con- 
nected with  the  BFD,  it  shall  provide  the  Fire  Marshal 
with  the  following  information: 

(a)  the  name,  address  and  telephone  numbers  of  the 
central  station  operating  company; 

(b)  the  names,  addresses,  and  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  who  can  be  con- 
tacted twenty-four  hours  a  day,  who  are  authorized  by 
the  central  station  operating  company  to  respond  to  an 
alarm  signal  and  who  have  access  to  the  premises  from 
where  the  alarm  signal  is  emitting  to  the  central  station 
operating  company;  and 

(c)  the  name,  address,  home  and  work  telephone 
numbers,  and  location  of  the  premises  of  each  cus- 
tomer of  the  central  station  operating  company  who 
has  a  fire  alarm  system  equipped  to  send  a  fire  alarm 
signal  to  the  central  station  operating  company. 

If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  central  station 
operating  company  already  has  a  direct  connection  to 
the  BFD,  the  central  station  operating  company  shall 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  within 
sixty  days  after  the  BFD  has  sent  it  notice  by  first-class 
mail  of  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

If  a  central  station  operating  company  fails  to  com- 
ply with  this  section,  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  a 
fine  of  $50  for  each  day  of  non-compliance. 
Section  1 18.  Updating  Information. 

Every  master  box  owner  and  every  central  station 
operating  company  shall  be  responsible  for  updating 
the  information  herein  required  to  be  provided  to  the 
Fire  Marshal.  If  the  information  provided  changes,  the 
master  box  owner  and  the  central  station  operating 
company  shall  provide  the  Fire  Marshal  with  the  up- 
dated information  by  the  January  first,  following  the 
changes.  If  a  master  box  owner  or  a  central  station 
operating  company  fails  to  comply  with  this  section, 
the  Fire  Marshal  shall  assess  a  fine  of  $50  for  each  day 
of  non-compliance. 

Section  1 19.  Fire  Alarm  System  Malfunction-Fines. 

If  there  are  more  than  three  fire  alarm  system  mal- 
functions, as  defined  herein,  in  a  particular  building  in 
any  half-year  period,  then  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess 
a  fine  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  chapter  40,  section  21, 
against  a  fire  alarm  system  owner  for  the  fourth  and 
any  subsequent  malfunction  according  to  the  following 
schedule: 

(a)  Fourth  Malfunction:  $50 

(b)  Fifth  Malfunction:  $75 

(c)  Sixth  Malfunction:  $100 

(d)  Seventh  Malfunction:  $150 

(e)  Eighth  and  and  subsequent  malfunction  $200 
Notice  of  citation  regarding  any  malfunction  shall  be 
given  to  the  owner  in  writing. 
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Except  as  set  forth  below,  for  the  eighth  and  any 
subsequent  malfunction  in  a  particular  building  in  any 
such  half-year  period,  the  Fire  Marshal  may  assess  an 
additional  fine  of  $200  for  each  day  after  the  date  of 
such  malfunction  until  the  fire  alarm  system  owner, 
through  the  Informal  Determination  process,  either 
Demonstrates  Compliance  or  Demonstrates  No  Mal- 
function, as  those  terms  are  defined  below.  The  impo- 
sition of  any  such  additional  fine  shall  be  suspended 
during  the  pendency  of  any  informal  Determination  or 
appeal  proceeding  as  described  below. 

With  respect  to  any  malfunction  for  which  an  alarm 
system  owner  is  cited,  such  owner  shall  have  the  right 
to  seek  to  (i)  Demonstrate  Compliance  or  (ii)  Demon- 
strate No  Malfunction  to  the  Fire  Marshal.  The  Fire 
Marshal's  decision  or  determination  with  respect 
thereto  shall  herein  be  called  the  "Informal  Determi- 
nation." 

If  the  fire  alarm  system  owner  seeks  an  Informal  De- 
termination, then  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  provide  the 
owner  with  the  opportunity  or  occasion  to  Demon- 
strate Compliance  and/or  No  Malfunction. 

The  term  "Demonstrate  Compliance,"  as  used 
herein,  shall  mean  that  the  fire  alarm  system  owner  can 
demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Fire  Marshal  thai 
the  cause(s)  of  any  such  fire  alarm  system  malfunc- 
tions are  being  adequately  addressed  or  have  been  or 
can  be  remedied  in  a  reasonable  time  period  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Fire  Marshal.  The  term  "Demonstrate 
No  Malfunction,"  as  used  herein,  shall  mean  that  the 
fire  alarm  system  owner  can  demonstrate  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Fire  Marshal  that  the  cited  fire  alarm  was 
not  caused  by  a  fire  alarm  system  malfunction. 

(a)  If,  within  ten  (10)  business  days  after  a  fire  alarm 
system  owner's  receipt  of  written  notice  of  ^citation 
of  any  fire  alarm  system  malfunction,  the  fire  alarm 
system  owner  seeks  an  Informal  Determination  by 
the  Fire  Marshal,  and: 

1.  if  the  Informal  Determination  is  that  the  fire 
alarm  system  owner  has  Demonstrated  Compli- 
ance, then,  there  will  be  no  additional  fines,  or 

2.  if  the  Informal  Determination  is  that  the  fire 
alarm  system  owner  has  not  Demonstrated  Com- 
pliance or  No  Malfunction,  unless  the  owner  ap- 
peals the  Informal  Determination  under  Section 
121  hereof,  then,  for  the  eighth  and  any  subse- 
quent malfunction,  due  to  the  seriousness  of  this 
situation,  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  assess  such  addi- 
tional fine  of  $200.00  per  day  until  the  owner 
Demonstrates  Compliance  with  respect  to  such  vi- 
olation. 

(b)  If  a  fire  alarm  system  owner  seeks  and  Informal 
Determination  at  any  time  and  such  Informal  Deter- 
mination is  that  the  fire  alarm  system  owner  has 
demonstrated  No  Malfunction,  then  the  citation  for 
any  such  malfunction  shall  be  rescinded  by  the  Fire 
Marshal. 

(c)  If  a  fire  alarm  system  owner  appeals,  under  sec- 
tion 121  hereof,  any  malfunction  for  which  the 
owner  is  cited  or  assessed  a  fine,  then,  any  fines 
shall  be  held  in  abeyance  until  final  resolution  of  the 
appeal  process.  If  any  appellant  is  successful  in  such 
appeal  process,  no  fines  shall  be  assessed.  If  the  ap- 
pellant is  unsuccessful  in  such  appeal  process,  total 
fines  shall  be  calculated  from  the  day  of  the  filing  of 
the  formal  appeal. 

Section  120.  Restrictions  on  Tape  Dialers  and  Similar 
Telephone  Devices. 
No  fire  alarm  system  shall  be  equipped  with  a  tape 
dialer  or  similar  automatic  telephone  device  which  will 
transmit  an  alarm  message  to  any  telephone  lines  of  the 
BFD.  If  at  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  a  fire  alarm 
system  is  equipped  with  such  a  tape  dialer  or  similar 


automatic  telephone  device,  the  fire  alarm  system 
owner  shall  have  sixty  days  from  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  disconnect  such  tape  dialer  or  similar  auto- 
matic telephone  device.  If  a  fire  alarm  system  owner 
fails  to  comply  with  this  section,  the  Fire  Marshal  may 
assess  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00). 
Section  121.  Appeal  Procedures. 

Any  fire  alarm  system  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by 
any  action  or  determination  taken  by  the  Fire  Marshal 
under  this  ordinance  may,  within  ten  business  days  of 
such  owner's  receipt  of  written  notice  of  any  such 
action  or  determination,  or  such  longer  period  of  time 
as  may  be  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Fire  Marshal, 
file  an  appeal,  in  writing,  to  the  Fire  Marshal  and  to  the 
head  of  the  BFD,  as  defined  herein.  After  notice  of  a 
citation  to  such  owner,  the  Head  of  the  BFD,  or  his 
designee,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  owner's  ap- 
peal, hold  a  hearing,  after  which  he  shall  issue  a  deci- 
sion in  which  he  affirms,  annuls  or  modifies  the  action 
taken  by  the  Fire  Marshal,  giving  his  reasons  in  writ- 
ing therefor.  The  Head  of  the  BFD  shall  send  his  deci- 
sion to  the  owner  by  first  class  mail  within  ten  days 
after  the  hearing.  The  decision  of  the  Head  of  the  BFD 
shall  be  a  final  administrative  decision.  The  owner 
shall  have  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  owner's  re- 
ceipt of  such  written  decision  to  seek  judicial  review  in 
the  appropriate  court. 
Section  122.  Regulations  and  Enforcement. 

The  Fire  Marshal  may  promulgate  such  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  this  ordinance.  The 
Fire  Marshal  is  authorized  to  pursue  such  legal  action 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  this  ordinance. 
Section  124.  Deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 

All  fines  assessed  herein  shall  be  payable  to  the  City 
of  Boston  for  deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 
Section  3.  Severability. 

The  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
Section  4.  Effective  Date. 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  January  1 ,  1989. 
The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed. 


REPORT  ON  RESOLUTION  FOR  HEARING  RE 
COLLECTION  OF  RECYCLABLE  PAPER  AND 
JAMES  RIVER  PAPER  MILL 

Coun.  SCONDRAS,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Waste  Management,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0471,  resolution  for  hearing  re 
collection  of  recyclable  paper  and  James  River  Paper 
Mill  (referred  April  6)  —  recommending  the  resolution 
be  placed  on  file  and  recommending  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  REAL  PROPERTY,  PUBLIC 
FACILITIES  AND  PUBLIC  WORKS  TO  DEVISE 
RECYCLING  PROGRAM  INVOLVING  EVERY 
DEPARTMENT 

Couns.  SCONDRAS  and  SALERNO  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas,  For  a  myriad  of  reasons,  we  can  no  longer 
afford  the  luxury  of  discarding  things  that  may,  pan,  and 
ought  to  be  recycled;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  paper  matter  that  is  thrown 
away  each  day  by  each  department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
must  be  enormous;  and 
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Whereas,  There  are  markets  tor  this  paper  waste  (be  it, 
fine  paper,  newsprint  or  corrugated  material)  that  can  be 
fed  if  only  we  had  a  plan  and  cooperatively  executed  it; 
and 

Whereas,  Regardless  of  market  fluctuations  in  the 
price  of  various  kinds  of  waste  paper,  it  makes  too  much 
sense  to  throw  into  a  landfill  somewhere,  that  which  can 
be  used  again;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioners  of  Real  Property, 
Public  Facilities  and  Public  Works  devise  a  system 
whereby  every  department  of  the  city  will  take  part  in  a 
recycling  program  and  may  dispose  of  its  paper  waste  in 
the  most  marketable  manner  and  this  system  be  imple- 
mented by  January  1 ,  1989;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Purchasing  Agent  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  any  other  person  in  the  employ  of  the  city 
who  is  empowered  to  purchase  paper  products,  be  di- 
rected to  purchase  those  products  made  with  recycled 
paper  only,  and  this  to  be  effective  no  later  than  January 
1,  1989. 

PROHIBITING  CITY  FROM  PURCHASING  ANY 
PAPER  PRODUCTS  PRODUCED  BY  NOLI- 
CHUCKY,  INC.,  UNTIL  THEY  AGREE  TO  NE- 
GOTIATE WITH  UNITED  PAPER  WORKERS  IN- 
TERNATIONAL LOCAL  121 

Couns.  SCONDRAS  and  SALERNO  offered  the  fol- 
lowing:

As  you  know,  I  strongly  support  the  principles  em- 
bodied in  the  concept  of  comparable  worth.  My  adminis- 
tration's deeply  held  commitment  to  fairness  and  equity 
extends  to  city  personnel  practices,  including  the  city's 
personnel  evaluation  and  compensation  system. 

On  February  13,  1987, 1  approved  the  establishment  of 
a  commission  "to  conduct  a  study  to  investigate,  hold 
hearings,  take  testimony,  research  and  report  on  the  fea- 
sibility of  implementing  a  comparable  worth  plan  for  the 
I  City  of  Boston  and  its  employees  and  job  positions." 

Since  that  time,  my  administration  has  proceeded  to 
initiate  a  comprehensive  reclassification  plan  to  be  un- 
dertaken over  the  next  two  to  three  years  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management.  A  request 
for  proposals  was  issued  this  past  February,  proposals 
have  been  submitted,  and  more  than  $200,000  has  been 
included  in  the  budget  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  first  full 
fiscal  year  of  this  study. 

It  must  be  noted  as  well  that  the  City  Council  with  my 
approval  purposely  designed  the  commission  to  be  inclu- 
sive, and  representative,  of  parties  directly  and  indi- 
rectly affected  by  city  employment  procedures.  Thus, 
he  commission  includes  representation  from  municipal 
abor  unions,  women's  advocacy  groups,  and  private 
•ector  professionals. 


My  administration  has  worked  and  will  continue  to 
work  closely  with  the  Comparable  Worth  Commission," 
and  other  affected  parties,  while  the  city  undertakes  the 
reclassification  and  pay  equity  study. 

Notwithstanding  all  of  the  above,  the  Council  now 
seeks  to  amend  the  original  ordinance  and  effectively 
create  a  new  Comparable  Worth  Commission.  These 
amendments,  passed  by  the  Council  on  April  27,  1988, 
would  largely  alter  the  original  commission's  duties, 
powers,  and  responsibilities,  as  well  as  its  membership. 
The  amendments  purport  to  establish  a  new  agency 
within  the  City  of  Boston  governmental  structure  and 
purport  to  provide  extraordinary  administrative  and  ex- 
ecutive functions  to  the  Commission.  Further,  the 
amendments  purport  to  create  a  body  whose  functions 
are  duplicative  of  existing  administrative  functions  and 
seek  to  place  it  beyond  the  administrative  or  executive 
control  of  any  department  in  the  city. 

Moreover,  because  the  amendments  require  the  partic- 
ipation of  a  member  of  the  City  Council  in  executive  and 
administrative  activities,  including  the  activities  that  are 
related  to  the  granting  and  administration  of  contracts, 
the  amendments  would  impermissibly  intrude  upon  the 
Mayor's  executive  powers  set  forth  in  the  City  Charter. 
The  Charter  provides  that  "...  neither  the  City  Council 
nor  any  member  shall  directly  or  indirectly  .  .  .  take  part 
...  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  city  .  .  ."  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G  as 
appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1.  By  specifying  that  the 
Commission  shall  be  "empowered"  to  review  proposals 
of  prospective  contractors  and  participate  in  the  selection 
process,  the  amendments  violate  the  Charter.  The  pur- 
ported authority  of  the  Commission  to  review  the  details 
of  any  administrative  study  of  comparable  worth  while 
the  study  is  being  conducted  violates  the  same  Charter 
provision.  Finally,  the  powers  that  the  amended  ordi- 
nance would  give  to  the  Commission  in  the  contracting 
and  administrative  process  involve  the  City  Council  in 
the  making  of  contracts  and  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
functions  of  the  City,  again  in  direct  violation  of  the  City 
Charter.  See,  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in 
St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1. 

As  you  are  aware,  this  administration  has  been  upheld 
in  its  view  that  the  Council  has  no  authority  to  create 
commissions,  agencies  or  departments  by  ordinance 
without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  The  Appeals  Court 
specifically  ruled  that  the  Council  may  not  act  unilater- 
ally to  create  commissions  by  ordinance.  City  Council  of 
Boston  v.  Mayor  of  Boston,  24  Mass.  App.  Ct.  663 
(1987). 

I  therefore  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  April  27,  1988,  purporting  to  amend  Chapter  1 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1 987 . 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  those  set  forth  above.

Section  1 .    Designation  of  Coordinating  Agency 

The  Emergency  Medical  Service  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  be  the  coordi- 
nating agency  for  the  City  of  Boston  for  all  pre-hospital 
services  in  the  event  of  medical  emergencies. 

Section  2.    Duties  of  Emergency  Medical  Service 

The  duties  of  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  shall  in- 
clude: 

a.  The  operation  of  ambulance  services  and  coordi- 
nation of  ambulances  and  personnel  to  be  operated  under 
backup  agreements; 

b.  The  operation  of  a  central  dispatching  system 
which  shall  direct  and  coordinate  all  responses  to  re- 
quests for  emergency  medical  services  through  the  9-1-1 
system  for  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  such  other  vol- 
untary and  proprietary  ambulances  that  shall  be  accepted 


for  participation  by  the  City  of  Boston  Emergency  Medi- 
cal Services; 

c.  The  establishment  of  programs  for  assuring  a  pro- 
vision of  high  quality  treatment,  administered  by  quali- 
fied personnel,  at  the  scene  of  a  medical  emergency; 

d.  The  establishment  and  direction  of  plans  for  the 
provision  of  transportation  services  and  vital  on-scene 
care  in  the  event  of  a  medical  disaster;

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR 
SPECIAL  LAW  RE  NOISE  POLLUTION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
May  4,  1988,  which  would  approve  a  petition  for  a  spe- 
cial law  relative  to  noise  pollution.  While  I  support  all 
efforts  to  abate  noise  pollution,  the  proposal  as  presented 
is  insufficient  to  effect  this  effort. 

First,  if  the  City  of  Boston  submits  a  home  rule  petition 
which  the  Legislature  fails  to  enact  by  the  end  of  its  legis- 
lative session,  the  city  can  sometimes  submit  the  petition 
in  the  next  legislative  term.  However,  the  city  cannot 
resubmit  this  particular  noise  pollution  petition.  The  rea- 
son is  that  the  petition  was  passed  in  1984  by  a  City 
Council  different  in  membership  from  that  of  the  present 
Council.  The  home  rule  petition  which  you  wish  to  File 
must  be  passed  by  the  present  City  Council.  An  order  to 
refile  the  1984  petition  will  not  suffice. 

In  addition,  the  proposal  would  provide  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department  with  "the  authority.  .  .to  abate  the  nui- 
sance by  disabling  the  sound-making  device,  or.  .  by 
removing  the  vehicle  to  some  convenient  place."  How- 
ever, because  Police  Department  personnel  are  not 
trained  in  "disabling.  .  .sound-making  device(s),"  this 
could  result  in  unnecessary  damage  to  the  vehicle  in 
question.  Likewise,  "removing  the  vehicle  to  some  con- 
venient place"  would  not  alleviate  the  problem,  but 
merely  displace  it. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  protecting  the  environ- 
ment for  the  citizens  of  Boston,  I  look  forward  to  work- 


ing with  your  Honorable  body  in  further  addressing  the 
issue  of  noise  pollution.

•  The  appropriation  will  allow  the  Department  to  in- 
crease repair  and  maintenance  funding  by  $1.6  mil- 
lion to  bring  that  portion  of  the  budget  in  line  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Maintenance  Improve- 
ment Program,  which  I  support. 

•  In  FY84,  the  operating  budget  spending  level  was 
$236.4  million.  This  appropriation  will  support  z 
spending  level  of  $350  million  for  FY89.  up  more 
than  $1 13  million  since  FY84. 

This  financial  commitment  is,  as  you  know,  matched 
only  by  our  $147  million  capital  improvement  program 
for  school  facilities  throughout  Boston. 

Our  efforts  over  the  past  several  years  have  allowed 
the  School  Department  to  restore  programs  cut  following 
Proposition  2Vi  and  to  hire  over  800  new  employees, 
including  more  than  260  in  the  past  year  alone.  New  ini- 
tiatives to  address  the  needs  of  "at-risk"  students,  to  re- 
duce the  dropout  rate,  and  to  implement  sections  of  the 
Superintendent's  Boston  Education  Plan,  have  beer 
launched  and  funded.

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Resolution  concerning  the  persecution  of  Sergei  Gri- 
goryants  and  the  Independent  Soviet  magazine, 
"Glasnost"  and  instructing  United  States  officials  to 
press  Soviet  authorities  to  adopt  a  policy  promoting  true 
Glasnost  and  the  freedom  of  the  press  for  independant 
publications. 

Whereas,  The  Soviet  Union  has  proclaimed  a  new  pol- 
icy of  Glasnost,  openness;  and 

Whereas,  The  Soviet  Union  is  obligated  to  participate 
in  the  international  process  of  human  rights  advocacy 
found  in  the  Helsinki  Accords;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  has  long  encouraged  the 
development  of  greater  freedom  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.,  in- 
cluding freedom  of  the  press;  and 

Whereas,  "Glasnost"  magazine  has  been  a  leading 
voice  of  independent  public  opinion  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R. 
since  its  inception  in  June  1987;  and 

Whereas,  The  treatment  of  the  magazine  and  its  pub- 
lisher editors,  and  writers  is  a  crucial  test  of  the  Soviet 
authorities'  commitment  to  developing  true  Glasnost  for 
the  Soviet  people;  and 

Whereas,  A  massive  media  campaign  agaisnt  Grigo- 
ryants, "Glasnost,"  and  other  independent  publishers 
has  been  undertaken  since  March  23,  1988,  when  an  ar- 
ticle appeared  in  "Literaturnaya  Gazaeta,"  an  official 
Soviet  publication;  and 

Whereas,  Publisher  Grigoryants  was  arrested  in  the 
lagazine's  rented  office  outside  of  Moscow  on  May  9, 
988;  and 

Whereas,  Grigoryants  was  sentenced  to  a  week  in 
rison  for  allegedly  "resisting  the  authorities";  and 

Whereas,  The  police  confiscated  office  equipment 
ceded  to  produce  future  issues  of '  'Glasnost"  including 
computer,  archives,  and  the  magazine's  funds;  and 


Whereas,  Grigoryants  has  reported  that  he  suffered  se- 
vere mistreatment  at  the  hands  of  Soviet  authorities  in- 
cluding beating  his  head  on  the  window  of  the  police  car 
and  hanging  him.  arms  handcuffed  behind  his  back,  on 
the  wall  of  the  prison  for  an  hour;  and 

Whereas,  Grigoryants  held  a  seven-day  hunger  strike 
to  protest  his  arrest,  persecution,  and  the  attacks  on  his 
magazine;  and 

Whereas,  The  leaders  of  the  United  States  and  the  So- 
viet Union  will  be  meeting  in  Moscow  beginning  on  May 
29th  to  discuss  the  many  serious  issues  of  concern  to  the 
two  nations;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  deplores  the 
miscarriage  of  justice  and  physical  abuse  in  the  case  of 
Sergei  Grigoryants;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  Presi- 
dent Reagan  to  instruct  United  States  diplomats,  ambas- 
sadors, and  negotiators  to  create  opportunities  to  discuss 
the  case  of  Mr.  Sergei  Grigoryants  and  the  furtherance  of 
freedom  of  the  press  for  independent  publications  in  the 
U.  S.  S.  R.  and  to  advise  their  Soviet  counterparts  that 
improved  treatment  of  independent  publishers  such  as 
Grigoryants  will  lead  to  more  fruitful  negotiations  in  all 
areas  between  the  two  countries;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  for- 
warded by  the  clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  presiding  officer  of  each 
branch  of  Congress  and  the  members  thereof,  and  Soviet 
General  Secretary  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev.

Rhode  Island  not  participating,  elected  delegates  to  the 
Philadelphia  Convention  which  met  on  May  25,  1787;

Whereas,  After  much  heated  debate  and  controversy, 
the  Constitution  was  signed  at  Philadelphia  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  1787,  by  thirty-nine  of  fifty-five  delegates;  and

ified but  for  the  authors  of  the  Federalist  Papers,  James 
Madison,  the  fourth  President  of  the  United  States,  Alex- 
ander Hamilton,  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and 
John  Jay,  the  first  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court;  and 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  became  one  of  the  first  states 
to  ratify  the  Constitution  on  February  6,  1788,  by  a  vote 
of  187  to  168,  a  bare  nineteen  vote  majority  of  the  legis- 
lature; and 

Whereas,  The  ninth  state  voted  approval  of  ratification 
on  July  2,  1788,  thereby  creating  a  strong  central  gov- 
ernment; now,  therefore,  be  it

Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County 
of  Suffolk. 

Over  the  past  four  years  the  Operating  Budget  of  the 
City  of  Boston  has  pursued  two  strategic  goals:  the  first 
was  to  allocate  the  resources  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  directly  address  the  long-term  social, 
health  and  safety  needs  of  the  people  and  neighborhoods 
of  our  great  city;  the  second  was  to  do  so  in  a  fiscally 
prudent  manner  designed  to  insure  a  balanced  budget.  I 
firmly  believe  that  progress  built  on  a  shaky  financial 
foundation  quickly  becomes  only  an  illusion  of  progress. 
For  four  years  we  have  made  great  strides  in  accom- 
plishing both  goals.  Over  the  first  four  years  of  my  ad- 
ministration, Boston's  financial  house  was  put  in  order. 
The  inherited  chronic  deficits  of  the  past  are  gone,  the 
impacts  of  Proposition  2-1/2  are  being  addressed  and  es- 
sential services  have,  in  large  measure,  been  restored. 
Fire  stations  that  were  shuttered  have  been  reopened, 
new  police  stations  are  being  built,  an  ambitious  capital 
improvements  budget  unveiled  and  significant  invest- 
ments in  education  and  youth  activities  accomplished. 
The  city  has  revitalized  its  parks,  strengthened  its  health 
care  delivery  system,  begun  to  fund  an  aggressive  AIDS 
treatment  program  and  confronted  the  issue  of  homeless- 
ness.  In  terms  of  management,  we  have  reduced  unnec- 
essary expenditures,  tightened  financial  controls,  re- 
vamped the  city  budget  process  and  begun  a 
comprehensive  management  evaluation  program.  How- 
ever, those  accomplishments  are  threatened  and  future 
progress  is  in  doubt.  Last  year  in  my  budget  transmittal 
letter  I  made  the  following  comment: 

"(I)n  terms  of  Boston's  relationship  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  the  budget  clearly  indi- 
cates that  state  assumption  o I  certain  programs  must 
be  a  high  priority  and  a  reflection  of  an  overdue 
commitment  that  needs  to  be  fulfilled.  Overall  city 
revenue  growth   is  moderating  and,   while  still 
healthy,  is  a  harbinger  of  the  need  for  additional  rev- 
enue options  and  state  assumptions." 
I  must  report  to  you  that  our  efforts  to  secure  more  fair 
treatment  for  Boston  have  not  yet  met  with  success. 
There  have  been  no  state  assumptions  of  programs  and 
no  new  recurring  revenue  resources  made  available  to 
the  Commonwealth's  capital  city.  The  attitude  continues 
to  prevail  that  Boston  is  a  convenient  place  to  shop, 
work,  make  money,  go  to  school  and  receive  medical 
care,  but  an  inconvenience  to  support,  finance,  nourish 
ane  respect.  It  is  easy,  unfortunately,  to  overlook  the  fact 
that  Boston's  financial  strength  is  a  major  and  inextrica- 
ble pillar  of  the  Commonwealth's  economy.  To  the  extent 
that  the  Commonwealth  does  not  address  its  largest  city's 
needs,  it  is  only  succeeding  in  undermining  its  own  fi- 
nancial future.  The  economic  fate  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  and  will  continue  to  be  driven  by  that  of  its  largest  and 
most  dynamic  city. 

1  am  pleased  to  inform  you,  however,  that  this  budget 
is  both  balanced  and  dedicated  to  providing  funds  for 
needed  programs  and  services.  While  the  city  may  be 
known  as  the  home  of  fine  educational  institutions,  out- 
standing medical  centers,  and  cultural,  sports  and  recre- 
ational activities,  it  is  also  —  and  more  importantly  —  the 
center  for  housing  the  poor,  caring  for  the  homeless  and 
treating  the  neglected.  This  budget  attempts  to  address 
that  reality  by  allocating  resource  to  programs  which 
serve  those  most  dependent  upon  government. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  made  great  progress  in  improv- 
ing the  programs  and  services  provided  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  Continued  progress  depends,  however,  upon 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. State  government  must  avoid  further  delay  and  face 
up  to  its  responsibilities  in  such  areas  as: 

—  the  need  to  deal  with  Boston's  solid  waste  crisis; 

—  the  need  to  address  the  overdue  assumption  of  costs 
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of  operating  county  jails  and  houses  of  correction; 

—  the  need  to  provide  additional  local  option  revenue 
measures  for  municipal  governments; 

—  the  need  to  redress  the  unfair  and  inequitable  MBTA 
assessments  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston; 

—  the  need  to  stop  the  decreases  in  Boston's  share  of 
new  local  aid;  and 

—  the  need  to  restructure  lottery  aid  distributions  to 
cities  and  towns  so  as  to  consider  financial  need  as  the 
principal  factor  in  determining  the  amounts  distributed. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  ready  to  act  as  an  equal  partner 
with  the  Commonwealth  in  order  to  make  progress  on  all 
of  these  fronts.  Quick  and  decisive  action  on  each  of 
these  issues  is  long  overdue. 

The  FY89  budget  is  stringent,  yet  continues  to  address 
the  priorities  of  this  administration  and  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  It  funds  all  obligations  and  builds  upon 
the  accomplishments  of  the  past  four  years.  Your  action 
on  this  budget  request  is  greatly  appreciated.

Coun.  KELLY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  City  and 
Neighborhood  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services  to 
which  was  referred  Docket  No.  0695  —  an  order  that  the 
Committee  investigate  the  matter  of  the  midwives  at 
Boston  City  Hospital,  having  thoughtfully  considered 
the  same  issues  the  following  report: 

A  hearing  was  held  on  May  26,  1988,  at  the  Boston 
City  Council's  Piemonte  Room.  In  attendance  were  rep- 
resentatives of  midwives,  the  Health  and  Hospitals  De- 
partment, Mayor's  Office,  and  interested  parties. 

Testimony  was  solicited  and  received  relative  to  the 
matter  of  the  function  of  midwives  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital.  For  the  most  part,  testimony  was  favorable, 
and  the  midwife  function  was  praised  as  being  profes- 
sional and  highly  competent.  The  Committee  acknowl- 
edges these  commendable  attributes. 

There  were  a  number  of  secondary  issues  raised  rela- 
tive to  (1)  the  liability  to  residents  of  this  city  should  a 
woman  choose  a  midwife  to  assist  in  the  delivery  of  a 
child,  and  complications  arise  during  delivery  which  re- 
quire the  immediate  intervention  of  a  physician,  and  one 
is  not  immediately  available;  and  (2)  the  limitations  im- 
posed on  midwives  by  state  regulation  and  statute. 

What  became  clear  to  the  Committee  very  early  was 
that  this  was  a  complicated  issue  involving  not  just  the 
evaluation  of  the  widwife  service,  in  particular,  but  sec- 
ondary considerations  as  well. 

We  have  also  learned  that  effective  July,  1988,  all  phy- 
sicians, who  support  the  midwife  program,  will  resign 
from  the  OB/GYN  Group  Practice  of  Affiliated  Neigh- 
borhood Health  Centers. 
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Additionally,  we  have  learned  that  the  eight  remaining 
midwives  have  submitted  their  resignations,  effective 
the  end  of  July,  1988,  if  the  issue  is  not  satisfactorily 
resolved,  and  this  concerns  the  Committee. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  should  be  noted  that  on  May  16, 
1988,  physicians  from  the  OB/GYN  Department  with- 
drew their  support  for  practicing  midwives,  effectively 
terminating  this  function  at  the  hospital,  and  this  con- 
cerns the  Committee  also,  since  we  must  assume  their 
reasons,  too,  are  based  on  valid  considerations  which  we 
may  or  may  not  be  totally  aware. 

The  Committee  wishes  the  issue  would  be  resolved  in  a 
spirit  of  good  faith  and  cooperation  between  the  parties 
involved,  but  it  appears  an  impasse  may  have  been 
reached.  Recognizing  the  limitations  imposed  by  City 
Charter  to  involve  itself  either  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
management  decisions  of  members  of  the  executive  de- 
partment of  city  government,  the  Committee  does  re- 
serve the  right  to  review  the  budget  and  make  its  con- 
cerns known  by  supporting  or  withholding  funding  for 
budget  items. 

The  Committee  is  in  a  quandary.  We  sincerely  want  to 
see  this  issue  resolved.  We  feel  very  strongly  there  is  a 
place  for  the  midwife  function  at  the  Boston  City  Hospi- 
tal. To  further  explore  this  matter,  the  Committee  is  rec- 
ommending that  a  subcommittee  of  the  Committee  on 
City  and  Neighborhood  Services  be  formed  to  further 
investigate  the  issue  of  midwives,  and  that  that  subcom- 
mittee be  comprised  of  the  chairman  of  this  committee, 
Councillors  Salerno  and  Hennigan  Casey,  and  any  other 
member  of  the  City  Council  who  wishes  to  be  a  member. 

The  subcommittee  will  issue  a  final  report  no  later  than 
August  15,  1988.  In  the  interim,  out  of  consideration  of 
the  Committee's  interest  in  this  issue,  we  would  ask  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  rescind  the  hospi- 
tal's  acceptance  of  the  resignation  of  the  midwives  and 
physicians  who  have  expressed  their  support  for  the  mid- 
wife function.  The  Committee  further  asks  that  all  par- 
ties meet  at  the  earliest  convenience  to  come  to  a  satisfac- 
tory resolution  of  this  important  issue,  and  in  pursuance 
of  this  meeting,  will  schedule  a  subcommittee  hearing  in 
which  all  parties  will  be  invited  to  attend.

Whereas.  Concerns  have  been  raised  that  the  City  of 

Boston's  current  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  may 
not  sufficiently  provide  protections  for  tenants  who  are 
in  governmcnlally  involved  housing,  particularly  those 
housing  units  which  may  be  subject  to  prepayment  of 
mortgage  financing;  now,  therefore 

Be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Bosion,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law  as  follows,  and  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority vested  in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation.

shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  and 
provided,  further,  that  none  of  the  units  covered  un- 
der this  subsection  shall  be  eligible  for  vacancy  de- 
control under  section  l(n)(iii)  or  l(n)(v),  as 
amended; 

(b)  have  mortgages  insured  or  held  by  a  governmen- 
tal unit,  so  long  as  and  only  to  the  extent  that  federal 
or  state  law  specifically  preempts  local  rent  control 
boards  from  regulating  the  rents  for  such  housing 
accommodations,  provided,  however,  that  none  of 
the  units  covered  under  this  subsection  shall  be  eligi- 
ble for  vacancy  decontrol  under  section  l(n)(iii)  or 
l(n)(v),  as  amended;  or 

(c)  are  under  a  section  8  existing  or  moderate  reha- 
bilitation subsidy  contract,  under  the  rental  rehabili- 
tation program,  the  chapter  707  certificate,  moder- 
ate rehabilitation,  or  substantial  rehabilitation 
programs,  or  any  other  federal,  state,  or  local  public 
subsidy  program  which  guarantees  that  the  tenant 
pays  no  more  than  30  percent  of  adjusted  income  as 
the  tenant's  share  of  the  rent,  but  only  to  extent  that 
such  units  remain  under  subsidy  and  the  rent 
charged  is  within  the  subsidy  contract  authority  of 
the  agency  providing  subsidy  on  behalf  of  the  tenant, 
provided,  however,  that  rent  increases  which  cause 
the  rent  to  exceed  the  subsidy  contract  authority  of 
the  agency  providing  subsidy  may  be  subject  to  re- 
view by  the  Board  under  sections  5,  6,  or  7  of  this 
ordinance. 

All  such  housing  accommodations  under  this  section, 
although  exempt  from  locatl  regulation,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  operations  of  sections  9-19  with  regard  to  evic- 
tions, rights  of  elderly  and  handicapped  tenants  to  have 
pets,  and  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  and 
removal  protections,  except  to  the  extent  that  federal  or 
state  law  specifically  exempts  such  housing  accommoda- 
tions from  such  protections.  Should  such  units  lose  their 
eligibility  for  exemption  from  rent  controls,  the  owner 
shall  have  the  obligation,  within  thirty  days  of  such  loss 
of  eligibility,  to  petition  the  board  to  establish  the  maxi- 
mum lawful  rent  for  such  units.  The  owner  of  housing 
accommodations  which  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  and  which,  subsequent  to  January  10, 
1983.  receive  a  mortgage  insured  by  the  United  States  or 
Commonwealth  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof  shall  not  be  entitled  to  send  a  notice  pursuant  to 
section  10  of  this  ordinance  until  the  expiration  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  recording  of  said  mortgage. 
Housing  accommodations  which  have  been  acquired  by 
the  City  of  Boston  through  tax  foreclosure,  although  ex- 
empt from  rent  controls,  shall  not  have  their  rents  in- 
creased during  the  period  of  city  ownership  from  the 
prior  legal  maximum  rent  or  the  prior  rent,  whichever  is 
applicable."

An  Ordinance  Improving  Rent  Protections  for  Tenants  in 

Decontrolled  Housing  Accommodations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Tenants  who  live  in  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodations may  grieve  rent  increases  during  the  term 
of  their  occupancy,  but  the  current  two-tiered  system  of 
rent  grievances  is  cumbersome  and  unwieldy;  and 

Whereas,  Tenants  who  live  in  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodations do  not  currently  have  a  means  to  compel 
their  landlords  to  maintain  their  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  condition  through  the 
rent  adjustment  mechanism,  as  do  tenants  in  controlled 
housing  accommodations,  and  it  is  in  the  interests  of  all 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  use  whatever  mecha- 
nisms are  available  to  insure  that  all  housing  is  main- 
tained in  habitable  condition;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  wishes  to  restate  its  in- 
tention that  the  rent  grievance  mechanism  is  meant  to 
protect  tenants  in  decontrolled  housing  accommodations 
from  more  than  one  rent  increase  in  a  year,  even  if  the 
property  has  changed  hands;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  wishes  to  make  clear  its 
intent  that  landlords  of  decontrolled  housing  are  entitled 
to  increase  their  rent,  despite  the  filing  of  a  rent  griev- 
ance petition,  if  increases  in  reasonable,  necessary,  or 
unavoidable  operating  expenses  or  the  costs  of  reason- 
able, necessary,  or  unavoidable  capital  improvements 
are  not  adequately  covered  by  the  allowable  percentage 
rent  increases;  and 

Whereas,  Once  a  tenant  vacates  a  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodation,  there  is  no  limitation  on  how  much 
the  rent  can  be  increased,  and  "turn-over"  rents  often 
place  the  housing  accommodations  out  of  the  financial 
reach  of  many  Boston  residents,  further  exacerbating  the 
housing  emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest,  given  the  current 
shortage  of  affordable  rental  housing  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  insure  that  owners  get  a  fair  net  operating  in- 
come for  their  property  and  that,  at  the  same  time,  that 
rents  remain  affordable  to  the  majority  of  Boston "s  resi- 
dents, providing  protection  both  to  tenants  in  place  and 
prospective  tenants  who  are  looking  for  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Rent  grievance  and  rem  adjustment  determi- 
nations under  section  6  of  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Or- 
dinance should  be  subject  to  the  same  standards  of  due 
process  and  administrative  procedure  that  apply  to  rent 
adjustment  hearings  for  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tions; now,  therefore. 

Be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law  as  follows,  and  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority vested  in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation. 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts, and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  by  section 
26  of  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  197 1 ,  by  chapter  45  of 
the  Acts  of  1987,  and  by  chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1987, 
that  the  following  ordinance  be  adopted. 

Section  1 .  Section  6  of  chpter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  in  the  fol- 
lowing respects: 

(a)  Section  6  is  retitled  "Rent  Grievances  and  Rents  for 
Vacancy-Decontrolled  Units." 


(b)  The  current  body  of  section  6  is  redesigned  as  sub- 
section 6(a),  and  the  following  amendments  are  made  to 
this  subsection: 
(i)  The  first  three  sentences  of  the  first  paragraph  of 
section  6(a)  are  stricken  in  their  entirety,  and  the  fol- 
lowing is  substituted  therefor: 
"All  tenants  of  decontrolled  housing  accommodations 
may  petition  the  board  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
administrator  for  a  downward  adjustment  in  rent  for 
such  housing  accommodation  if:  ( 1 )  the  landlord  or 
his/her  predecessors  or  successors  in  interest  has  in- 
creased the  rent  for  said  tenant's  housing  accommo- 
dation by  a  percentage  which  is  greater  than  (a)  the 
percentage  increase  in  the  consumer  price  index  for 
the  twelve  months  immediately  proceding  the  date 
of  said  tenant's  petition;  or  (b)  10  percent  in  any  one 
year,  whichever  is  less;  or  (2)  the  landlord  has  failed 
to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement  or  mainte- 
nance or  to  otherwise  comply  with  Article  II  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State  Building  Code,  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  any  other  applica- 
ble municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law  regulat- 
ing the  conditions  or  occupancy  of  housing  accom- 
modations. The  board  shall,  at  least  annually, 
individually  notify  all  tenants  in  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodations  of  their  rights  and  protections 
under  this  section  and  under  this  ordinance  gener- 
ally." 


(ii)  The  first  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph  of  sec- 
tion 6(a)  is  amended  by  adding,  after  "Any  such  pe- 
tition," the  following  words:  "related  to  a  landlord's 
rent  increase." 

(iii)  The  following  sentences  are  added  to  the  end  of  the 
second  paragraph  of  section  6(a):  "In  response  to 
the  tenant's  rent  grievance  petition,  the  landlord 
shall  be  permitted  to  justify  his  rent  increase,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  demonstrating  that  for  a  period 
of  at  least  twelve  months  since  the  tenant  first  occu- 
pied the  unit,  the  landlord's  reasonable,  necessary, 
or  unavoidable  operating  expenses  have  risen  at  a 
faster  rate  than  the  allowable  percentage  rent  in- 
crease, or  that  the  landlord  has  made  reasonable, 
necessary,  or  unavoidable  capital  improvements  or 
replacements  or  appliances  or  equipment  to  the  ten- 
ant's unit  or  to  the  common  areas  in  the  building 
since  the  tenant  occupied  the  unit  which  justify  a  rent 
increase  in  excess  of  the  allowable  percentage  rent 
increase.  The  landlord  shall  be  required  to  submit 
information  in  support  of  such  justification  on  forms 
approved  by  the  administrator,  such  forms  shall  be 
simple  and  readily  understandable  by  members  of 
the  general  public." 

(iv)  The  first  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of  section 
6(a)  is  amended  by  striking,  after  the  word  "ordi- 
nance," the  phrase:  ",  annually  on  the  second  day  ot 
January,  beginning  in  1985,". 

(v)  The  third  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of  section 
6(a)  is  stricken  in  its  entirety,  and  what  was  formerly 
the  fourth,  and  is  now  the  third,  sentence  of  the  third 
paragraph  of  section  6(a)  is  amended  by  adding,  af- 
ter "landlord",  the  following  words:  "or  his/her 
predecessors  or  successors  in  interest." 

(c)  A  new  subsection  6(b)  is  added  to  the  end  of  section 
6  as  follows: 

"(b)  Where  a  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  is 
vacated  subsequent  to  the  issurance  of  a  certificate 
of  vacancy  decontrol,  the  owner  may  not  increase 
the  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation  from  the 
last  rent  legally  charged  prior  to  the  vacancy  by  a 
percentage  which  is  greater  than  the  percentage  in- 
crease in  the  consumer  price  index  for  the  twelve 
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months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  re-rental, 
or  10  percent,  whichever  is  greater,  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  this 
subsection  shall  not  apply  to  the  initial  rent  increase 
imposed  after  a  housing  accommodation  first  be- 
comes vacancy-decontrolled  under  section  l(n)(v), 
nor  shall  it  apply  to  the  initial  rent  charged  for  a  unit 

that  was  formerly  owner-occupied  where  such 
owner  was  in  occupancy  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months  or  longer.  The  landlord  shall  be  permitted  to 
justify  a  rent  increase  in  excess  of  the  above  percent- 
age limitations,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  demonstrat- 
ing that  for  at  least  the  past  twelve  months,  the  land- 
lord's reasonable,  necessary,  or  unavoidable 
operating  expenses  have  risen  at  a  faster  rate  than  the 
rent  has  increased,  or  that  the  landlord  has  made  rea- 
sonable, necessary,  or  unavoidable  capital  improve- 
ments or  replacements  or  appliances  or  equipment  to 
the  unit  or  to  the  common  areas  in  the  building  which 
justify  a  rent  increase  in  excess  of  the  allowable  per- 
centage rent  increase.  The  landlord  shall  be  required 
to  submit  information  in  support  of  such  justification 
on  forms  approved  by  the  administrator:  such  forms 
shall  be  simple  and  readily  understandable  by  mem- 
bers of  the  general  public.  Failure  to  comply  with 
this  provision  will  invalidate  any  rent  increase  in 
such  accommodation  in  excess  of  the  amount  per- 
mitted under  this  subsection  without  board  ap- 
proval.

of  this  provision,  and  the  right  to  seek  review  by  the 
board  of  any  violation  of  this  subsection.  Failure  to 
provide  such  a  notice  shall  invalidate  any  rent  in- 
crease in  excess  of  the  amount  permitted  under  this 
subsection  without  board  approval.  Such  notice 
shall  be  in  a  form  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
administrator.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  subsection,  no  landlord  or  his/her  predeces- 
sors or  successors  in  interest  of  a  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodation  shall  be  entitled  to  increase  the 
rent  of  such  accommodation  more  than  the  percent- 
age increase  in  the  consumer  price  index,  or  10  per- 
cent, whichever  is  greater,  in  any  twelve-month  per- 
iod as  a  result  of  serial  vacancies  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  board.  The  board  may  establish  rea- 
sonable regulations  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection." 
(d)  A  new  subsection  6(c)  is  added  to  the  end  of  section 
las  follows: 
"(c)  The  board  shall  provide  adjudicatory  hearings  for 
rent  approval  or  rent  grievance  proceedings  under 
this  section.  Hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8) 
of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings."

An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Or- 
dinance to  Adopt  Certain  Administrative  Reforms. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Many  small  landlords  are  unaware  of  their 
rights,  duties  and  obligations  under  the  Rental  Housing 
Equity  Ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Many  disputes  between  landlords  and  ten- 
ants that  are  brought  before  the  Boston  Rent  Equity 
Board  might  be  subject  to  resolution  through  informal 
mediation;  and 

Whereas,  Many  landlords  and  tenants  could  benefit 
from  assistance  in  properly  filling  out  the  forms  man- 
dated by  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  and  the 
Boston  Rent  Equity  Board's  regulations,  and  such  assist- 
ance would  increase  the  board's  administrative  effi- 
ciency by  reducing  the  number  of  incomplete  applica- 
tions for  assistance  that  are  dismissed  by  the  board;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  for  the  Boston  Rent  Equity 
Board  to  have  its  offices  open  in  the  evening  for  land- 
lords and  tenants  who  are  unable  to  come  to  the  board 
during  working  hours,  and  a  system  of  reasonable  fees 
on  unit  registrations  and  applications  for  removal/con- 
version permits  might  generate  sufficient  revenue  to  sup- 
plement the  board's  budget  to  permit  the  board  to  be  open 
in  the  evenings;  and 

Whereas.  A  significant  number  of  owners  fail  to  notify 
purchasers  of  property  of  the  registration  and  rent  con-

Whereas,  The  Boston  Rent  Equity  Board  should  con- 
sider any  violations  of  fair  housing  or  anti-discrimination 
laws,  as  well  as  any  violations  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code 
or  other  codes  affecting  habitability,  in  determining 
whether  an  owner  is  entitled  to  an  adjustment  in  the  rent 

for  a  controlled  rental  accommodation;  and 

Whereas,  The  purposes  of  the  Rental  Housing  Equity 
Ordinance  would  be  better  served  if  landlords  and  ten- 
ants of  rent-controlled  housing  were  regularly  informed 
by  the  board  of  the  rent  control  status  of  the  property,  the 
current  legal  maximum  rent,  and  the  manner  in  which 
they  can  obtain  relief  in  the  form  of  rent  adjustments  or 
repayment  of  overcharges;  now,  therefore 

Be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law  as  follows,  and  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority vested  in  it  by  law.  including,  u ithoul  limitation. 
Article  2.  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts, and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970.  by  chapter 
843  of  the  Acts  of  1971.  by  chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of 
1987.  and  by  chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1987.  that  the 
following  ordinance  be  adopted. 
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Section  1 .  Section  2  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  in  the  fol- 
lowing respects: 

(a)  Section  2(c)  is  amended  to  add  the  following  sen- 
tence to  the  end  of  the  paragraph:  "The  board  shall,  sub- 
ject to  budgetary  limitations  established  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  provide  training  workshops  for  small  landlords, 
i.e.,  those  landlords  who  own  less  than  twenty  rental 
dwelling  units  in  the  city,  on  their  rights,  duties,  and  obli- 
gations under  this  ordinance,  and  shall  offer  mediation 
where  appropriate  to  resolve  disputes  between  landlords 
and  tenants.  The  board  shall,  subject  to  available  fund- 
ing, have  three  to  five  persons  working  full  time  to  pro- 
vide assistance  and  counseling  to  landlords  and  tenants  in 
filling  out  any  forms  required  by  this  ordinance  or  the 
board's  regulations  and  policies;  these  persons  shall  also 
be  empowered  to  accept  registrations,  as  provided  for  in 
section  3." 

(b)  A  new  Section  2(e)  is  added  as  follows: 

"(e)  The  board  shall  be  funded,  in  part,  by  a  five- 
dollar-per-unit  registration  fee  charged  annually  for 
each  controlled  or  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tion subject  to  any  ju  risdiction  over  rents,  to  be  paid  by 
each  landlord.  This  fee  may  be  passed  on  to  the  tenants 
of  such  housing  accommodations.  In  addition,  the 
board  shall  be  permitted  to  charge  reasonable  filing 
fees  in  conjunction  with  any  applications  for  removal/ 
conversion  permits.  Such  fees  shall  be  utilized,  to- 
gether with  other  funding  for  the  board,  to  enable  the 
board  to  have  its  offices  open  during  evening  hours  for 
the  public." 

Section  2.  Section  3  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
the  section  in  its  entirety,  and  substituting  the  following: 

"Section  3.  Registration.  The  board  shall  require 
registration  of  all  controlled  housing  accommodations 
on  forms  approved  by  the  administrator.  Such  forms 
shall  be  simple  and  readily  understandable  by  mem- 
bers of  the  general  public,  and  shall  require  the  land- 
lord to  submit  the  information  necessary  lor  the  board 
to  carry  out  its  duties  under  this  ordinance.  If  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  is  conveyed  to  a  new 
owner,  it  shall  be  the  cuty  of  the  prior  owner  to  provide 
information  to  the  new  owner  concerning  the  registra- 
tion and  the  status  of  the  property  under  this  ordinance; 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  new  owner  to  notify  the  board 
within  thirty  days  of  his  ownership  of  the  property  and 
to  provide  information  concerning  the  name,  residen- 
tial address,  business  address,  and  telephone  of  such 
owner. 

"Whoever  fails  to  file  in  a  timely  manner  any  state- 
ment or  information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  sec- 
tion shall,  in  addition  to  all  other  penalties  pursuant  to 
section  14,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  calendar 
day,  or  part  thereof,  that  such  failure  continues.  No 
petition  for  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  board  until  all  statements  and 
information  required  to  be  filed  pursuant  to  this  section 
have  been  filed,  and  all  such  petitions  received  prior  to 
such  filing  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  board.  The  board 
shall  periodically  review  whether  all  housing  accom- 
modations which  appear  to  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  have  been  registered  with  the  board, 
and  shall  vigorously  prosecute  those  persons  who  have 
not  registered  their  properties  with  the  board."

housing  accommodations,  notifying  them  that  their 
units  are  rent-controlled  and  indicating  the  current  le- 
gal maximum  rent  for  their  apartments,  the  procedures 
for  obtaining  general  adjustments  or  individual  adjust- 
ments under  the  board's  regulations  and  policies,  and 
the  procedures  for  rectifying  overcharges." 

(b)  Subsection  5(e)  is  amended  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing after  "occupancy  of  housing  accommodations": 
"or  that  the  landlord  has  been  found  to  have  violated 
the  anti-discrimination  or  fair  housing  laws  of  the 
United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
or  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  rental  of  such  housing  ac- 
commodations or  in  his  rental  practices  generally."

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 

An  Ordinance  Amending 

the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance 

to  Give  Elderly  and  Handicapped  Tenants 

the  Right  to  Own  and  Live  with  Pets. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants  often 
become  attached  to  their  pets  and  rely  on  them  for  com- 
panionship and  protection;  and 

Whereas.  Congress  has  declared  that  tenants  that  re- 
side in  federally  assisted  public  and  subsidized  housing 
for  the  elderly  and/or  handicapped  have  the  right  to  own 
and  live  with  pets,  so  long  as  they  abide  by  reasonable 
rules  relating  to  the  care  and  conduct  of  those  pets;  and 

Whereas.  Elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants  who  re- 
side in  other  public,  subsidized,  and  private  housing  do 
not  have  the  same  rights  to  own' and  live  with  their  pets 
and  have  had  to  suffer  the  trauma  of  loss  of  their  pets, 
even  when  such  pets  will  not  cause  disturbance  or  nui- 
sance; and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  to  insure  that  such 
elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants  are  not  discriminated 
against  and  do  not  face  eviction  because  of  their  pet  own- 
ership,  so  long  as  such  tenants  agree  to  abide  by  reason- 
able  rules  relating  to  animal  control  and  pet  care;  there- 
lore,  be  it 

Declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  be  law,  including,  without  limitation.  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and 
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chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970.  by  section  26  of  chapter  843  of 
the  Acts  of  197 1 ,  by  chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  and 
by  chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  that  the  following 
ordinance  by  adopted. 

Section  1 .  A  new  section  9A  is  added  to  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended,  after  section  9  and 
before  section  10  as  follows: 

Pages  30-35 


"Section  9A.  Rights  of  Elderly  and  Handicapped 
Tenants  to  Have  Pets.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  any  lease  or  rental  agreement  to  the  contrary,  no 
owner  of  a  controlled  or  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modation subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  may, 
as  a  condition  of  tenancy  or  otherwise ,  prohibit  or  pre- 
vent any  elderly  or  handicapped  tenant  from  owning 
common  household  pets  or  having  such  pets  living  in 
the  tenant's  unit.  Furthermore,  no  owner  of  a  con- 
trolled or  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  shall 
have  the  right  to  restrict  or  discriminate  against  any 
elderly  or  handicapped  tenant  in  connection  with  ad- 
mission to,  or  continued  occupancy  of,  such  housing 
by  reason  of  the  tenant's  ownership  of  common  house- 
hold pets  or  the  presence  of  such  pets  in  that  tenant's 
unit.  The  owner  of  such  housing  accommodations 
shall  have  the  right  to  promulgate  reasonable  require- 
ments regarding  the  number  of  common  household 
pets  allowed  in  each  unit,  standards  of  pet  care,  licens- 
ing, inoculation,  and  leash  laws,  similar  to  those  per- 
mitted in  HUD-assisted  elderly  and  handicapped  hous- 
ing (see  24  CFR  s.  243.20  and  s.  942.20),  and 
consistent  with  state  and  local  laws  on  animal  control, 
such  as  G.L.  c.  140  ss.  136A-174D.  Nothing  in  this 
provision  shall  bar  the  owner  from  requiring  the  re- 
moval of  any  pet  if  the  pet's  conduct  or  condition  is 
determined  to  constitute  a  nuisance  or  a  threat  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  other  occupants  of  the  building, 
structure,  or  development  or  other  persons  in  the  com- 
munity where  the  housing  accommodation  is  located." 
Section  2.     Scope. 

Notwithstanding  the  exemptions  found  in  section 
l(n)(i-vii)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  all  housing  accommodations  in  mobile  homes, 
in  mobile  home  parks,  and  in  structures  having  three  or 
more  dwelling  units,  excluding  motels,  hotels,  or  inns, 
and  excluding  housing  accommodations  in  structures 
having  three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by 
all  the  legal  and  beneficial  owners  of  the  structures  as 
their  principal  residence,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  section  9A  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984.  as  amended. 
Section  3.     Severability. 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions, 
sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  subsections.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  ANNUAL  APPROPRIA- 
TION AND  TAX  ORDERS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR 
COMMENCING  JULY  I.  1988.  AND  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1989 

Coun.  MENINO.  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Gov- 
ernment Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0779.  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order  for  the  annual  appropriation  and  tax  orders  for 
the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  I.  1988.  and  ending 
June  30.  1989  (referred  June  8)  —  recommending  pas- 
sage of  the  order  in  a  new  draft  with  the  attached  reduc- 
tions and  that  the  following  committee  report  be  at- 
tached: 

In  evaluating  Boston's  Fiscal  year  1989  budget,  the 
Committee  on  Government  Finance  first  reviewed  the 
Administration's  revenue  estimates.  The  Committee 
concurs  that  these  estimates  are  reasonable  and  will  sup- 
port the  appropriations  being  requested  by  the  Mayor. 
Hearings  were  held  on  the  departmental  appropriation 
requests  by  the  appropriate  City  Council  Committees; 
the  Finance  Committee  chairman  attended  each  of  these 
hearings.  The  Committee  is  confident  that  the  FY89 
budget  is  balanced  and  affordable. 

Although  the  Committee  is  satisfied  with  the  numbers 
contained  in  the  FY89  budget,  it  wishes  to  raise  some 
major  issued  relating  to  the  city's  fiscal  management  pol- 
icies and  the  budget  process  itself.  These  issues  are:  the 
presentation  of  revenue  in  the  budget  document:  the  fu- 
ture of  Boston  City  Hospital;  the  escalating  School  De- 
partment budget  and  the  use  of  surplus  school  space; 
waste  disposal  and  its  effects  on  future  budgets;  collec- 
tive bargaining;  and  the  Tregor  Legislation,  as  amended 
by  ch.  701.  Acts  of  1986.  There  are.  in  addition,  several 
specific  departmental  issues  that  will  be  addressed. 
Revenue  Presentation 

In  the  Committee's  opinion,  the  administration  has  in- 
cluded nonrecurring  revenue  in  the  recurring  section  of 
the  budget.  These  revenues  include  proceeds  from  a  set- 
tlement with  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  proceeds 
from  a  settlement  with  Dow  Chemical  Company  relating 
to  the  use  of  sarabond  in  the  construction  of  school  build- 
ings, as  well  as  accrued  parking  meter  and  street  opening 
receipts  that  do  not  reflect  FY89  activity.  The  Water  and 
Sewer  settlement  has  been  reclassified;  it  was  shown  as  a 
nonrecurring  revenue  in  the  FY88  budget  presentation. 

During  the  FY88  supplemental  hearings  and  the  FY89 
revenue  hearings  the  city's  budget  director  defended  this 
practice  by  stating  that,  in  his  opinion,  settlement  ac- 
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counts  are  recurring  revenues  us  the  city  is  involved  in 
lawsuits  which  result  in  some  kind  of  settlements  every 
year.  Although  this  may  be  true,  the  amount  of  each  set- 
tlement varies  widely,  and  the  suits  may  even  be  settled 
unfavorably  for  the  city.  The  Committee  heard  no  evi- 
dence to  substantiate  the  budget  director's  opinion  that 
funds  expected  from  settlements  can  be  projected  over 
the  long  term  and  can  be  relied  upon  to  fund  recurring 
expenses.  The  Committee  strongly  recommends  that 
these  funds  be  correctly  classified  in  future  budgets  as 
nonrecurring  revenues. 

The  administration  has,  for  the  past  several  years, 
funded  a  portion  of  the  operating  budget  with  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  capital  assets.  The  Committee  takes  is- 
sue with  this  practice  which  now  violates  the  provisions 
of  chapter  701,  Acts  of  1986.  The  practice  of  using  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  capital  assets  to  support  operat- 
ing budgets  is  not  conducive  to  sound  long  term  plan- 
ning. The  Municipal  Research  Bureau  concurs  with  the 
Committee'  opinion. 

The  Council  expected  to  see  a  multi-year  revenue  fore- 
cast in  the  FY89  budget  presentation.  The  Budget  Office 
has  contracted  with  an  outside  firm  to  design  a  model  for 
five-year  revenue  and  expenditure  projections;  the 
Budget  Director  stated  that  OBPE  is  70  to  80  percent 
toward  completion  of  the  project.  A  multi-year  forecast, 
including  both  revenues  and  expenditures,  for  no  less 
than  a  three-year  period,  would  give  the  City  Council  a 
better  base  on  which  to  make  appropriation  decisions. 
The  projection  would  also  allow  the  administration  and 
the  City  Council  to  begin  to  prioritize  and  set  goals  based 
on  revenues  that  will  be  available  in  future  fiscal  years. 
Collective  Bargaining 

Upon  presentation  of  the  FY89  budget  document,  the 
administration  stated  that  the  total  budget  request  was 
only  a  4.9  percent  increase  over  the  FY88  budget.  How- 
ever, during  the  budget  hearings,  the  Committee  was 
made  aware  of  the  fact  that  no  provision  has  been  made 
for  collective  bargaining  in  the  departments  where  con- 
tracts would  be  expiring.  The  middle  management  con- 
tract, which  effects  a  large  number  of  departments,  the 
nurses  contract  and  the  jail  officers  contract  all  expire  on 
June  30,  1988.  These  agreements  will  have  a  significant 
impact  on  personal  services  line  items. 

Although  some  of  the  increases  can  be  covered 
through  mayoral  reallocations  and  salary  savings,  some 
departments  may  have  to  request  supplements  to  fund  the 
new  agreements.  If  that  happens,  the  real  increase  in  the 
budget  will  be  higher  than  4.9  percent.  One  department 
head  stated  that  the  new  MM  contract  would  probably 
call  for  a  5  percent  increase;  Sam  Tyler  of  the  Municipal 
Research  Bureau  disagreed,  stating  that  the  percentage 
would  most  likely  be  higher.  The  question  of  the  avail- 
ability of  funds  to  support  a  supplemental  budget  must 
also  be  raised. 

The  entire  collective  bargaining  process  needs  to  be 
looked  at  more  closely.  It  appears  that  the  administration 
and  the  School  Department  have  negotiated  past  and 
present  contracts  without  considering  the  effects  of  the 
agreements  on  the  budget  of  future  years.  The  city's 
budget  is  driven  in  large  part  by  collective  bargaining, 
further  stressing  the  importance  of  the  multi-year  reve- 
i  nue  and  expenditure  forecast  as  a  critical  tool  in  the  nego- 
i  tiating  process.  The  administration,  as  well  as  the  School 
Department,  must  use  the  multi-year  forecast  informa- 
tion to  negotiate  in  a  realistic  and  responsible  manner. 

Health  and  Hospitals 

The  department  could  be  facing  as  much  as  a  $10  mil- 
lion revenue  deficit  in  FY88  due  to  delays  in  state  reim- 
bursements. The  Municipal  Research  Bureau  has  also 
warned  that  the  state's  FY89  Medicaid  budget  appears  to 
be  underfunded. 


Increasing  costs  for  medical  care  and  the  growing 
AIDS  epidemic  have  already  begun  to  strain  the  health 
care  community.  The  new  health  care  bill  promises  sup- 
port, however,  numerous  requests  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee fora  written  analysis  of  the  legislation's  impact  on 
the  city's  health  care  system  have  not  produced  such  an 
analysis.  The  Office  of  Intergovernmental  Relations,  the 
Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Evaluation  and  the  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department  itself  should  have  been  fol- 
lowing this  legislation  closely.  All  legislation  that  has  a 
critical  impact  on  city  services  that  require  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  city  budget  should  be  analyzed  carefully  in 
relation  to  its  effects  on  the  total  city  budget. 

The  city  expects  to  rebuild  a  new  hospital  in  the  early 
1990s.  The  financing  has  already  been  reevaluated  and 
the  project  has  been  scaled  down.  The  rebuilding  of 
Boston  City  Hospital  cannot  take  place  in  a  vacuum,  a 
single  new  hospital  isolated  from  the  larger  issue  of  a 
viable  health  care  system.  The  city  should  be  determin- 
ing its  public  health  policy  for  the  next  decade.  Long- 
term  care  for  the  elderly,  community  health  programs,  as 
well  as  the  financial  future  and  the  ability  of  a  new  hospi- 
tal to  compete  with  area  hospitals  are  integrated  goals. 
The  administration  should  consider  the  possible  benefits 
of  legislation  that  would  make  the  department  a  special 
enterprise  fund. 

The  Committee  supports  the  appointment  of  the  new 
Commissioner.  Judith  Kurland,  and  is  optimistic  that  the 
commissioner  will  be  afforded  the  autonomy  necessary 
to  pursue  objectives  which  are  based  solely  in  providing 
quality  health  care. 
Departmental  Issues 

Public  Works  and  Waste  Removal  —  The  City  of 
Boston's  Public  Works  Department  budget  encompasses 
many  areas  of  service  which  are  rendered  daily  to  city 
residents.  The  city's  waste  removal  program  is  one  area 
whose  economic  and  societal  import  has  become  of  criti- 
cal concern  to  city  officials.  The  C  ity  of  Boston  generates 
in  excess  of  500.000  tons  per  year  of  municipal  solid 
waste  from  residences,  businesses,  and  institutions.  The 
city  is  directly  responsible  for  disposing  approximately 
half  of  that  amount.  This  segment  of  Public  Works  De- 
partment has  emerged  significantly  over  the  last  three 
years  and  will  continue  to  escalate  unless  and  until  state 
and  local  governments  jointly  resolve  this  dilemma. 

The  cost  of  trash  removal  which,  as  recently  as  five 
years  ago,  was  as  low  as  $5  to  $20  a  ton  is  now  $60  to 
$100  ton.  Furthermore,  it  is  likely  that  additional  in- 
creases are  inevitable  due  in  part  to  the  lack  of  waste-to- 
energy  plants  now  being  built  coupled  with  the  ongoing 
effort  by  state  and  federal  government  to  close  landfills. 
Three-quarters  of  the  193  landfills  operating  in  1986  will 
have  closed  by  1990,  reducing  the  state's  landfill  capac- 
ity by  more  than  50  percent.  The  need  for  wastc-to- 
energy  plants  is  obvious,  but  equally  essential  arc  greater 
efforts  in  the  recycling  and  composting  alternatives. 

By  not  addressing  our  waste  disposal  needs  in  the  short 
term,  a  very  substantial  and  disproportionate  allocation 
of  city  funds  from  the  city  budget  (and  not  just  the  D.P.W. 
budget)  will  be  needed  to  pay  spiral ing  waste  removal 
costs. 

Physicians  Contracts  —  An  issue  of  concern  to  the 
Committee  is  the  fact  that  the  Police  Department  will  be 
contracting  with  University  Hospital  for  the  services  of  a 
physician.  Representatives  from  the  Police  Department 
stated  that  Boston  City  Hospital  did  not  respond  to  an 
RFP  for  the  services  required.  During  the  hospital's 
budget  hearing,  representatives  from  BCH  had  no 
knowledge  of  the  contract.  It  seems  that  the  city  should 
be  using  its  own  resources  for  contractual  services 

Contract  Management  —  The  Committee  supports  the 
Finance  Committee's  recommendation  that  the  limit  for 
no-bid  contracts  be  raised  from  $2,000  to  $  10.(KK). 
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Vehicle  Policy  —  During  the  budget  hearings,  it  be- 
came apparent  that  provisions  for  vehicles  in  the  various 
departmental  budgets  is  not  uniform.  Some  departments 
have  a  provision  for  car  leases  while  others  use  Transpor- 
tation Department  vehicles.  Fuel  is  sometimes  budgeted 
in  the  user  department  and  sometimes  is  paid  for  by  an- 
other department.  These  expenditures  should  be  budg- 
eted consistently  for  all  departments  to  reflect  accurate 
program  budgets  and  expenditures.  The  Committee  be- 
lieves that  a  central  motor  pool  should  be  used  for  many 
of  the  administrative  departments  where  a  real  need  for 
vehicles  cannot  be  justified. 

Consolidation  —  The  administration  must  look  at  ways 
to  consolidate  smaller  commissions  and  departments.  It 
may  be  desirable  and  more  efficient  for  smaller  agencies 
to  share  support  staff  and  equipment. 

Legal  Counsel  —  The  use  of  personal  service  contracts 
for  lawyers  in  various  departments  should  be  reviewed. 
The  Committee  feels  that  the  city's  Law  Department 
should  include  some  specialized  attorneys  who  can  han- 
dle issues  that  are  unique  to  the  city,  but  can  be  expected 
to  recur. 
School  Department 

The  School  Department's  budget  requires  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  city's  total  budget.  The  Mayor's  request 
for  an  appropriation  for  this  department  to  be  met  with 
tax  dollars  is  $34 1 . 1 M  —  an  increase  of  9.5  percent  over 
FY88.  When  added  to  additional  available  discretionary 
funds  the  total  spending  authority  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment will  be  $350M.  The  superintendent  has  cut  his 
budget  request  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  dollars  to  the 
$350M  spending  authority,  but  has  not  reached  that  fig- 
ure to  date.  The  Committee  is  also  concerned  about  the 
availability  of  the  S8.9M  in  outside  discretionary  funds; 
this  figure  may  be  off  by  over  $2M.  The  Mayor  has 
stated  that  the  School  Department  will  have  a  S350M 
spending  authority;  if  the  outside  funding  is  less  than 
$8.9M.  the  administration  must  identify  additional  reve- 
nues to  support  the  shortfall. 

None  of  us  wants  to  see  the  children  in  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Schools  deprived  of  a  good  education.  The  adminis- 
tration must  work  with  the  School  Department  and  esti- 
mate those  revenues  that  will  be  available  to  the  schools 
over  the  next  three  to  five  years  in  order  for  the  depart- 
ment to  be  able  to  plan  its  future  budgets  responsibly.  It  is 
only  through  such  prudent  planning  that  the  school  chil- 
dren of  the  city  will  realize  the  benefit  of  consistency  in 
programs. 
Use  of  School  Buildings 

The  School  Department  has  a  surplus  capacity  of  over 
21,000  seats  —  the  equivalent  of  about  30  vacant 
schools.  It  is  never  an  easy  decision  to  close  a  school; 
rather,  the  city  must  be  quick  to  plan  efficient  and  pro- 
ductive use  of  the  existing  surplus  space. 

Presently  the  city  rents  space  for  various  departments 
at  scattered  sites.  A  possible  better  use  of  resources  may 
be  to  house  many  of  these  at  26  Court  Street.  The  School 
Department  offices  at  Court  Street  could  be  moved, 
along  with  Boston  Latin  Academy,  to  the  old  Boston 
Technical  building.  The  building  trades  union  could 
share  space  at  the  Hubert  Humphrey  Occupational  Re- 
source Center.  Day  care  could  be  provided  in  some  of  the 
other  underutilized  buildings  such  as  English  High 
School  which  is  in  the  heart  of  the  medical  community. 
These  are  only  some  of  the  options  that  should  be  re- 
viewed in  the  near  future. 
Tregor  Legislation 
and  Fiscal  Controls 

The  intent  of  the  Tregor  legislation,  as  amended,  is  to 
provide  the  city  with  fiscal  controls  that  make  it  more 
accountable  and,  hopefully,  more  responsible.  The  ad- 
ministration, however,  during  FY88  has  chosen  to  disre- 
gard many  of  those  fiscal  controls. 


Mayoral  Reallocations  —  For  the  past  few  years  the 
source  of  most  of  the  funds  used  for  the  Mayor's  $3M 
reallocation  account  has  been  the  debt  service  appropria- 
tion. During  two  different  hearings,  the  city's  budget  di- 
rector stated  that  this  practice  would  most  likely  be  fol- 
lowed again  in  FY90.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee 
that  this  is  not  the  intent  of  ch.  190.  The  debt  service 
appropriation  is  for  a  fixed  cost  that  does  not  receive  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council.  This  account  should  accu- 
rately reflect  the  debt  service  needs  of  the  city  for  the 
year  and  should  not  be  inflated  for  use  for  reallocations. 
Reallocations  should  come  from  departmental  appropri- 
ations that  have  been  approved  by  the  City  Council. 

Another  issue  requiring  closer  review  is  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  same  departments  have  received  realloca- 
tions for  two  or  all  of  the  past  three  years.  This  does  not 
reflect  well  on  either  the  budgeting  efforts  of  those  de- 
partments or  their  ability  to  forecast  expenditures. 

Audit  Committee  —  The  Audit  Committee  should  be 
meeting  at  least  quarterly  with  Peat  Marwick.  the  CPA 
firm  which  audits  the  city's  accounting  records.  The 
Committee  should  review  the  recommendations  made  in 
the  auditors'  report  on  internal  control  in  a  timely  man- 
ner and  report  any  of  its  own  related  recommendations  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council. 

Three  of  the  five  members  of  this  Committee  have 
terms  which  have  expired.  The  Committee  has  met  only 
once  this  year,  on  April  6.  to  review  Peat  Marwick's  au- 
dit plan  and  the  city's  financial  statements  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1987,  and  also  to  review  the  "Auditor's 
Report  on  Internal  Control"  for  the  year  ended  June  30. 
1986.  A  draft  of  the  FY87  report  was  also  discussed  at 
that  meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Audit  Commit- 
tee is  not  serving  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended. 
The  Mayor  has  not  appointed  or  reappointed  three  of  the 
members  of  the  Audit  Committee;  the  Committee  is  not 
meeting  as  often  as  it  should  and  the  review  of  the  FY86 
management  letter  was  not  done  in  a  timely  manner.  The 
Finance  Committee  believes  that  the  Audit  Committee 
should  not  dilute  its  intent  even  during  times  when  the 
city  is  in  a  strong  financial  position. 

Use  of  Proceeds  from  the  Sale  of  Assets  —  Ch.  701. 
Acts  of  1986.  requires  the  city  to  credit  the  net  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  surplus  property  to  the  to  the  capital  fund 
unless  the  City  Council  by  a  majority  vote  allows  the 
proceeds  to  be  credited  to  the  general  fund.  The  adminis- 
tration has  ignored  this  requirement  in  FY88  and  in  the 
FY89  request.  There  has  been  no  vote  of  the  Council  to 
use  the  proceeds  for  general  fund  expenditures,  yet  pro- 
ceeds are  being  identified  as  a  source  of  revenue  for  the 
budget  before  us. 

Quarterly  Allotments  —  Ch.  190  requires  the  adminis- 
tration to  file  quarterly  allotment  schedules  with  the  City 
Clerk  by  August  I.  These  schedules  were  not  filed  for 
FY88  until  the  City  Council  requested  them.  When  sev- 
eral departments  overspent  their  allotments  and  were  im- 
mediately granted  waivers  by  the  Mayor,  a  report  ex- 
plaining how  the  departments  would  remedy  the 
shortfalls  was  not  filed  until  the  requirements  of  the  law 
were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  administration  by  the 
City  Council.  The  reports  that  were  finally  filed  stated 
that  supplemental  appropriations  would  be  used  for  some 
departments  to  support  the  approved  spending  levels  in 
subsequent  quarters.  The  law  does  not  state  that  appro- 
priating supplemental  is  a  proper  course  of  action.  (The 
supplemental  referred  to  were  not  filed  by  the  Mayor 
until  much  later.) 
Recommendations 

As  a  result  of  the  observations  noted  above,  the  Com 
mittee  on  Government  Finance  has  several  recommenda 
tions  to  emphasize.  One  of  the  most  important  of  these 
recommendations  is  the  provision  of  a  three  to  five  year 
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revenue  and  expenditure  forecast  no  later  than  the  early 
fall  of  FY89.  This  forecast  should  be  reviewed  with  the 
City  Council  and  the  School  Department  at  that  time. 

The  Council's  role  in  the  budget  process  has  been 
mainly  a  reactive  one.  The  Committee  recommends  that 
the  City  Council  adapt  its  role  and  become  more  active  in 
setting  goals  and  priorities.  This  role  should  begin  in  the 
fall  with  the  review  of  the  long-term  revenue  and  expend- 
iture forecast.  The  review  would  afford  the  Council  a 
realistic  picture  of  available  revenues,  and  anticipated 
expenditures.  The  Council  should  work  with  the  admin- 
istration and  the  School  Department  to  determine  a 
course  that  will  ensure  the  most  effective  and  efficient 
use  of  resources.  The  Council,  in  its  post  audit  capacity, 
should  continue  to  monitor  the  operating  budget  through- 
out the  entire  budget  cycle,  not  just  at  "budget  time." 

A  third  recommendation  is  also  related  to  the  long- 
range  financial  plan.  The  administration  and  the  School 
Department  should  use  the  multi-year  forecast  to  ensure 
that  all  contract  negotiations  result  in  affordable  agree- 
ments for  all  years  covered. 

In  the  health  care  area,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  administration  carefully  research  special  enter- 
prise legislation  for  BCH  and  report  its  findings  to  the 
City  Council. 

Since  the  DEQE's  decision  prohibiting  the  city's  solid 
waste  plan,  the  state  must  assume  some  responsibility 
and  should  play  a  larger  part  in  the  resolution  of  the  prob- 
lem. The  administration  should  continue  to  press  the 
state  for  assistance. 

The  use  of  surplus  school  buildings  has  to  be  addressed 
in  the  near  future.  We  recommend  that  the  administration 
and  the  School  Department  work  together  to  redistribute 
the  surplus  space  for  more  efficient  use.  A  concrete  plan 
with  timetable  should  follow  and  be  implemented. 

Finally,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  adminis- 
tration comply  with  the  requirements  of  Tregor,  as 
amended  by  chapter  701,  Acts  of  1986.  All  reporting 
requirements  should  be  completed  in  a  timely  manner, 
mayoral  reallocations  should  reflect  the  intent  of  the  law 
and  the  Audit  Committee  should  be  required  to  follow  its 
mandate.  The  Committee  disagrees  with  the  practice  of 
using  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  capital  assets,  especially 
without  a  separate  vote  of  the  Council,  and  will  not  ap- 
prove the  use  of  these  proceeds  to  fund  future  operating 
expenses. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  following  reduc- 
tions be  made  to  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor:

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency,  as  declared  and 
described  in  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and  in  the 
preamble  to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance,  chap- 
ter 34  of  the  Acts  of  1 984,  continues  to  exist  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 
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Whereas,  The  rate  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  ac- 
commodations into  condominiums,  cooperatives  or 
other  forms  of  ownership  and  the  rent  increases  and  evic- 
tions associated  with  such  conversions,  continues  to 
result  in  fewer  affordable  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions; and 

Whereas,  The  unregulated  spread  of  condominium 
and  cooperative  conversions  throughout  the  city  threat- 
ens the  stability  of  Boston's  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  accom- 
modations in  the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent; 
and 

Whereas,  Preservation  of  affordable  rental  housing 
accommodations  furthers  the  public  health,  safety  and 
welfare;  and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions to  condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  results 
in  high  tenant  turnover  due  to  tenants  vacating  voluntar- 
ily or  involuntarily;  and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions to  condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  can  and 
does  result  in  large  numbers  of  absentee  owners;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  often  difficult  for  tenants  of  condomin- 
ium and  cooperative  housing  accommodations  to  deter- 
mine the  proper  procedure  for  reporting  and  resolving 
maintenance  problems  in  the  unit  when  the  owner  of  the 
unit  or  his  agent  does  not  reside  in  the  building;  and 

Whereas,  The  substantial  number  of  housing  accom- 
modations in  the  City  of  Boston  which  are  not  in  compli- 
ance with  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State 
Building  Code  and/or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
detract  from  and  endanger  the  existence  of  safe,  decent 
and  affordable  housing;  now,  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including, 
without  limitation.  Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts;  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  acts  of  1970, 
chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1 97 1 ,  and  by  chapter  45  of  the 
Acts  of  1987;  and  chapters  1 1 1  and  143  of  the  General 
Laws;  be  it 

Declared  by  the  City  Council  and  the  City  of  Boston 
that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent, 
and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  accommodations 
exists  in  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  those  who 
are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or  moderate 
annual  incomes  because  of  deterioration  and  demolition 
of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing,  and  due,  further,  to  the  conversion  of  rental 
housing  accommodations  to  other  uses  or  forms  of  own- 
ership, particularly  conversion  to  condominiums  or  co- 
operatives, and,  therefore,  the  following  is  declared  to 
be  in  the  public  interest:

"Whereas,  the  deterioration  and  demolition  .  .  ."  and 

ending  with  the  words  "...  increase  in  such  owner- 
ship; and,"  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  "Whereas" 

paragraphs  in  their  entirety. 

(B)  By  striking,  beginning  with  the  words 
"Whereas,  at  present  .  .  ."  and  ending  with  the  words 
"...  assistance  to  such  tenants;  and,"  the  fifth  through 
the  seventh  "Whereas"  paragraphs  in  their  entirety 
and  substituting  therefore  the  following: 

"Whereas,  unless  the  conversion  of  rental  housing 
accommodations  to  other  forms  of  use  or  ownership 
are  further  regulated  and  controlled,  the  housing 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  inflationary 
pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious 


threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  wel- 
fare of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and" 
(C)  By  amending  the  ninth  paragraph  beginning 
with  the  words  "Now,  therefore  .  .  ."  by  striking  the 
words  "and  by  Chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971",  as 
they  appear  after  the  words  "be  it  declared",  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following:  "by  section  26  of 
chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  by  chapter  45  of  the 
Acts  of  1 987 ,  and  by  chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1 987  " .

(w)  Removal:  This  term  shall  include,  but  is  not 
limited  to:

This  term  shall  mean  any  activity  by  a  landlord, 
developer,  investor  or  other  person  which  would 
result,  is  intended  to  result,  or  does  result  in  the 
change  in  form  of  ownership  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation to  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit  or  in  the  initial  sale  or  transfer  of  legal  title  of 
any  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit.  Such  activities  shall  include  but 
not  be  limited  to: 

A.  The  conversion  of  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation  to  condomin-

(y)  Luxury  Housing  Accommodation 

(a)  A  housing  accommodation,  in  which  heating 
costs  is  included  in  the  rent  paid  by  the  tenant, 
which,  on  January  1 ,  1988  was  rented,  in  the  case 
of  a  studio  housing  accommodation  for  not  less 
than  $750  per  month,  in  the  case  of  a  one-bedroom 
housing  accommodation  for  not  less  than  $850  per 
month,  in  the  case  of  a  two-bedroom  housing  ac- 
commodation ,  fo  r  not  less  than  $  1 . 1 00  per  month , 
and  in  the  case  of  three  or  more  bedroom  housing 
accommodation,  for  not  less  than  $1,300  per 
month; 

(b)  A  housing  accommodation,  in  which  heating 
cost  is  separately  paid  by  the  tenant,  and  which  on 
January  1,  1988,  was  rented,  in  the  case  of  a  stu- 
dio housing  accommodation,  for  not  less  than 
$700  per  month,  in  the  case  of  a  one-bedroom 
housing  accommodation,  for  not  less  than  $800 
per  month,  in  the  case  of  a  two-bedroom  housing 
accommodation  for  not  less  than  $1,050  per 
month  and  in  the  case  of  a  three  or  more  bedroom 
housing  accommodation,  for  not  less  than  $1 ,200 
per  month; 

(c)  Calculations  of  rental  amounts  in  sections  (a) 
and  (b)  above  shall  include  all  payments  by  tenants 
for  all  services,  including  so-called  tax  payments 
but  excluding  separately  paid  parking  fees; 

(d)  If  a  housing  accommodation  was  not  rented 
on  January  1,  1988,  but  was  rented  at  a  prior  date, 
then  the  date  for  purposes  of  calculation  of 
whether  or  not  a  housing  accommodation  is  a  lux- 
ury housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  nearest 
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date  prior  to  January  1 ,  1988,  that  the  housing  ac- 
commodation was  rented.  If  a  housing  accommo- 
dation was  not  rented  on  January  1 ,  1988,  nor  was 
rented  prior  thereto,  the  date  for  purposes  of  cal- 
culation of  whether  or  not  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion is  a  luxury  housing  accommodation  shall  be 
the  first  date  after  January  1 ,  1988,  that  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  was  rented.

10(m)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  no  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  controlled  or  vacancy  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose  of 
removal,  whether  or  not  a  removal  permit  has  been 
issued,  if  the  tenants  are  protected  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion I0(k).

Section  1 1 . 

Removal  of  Housing  Accommodation  Regulated. 

(A)  Terms  Defined:  All  terms  used  herein  shall  have 
the  meanings  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  34  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1984,  as  amended,  except  that  as  used 
herein,  the  term  "housing  accommodation"  as  con- 
tained in  section  l(n)  shall  not  include:  "Mobile 
homes,  trailers,  or  trailer  or  mobile  home  lots." 

(B)  Removal  of  Housing  Accommodation  Regu- 
lated: Except  as  provided  in  section  1 1  of  this  ordi- 
nance, it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  other  per- 
son to  remove  any  housing  accommodation  unless  the 
board,  after  hearing,  grants  a  removal  permit.  Nothing 
herein,  however,  shall  prohibit  the  creation  of  a  condo- 
minium in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  chapter 
183 A  or  a  cooperative  in  accordance  with  General 
Laws  chapters  156B,  157,  and  157B  where  any  unit  in 
the  condominium  or  cooperative  is 

(a)  not  a  housing  accommodation; 

(b)  a  luxury  housing  accommodation;  or 

(c)  a  housing  accommodation  for  which  a  removal 
permit  has  been  received. 

In  all  condominiums  or  cooperative  units  so  created, 
it  shall  be  unlawful  to  convey  any  housing  accom- 
modation therein  not  falling  within  the  definitions  in 
(a),  (b),  or  (c),  above,  without  first  obtaining  from 
the  board  a  removal  permit. 
The  board  may  issue  such  orders  and  promulgate  such 
regulations  as  are  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  the  procedure  for  applications,  notice,  hear- 
ings and  the  grant  and  review  of  removal  permits.  The 
board  shall  promptly  submit  to  the  City  Council  pro- 
posed regulations  pursuant  to  this  section.  No  such  regu- 
lation shall  be  effective  until  approved  by  the  said  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(C)  Eviction.  Eviction  of  tenants  from  controlled  or 
decontrolled  housing  accommodations  is  governed  by 
section  9  as  modified  by  sections  10  and  1 1  of  this 
ordinance.  Issuance  of  a  removal  permit  does  not  re- 
lieve any  person  of  compliance  with  the  eviction  pro- 
cedures contained  in  this  ordinance. 

(D)  Exceptions.  Except  as  otherwise  required  by 
this  ordinance  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  re- 
quirements contained  in  section  10(i)  relating  to  lodg- 
ing and  rooming  houses,  no  removal  permit  shall  be 
required  for  the  removal  of  any  luxury  housing  accom- 
modation or  any  housing  accommodation  for  which, 
on  or  before  May  4,  1988,  a  master  condominium  deed 
or  articles  of  organization  for  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion is  located  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  chapters  183A,  156B, 
1 57  or  I57B. 

(1)  Sale  or  Transfer  After  Removal:  Once  a  re- 
moval permit  has  been  issued,  no  additional  removal 
permit  is  required  for  subsequent  transfers  of  owner- 
ship. 

(E)  Removal  Procedure: 

(1)  Criteria:  In  reviewing  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  the  board  shall  consider  relevant  fac- 
tors including,  without  limitation;  the  aggravation 
of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  hous- 
ing accommodations  in  the  city  and  its  neighbor- 
hoods which  may  result  from  the  removal,  espe- 
cially for  tenants  of  low  and  moderate  income,  and 
handicapped  or  elderly  tenants.  In  making  such  de- 
termination the  board  shall  review  and  make  find- 
ings as  to  all  relevant  factors  including,  without  lim- 
itation, the  following: 
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(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons 
whom  this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  pro- 
tect; 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  re- 
siding in  the  housing  accommodation  proposed  to 
be  removed; 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and 
inequity  to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  per- 
mit; 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  per- 
mit; and 

(e)  Substantiated  evidence  demonstrating  the 
occurrence  at  the  site  of  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion of  arson  or  a  suspicious  fire,  as  defined  in 
section  12  of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal  Permit. 

(a)  The  board  shall  grant  a  removal  permit  for  all  of 
the  housing  accommodations  in  the  building  or  proj- 
ect where  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  board  by 
sufficient  evidence  (i)  that  the  applicant  is  in  compli- 
ance with  all  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance; 
and  (ii)  that  tenants  or  unit  owners  who  occupy  a 
majority  of  all  of  the  units  in  a  building  or  project 
and  who  have  resided  in  the  building  or  project  for 
one  year  or  longer  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  removal 
permit  application 

(i)  have  purchased  shares  in  or  have  unequivo- 
cably  agreed  to  purchase  such  building  and  con- 
vert it  to  a  limited  equity  cooperative  pursuant  to 
General  Laws,  chapters  156B,  157  and  157B;  or 
(ii)  have  purchased  or  have  unequivocably 
agreed  to  purchase  their  rental  units  when  they  are 
or  were  converted  to  a  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive unit  and  have  represented  that  they  are  in- 
tended in  good  faith  to  occupy  such  units  as  their 
principal  and  permanent  residences;  or 

(b)  For  purposes  of  determining  a  "majority"  or 
lesser  required  number  under  the  previous  subsec- 
tion, only  occupied  units  in  a  building  or  project 
shall  be  included  and  voting  shall  be  done  by  unit 
with  all  of  the  tenants  or  owners  residing  in  a  unit 
treated  as  a  single  voting  entity. 

(c)  The  board  shall  grant  a  removal  permit  for  a 
housing  accommodation  if  the  applicant  demon- 
strates to  the  board  by  sufficient  evidence  that 

(i)  the  proposed  purchaser  of  the  housing  accom- 
modation is  the  tenant  who  currently  resides  in  the 
housing  accommodation  and  has  so  resided  in  the 
housing  accommodation  or  the  building  in  which 
the  housing  accommodation  is  a  part  for  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  application  for 
removal  permit. 
(4)  Conditions  to  be  Imposed  on  Removal  Permits. 
The  board  shall  impose  the  following  conditions,  if 
applicable,  when  it  grants  a  removal  permit.  Noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance-shall  restrict  an  owner  from 
conveying  his/her  interest  in  any  building  or  prop- 
erty or  portion  thereof  provided  that  the  property 
shall  remain  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  to  the  conditions  and  terms  of  the  last  is- 
sued removal  permit.  Once  issued,  a  removal  permit 
shall  not  be  revoked;  however,  the  board  may  subse- 
quently modify  the  terms  of  a  removal  permit  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  section 
11(E)(5)  (a)-(c),  and  may  take  such  action  as  is  neces- 
sary to  enforce  the  terms  of  the  removal  permit,  as 
provided  in  11(F)  of  this  Ordinance. 

(a)  Right  to  Purchase  Unit.  Any  tenant  who  occu- 
pies a  housing  accommodation  at  the  time  of  its 
conversion  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit 
and  which  condominium  or  cooperative  was  cre- 


ated after  May  4,  1988,  shall  have  a  first  refusal 
right  to  purchase  the  same  upon  substantially  the 
same  or  more  favorable  terms  as  the  unit  is  being 
offered  to  third  parties.  Prior  to  the  initial  sale  or 
transfer  of  the  first  unit  in  a  condominium  or  coop- 
erative to  a  third  party  the  tenants  in  the  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  shall  be  served  with  a  no- 
tice advising  each  tenant  of  their  rights  under  this 
ordinance  and  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  exe- 
cuted by  the  landlord  whose  terms  comply  with 
this  section  and  the  tenant  may  exercise  the  first 
refusal  right  within  ninety  days  from  its  receipt  or 
delivery  to  the  tenant's  housing  accommodation 
(whichever  is  earlier)  by  executing  the  same,  pay 
any  required  deposit  and  return  the  same  to  the 
landlord.  Failure  by  the  tenant  to  exercise  the  first 
refusal  right  shall  permit  the  landlord  to  sell  the 
unit  to  third  parties  and  this  first  refusal  right  shall 
be  forever  extinguished,  provided,  however,  that 
if  the  landlord  does  not  then  sell  to  third  parties  but 
seeks  thereafter  to  sell  at  more  favorable  terms 
than  were  offered  to  the  tenant,  the  landlord  must 
re-offer  the  unit  to  the  tenant  upon  the  procedure 
set  out  above  prior  to  any  such  sale.  The  first  re- 
fusal right  created  by  this  section  shall  be  indepen- 
dent of  any  obligation  of  the  landlord  to  serve  the 
notice  described  in  section  10(c)  of  this  ordinance, 
(b)  Code  Compliance.  At  the  time  that  a  re- 
moval permit  is  granted  the  building  must  be  in, 
and  thereafter,  remain  in,  full  compliance  with 
Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State 
Building  Code,  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
and  any  other  applicable  municipal  code,  ordi- 
nance, or  state  law,  regulating  the  conditions  or 
occupancy  of  housing  accommodations.  Notwith- 
standing the  preceding  sentence  if,  for  good 
cause,  the  building  is  not  currently  in  compliance 
with  any  of  the  above  codes,  ordinances,  or  laws. 
the  removal  permit  must  be  conditioned  upon  the 
applicant's  agreement  to  bring  the  building  and/or 
unit  into  such  compliance  within  a  specified  time 
period  determined  reasonable  by  the  applicable 
enforcement  agency. 

(c)  Maintenance  and  Repairs.   Whenever  the 
housing  accommodation  is  used  for  rental  housing 
purposes,  the  owner  must  designate  a  person  or 
persons  within  25  miles  of  the  building  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  maintenance  and  repairs.  The  tenant 
in  each  unit  shall  be  informed  by  the  owner  or  his/ 
her  agent  in  writing  as  to  who  is  responsible  for 
maintenance  and  repairs,  both  as  to  common  and 
individual  unit  areas,  and  such  notice  shall  be  up- 
dated whenever  there  is  a  change  in  tenants  or  a 
change  in  who  is  responsible  for  such  mainte- 
nance. 
4(A)  Rent  and  Eviction  Protections:  The  granting 
of  a  removal  permit  under  this  section  shall  not  by 
itself  operate  to  change  the  classification  of  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  of  controlled  or  vacancy  decon- 
trolled and  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  to  de- 
control under  section  I(n)  (v)  shall  continue  to  be  in 
full  force  and  effect.  Nothing  herein,  however,  shall 
extinguish  the  right  of  a  landlord  after  the  granting 
of  a  removal  permit  to  seek  decontrol  status  of  a 
housing  accommodation  which  is  voluntarily  va- 
cated within  the  meaning  of  said  section  I(n)  (v)  of 
this  ordinance. 
(5)  Procedures 
(a)  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a 
removal  permit  for  a  controlled  or  decontrolled 
housing  accommodation,  or  an  application  to 
modify  the  terms  of  a  removal  permit  previously

issued,  upon  receipt  of  an  application  filed  by  the 
landlord,  owner  or  other  authorized  person.  Such 
application  shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by 
the  administrator.  The  board  shall  notify  the  appli- 
cant and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an  application  and 
of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in 
writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  the  date  of 
such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  board  may,  on  its 
own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  application. 
If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or 
if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the 
board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant  and  tenant  and 
the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  designee 
of  the  board.  Hearings,  final  decision  and  notifi- 
cation of  the  final  decision  to  the  applicant  relative 
to  permits  shall  occur  within  sixty  days  of  the  fil- 
ing of  the  application  unless  the  parties  otherwise 
agree.  The  board  may  consolidate  applications  re- 
lating to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  board  may  conduct 
a  single  hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applica- 
tions. The  administrator  may  designate  a  person 
or  persons  to  participate  in  a  removal  proceeding, 
where  appropriate,  in  order  to  further  the  provi- 
sions and  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  to  serve 
the  public  interest.  Any  removal  permit  applica- 
tion for  which  notification  of  a  final  decision  is  not 
sent  within  sixty  days,  or  such  further  period  to 
which  the  parties  have  agreed,  shall  be  deemed 
granted. 

(b)  Removal  permit  hearings  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  re- 
quirements (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
section,  if  a  decision  regarding  a  removal  permit 
has  been  made  with  regard  to  such  controlled  or 
decontrolled  housing  accommodation  within  the 
preceding  twelve  months,  the  board  may,  without 
holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to  grant  a  removal  per- 
mit for  that  housing  accommodation  or  may  dis- 
miss any  such  application.  In  addition,  if  the  appli- 
cation is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing 
requirement  of  this  section  or  applicable  regula- 
tions, the  administrator  may  administratively  dis- 
miss such  application  without  holding  a  hearing. 

(F)  Enforcement.  All  of  the  remedies  provided  in 
sections  13  through  16  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  avail- 
able to  the  board  for  purposes  of  enforcing  section  1 1 .

An  Ordinance  Amending 

the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance 

to  Require  Removal  Permits  and  to  Improve 

Tenant  Protections  ("Removal  Permit  Ordinance"). 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency,  as  declared  and 
described  in  chapter  797,  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended,  and  in  the  preamble  to  the  Rental  Housing  Eq- 
uity Ordinance,  chapter  34  of  the  Acts  of  1984,  continues 
to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  rate  of  conversion  of  rental  housing  ac- 
commodations into  condominiums,  cooperatives  or 
other  forms  of  ownership  and  the  rent  increases  and  evic- 
tions associated  with  such  conversions,  continues  to 
result  in  fewer  affordable  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions; and 

Whereas,  The  unregulated  spread  of  condominium 
and  cooperative  conversions  throughout  the  city  threat- 
ens the  stability  of  Boston's  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  accom- 
modations in  the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent; 
and 

Whereas,  Preservation  of  affordable  rental  housing 
accommodations  furthers  the  public  health,  safety  and 
welfare;  and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions to  condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  results 
in  high  tenant  turnover  due  to  tenants  vacating  voluntar- 
ily or  involuntarily;  and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions to  condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  can  and 
does  result  in  large  numbers  of  absentee  owners;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  often  difficult  for  tenants  of  condomin- 
ium and  cooperative  housing  accommodations  to  deter- 
mine the  proper  procedure  for  reporting  and  resolving 
maintenance  problems  in  the  unit  when  the  owner  of  the 
unit  or  his  agent  does  not  reside  in  the  building;  and 

Whereas,  The  substantial  number  of  housing  accom- 
modations in  the  City  of  Boston  which  are  not  in  compli- 
ance with  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  the  State 
Building  Code  and/or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
detract  from  and  endanger  the  existence  of  safe,  decent 
and  affordable  housing;  now,  therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including, 
without  limitation.  Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47 
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of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts;  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  acts  of  1970, 
chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971 ,  and  by  chapter  45  of  the 
Acts  of  1987;  and  chapters  1 1 1  and  143  of  the  General 
Laws; 

Be  it  Declared  by  the  City  Council  and  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe, 
decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations exists  in  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  those 
who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or  mod- 
erate annual  incomes,  because  of  deterioration  and  dem- 
olition of  existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of 
new  housing,  and  due,  further,  to  the  conversion  of  rental 
housing  accommodations  to  other  uses  or  forms  of  own- 
ership, particularly  conversion  to  condominiums  or  co- 
operatives, and,  therefore,  the  following  is  declared  to 
be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  1 . 

The  preamble  to  chapter  34  of  the  Ord  inances  of  1 984. 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended; 

(A)  By  striking,  beginning  with  the  words  "Whereas, 
the  deterioration  and  demolition  .  .  ."  and  ending  with  the 
words  "...  increase  in  such  ownership;  and."  the  sec- 
ond, third,  and  fourth  "Whereas"  paragraphs  in  their 
entirety. 

(B)  By  striking,  beginning  with  the  words  "Whereas, 
At  present  .  .  ."  and  ending  with  the  words  "...  assist- 
ance to  such  tenants;  and,"  the  fifth  through  the  seventh 
"Whereas"  paragraphs  in  their  entirety  and  substituting 
therefore  the  following: 

"Whereas,  unless  the  conversion  of  rental  housing 
accommodations  to  other  forms  of  use  or  ownership 
are  further  regulated  and  controlled,  the  housing 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  inflationary 
pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  serious 
threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  wel- 
fare of  thee  itir.ens  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and" 

(C)  By  amending  the  ninth  paragraph  beginning  with 
the  words  "Now,  therefore  .  .  ."  by  striking  the  words 
"and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1 97 1 " ,  as  they  appear 
after  the  words  "chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1970."  and 
before  the  words  "be  it  declared",  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following:  "by  section  26  of  chapter  843  of 
the  Acts  of  1971 ,  by  chapter  45  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  and 
by  chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1987". 

Section  2.

legal  title  of  any  of  any  housing  accommodation  as  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit.  Such  activities 
shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

A.  The  conversion  of  a  controlled  or  decontrolled 
housing  accommodation  to  condominium  units  in 
accordance  with  General  Laws,  chapter  183A;  or 

B.  The  conversion  of  a  controlled  or  decontrolled 
housing  accommodation  to  cooperative  units  in 
accordance  with  General  Laws,  chapters  I56B. 
157.  and  l57B:or 

C.  The  transfer,  sale,  marketing  or  advertisement 
of  any  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit. 


(x)  Removal  Permit:  A  document  issued  by  the 
Board,  which  is  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
board  may  impose  to  allow  removal  of  a  con- 
trolled or  decontrolled  housing  accommodation.

10(m)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  no  person  shall  bring  any  action  to 
recover  possession  of  a  controlled  or  vacancy  de- 
controlled housing  accommodation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removal ,  whether  or  not  a  removal  permit 
has  been  issued,  if  (i)  the  tenants  are  protected 
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pursuant  to  section  10(k);  or(ii)  if  the  master  deed 
was  or  articles  or  organization  were  duly  recorded 
after  May  4,  1988,  pursuant  to  General  Laws 
chapters  I83A.

Section  8.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
tiended,  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  See- 
on  10  the  following  new  section: 

Section  11.  Removal  of  Housing  Accommodations 
Regulated 

(A)  Terms  Defined 

All  terms  used  herein  shall  have  the  meanings  de- 
fined in  section  1  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  except  that  as  used  herein,  the 
term  "housing  accommodation"  as  contained  in 
section  l(n)  shall  not  include:  "Mobile  homes,  trail- 
ers, or  trailer  or  mobile  home  lots." 

(B)  Removal  of  Housing  Accommodation  Regu- 
lated 

Except  as  provided  in  section  11  of  this  ordinance,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  other  person  to 
remove  any  housing  accommodation  unless  the 
board,  after  hearing,  grants  a  removal  permit.  The 
Board  may  issue  such  orders  and  promulgate  such 
regulations  as  are  necessary  to  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section,  and  prescribe,  consistent  with 
this  section,  the  procedure  for  applications,  notice, 
hearings  and  the  grant  and  review  of  removal  per- 
mits. Provided,  however  that  the  requirements  of 
section  11  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any 
building  or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two 
dwelling  units  or  containing  no  more  than  three 
dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  as  his  permanent  residence  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  section  l(n)  (ii)  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(C)  Eviction 

Eviction  of  tenants  from  controlled  or  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations  is  governed  by  section  9  as 
modified  by  sections  10  and  1 1  of  this  ordinance. 
Issuance  of  a  removal  permit  does  not  relieve  any 
person  of  compliance  with  the  eviction  procedures 
contained  in  this  ordinance. 

(D)  Exceptions 

Except  as  otherwise  required  by  this  ordinance  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  the  requirements  con- 
tained in  section  10(i)  relating  to  lodging  and  room- 
ing houses,  no  removal  permit  shall  be  required  for 
the  removal  of  any  housing  accommodation  for 
which,  on  or  before  May  4,  1988.  a  master  condo- 
minium deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  is  located  has  been  duly  re- 
corded pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Laws, 
chapters  183A,  156B,  157  or  157B. 
(1)  Sale  or  Transfer  After  Removal 
Once  a  removal  permit  has  been  issued,  no  addi- 
tional removal  permit  is  required  for  subsequent 
transfers  of  ownership;  provided,  however,  that 
all  subsequent  owners  shall  be  subject  to  the  terms 
of  this  ordinance  and  to  the  effective  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  previously  issued  removal  per- 
mit. 

(E)  Removal  Procedure 

(1)  Generally.  A  separate  removal  permit  shall  be 
issued  for  each  qualifying  housing  accommodation. 
Copies  thereof  shall  be  kept  on  file  at  the  Board  and 
certified  copies  shall  be  available  upon  payment  of  a 
reasonable  fee. 

(2)  Criteria:  In  reviewing  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  the  board  shall  consider  relevant  fac- 
tors including,  without  limitation;  the  aggravation 
of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable  hous- 
ing accommodations  in  the  City  and  its  neighbor- 


hoods which  may  result  from  the  removal,  espe- 
cially for  tenants  of  low  and  moderate  income,  and 
handicapped  or  elderly  tenants.  In  making  such  de- 
termination the  board  shall  review  and  make  find- 
ings as  to  all  relevant  factors  including,  without  lim- 
itation, the  following: 

(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons 
whom  this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  pro- 
tect; 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  resid- 
ing in  the  housing  accommodation  proposed  to  be 
removed; 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and 
inequity  to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  per- 
mit; 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  per- 
mit; and 

(e)  Substantiated  evidence  demonstrating  the  oc- 
currence at  the  site  of  the  housing  accommodation 
of  arson  or  a  suspicious  fire,  as  defined  in  section 
12  of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal  Permit. 

(a)  The  board  shall  grant  a  removal  permit  where 
the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  board  by  suffic- 
ient evidence  (i)  thatjhe  applicant  is  in  compliance 
with  all  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance;  and 
(ii)  that  tenants  who  occupy  a  majority  of  all  of  the 
units  in  a  building  or  project  and  who  have  resided 
in  the  building  or  project  for  one  year  or  longer 
prior  to  the  filing  of  the  removal  permit  applica- 
tion: 

(i)  have  unequivocably  agreed  to  purchase  such 
building  and  convert  it  to  a  limited  equity  coopera- 
tive pursuant  to  General  Laws,  chapters  156B, 
157  and  157B;or 

(ii)  have  unequivocably  agreed  to  purchase  their 
rental  units  when  they  are  converted  to  a  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  unit  and  have  represented 
that  they  are  intending  in  good  faith  to  occupy 
such  units  as  their  principal  and  permanent  resi- 
dences. 

(b)  For  purposes  of  determining  a  "majority"  un- 
der the  previous  subsection,  all  occupied  units  in  a 
building  or  project  shall  be  included  and  voting 
shall  be  done  by  rental  unit  with  all  of  the  tenants 
residing  in  a  unit  treated  as  a  single  tenant.  All 
units  in  a  building  or  project  shall  be  offered  for 
sale  to  the  residing  tenants  at  the  same  time,  at  the 
same  or  comparable  price. 

(4)  Conditions  to  be  Imposed  on  Removal  Permits. 
The  board  shall  impose  the  following  conditions,  if 
applicable,  when  it  grants  a  removal  permit.  Noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance  shall  restrict  an  owner  from 
conveying  his/her  interest  in  any  building  or  prop- 
erty or  portion  thereof  provided  that  the  property 
shall  remain  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance and  to  the  conditions  and  terms  of  the  last  is- 
sued removal  permit.  Once  issued,  a  removal  permit 
shall  not  be  revoked;  however,  the  board  may  subse- 
quently modify  the  terms  of  a  removal  permit  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  section 
11(E)(5)  (a)-(c).  and  may  take  such  action  as  is  neces- 
sary to  enforce  the  terms  of  the  removal  permit,  as 
provided  in  11(F)  of  this  Ordinance. 

(a)  Right  of  First  Refusal  to  Purchase 
Any  tenant  who  lives  in  a  housing  accommodation 
for  which  a  removal  permit  has  been  granted 
shall,  within  sixty  days  of  the  date  of  the  grant  of 
the  permit  or  such  other  time  period  as  shall  be 
established  by  the  board,  be  given  the  right  of  first 
refusal  to  purchase  the  housing  accommodation 
he/she  occupies  for  substantially  the  same  or  more 
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favorable  terms  and  conditions  as  are  being  or 
would  be  offered  to  prospective  arms  length  pur- 
chasers. 

Such  tenant  may  exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to 
purchase  such  housing  accommodation  by  execut- 
ing a  purchase  and  sales  agreement  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  receiv- 
ing a  copy  of  the  purchase  and  sales  agreement 
properly  executed  by  the  person  offering  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  for  sale.  Each  time  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  is  subsequently  offered  for 
sale,  the  tenant  then  occupying  the  housing  ac- 
commodation shall  be  offered  the  right  of  first  re- 
fusal to  purchase  as  described  above  in  this  sec- 
tion. 

(b)  Code  Compliance 

At  the  time  that  a  removal  permit  is  granted  the 
building  must  be  in,  and  thereafter,  remain  in,  full 
compliance  with  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code,  the  State  Building  Code,  the  Boston  Fire 
Prevention  Code  and  any  other  applicable  munici- 
pal code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating  the 
conditions  or  occupancy  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions. Notwithstanding  the  preceding  sentence  if, 
for  good  cause,  the  building  is  not  currently  in 
compliance  with  any  of  the  above  codes,  ordi- 
nances, or  laws,  the  removal  permit  must  be  con- 
ditioned upon  the  applicant's  agreement  to  bring 
the  building  and/or  unit  into  such  compliance 
within  a  specified  time  period  determined  reason- 
able by  the  applicable  enforcement  agency. 

(c)  Maintenance  and  Repairs 

Whenever  the  housing  accommodation  is  used  for 
rental  housing  purposes,  the  owner  must  desig- 
nate a  person  or  persons  within  25  miles  of  the 
building  to  be  responsible  for  maintenance  and  re- 
pairs. The  tenant  in  each  unit  shall  be  informed  by 
the  owner  or  his/her  agent  in  writing  as  to  who  is 
responsible  for  maintenance  and  repairs,  both  as 
to  common  and  individual  unit  areas,  and  such  no- 
tice shall  be  updated  whenever  there  is  a  change  in 
tenants  or  a  change  in  who  is  responsible  for  such 
maintenance. 

(d)  Rent  and  Eviction  Protections 

Whenever  the  housing  accommodation  is  used  for 
rental  housing  purposes,  it  shall  revert  to  its  prere- 
moval  classification  of  controlled  or  vacancy  de- 
controlled and  the  tenant  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
rent  protections  contained  in  sections  4  through  8 
of  this  Ordinance,  as  well  as  the  eviction  protec- 
tions contained  in  sections  9  and  10  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 
4.  Procedures 

(a)  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  controlled  or  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodation,  or  an  application  to  modify  the 
terms  of  a  removal  permit  previously  issued,  upon 
receipt  of  an  application  filed  by  the  landlord,  owner 
or  other  authorized  person .  Such  appl  ication  shal  I  be 
made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  administrator.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party 
to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calen- 
dar days  of  the  date  of  such  notice.  At  any  time,  the 
Board  may,  on  its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on 
any  application.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by 
either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  ini- 
tiative of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant  and 
tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a 
designee  of  the  Board.  Hearings,  final  decision  and 
notification  of  the  final  decision  to  the  applicant  rela- 


tive to  permits  shall  occur  within  sixty  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  request  unless  the  parties  otherwise 
agree.  The  Board  may  consolidate  applications  re- 
lating to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  build- 
ing or  development.  The  Board  may  conduct  a  single 
hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applications.  The 
administrator  may  designate  a  person  or  persons  to 
participate  in  a  removal  proceeding,  where  appro- 
priate, in  order  to  further  the  provisions  and  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  and  to  serve  the  public  inter- 
est. 

(b)  Removal  permit  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  re- 
quirements (7)  and  (8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
section,  if  a  decision  regarding  a  removal  permit  has 
been  made  with  regard  to  such  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation  within  the  preced- 
ing twelve  months,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  for  that 
housing  accommodation  or  may  dismiss  any  such 
application.  In  addition,  if  the  application  is  not  in 
conformance  with  the  filing  requirement  of  this  sec- 
tion or  applicable  regulations,  the  administrator  may 
administratively  dismiss  such  application  without 
holding  a  hearing. 
(F)    Enforcement 

All  of  the  remedies  provided  in  sections  13  through 
16  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  available  to  the  board 
for  purposes  of  enforcing  section  1 1 . 
Section  9.  Chapter  12  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  immediately  before  the 
words  "removal  permit"  everywhere  that  they  appear  in 
that  ordinance  the  following  words: 
mobile  home 
Section  10.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalidated  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall  be  considered  sep- 
arately and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  petition 
amending  section  3  of  chapter  1 14  of  the  Acts  of  1878 
concerning  the  organization  of  the  Boston  Public  Li- 
brary. The  requested  amendment  will  expand  the  number 
of  trustees  from  five  to  nine  and  establish  a  board  of  over- 
seers consisting  of  twenty-five  members  who  shall  assist 
both  the  trustees  and  the  director  in  areas  of  develop- 
ment, outreach,  marketing,  and  fund  raising. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  is  one  of  Boston's  greatest 
cultural  and  educational  assets.  Its  research  library  has 
been  an  invaluable  resource  to  students  and  scholars  for 
over  a  century.  Through  the  twenty-five  branch  libraries, 
it  maintains  a  vital  presence  in  each  of  the  city's  neigh- 
borhoods. 

As  Mayor  of  Boston,  one  of  my  major  goals  has  been 
to  rebuild  and  revitalize  the  services  and  resources  of  our 
Library  to  the  status  that  it  has  enjoyed  in  the  past.  I  have 
been  committed  to  rebuilding  and  maintaining  this  most 
valuable  of  the  city's  cultural  assets.  Since  1984,  with  the 
support  of  the  City  Council,  we  have  increased  the  Li- 
brary's operating  budget  from  $12,000,000  in  1984  to 
$19,500,000  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  a  62.5  percent 
increase  in  the  operating  budget.  This  increase  has  en- 
abled the  Library  to  proceed  with  the  following  initia- 
tives: 

1 .  employ  a  children's  librarian  in  every  branch; 

2.  restore  Saturday  service  in  all  branches; 

3.  open  the  Adult  Literacy  Center  in  the  Dudley 
Square  branch; 

4.  continue  to  increase  acquisitions  for  book  collec- 
tions; 

5.  complete  the  addition  to  and  book  acquisition  for 
the  West  Roxbury  branch;  and 

6.  complete  the  automated  circulation  system. 
Over  $39,000,000  has  been  reserved  in  the  capital 

budget  for  improvements  in  the  physical  condition  of 
both  the  central  facility  in  Copley  Square  and  the 
branches  in  the  neighborhoods.  As  part  of  the  Capital 
Plan  we  are  undertaking  a  major  effort  to  restore  the 
Central  Library's  research  building  —  the  McKim  Build- 
ing in  Copley  Square.  At  the  same  time,  the  city's  com- 
mitment in  this  program  will  provide  for  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  twenty-five  neighborhood  branch  libraries. 

By  expanding  the  number  of  trustees  and  establishing 
the  board  of  overseers,  we  will  broaden  the  involvement 
of  those  concerned  with  the  Library  and  increase  repre- 
sentation of  the  city's  diverse  interests.  In  this  way  we 
can  expand  both  the  capacity  and  vitality  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  for  its  constituents. 

The  Library  is  planning  to  reinforce  its  services  by  es- 
tablishing special  endowments  to  develop  community 
education  and  literary  programs  in  our  neighborhoods 
and  to  strengthen  its  special  collections,  as  well  as  to 
raise  funds  to  assist  in  the  restoration  of  our  efforts  de- 
pends greatly  upon  the  help  we  receive  from  the  private 
sector. 

The  Boston  Public  Library  has  been  built  upon  a  pub- 
lic/private partnership  that  began  in  1852  with  Joshua 
Bates,  whose  substantial  contributions  of  books  and 
funds  helped  launch  the  Library  on  its  path  to  excellence. 
It  is  clear  that  with  the  cooperation  of  dedicated  individ- 
uals and  private  institutions  and  businesses,  we  can  guar- 
antee the  resources  and  services  of  the  Boston  Public  Li- 
brary for  future  generations. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  home  rule 
petition  as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  the  important 
business  of  reorganizing  the  governance  of  the  Library 
can  be  effectively  executed  to  help  this  renowned  institu- 
tion meet  the  needs  of  our  city  well  into  the  twenty-first 
century.

Petition  authorizing  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System 
to  grant  former  Boston  Police  Officer  Ermes  Cametti  a 
pension  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation 
which  would  have  been  payable  to  him  by  the  City  of 
Boston  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by 
him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 
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On  July  2 1 ,  1985 ,  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty 
as  a  patrolman  in  the  Boston  Police  Department,  Mr.  Ca- 
metti  sustained  injuries  which  rendered  him  "totally  and 
permanently  incapacitated." 

Since  October  31,  1987,  the  date  of  his  retirement, 
seeking  a  compensation  option  which  included  long-term 
provisions  for  his  family,  Mr.  Cametti  chose  to  receive 
his  superannuation  retirement  allowance .  Unlike  disabil- 
ity compensation,  this  pension  extends  to  his  family  upon 
his  death.  However,  again  unlike  disability  compensa- 
tion, it  does  not  provide  for  medical  expenses,  and  it 
amounts  to  only  a  percentage  of  his  regular  compensa- 
tion. Therefore,  in  recognition  of  the  courage  and  dedi- 
cation of  law  enforcement  officials  and  their  families, 
particularly  that  to  the  Cametti  family,  I  urge  your  Hon- 
orable Body  to  pass  this  petition  and  to  do  so  as  expedi- 
tiously as  possible.

man in  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  on 
July  21,  1985.  Said  pension  shall  at  all  times  be  equal  to 
the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which  would 
have  been  payable  to  him  by  said  city  had  he  continued  in 
service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment. Upon  Ermes  Cametti's  death,  his  wife  Norma, 
should  she  survive  him,  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  install- 
ments an  annual  benefit  equal  to  three-quarters  of  the 
amount  of  the  annual  pension  that  would  have  been  pay- 
able to  Ermes  Cametti  had  to  continue  to  live. 

Section  2.  On  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  all  amounts 
standing  to  the  credit  of  Ermes  Cametti  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  shall 
be  paid  to  him. 

Section  3.  On  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  superan- 
nuation retirement  allowance  being  paid  to  Ermes  Ca- 
metti by  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  under  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws  chapter  32,  section  5,  effec- 
tive October  3 1 ,  1987,  shall  be  terminated. 

Section  4.  On  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  amount 
of  the  difference  between  the  superannuation  retirement 
allowance  paid  to  Ermes  Cametti  and  the  amount  that 
would  have  been  paid  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  had  it  been  effective  October  3 1 ,  1987,  shall  be  paid 
to  him. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  the  eligibility  provisions 
of  section  100B  of  chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  to  the 
contrary,  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  said  section 
shall  apply  to  Ermes  Cametti  relative  to  his  indemnifica- 
tion by  the  City  of  Boston  for  any  reasonable  hospital, 
medical  and  related  expenses  incurred  by  him  on  or  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  as  a  result  of  the  above- 
mentioned  disability.  Said  Section  100B,  notwithstand-

OUTSIDE  COUNSEL  AS  THAT  OF  SPECIAL 
MUNICIPAL  EMPLOYEE

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  classi- 
fying the  position  of  Special  Outside  Counsel  as  that  of  a 
special  municipal  employee. 

The  City  of  Boston,  from  time  to  time,  must  contract 
with  lawyers  who  are  not  employees  of  the  city  to  per- 
form legal  services  for  the  city.  Those  lawyers  are  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  268A,  the  so-called  "eth- 
ics law,"  which  applies  to  public  officials  and  employees 
generally.  This  means  essentially  that,  while  under  con- 
tract with  the  city,  the  outside  attorneys  can  perform  no 
legal  services  for  any  clients  other  than  the  city  if  such 
services  in  any  way  involve  the  city.  For  example,  if  the 
city  contracts  with  a  major  law  firm  to  provide  advice 
and  representation  on  a  complex  environmental  issue, 
that  firm  could  not  represent  another  client  who  was 
seeking  a  variance  before  the  city's  Zoning  Board  of  Ap- 
peals. This  limitation  can  sometimes  seriously  affect  the 
city's  ability  to  hire  the  most  competent  counsel  availa- 
ble, and  several  other  municipalities  have  addressed  the 
issue  by  making  outside  counsel  special  municipal  em- 
ployees. 

This  order  addressed  this  problem,  while  continuing  to 
maintain  the  highest  level  of  vigilance  against  the  poten- 
tial for  actual  unethical  conduct.  It  creates  a  new  posi- 
tion, that  of  "Special  Outside  Counsel"  where  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  has  determined  that  outside  counsel  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  protect  the  city's  interests  and 
where,  further,  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  determined 
that  there  is  no  genuine  threat  of  any  conflict  with  the 
city's  interest.  Strict  reporting  requirements  would  be 
imposed  on  attorneys  who  receive  such  a  designation. 
Since  attorneys  are  further  governed  by  additional  ethi- 
cal rules  which  prohibit  actual  conflicts  of  interest,  there 
is  little  danger  that  any  such  conflict  of  interest  would 
actually  occur. 

By  this  order,  the  City  Council  would  exercise  its  au- 
thority under  G.L.  c.  268A  to  classify  the  position  of 
Special  Outside  Counsel  as  that  of  a  special  municipal 
employee  thereby  avoiding  any  technical  violation  of 
G.L.  C.268A.

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 
An  Ordinance  Re  Statements 
of  Interest  by  Certain  Officials 
and  Employees  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  48B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  Definitions:  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  un- 
less the  context  requires  otherwise. 

(a)  "amount"  means  a  category  value,  rather  than  an 
exact  dollar  figure,  as  follows:  greater  than  $1,000  but 
not  more  than  $5,000;  greater  than  $5,000  but  not  more 
than  $10,000;  greater  than  $10,000  but  not  more  than 
$20,000;  greater  than  $20,000  but  not  more  than 
$40,000;  greater  than  $40,000  but  not  more  than 
$60,000;  greater  than  $60,000  but  not  more  than 
$100,000;  greater  than  $100,000; 

(b)  "business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  firm,  franchise,  association,  organi- 
zation, holding  company,  joint  stock  company,  receiver- 
ship, business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any  other  legal  en- 
tity organized  for  profit,  nonprofit  or  charitable 
purposes,  including  any  federal,  state,  county,  district  or 
municipal  agency,  authority  or  other  governmental  en- 
tity; 

(c)  "business  with  which  he/she  is  associated"  means 
any  business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or  a  family 


member  is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  appointed  official, 
a  general  partner,  proprietor,  officer,  director,  trustee  or 
serves  in  any  managerial  capacity;  and  any  business  of 
which  more  than  one  percent  of  any  class  of  outstanding 
equity  is  beneficially  owned  in  the  aggregate  by  the  re- 
porting person  and/or  family  members; 

(d)  "candidate"  means  any  individual  who  seeks 
nomination  or  election  to  municipal  office,  as  defined  in 
this  ordinance.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  an 
individual  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  candidate  upon  fulfill- 
ing the  nomination  certification  process  under  the  laws 
or  ordinances  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Election  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston  to  qualify  himself/herself 
for  nomination  or  election  to  such  office; 

(e)  "clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston; 

(f)  "commission"  means  the  Boston  Financial  Dis- 
closure Commission  established  by  section  4  of  this  ordi- 
nance; 

(g)  "equity"  means  any  stock  or  similar  ownership 
interest  in  a  business; 

(h)  "family  member"  means  a  spouse  or  any  depen- 
dent child  residing  in  the  reporting  person's  household; 

(i)  "gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  subscrip- 
tion, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  unless  con- 
sideration of  equal  or  greater  value  is  received.  If  items 
are  furnished  or  services  are  rendered  for  less  than  the 
fair  market  value,  the  difference  between  the  fair  market 
value  and  the  price  paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.  "Gift" 
shall  not  include  a  political  contribution  reported  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  commercially  reasonable  loan  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  anything  of  value  re- 
ceived by  inheritance,  or  received  from  a  family  member 
or  from  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  consanguin- 
ity of  the  reporting  person  or  of  the  reporting  person's 
spouse  or  from  the  spouse  of  any  such  relative; 

(j)  "legislative  agent"  means  any  person  who  for 
compensation  or  reward  does  any  act  to  promote,  oppose 
or  influence  legislation  or  disapproval  thereof,  or  to  in- 
fluence the  Mayor's  approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  or 
to  influence  the  decision  of  any  member  of  the  city  ad- 
ministration where  such  decisions  concern  legislation  or 
the  adoption,  defeat  or  postponement  of  a  standard,  rate, 
rule  or  regulation  pursuant  thereto.  The  term  shall  in- 
clude persons  who  as  any  part  of  their  regular  and  usual 
employment  and  not  simply  incidental  thereto,  attempt  to 
promote,  oppose  or  influence  legislation  or  the  Mayor's 
approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  whether  or  not  any 
compensation  in  addition  to  the  salary  for  such  employ- 
ment is  received  for  such  services; 

(k)  "Mayor"  means  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(1)  "municipal  body"  means  any  agency,  authority, 
board,  bureau,  commission,  council,  department,  divi- 
sion, school  department,  or  other  legal  entity  within  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(m)  "municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  follow- 
ing positions  within  the  government  of  the  City  of 
Boston:  Mayor,  City  Councillor,  School  Committee 
Member; 

(n)  "municipal  official"  means  any  individual  hold- 
ing a  municipal  office,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  this  ordi- 
nance, whether  by  election  or  appointment; 

(o)  "municipal  employee"  means  any  person  who 
holds  a  major  policy  making  position  in  a  municipal  body 
including:  (1)  clerk,  collector-treasurer,  corporation 
counsel;  or  (2)  each  executive  or  the  administrative  head, 
or  heads,  whether  elected  or  compensated  or  uncompen- 
sated, of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies,  including  employ- 
ees with  primary  executive  authority  for  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing: general  purpose  administration;  planning, 
development,  tax  title,  land  use  and  property  disposition; 
public  safety;  education;  inspection  and  licensing;  trans- 
portation; public  works;  or  assessment;  or  (3)  the  execu- 
tive or  administrative  head  or  heads,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  compensated  or  uncompensated,  of  a  munici- 
pal body  or  bodies  which  the  commission  may  designate; 
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or  (4)  any  employee  of  a  municipal  body  whose  salary 
equals  or  exceeds  that  of  a  city  employee  classified  in  job 
group  MM-9,  step  A  of  the  management  development 
and  compensation  plan,  schedule  A,  as  amended  and 
who  reports  to  any  of  the  foregoing  or  who  is  a  head  of  a 
major  administrative  unit  within  a  municipal  body; 

(p)  "person"  means  a  business,  individual,  corpora- 
tion, union,  association,  firm,  partnership,  committee, 
or  other  organization  or  group  of  persons; 

(q)  "political  contribution"  means  a  contribution  of 
money  or  anything  of  value  to  an  individual,  candidate, 
political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an  in- 
dividual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said 
individual  or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
or  opposing  a  charter  change,  referendum  question,  or 
other  question  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include 
any:  (1)  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of 
money,  or  thing  of  value,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a 
candidate  by  a  national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance 
with  the  applicable  banking  laws  and  regulations  and  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business ;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or 
anything  of  value  between  political  committees;  (3)  pay- 
ment, by  any  person  other  than  a  candidate  or  political 
committee,  of  compensation  for  the  personal  services  of 
another  person  which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or 
committee;  (4)  purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate, 
or  political  committee,  whether  through  the  device  of 
tickets,  advertisements,  or  otherwise,  for  fund-raising 
activities,  including  testimonials,  held  on  behalf  of  said 
individual,  candidate,  or  political  committee,  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  purchase  price  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the 
goods  sold  or  services  rendered;  (5)  discount  or  rebate 
not  available  to  other  candidates  for  the  same  office  and 
to  the  general  public;  and  (6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness 
or  payment  of  indebtedness  by  another  person;  but  shall 
not  include  the  rendering  of  services  by  speakers,  edi- 
tors, writers,  poll  watchers,  poll  checkers  or  other,  nor 
the  payment  by  those  rendering  such  services  of  such 
personal  expenses  as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  nor  the 
exercise  of  ordinary  hospitality; 

(r)  "reporting  person"  means  any  person  required  to 
file  a  statement  of  interests  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  Administration 

The  Clerk  shall: 

(a)  on  or  before  March  first  of  each  year,  request 
from  the  Mayor  a  list  of  names  and  positions  of  all 
municipal  employees,  certified  as  to  correctness  and 
completeness,  and  the  Mayor  shall  furnish  said  list 
within  sixty  days. 

(b)  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year,  make  forms 
and  instructions  for  statements  of  interest  available 
to  persons  required  to  file  the  statements  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

(c)  upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance,  issue  to  the  person  filing 
such  statement,  a  receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a 
statement  of  interest  has  been  filed  and  a  receipted 
copy  of  such  statement. 

(d)  make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  munici- 
pal employees  and  the  statements  of  interest  filed 
with  the  clerk  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  available, 
upon  written  request  of  any  individual,  for  public 
inspection  and  copying  during  regular  office  hours 
and  make  copying  facilities  available,  free  of  charge 
or  at  a  charge  not  to  exceed  actual  cost;  the  clerk 
shall  forward  a  copy  of  said  request  to  the  individual 
whose  statement  has  been  examined;  provided, 
however,  that  such  requests  from  the  attorney  gen- 
eral, district  attorney  or  the  state  Ethics  Commission 
shall  be  confidential. 

(e)  compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  state- 
ments of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the 
statements. 


(f)  inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interest  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to 
file  a  statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a 
statement  which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  in- 
spection, the  clerk  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  com- 
mission which  shall  list  all  reporting  persons  who 
have  failed  to  file  a  statement  of  interest  and  all  re- 
porting persons  who  have  filed  a  statement  of  inter- 
est which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  The  clerk  shall  also 
submit  any  further  information  concerning  the  state- 
ments of  interest  upon  the  request  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

(g)  notify,  upon  the  request  of  the  commission,  each 
delinquent  reporting  person  that  a  statement  of  inter- 
est has  not  been  filed  or  that  such  a  statement  which 
has  been  filed  is  deficient.  Such  notice  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and 
the  penalties  for  failure  to  file  a  correct  statement  of 
interest  pursuant  to  this  ordinance.  The  clerk  shall 
inform  the  commission  if  the  delinquent  reporting 
person  does  not  file  or  correct  the  statement  of  inter- 
est within  thirty  (30)  days. 

(h)  preserve  all  statements  filed  with  the  clerk  for 
six  years  from  the  date  of  receipt. 
Section  3.  Statement  of  Interest 

(a)  every  candidate  shall  file  a  statement  of  interest 
for  the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk  on  or 
before  the  date  on  which  a  certification  of  nomina- 
tion or  nomination  papers  for  such  candidate  are 
submitted  to  the  election  commission; 

(b)  every  municipal  official  and  municipal  em- 
ployee shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year  with  the  clerk: 

(1)  on  or  before  June  first  of  each  year  that  such 
person  is  a  municipal  official  or  municipal  em- 
ployee, or  within  thirty  days  after  becoming  an 
official  or  an  employee,  whichever  is  later; 

(2)  on  or  before  June  first  of  the  year  after  such  per- 
son ceases  to  be  a  municipal  official  or  a  municipal 
employee;  provided,  however,  that  no  former  mu- 
nicipal official  or  municipal  employee  shall  be  re- 
quired to  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  any  year  in 
which  he/she  was  a  municipal  official  or  munici- 
pal employee  for  less  than  thirty  days; 

(c)  the  statements  of  interest  shall  be  filed  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  clerk  and  shall  be  signed  under 
penalty  of  perjury  by  the  reporting  person; 

(d)  every  reporting  person  shall  disclose,  to  the  best 
of  his/her  knowledge,  the  following  information  for 
himself/herself  and  every  family  member  for  the 
preceding  calendar  year: 

(1)  the  name  and  address  of,  the  nature  of  associa- 
tion with,  the  share  of  equity  in,  if  applicable,  and 
the  amount  of  income  if  greater  than  $1,000  de- 
rived from  each  business  with  which  he/she  is  as- 
sociated; 

(2)  the  identity  of  all  securities  and  other  invest- 
ments with  a  fair  market  value  greater  than  $  1 ,000 
which  were  beneficially  owned,  not  otherwise  re- 
portable hereunder;  and  the  amount  of  income  if 
over  $1 ,000  for  any  such  security  which  is  issued 
by  a  municipal  body; 

(3)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor,  located 
within,  or  doing  business  with  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  whom  more  than  $1 ,000  was  owed  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  and  the  original  amount,  the  amount  out- 
standing, the  terms  of  repayment,  and  the  general 
nature  of  the  security  pledged  for  each  obligation; 
provided,  however,  that  mortgages  on  the  per- 
son's primary  residence,  obligations  arising  out  of 
retail  installment  transactions,  educational  loans, 
medical  and  dental  expenses,  debt  incurred  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business,  and  any  obligation  to 
make  alimony  or  support  payments  shall  not  be 
reported;  provided,  further,  that  such  information 
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need  not  be  reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  relative 
within  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  or  affin- 
ity; 

(4)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the 
cash  value  of  any  reimbursement  for  expense  ag- 
gregating more  than  $100  in  the  calendar  year  if 
the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  legislative 
agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  official  and 
the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  person  hav- 
ing a  direct  interest  in  legislation,  legislative 
action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if 
the  recipient  is  a  municipal  employee  and  the 
source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  person  having  a 
direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(5)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  and  the  fair 
market  value,  if  determinable,  of  any  gifts  aggre- 
gating more  than  $100  in  the  calendar  year,  if  the 
recipient  is  a  municipal  official  and  the  source  of 
such  gift(s)  is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  a 
matter  before  the  municipal  body  by  which  the  re- 
cipient is  employed; 

(6)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the  most  re- 
cent tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of  assessed  value  of 
all  property  located  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  which  a  direct  or  indirect  finan- 
cial interest  was  held,  which  has  an  assessed  value 
greater  than  $1,000;  and,  if  the  property  was 
transferred  during  the  year,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  furnishing  consideration  to  the  re- 
porting person  or  receiving  it  from  him/her  in  re- 
spect to  such  transfer; 

(7)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the  fair 
market  value  of  any  honoraria  aggregating  more 
than  $100  if  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  legis- 
lative agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  offi- 
cial and  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person 
having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation,  legislative 
action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if 
the  recipient  is  a  municipal  employee  and  the 
source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a  di- 
rect interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal  body 
by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(8)  the  name  and  address  of  any  creditor  who  has 
forgiven  an  indebtedness  of  over  $1,000,  and  the 
amount;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  infor- 
mation need  be  reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  relative 
within  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  or  affinity 
of  the  reporting  person,  or  the  spouse  of  such  a 
relative; 

(9)  the  name  and  address  of  any  business  from 
which  the  reporting  person  is  taking  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence; 

(10)  the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a  business  with 
which  the  reporting  person  is  associated  which  has 
been  transferred  to  a  member  of  the  reporting  per- 
son's immediate  family;  provided,  however,  that  a 
member  of  the  reporting  person's  immediate  fam- 
ily need  not  report  any  such  transfer  to  the  report- 
ing person. 
Section  4.  Boston  Financial  Disclosure  Commission 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Financial  Disclo- 
sure Commission  composed  of  three  (3)  members; 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council; 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commission 
on  a  rotating  basis.  When  the  commission  is  first 
established,  three  members  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
same  time,  but  the  first  member  shall  serve  for  one 
year;  the  second  member,  for  three  years;  and  the 
third  member,  for  five  years; 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than  one 
full  five-year  term  on  the  commission; 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  making  any 
appointment  to  the  commission,  the  Mayor  shall  in- 


struct the  clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy 
on  the  commission  exists; 

(f)  No  member  or  employee  of  the  commission 
shall: 

(1)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  municipal  office 
while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one  year 
thereafter; 

(2)  hold  office  in  any  political  party  or  political 
committee; 

(3)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  municipal  politi- 
cal campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public  office; 

(4)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official  or  a  mu- 
nicipal employee; 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty, 
inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  of- 
fice, violation  of  subsection  (f)  of  this  section,  gross 
misconduct,  or  conviction  of  a  felony.  The  City- 
Council  may  overrule  the  Mayor  with  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

(h)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  commission  shall 
be  filled  within  ninety  days  by  the  original  appoint- 
ing authority.  A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term,  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member 
he/she  succeeds  and  shall  be  eligible  for  a  subse- 
quent appointment  to  one  full,  five-year  term, 
(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  a 
vice-chairperson.  The  vice-chairperson  shall  act  as 
chairperson  in  the  absence  of  the  chairperson  or  in 
the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  that  position. 

(j)  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be  required 
for  any  action  or  recommendation  of  the  commis- 
sion. The  chairperson  or  either  of  the  two  members 
of  the  commission  may  call  a  meeting.  Advance  no- 
tice of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of 
the  commission  and  to  any  other  person  who  re- 
quests such  notice. 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion, but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred 
in  the  course  of  their  commission-related  duties. 
(I)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel  and 
staff,  as  it  deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

(m)  The  powers  and  duties  of  this  commission  shall 
be  to: 

(1)  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  including 
rules  governing  the  conduct  of  proceedings  here- 
under; 

(2)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning 
whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  of  interest  or  has  filed  a  deficient  state- 
ment. If  a  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  of  interest,  or  if  any  such  statement  filed 
with  the  clerk  fails  to  conform  with  the  require- 
ments of  section  3(d)  of  this  ordinance,  then  the 
commission  shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  notify  the 
delinquent  in  writing.  Such  notice  shall  state  in 
detail  each  deficiency  and  the  penalties  for  failure 
to  file  a  correct  statement  of  interest  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance. 

(3)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting  person,  if 
that  person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the  statement  of 
interest  within  thirty  (30)  days.  The  delinquent 
person  may  forego  a  hearing  before  the  commis- 
sion at  his/her  own  discretion,  but  shall  be  subject 
to  a  civil  penalty  pursuant  to  subsection  (m)(4)  of 
this  section.  Any  member  of  the  commission  may 
administer  oaths  and  any  member  of  the  commis- 
sion may  hear  testimony  or  receive  other  evidence

in  any  proceeding  before  the  commission.  All  tes- 
timony in  commission  proceedings  shall  be  under 
oath.  All  parties  have  the  right  to  call  and  examine 
witnesses  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Be- 
fore testifying,  all  witnesses  shall  be  given  a  copy 
of  the  regulations  governing  commission  proceed- 
ings. All  proceedings  of  the  commission  carried 
out  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection 
shall  be  public,  unless  the  members  vote  to  go  into 
executive  session  .Within  thirty  days  after  the  end 
of  the  proceeding  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection,  the  commission  shall  meet  in  execu- 
tive session  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  evi- 
dence before  it.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  com- 
pletion of  its  deliberations,  the  commission  shall 
publish  its  findings. 

(4)  Issue  an  order  requiring  any  delinquent  report- 
ing person  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  $200  for  each 
violation  by  such  person,  if  the  commission  estab- 
lishes in  its  findings  that  violations  of  this  ordi- 
nance have  been  committed,  or  if  the  delinquent 
reporting  person  decides  to  forego  a  hearing  be- 
fore the  commission.  The  commission  may  file  a 
civil  action  in  the  municipal  court  of  Boston  to  en- 
force such  an  order.  Any  action  by  the  commis- 
sion made  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  review  in  the  municipal  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  upon  the  petition  of  any  interested  person 
filed  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  action  for 
which  the  review  is  sought.  The  court  shall  enter  a 
judgment  enforcing,  modifying  or  setting  aside 
the  order  of  the  commission  or  it  may  remand  the 
proceeding  to  the  commission  for  such  further 
action  as  the  court  may  direct. 

(5)  Notify  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  if  the  in- 
spection of  any  statement  of  interests  indicates 
reasonable  cause  for  belief  that  G.L.  chapter 
268A  has  been  violated;  provided,  however,  that 
such  notification  shall  be  confidential. 

Section  5. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  should  be  found  unconstitutional  by 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  6. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  pas- 
sage.

Whereas,  Recycling  the  maximum  volume  of  residen- 
tial solid  waste  is  an  integral  component  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  solid  waste  management  strategy;  and 

Whereas,  The  reduction,  reuse  and  recycling  of  solid 
waste  is  a  cost-effective  and  environmentally  sound  ap- 
proach to  solid  waste  disposal;  and 

Whereas,  Section  5  of  chapter  584  of  the  Acts  of  1 987 
requires  communities  to  pass  recycling  ordinances  in  or- 
der to  participate  in  the  Massachusetts  Regional  Recy- 
cling Program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Regional  Recycling  Pro-

(g)  "Paper":  any  non-soiled  paper,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  newspaper,  mixed  paper,  and  corrugated 
cardboard. 

(h)  "Plastic  container":  any  bottle,  carton,  lid  or  tube 
composed  of  rigid  plastic. 

(i)  "Recyclables":  refuse  material  which  the  Com- 
missioner determines  can  be  recycled,  including,  but  not 
limited  to:  aluminum,  glass  containers,  metal  cans,  pa- 
per, plastic  containers  and  yard  waste. 

(j)  "Recycling":  any  process  by  which  refuse  mate- 
rial which  would  otherwise  become  solid  waste  are  col- 
lected, separated  or  processed  and  returned  to  the  eco- 
nomic mainstream  in  the  form  of  raw  material.

(m)  "Set  out  container":  any  container  composed  of 
weatherproof,  insect-proof  and  rodent-proof  material 
such  as  plastic  or  metal  as  defined  by  the  Commissioner. 
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(n)  "Yard  waste":  grass,  leaves,  tree  and  brush  cut- 
tings and  similar  material. 
Section  2.  Separation  and  Collection. 

(a)  On  a  schedule  to  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioner, residential  owners  of  residential  premises  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissioner  shall  recyclables  from  all 
other  refuse  that  they  deposit  at  the  curb  or  other  pickup 
locations  for  collection  and  shall  place  said  recyclables  in 
set  out  containers  for  collection.

(d)  The  Commissioner  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions related  to  this  ordinance  and  the  enforcement 
thereof. 

Section  3.  Enforcement. 

(a)  A  residential  owner  who  participates  in  the  city's 
recycling  program  and  places  nonrecyclable  materials  in 
set  out  containers  for  collection  shall  receive  two  written 
warnings  before  the  city  may  discontinue  its  pickup  of 
said  owner's  recyclables.  When  a  residential  owner 
demonstrates  compliance  with  this  ordinance  to  the 
Commissioner  by  placing  only  recyclable  materials  in 
set  out  containers,  the  city  shall  resume  collection  of  said 
owner's  recyclables.

1  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  autho- 
rizing the  Public  Facilities  Department  of  Boston  to  ap- 
ply for.  accept  and  expend  a  Public  Works  Economic 
Development  (PWED)  grant  not  to  exceed  $394,353 
from  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Transporta- 
tion and  Construction. 

On  August  27,  1987,  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
of  Boston  tentatively  designated  Lome  Development  As- 
sociates (LDA)  as  the  developer  of  a  number  of  city- 
owned  vacant  parcels  in  the  Franklin  Field  area  of  Dor- 
chester. LDA  plans  to  construct  a  sixty-unit, 
limited-equity  housing  cooperative.  The  project  has  re- 
ceived enthusiastic  support  from  community  residents 
and  representatives.  The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  rede- 
velop long-abandoned  parcels  of  land  into  affordable 
housing. 

Lome  Development  Associates  is  a  joint  partnership 
of  Lena  Park  Community  Development  Corporation  and 
Faith  Pentecostal  Church.  Each  of  these  entities  owns 
parcels  of  land  in  the  project  area  which  they  have 
pledged  to  combine  with  the  city-owned  parcels.  The 
city-owned  parcels  are:

44,  46,  48,  47,  51,  56,  57  and  59  Lome  Street  Parcels

The  site  upon  which  Lome  Development  Associates 
wishes  to  build  consists  of  vacant  land  which  needs  capi- 
tal improvements  for  the  construction  of  housing.  These 
capital  improvements  include  water/sewer  lines,  new 
roadbed  and  sidewalks,  street  lighting  and  landscaping. 

The  construction  and  sale  of  sixty  new  units  of  owner- 
ship housing  on  this  long  vacant  site  will  serve  as  an  im- 
portant stimulus  to  the  economic  revitalization  of  this 
neighborhood.  The  PWED  will  allow  the  city  to  achieve 
several  important  goals:

4.  It  will  provide  five  construction-related  and  sixty 
construction  jobs,  at  least  half  of  which  will  be  for  city 
residents.

5.  It  will  serve  to  reinforce  the  commercial  re\  ilaliza- 
tion  which  is  clearly  evident  along  Blue  Hill  Avenue

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION  OF  $1,545,000 
FOR  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  GENERAL 
SCHOOL  PURPOSES

I  am  today  filing  a  supplemental  budget  request  for  the 
School  Department  for  FY  89. 

The  purpose  of  this  supplemental  budget  is  threefold: 
(a)  to  make  improvements  in  special  education  and  at- 
tempt to  end  a  long-standing  lawsuit  over  alleged  special 
education  inequities;  (b)  to  rectify  the  confusion  over  the 
transportation  of  high  school  students;  and  (c)  to  provide 
additional  dollars  to  make  up  for  the  funding  shortfall  in 
the  important  Alternative  Education  Initiative  effort.  If 
this  supplemental  budget  of  $1,545, 000  is  approved,  the 
total,  city-funded  spending  authority  for  the  School  De- 
partment will  be  $342,595,000  for  FY89,  a  9.9  percent 
increase  over  the  FY88  appropriation  and  will  support  a 
School  Department  FY89  budget  of  $35 1,545, 000. 

There  are  about  13,000  Special  Needs  (c.  766)  chil- 
dren in  the  Boston  Public  Schools.  Of  unique  importance 
to  those  children  and  their  parents  is  the  quality  and  scope 
of  services  of  the  Special  Needs  education  program, 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  a  lawsuit  stretching  back 
over  twelve  years.  Within  the  supplemental  budget  is  an 
amount  of  $995,000,  which  funds  certain  aspects  of  the 
Special  Education  program,  as  required  under  the  terms 
of  a  Special  Education  Remediation  Plan  filed  pursuant 
to  the  recent  court  Disengagement  Order.  If  the  School 
Department  complies  with  the  terms  of  the  Remediation 
Plan  noticeable  improvements  in  special  education 
should  occur. 
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In  the  terms  of  the  additional  transportation  funding,  a 
recommended  increase  of  $250,000  represents  an 
amount  which  will  hold  the  School  Department  harmless 
as  a  consequence  of  incurring  costs  associated  with  pro- 
viding school  bus  transportation  for  high  school  stu- 
dents. In  late  spring,  the  School  Department  proposed  a 
plan  in  which  3,500  high  school  students  would  have 
taken  the  MBTA  instead  of  school  buses.  The  plan  was  a 
direct  result  of  an  assumed  savings  of  $500,000  con- 
tained in  the  current  operating  budget  of  the  School  De- 
partment. Unfortunately,  no  such  savings  will  or  could 
occur.  To  date,  and  after  repeated  requests,  neither  the 
city  budget  office  or  city  Transportation  Department  has 
been  shown  any  analysis  which  supports  such  a  planned 
savings.  The  MBTA  also  did  an  analysis  of  the  proposed 
and  demonstrated  that  the  budget  savings  proposal  of  the 
School  Department  would  actually  end  up  costing  the 
City  of  Boston  $149,300  and  the  Commonwealth  another 
$784,000.  In  sum,  the  proposal  would  substantially  in- 
crease public  expenditures  without  providing  any  addi- 
tional services.  It  is  also  important  to  note  that  officials  of 
the  city's  Transportation  Department  have  met  with  offi- 
cials of  the  School  Department  on  this  matter  and  are 
committed  to  reviewing  future  transportation  proposals 
that  would  genuinely  reduce  costs  while  also  increasing 
the  use  of  available  MBTA  services. 

Finally,  the  supplemental  budget  request  deals  with  a 
funding  commitment  of  $300,000  for  the  innovative  and 
effective  Alternative  Education  Initiative.  This  critical 
program  addresses  the  very  serious  issue  of  school  drop- 
outs, which  has  proven  to  be  very  effective  over  the  past 
two  years.  The  current  operating  budget  of  the  School 
Department  does  not  achieve  complete  and  full  funding 
of  existing  programmatic  levels  of  the  Alternative  Edu- 
cation Initiative.  The  additional  funding  will  allow  us  to 
support  a  programmatic  level  more  comparable  to  cur- 
rent year  progamming  efforts. 

Funding  for  this  supplemental  budget  is  achieved  by 
modest  upward  adjustments  in  FY89  revenue  projections 
for  property  tax  receipts,  c.  121 A  disbursements,  and 
interest  earnings.  I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of 
this  supplemental  budget  and  the  funding  of  these  impor- 
tant education  initiatives.

Section  35  of  chapter  448  of  the  Acts  of  1854,  as 
amended  most  recently  by  chapter  78  of  the  Acts  of 
1976,  states  that  the  City  of  Boston  can  annex  penalties 
not  exceeding  $200  for  the  breach  of  an  ordinance.  This 
is  less  than  the  amount  stated  in  G.  L.  c.  40.  s.21,  which 
allows  cities  and  towns  to  affix  penalties  not  exceeding 
$300  for  breach  of  an  ordinance.  The  city  is  governed  in 
this  instance  by  the  special  act  stating  the  $200  limitation. 

I  support  the  substance  of  the  ordinance.  I,  therefore, 
am  filing  a  new  ordinance  changing  the  penalty  amount, 
where  appropriate,  from  $300  to  $200.  Recognizing  the 
inconsistency  whereby  other  cities  and  towns  can  affix 
senaltics  not  exceeding  $300  for  the  breach  of  an  ordi- 
lancc,  I  am  also  filing  a  home  rule  petition  amending 
iection  35  of  chapter  448  of  the  Acts  of  1854,  to  increase 
iuch  penalty  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  an  amount  not  to 
:xceed  $300.

DITIONING FOR  ELDERLY  AND  HANDI- 
CAPPED RESIDENTS

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, the  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
August  17,  1988,  concerning  fans  and  air  conditioning 
for  elderly  and  handicapped  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  it  is  beyond  the  scope 
of  the  city's  authority.  This  is  because  the  order  would 
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require  the  city  to  take  certain  action  with  regard  to 
Boston  Housing  Authority  (BHA)  property.  The  BHA  is 
a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  created  pursuant  to 
G.  L.  c.  12 IB.  As  such,  it  owns  and  operates  certain 
properties.  The  City  of  Boston  has  no  authority  to  inter- 
fere with  those  properties.  Nor  is  there  authority  for  the 
city  in  mandating  such  measures  generally  as  to  other 
non-city-owned  property,  which  the  order  appears  to  re- 
quire. 

In  addition,  the  order  raises  complex  and  serious  po- 
tential liability  questions.  The  order  appears  to  obligate 
the  city  to  provide,  maintain,  and  replace  fans  and  air 
conditioners  for  an  indefinite  time  into  the  future,  with 
potential  liability  to  the  city  should  it  fail  to  meet  those 
obligations. 

The  spirit  of  the  order  is  well-intentioned.  In  fact,  I 
have  urged  the  federal  government  to  install  this  equip- 
ment in  all  new  elderly  housing  developments.  But  for 
now,  the  City  of  Boston  through  the  Commission  on  Af- 
fairs of  the  Elderly  has  this  past  summer  instituted  a  heat 
relief  program.  As  part  of  this  program,  heat  relief  cen- 
ters were  set  up  for  the  elderly  in  schools,  359  fans  were 
distributed  to  the  elderly,  and  shuttle  services  were  pro- 
vided on  request  to  the  heat  relief  centers.  To  ensure  that 
our  elderly  citizens  would  be  aware  of  this  heat  relief 
program,  approximately  6,000  notices  of  the  heat  relief 
program  were  delivered  to  libraries,  senior  centers, 
BHA  developments,  and  private  housing  developments. 
In  addition  to  the  heat  relief  program,  the  Commission 
on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  has  worked  closely  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 
24-Hour  Service  in  order  to  provide  the  quickest  re- 
sponse to  heat-related  inquiries.

No  person  shall  take  water  from  the  ground 
in  an  amount  exceeding  400  gallons  in  a  twenty-four 
hour  period,  except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  granted 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services. 

Section  2.  The  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be,  in  the  case 
of  taking  less  than  1 .000  gallons  per  day,  $50  for  a  period 
not  exeeding  ninety  days,  and  in  the  case  of  taking  1 ,000 
or  more  gallons  per  day,  S300  plus  the  cost  reasonably 
incurred  by  said  commissioner  in  assessing  the  impact  of 
such  permit  and/or  preparing  a  strategy  for  recharging 
the  water  table. 

Section  3.  A  permit  for  taking  of  groundwater  shall  be 
issued  forthwith  upon  a  showing  that  the  same  would 
have  no  significant  adverse  effect  on  the  water  table  nor 
on  any  adjacent  estate,  or  in  the  alternative,  upon  the 
condition  that  petitioner  shall  take  appropriate  action, 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services, 
to  avoid  or  minimize  adverse  effects  of  the  taking,  and  no 
permit  shall  issue  otherwise.

Whereas,  In  the  process  of  excavation  of  Huntington 
Avenue  for  several  months  by  a  massive  project  which 
involves  the  state,  the  city,  the  MBTA,  Boston  Edison 
and  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commmission,  contractors 
have  isolated  a  small,  one-room  store  so  seriously  that 
distributors  have  been  unable  to  bring  in  supplies  and 
customers,  many  of  whom  are  elderly,  have  been  dis- 
couraged from  using  her  store;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  this,  the  store  which  has  been 
the  sole  source  of  income  for  the  owner  and  her  children 
for  the  past  1 1  years,  has  now  closed,  driven  out  of  busi- 
ness as  a  result  of  the  "improvements"  which  were  un- 
dertaken without  a  plan  for  dealing  with  the  damage 
caused  to  abutting  businesses  and  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  Several  other  businesses  on  Huntington  Av- 
enue have  complained  of  the  same  suffering;  and 

Whereas,  Similar  situations  on  a  grand  scale  will  occur 
in  connection  with  the  depressing  of  the  Central  Artery 
unless  we  ensure  otherwise;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  cannot  afford  to  have  the  loss  of 
jobs,  revenues  and  damages  that  result  from  this  kind  of 
poorly  planned  activity  on  its  roads  and  sidewalks;  and 

Whereas,  Meeting  with  the  state  DPW  and  contractors 
have  failed  to  resolve  the  difficulties  to  our  satisfaction;

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determine  whether  or  not  the  same  will  cause  damage 
(which  term  shall  include  interruption  of  business,  physi- 
cal damage,  loss  of  quiet  enjoyment,  and  all  other  forms 
of  damage)  to  any  owner  or  tenant  of  an  abutting,  adja- 
cent or  nearby  estate.  When  the  board  or  officer  deter- 
mines that  such  damage  is  a  consequence  of  the  undertak- 
ing, no  license,  permit,  or  permission  for  the  use  of  the 
public  property  shall  be  granted  until  remuneration  for 
such  damage  shall  have  been  secured,  by  reason  of  pay- 
ment, bond,  or  deposit  satisfactory  to  the  board  or  officer 
and  to  the  corporation  counsel,  unless  the  owner  or  ten- 
ant shall  elect  to  secure  remuneration,  or  to  waive  remu- 
neration, in  his,  her,  or  its  own  behalf.  The  corporation 
counsel  shall  whenever  necessary  bring  an  action  to  se- 
cure or  recover  any  such  damage,  and  unless  the  court 
shall  otherwise  direct,  the  collector-treasurer  shall  re- 
ceive any  proceeds  of  such  an  action  as  trustee  for  the 
owner  or  tenant  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  party  dam- 
aged.

MEANS  OF  RELIEF  FOR  ELDERLY  RESIDENTS

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  I .  Preamble. 

Whereas,  An  unseasonable  spell  of  hot  weather  con- 
tributed to  the  deaths  of  certain  elderly  tenants  in  apart- 
ments with  inadequate  heat  relief  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Sanitary  Code,  while  setting 
standards  for  minimum  temperatures  for  residential 
rental  units  in  cold  weather  months,  is  silent  on  ameliora- 
tion of  excessive  heat  conditions  in  dwelling  units  during 
summer  months;  and 

Wherea,  It  is  necessary  to  require  that  units  occupied 
by  elderly  tenants  have  air  conditioning  for  the  comfort 
and  safety  of  these  occupants;  now,  therefore,  be  it  or- 
dained to  be  in  the  publ  ic  interest  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Air  Conditioning  Hot  Weather  Relief  for 
Elderly  Tenants. 

City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinance,  Title  10,  is  amended 
by  inserting  after  chapter  3  the  following  chapter  4:  CBC 
Ord.  10  chapter  4  —  Air  Conditioning/Hoi  Weather  Re- 
lief for  Elderly  Tenants 
Chapter  4. 

Section  1 .  Every  rental  unit  leased  to  a  person  sixty- 
five  years  of  age  or  older,  or  whose  spouse  is  sixty-five 
years  of  age  or  over,  shall  be  provided  with  air  condition- 
ing or  a  fan  system  for  relief  in  periods  of  excessively  hot 
weather.  This  law  shall  apply  during  the  period  between 
June  fifteenth  and  September  fifteenth  whenever  natural 
or  solar  heat  causes  the  temperature  outside  the  building 
or  anywhere  within  the  rental  unit  to  reach  90  degrees 
Fahrenheit  (32  degrees  Celsius)  or  more. 

The  temperature  outside  may  be  read  and  the  require- 
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merits  met  at  a  height  of  five  feet  ( 1 .5m)  above  floor  level 
at  the  point  of  main  entry  to  the  building  or  at  a  height  of 
five  feet  above  floor  level  in  any  of  the  common  areas  of 
the  building. 

Section  2.  The  owner  of  the  building  or  designated 
agent  shall  install  or  have  available  for  immediate  use  air 
conditioning  for  relief  of  heat  unless  an  elderly  tenant 
agrees  in  writing  as  part  of  a  rental  lease  or  tenancy  at 
will  to  provide  such  heat  relief  equipment  at  his  or  her 
expense. 

Section  3.  Complaints  of  violations  shall  be  directed  to 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  housing  inspection 
division.

Section  1.  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1987,  enti- 
tled "An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Comparable  Worth 
Commission"  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Ordi- 
nance"), is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  section,  after  the 
definition  of  "Personnel  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston,"  the  following  new  definition: 

Reclassification  and  Pay  Equity  Study  shall  mean 
the  study  conducted  by  a  private  consultant  hired  by 
the  office  of  Personnel  Management  to  examine  and 
reclassify  the  city's  job  positions. 

Section  2.  Section  3  of  the  Ordinance  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  section  in  its  entirety  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section:

Action  office,  to  serve  ex  officio.

8.  The  Equal  Rights  Advisor  to  the  Mayor,  to  serve  ex 
officio. 

9.  A  member  of  the  City  Council  designated  by  the 
President  of  the  City  Council. 

Members  of  the  CWC  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation and  shall  be  designated  special  municipal  em- 
ployees for  the  purposes  of  Chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws. 
Section  3.  Section  4  of  the  Ordinance  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  section  in  its  entirety  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 
Section  4.  The  CWC  shall  provide  advice  on  issues 
related  to  comparable  worth  to  the  Office  of  Person- 
nel Management  during  the  conduct  of  the  reclassifi- 
cation and  pay  equity  study.  During  the  course  of  the 
study,  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management  shall 
consult  with  the  CWC.  or  a  subcommittee  thereof,  at 
CWC's  request  upon  reasonable  notice,  and  shall 
provide  access  to  information  related  to  comparable 
worth  issues,  also  at  CWC's  request  upon  reason 
able  notice,  prior  to  the  Office  ot  Personnel  Man- 
agement's making  decisions  on  comparable  worth 
issues.

An  Ordinance 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  currently  con- 
ferred upon  the  Senior  Response  Unit  of  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department,  said  unit  shall  have  the  power  and  duty 
to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  following  caption  and  sec- 
tions: 

"Security   Requirements   for  Certain   Residential 

Buildings." 
Section  1.  Scope. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  and  regulate  all  Boston 
Housing  Authority's  elderly/handicapped  facilities 
and  all  privately  owned  or  managed  elderly/handi- 
capped facilities  where  75  percent  or  more  of  the 
elderly  or  handicapped  residents  receive  subsidized 
housing  through  the  federal  government's  section  8 
program  and/or  the  Commonwealth's  program  or 
any  other  state  or  federal  program. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

Solely  for  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  follow- 
ing terms  shall  be  defined  as  follows: 
"building  entrance,"  an  entrance  providing  access 
from  outside  the  building  or  from  an  entry  vestibule 
to  an  interior  corridor,  lobby  or  stairway  which 
leads  to  individual  dwelling, 
"building  permit,"  as  defined  by  the  Inspectional 
Service  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
"Crime  Prevention  Officer,"   individuals  autho- 
rized by  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Train- 
ing Council  to  perform  a  crime  prevention  survey. 
"Crime  Prevention  Survey."  as  defined  by  the 
Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council 
and  performed  by  a  certified  crime  prevention  offi- 
cer. 

"Commanding  Officer,"  the  individual  designated 
by  the  Boston  Police  Department  responsible  for  the 
operation  of  the  Senior  Response  Unit, 
"dwelling  unit, "  the  part  of  a  building  that  is  used  as 
a  home,  residence  or  sleeping  place  by  one  or  more 
persons  who  maintain  a  household, 
"elderly  person."  any  person  who  is  at  least  sixty- 
two  years  of  age. 

"handicapped  person,"  any  person  who  is  physi- 
cally handicapped  as  defined  by  section  I3A  of 
chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  mental  ly  handicapped  as 
defined  by  29  U.S. C.  section  706  (7)(b). 
"housing development,"  any  building,  structure,  or 
any  other  real  or  personal  property  rented  or  offered 
for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the 
city,  including  without  limitation,  houses,  apart- 
ments rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and  other 
properties  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
"landlord,"  the  individual  who  holds  title  to  any 
housing  accommodation  in  any  manner  including, 
without  limitation,  a  partnership,  corporation,  or 
trust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  rights  and 
duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the  obliga- 
tion of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  customar- 
ily accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord, 
"safety  officer, ' '  as  defined  by  the  Senior  Safety  Di- 
vision of  the  Public  Safety  Unit  of  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority. 

"security  station,"  as  defined  by  the  Senior  Safety 
Division  of  the  Public  Safety  Unit  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

"subsidized  housing,"  housing  accommodations 
which  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof  either  owns,  operates,  finances,  subsi- 
dizes or  insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates 
the  individual  rents  thereof, 
"tenant,"  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
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other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation. 

"well  advertised,"  actions  which  are  reasonably 
calculated  to  give  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  an 
impending  tenant  meeting. 
Section  3.  Security  Requirements. 
The  landlord  of  any  housing  accommodation  cov- 
ered by  this  ordinance  shall  provide  safety  officers, 
on  a  twenty-four-hours  a  day,  seven  days-a-week 
basis.  The  safety  officers'  duties  shall  include,  with- 
out limitation,  the  monitoring  of  all  building  en- 
trances. 

Further,  all  housing  developments  covered  by  this 
ordinance  shall  be  required  to  have  a  security  sta- 
tion. Notwithstanding  the  above,  an  alternative  se- 
curity plan  utilizing  other  security  measures  may  be 
substituted. 

Section  4.  Alternative  Security  Plan. 
The  Alternative  Security  Plan  shall  be  based  on  a 
crime  prevention  survey  and  may  or  may  not  require 
the  presence  of  a  safety  officer.  The  landlord  shall 
be  responsible  for  developing  the  Alternative  Secu- 
rity Plan.  The  landlord  shall  submit  a  copy  of  the 
Alternative  Security  Plan  and  the  Crime  Prevention 
Survey  on  which  the  plan  is  based  to  the  Command- 
ing Officer  of  the  Senior  Response  Unit  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department.

1)  The  Alternative  Security  Plan  or  apppropriate 
summary  is  distributed  to  all  residents: 

2)  A  well-advertised  tenant  meeting  is  held  to  dis- 
cuss said  plan  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  the 
plan  was  distributed; 

3)  A  ballot  is  distributed,  within  two  weeks  of  the 
said  tenant  meeting,  to  all  residents  and  returned 
to  the  landlord  within  two  weeks  of  its  distribu- 
tion. 

4)  The  plan  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  resi- 
dents who  vote.  An  Alternative  Security  Plan 
must  be  reviewed  and  amended  (if  necessary)  an- 
nually. The  process  of  tenant  approval  must  also 
be  conducted  annually. 

Section  5.  Crime  Prevention  Survey 
A  Crime  Prevention  Survey  must  be  completed  by  a 
certified  Crime  Prevention  Officer  and  a  new  survey 
done  every  three  years.  A  new  Crime  Prevention 
Survey  must  be  performed  if  a  building  permit  is 
required  for  structural  changes  in  the  dwelling  units 
at  any  point  during  the  three-year  period. 
Section  6.  Protection  from  Unreasonable  Rent  In- 
creases. 
Additional  costs  incurred  in  complying  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance  may  not  be  recovered 
through  rent  increase. 

Section  7.  Enforcement;  Fines. 
This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Director  of 
i  the  Senior  Response  Unit.  The  Director  shall  notify 
1  the  landlord  in  the  event  a  housing  development  is 
found  to  be  in  noncompliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance.  Said  landlord  shall  have  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  notification  in  which  to  achieve 
compliance. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  the  thirty-day  period,  the 
landlord  of  a  housing  accommodation  still  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
$150.  Each  day  thereafter  that  the  housing  develop- 
ment remains  in  noncompliance  shall  be  deemed  a 
separate  violation  of  this  ordinance. 
Upon  the  Director's  determination  that  the  landlord 


is  making  good  faith  efforts  to  comply  with  this  ordi- 
nance as  quickly  as  is  reasonably  possible,  the  Di- 
rector shall  have  the  discretion  to  refuse  to  impose  a 
fine. 
Section  2.  Severability. 

The  provisions  ot  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if

Whereas,  The  Jamaica  Plain  Stable  at  Williams  Street 
is  the  lone  surviving  stable  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  is  of 
historic  and  social  value  to  the  residents  of  surrounding 
communities;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  and  the  residents  of  this 
city  have  expressed  an  overwhelming  interest  in  preserv- 
ing the  Jamaica  Plain  Stable  at  Williams  Street  as  a  stable 
for  future  generations;  and 

Whereas,  The  Jamaica  Plain  Stable  at  Williams  Street 
is  in  immediate  need  of  repairs  and  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  intends  to  advertise  an  RFP  for  developers 
interested  in  rehabilitating  the  William  Street  Stables: 
and 

Whereas,  Developers  have  expressed  interest  in  the 
project  but  have  expressed  disatisfaction  concerning  the 
i  lack  of  pertinent  information  regarding  the  condition  of 
I  the  Stables;  now,  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston's  Inspectional  Serv- 
]   ices  Department  use  their  technical  and  in-house  experi- 
ence to  inspect  the  site  and  to  determine  what  improve- 
ments are  necessary  to  bring  the  stables  and  adjacent 
1  buildings  on  the  property  in  compliance  with  the  State 
I  Building  order;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  this  information  along  with  an  estimate 
of  costs,  be  promptly  provided  to  the  Public  Facilities 
:  Department  and  through  them  be  made  available  to  all 
'i  interested  developers.

Whereas,  A  serious  emergency  exists  relating  to  the 
public  health,  which  has  not,  to  date,  adequately  been 
addressed  by  the  state's  public  health  regulations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  arises  from  the  lack  of  pro- 
visions regarding  the  disposal  of  hazardous  waste  from 
doctors'  offices,  veterinary  offices,  clinics  and  laborato- 
ries; and 

Whereas,  It  is  important  to  the  public  health  that  cer- 
tain minimum  requirements  be  imposed  and  enforced  un- 
til such  time  as  complete  regulation  is  accomplished; 
now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  C.B.C.  Ord.  T.  14,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by: 

1 .  Adding  a  new  caption  and  section  (        )  follow- 
ing section  (        ),  as  follows: 

Medical  Waste  Disposal 
"No  person  shall  store,  keep,  transport,  dispose  or 
prepare  for  transport  or  disposal  medical  waste  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  the  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regula- 
tions, except  in  accord  with  such  regulations,  nor  un- 
less the  same  are  wrapped  or  placed  in  a  container 
which  will  prevent  puncture  by.  or  spillage  of,  such 
waste,  nor  unless  the  same  is  then  bagged  in  a  plastic  or 
craft  paper  container  (meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
ordinances  for  strength)  marked  "MEDICAL 
WASTE."  No  person  shall  dispose  of  such  waste  in  any 
manner  inconsistent  with  state  or  federal  law.

An  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Weekly  Report  by  Police  Commissioner. 
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The  Police  Commissioner  shall  prepare  and  furnish, 
each  week  to  the  City  Council,  a  report  on  the  number  of 
crimes  reported  in  the  city  during  the  previous  week  in 
the  following  categories:  viz.:  murder,  rape,  assault, 
armed  robbery,  breaking  and  entering  of  homes,  and 
purse-snatching,  tabulated  by  police  district  and  provid- 
ing, in  addition  to  the  district  number,  the  geographical 
area  of  the  city  comprising  the  district,  and  within  each 
district  tabulated  according  to  the  several  tours  of  duty. 
The  Police  Commissioner  shall,  in  preparing  each  re- 
port, also  include  cumulative  reported  totals  of  the 
crimes  enumerated  above,  tabulated  as  aforesaid,  for  the 
year  to  date  of  making  the  report. 

The  Police  Commissioner  shall  also  prepare  and  fur- 
nish each  week  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council  a 
report  on  the  deployment  of  sworn  police  officers  to  each 
district  by  shift.  This  report  shall  include  the  use  of  over- 
time, leave  taken  by  officers,  and  officers  assigned  to 
each  district  but  assigned  out  to  other  districts.

Whereas,  The  State  Sanitary  Code  provides  that  own- 
ers of  residential  buildings  shall  only  provide  screens  on 
windows  for  the  first  four  floors  of  the  building;  and 

Whereas,  Many  families  with  young  children  reside  in 
multi-story  buildings  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  law  needs  to  ensure  the  safety  of  those 
children;  and 

Whereas,  The  recent  death  of  a  young  boy,  who  fell 
from  a  screenless  window  on  the  seventh  floor  of  the 
Mandela  housing  development,  brings  to  light  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  current  state  code;  and 

Whereas,  Action  needs  to  be  taken  before  another 
tragedy  occurs;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  no  home  rule  authority 
to  amend  the  State  Sanitary  Code  but  may  direct  the  local 
unit  in  charge  of  code  enforcement  to  issue  a  regulation 
stricter  than  that  promulgated  by  the  state;  therefore,  be 
it 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices shall  issue  a  regulation  to  strengthen  the  State  Sani- 
tary Code,  chapter2:  sec.  410.551  by  providing  that  the 
owners  (of  residential  property)  shall  provide  screens  for 
all  windows  designed  to  be  opened  on  all  floors  opening 
directly  to  the  outside  from  any  dwelling  unit  or  room 
unit;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  does  hereby 
support  a  bill  to  be  filed  by  Senator  Boiling  amending  the 
Sanitary  Code  so  that  the  problem  may  be  addressed  at  a 
state-wide  level.

DEPARTMENTS  HISTORY  OF  MINORITY 
HIRING 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  allegedly  have  been  deliberate  at- 
tempts to  circumvent  a  consent  decree  between  the  fed- 
eral court  and  the  City  of  Boston  in  regard  to  increased 
minority  employment;  and 

Whereas,  Two  white  Boston  fire  fighters  have  been 
fired  for  allegedly  intentionally  falsifying  their  1977  fire 
fighter  civil  service  exam  applications  with  regard  to 
their  race  in  order  to  gain  employment  with  the  Boston 
Fire  Department;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Person- 
nel Administration  administers  the  civil  service  exams; 
and 

Whereas.  There  have  been  further  allegations  that 
twenty  to  sixty  white  fire  fighters  were  hired  during  the 
mid  to  late  1970s  after  knowingly  giving  false  represen- 
tations of  their  race  in  order  to  gain  employment  with  the 
Fire  Department;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council's  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  conduct  a  hearing  to  investigate  the  Boston  Fire 
Department's  history  of  minority  hiring  and  have  offi- 
cials from  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Personnel  Administration,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Attorney  General's  Office  testify;  and  be 
it  further 

Ordered.  That  the  Mayor's  office  conduct  a  full-scale 
investigation  into  the  city's  minority  hiring  practices  to 
determine  if  there  has  been  thorough  compliance  with  the 
federal  court  decree.

THE  RENT  EQUITY  ORDINANCE 

Coun.  BYRNE,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
Governmentally  Involved  Housing,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0761 ,  ordinance  amending  the 

Rent  Equity  Ordinance  (referred  June  8,  1988.  by  the 

Committee  on  Housing)  —  recommending  passage  of  the 

ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight. 

An  Ordinance 

Improving  the  Rent.  Eviction. 

and  Condominium  Conversion  Protections 

for  Tenants  in  Governmentally  Involved  Housing. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
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Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  wishes  to  insure  that  ten- 
ants in  governmentally  involved  subsidized  housing  have 
protections  which  are  equal  to  those  of  tenants  in  private 
housing,  to  the  extent  that  it  has  the  authority  to  provide 
such  protections;  and 

Whereas,  Concerns  have  been  raised  that  the  City  of 
Boston's  current  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  may 
not  sufficiently  provide  protections  for  low-  and 
moderate-income  tenants  who  are  in  governmentally  in- 
volved housing,  particularly  those  subsidized  housing 
units  which  may  be  subject  to  prepayment  of  mortgage 
financing;  and 

Whereas,  The  goal  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  to  encour- 
age owners  of  this  governmentally  involved  housing  to 
not  prepay  the  existing  mortgage  financing  and  to  accept 
federal  incentives  to  maintain  their  existing  mortgages 
and  subsidy;  now,  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  laws  as  follows,  and  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority vested  in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation. 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusett,  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  by  section 
26  of  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  197 1 ,  by  chapter  45  of 
the  Acts  of  1987,  and  by  chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1987: 

Section  1.  Section  l(n)(i)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984,  as  amended,  is  amended  by  striking  the 
section  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefore  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"(i)  Housing  accommodations  which 

(a)  are  owned  by  a  governmental  unit,  agency,  or 
authority,  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  units 
exempted  under  this  subsection  (except  for  housing 
accommodations  owned  or  acquired  by  the  City  of 
Boston)  shall  be  eligible  for  vacancy  decontrol  un- 
der section  l(n)(iii)  or  l(n)(v)  after  the  basis  for  ex- 
emption under  this  subsection  ceases  to  exist;  or, 

(b)  have  mortgages  insured  or  held  by  a  govern- 
mental unit,  except  as  provided  in  section  l(n)(iii)or 
section  l(n)(vi)  below,  so  long  as  and  only  to  the 
extent  that  federal  or  state  law  specifically  preempts 
local  rent  control  boards  from  regulating  the  rents 
for  such  housing  accommodations,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  none  of  the  units  exempted  under  this  sub- 
section shall  be  eligible  for  vacancy  decontrol  under 
section  l(n)(iii)or  l(n)(v)  after  the  basis  for  exemp- 
tion under  this  subsection  ceases  to  exist;  or, 

(c)  are  under  a  section  8  existing  or  moderate  reha- 
bilitation subsidy  contract,  under  the  rental  rehabili- 
tation program,  the  chapter  707  certificate,  moder- 
ate rehabilitation,  or  substantial  rehabilitation 
programs  or  any  other  federal,  state,  or  local  public 
subsidy  program  which  guarantees  that  the  tenant 
pays  no  more  than  30  percent  of  adjusted  income  as 
the  tenant's  share  of  the  rent,  but  only  to  the  extent 
that  such  units  remain  under  subsidy  and  the  rent 
charged  is  within  the  subsidy  contract  authority  of 
the  agency  providing  subsidy  on  behalf  of  the  tenant, 
provided,  however,  that  rent  increases  which  cause 
the  rent  to  exceed  the  subsidy  contract  authority  of 
the  agency  providing  subsidy  be  subject  to  review  by 
the  board  under  sections  5,  6,  or  7  of  this  ordinance 
as  applicable  and  provided  further,  that  if  the  basis 
for  exemption  under  this  subsection  ceases  to  exist. 
such  units  shall  revert  to  their  prior  controlled  or 
decontrolled  status  for  the  purpose  of  rent  regulation 
except  that  the  landlord  may  apply  for  decontrol  of  a 
controlled  unit  if  a  voluntary  vacancy  occurred  dur- 
ing the  period  of  exemption. 

All  such  housing  accommodations  under  this  section. 


although  exempt  from  local  rent  regulation,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  operations  of  sections  9  to  19  with  regard  to 
evictions  and  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
and  removal  protections,  except  to  the  extent  that  the  fed- 
eral and  state  law  specifically  exempts  such  housing  ac- 
commodations from  such  protections;  provided,  how- 
ever, housing  accommodations  which  are  owned  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  are  exempt  from  all  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance.  Should  such  housing  accommo- 
dations lose  their  eligibility  for  exemption  from  rent  con- 
trols, the  owner  shall  have  the  obligation,  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  such  loss  of  eligibility,  to  petition  the  board 
to  establish  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  such  housing 
accommodations.  Such  maximum  lawful  rent  shall  be 
the  rent  lawfully  charged  as  of  February  I,  1988,  ad- 
justed to  insure  that  such  rent  provides  a  fair  net  operat- 
ing income  as  of  the  date  of  the  loss  of  eligibility  for 
exemption.  In  determining  rents,  the  board  shall  con- 
sider, but  shall  not  set  a  fair  net  operating  income  in  ex- 
cess of,  the  amount  of  income  available,  or  which  would 
have  been  available,  under  a  plan  of  action  approved  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment and  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development,  at  its  discretion,  pursuant  to  Title  II  of  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1987  had 
the  owner  not  prepaid  the  mortgage;  said  plan  of  action 
shall  be  one  which  prevents  the  displacement  of  tenants 
and  preserves  the  long-term  affordability  of  all  the  units 
in  the  development. 

The  owner  of  housing  accommodations  which  are  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  which,  subse- 
quent to  January  10,  1983,  receive  a  mortgage  issued  by 
the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  or  any  authority 
created  under  the  laws  thereof  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
apply  for  a  removal  permit  pursuant  to  section  1 1  or  sent 
a  notice  pursuant  to  section  1 0  of  this  ordinance  until  the 
expiration  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  recording  of 
said  mortgage." 

Section  2.  Section  l(n)(iii)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984,  as  amended,  is  amended  by  striking  the 
phrase  ".  January  1.  1972"  and  substituting  therefor  the 
phrase  "January  I,  1975",  and  by  adding  the  words 
"and  after  January  1 ,  1972,  with  respect  to  housing  ac- 
commodations described  in  paragraph  (n)(vi)  below"  af- 
ter the  phrase  "described  in  paragraph  (n)(i)  above." 

Section  3.  Section  l(n)(vi)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984,  as  amended,  is  amended  by  striking  the 
section  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  follow- 
ing: 

"(vi)  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  any  Authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
insures  or  insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to  sec- 
tions 207  or  220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended,  provided  that  such  housing  accommodations 
shall  be  considered  housing  accommodations  only  for 
the  purposes  of  sections  10  through  19  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance,  unless  said  housing  accommodation  is  subject 
to  an  agreement  pursuant  to  Mass.  General  Laws  chapter 
12 1 A  with  the  City  of  Boston  and/or  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority,  in  which  case  such  housing  accommo- 
dations shall  be  considered  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modations only  for  the  purposes  of  section  6  of  the 
ordinance  and  shall  be  considered  housing  accommoda- 
tions only  for  the  purposes  of  sections  9  through  19  inclu- 
sive of  this  ordinance,  provided  further,  housing  accom- 
modations which  have  mortgages  insured  under  section 
221(d)  of  the  National  Housing  Act.  as  amended,  and 
which  have  never  received  a  federal  rental  subsidy  or 
below  market  interest  rate  mortgage  subsidy  shall  not  be 
considered  housing  accommodations  but  shall  be  consid- 
ered housing  accommodations  only  for  the  purposes  of 
sections  10  through  19  inclusive  of  this  ordinance;  and 
provided  further,  however,  that  if  the  titles  of  more  than 
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50  percent  of  the  units  in  housing  accommodations  which 
had  or  have  mortgage  insurance  pursuant  to  section  220 
of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  were  transfer- 
red as  condominium  units  to  owner  occupants  and  such 
titles  were  recorded  at  the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of 
Deeds  on  or  before  December  31,  1983,  such  housing 
accommodations  shall  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of 
this  ordinance." 

Section  4.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing after  section  l(n)(vii)  of  the  ordinance: 

"If  a  housing  accommodation  is  exempt  by  opera- 
tion of  more  than  one  of  the  provisions  of  these 
seven  subsections,  one  of  which  provides  a  limited 
exemption  and  at  least  one  of  which  is  not  so  limited, 
then  the  provisions  of  the  exemption  not  so  limited 
shall  apply,  except  the  exemption  described  in  sub- 
section (v),  above,  shall  be  deemed  a  limited  exemp- 
tion for  purposes  of  this  provision." 
Section  5.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing section  to  the  ordinance  which  shall  be  assigned 
an  appropriate  section  number  by  the  City  Clerk:  "The 
Board  shall  confer  with  interested  parties,  including  but 
not  limited  to  representatives  of  landlords,  tenants,  and 
community  development  corporations  in  order  to  de- 
velop written  recommendations  to  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor  for  amendments  to  the  ordinance  which  will 
foster  the  preservation  of  housing  accommodations  con- 
structed  or  developed   pursuant   to    sections   202, 
22 1  (d)(3),  and  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act  as  hous- 
ing which  will  remain  affordable  to  the  low-income  ten- 
ants and  moderate-income  tenants  presently  residing  in 
such  accommodations,  including  but  not  limited  to  in- 
centives for  limited  equity  cooperative  ownership  by 
such  tenants  and  appropriate  requirements  for  tenant  fi- 
nancial contribution.  The  board  shall  report  its  recom- 
mendations under  this  provision  by  December   15, 
1988." 
Section  6.  Severability. 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions, 


sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  subsections.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  RE  PROHIBITION  ON 
PURCHASE  OF  SHELL  OIL  CORPORATION 
PRODUCTS  UNTIL  ROYAL  DUTCH/SHELL 
WITHDRAWS  FROM  SOUTH  AFRICA 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
September  14,  1988,  which  orders  the  City  of  Boston  to 
continue  to  refrain  from  purchasing  and  be  prohibited 
from  purchasing  any  Shell  Oil  Corporation  Products  un- 
til Royal  Dutch/Shell,  of  which  Shell  Oil  is  a  subsidary, 
withdraws  from  South  Africa.  The  order  further  requires 
that  the  city's  Auditing  Department  be  directed  to  no 
longer  accept  reimbursement  vouchers  from  city  em- 
ployees for  Shell  products  purchased  after  December  3 1 , 
1989. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  order  conflicts 
with  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  on  at  least  two 
points.  The  Charter  prohibits  the  Council  from  directly 
or  indirectly  taking  part  in  the  making  of  contracts.  The 
Charter  also  prohibits  the  Council  from  taking  part  in  the 


conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
city.  (See,  St.  1948,452,  S.17G  as  appearing  in  St.  1951, 
c.376,  s.l). 

As  the  City  Council  knows,  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to 
the  reprehensible  policy  of  apartheid.  In  1986, 1  directed 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  draft  language  to  be  included 
in  all  city  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  goods.  That  lan- 
guage, which  has  been  in  effect  since  January,  1987, 
prohibits  the  city  from  purchasing  goods  which  originate 
in  substatial  part  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or 
Namibia.  The  Corporation  Counsel  reiterated  that  posi- 
tion and  strengthened  the  contract  provisions  earlier  this 
month.  (See  attached  memo  from  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel to  department  and  agency  heads).  Shell  products 
which  originate  in  South  Africa  are  included  in  that  pro- 
hibition. 

Products  which  do  not  originate  in  South  Africa, 
whether  the  products  are  those  of  Shell  or  of  other  com- 
panies, are  not  part  of  the  city's  contract  ban.  To  demon- 
strate our  continuing  opposition  to  appartheid,  I  shall  is- 
sue an  Executive  Order  prohibiting  city  departments 
from  purchasing  Shell  Oil  products  until  such  time  as 
Royal  Dutch/Shell  divests  itself  of  its  South  African 
holdings.  In  this  way,  our  city  can  put  not  only  Shell  Oil 
Corporations  on  notice,  but  all  companies  similarly  situ- 
ated, that  we  strongly  disapprove  of  their  continued  in- 
volvement with  the  policies  of  apartheid.

AMENDING  RENTAL  HOUSING  ORDINANCE  TO 
GIVE  ELDERLY  AND  HANDICAPPED  TEN- 
ANTS RIGHT  TO  OWN  AND  LIVE  WITH  PETS 

Coun.  BYRNE  called  Docket  No.  0828  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Housing  under  Rule  20. 

The  ordinance  was  before  the  body. 

Coun.  BYRNE  moved  that  the  following  ordinance  in 

a  new  draft  be  substituted  for  Docket  No.  0828: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight 

An  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants  often 
become  attached  to  their  pets  and  rely  on  them  for  com- 
panionship and  protection;  and 

Whereas,  Congress  had  declared  that  tenants  that  re- 
side in  federally-assisted  public  and  subsidized  housing 
i<  for  the  elderly  and/or  handicapped  have  the  right  to  own 
and  live  with  pets,  so  long  as  they  abide  by  reasonable 
rules  relating  to  the  care  and  conduct  of  those  pets;  and 

Whereas,  Elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants  who  re- 
side in  other  public,  subsidized,  and  private  housing  do 
not  have  the  same  rights  to  own  and  live  with  their  pets 
and  have  had  to  suffer  the  trauma  of  loss  of  their  pets, 
even  when  such  pets  will  not  cause  disturbance  or  nui- 
sance; and 

Whereas,  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  insure  that  such 
elderly  and/or  handicapped  tenants  are  not  discriminated 
against  and  do  not  face  eviction  because  of  their  pet  own- 
ership, so  long  as  such  tenants  agree  to  abide  by  reason- 


able rules  relating  to  animal  control  and  pet  care;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  by  section  26  of  chapter  843  of 
the  Acts  of  1971 ,  by  chapter  45  of  Acts  of  1987,  and  by 
chapter  504  of  the  Acts  of  1987,  that  the  following  ordi- 
nance be  adopted. 

Section  1 .  A  new  section  9A  is  added  to  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinance  of  1984,  as  amended,  after  section  9  and 
before  section  10  as  follows: 

"Section  9A.  Rights  of  Elderly  and  Handicapped  Ten- 
ants to  Have  Pets. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  lease  or 
rental  agreement  to  the  contrary,  no  owner  of  a 
controlled  or  decontrolled  housing  accommo- 
dation subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board 
may,  as  a  condition  of  tenancy  or  otherwise, 
prohibit  or  prevent  any  elderly  or  handicapped 
tenant  from  owning  common  household  pets  or 
having  such  pets  living  in  the  tenant's  unit,  fur- 
thermore, no  owner  of  a  controlled  or  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation  shall  have  the 
right  to  restrict  or  discriminate  against  any  el- 
derly or  handicapped  tenant  in  connection  with 
admission  to,  or  continued  occupancy  of,  such 
housing  by  reason  of  the  tenant's  ownership  of 
common  household  pets  or  the  presence  of  such 
pets  in  that  tenant's  unit.  The  owner  of  such 
housing  accommodations  shall  have  the  right  to 
promulgate  reasonable  requirements  regarding 
the  number  of  commonhousehold  pets  allowed 
in  each  unit,  standards  of  pet  care,  licensing, 
inoculation,  and  leash  laws,  similar  to  those  de- 
veloped by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  and  consist- 
ent with  state  and  local  laws  on  animal  control, 
such  as  G.L.  c.  140  —  136A  —  17AD.  Nothing 
in  this  provision  shall  bar  the  owner  from  re- 
quiring the  removal  of  any  pet  if  the  pet's  con- 
duct or  condition  is  determined  to  constitute  a 
nuisance  or  threat  to  the  health  or  safety  of  other 
occupants  of  the  building,  structure,  or  devel- 
opment of  other  persons  in  the  community 
where  the  housing  accommodation  is  located." 
Section  2.  Scope. 

Notwithstanding  the  exemptions  found  in  section 
l(n)(i  —  vii)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  all  housing  accommodations  in 
mobile  homes,  in  mobile  home  parks,  and  in  struc- 
tures having  three  or  more  dwellings,  excluding  mo- 
tels, hotels,  or  inns,  and  excluding  housing  accom- 
modations in  structures  having  three  dwelling  units, 
one  of  which  is  occupied  by  all  the  legal  and  benefi- 
cial owners  of  the  structure  as  their  principal  resi- 
dence, shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
9A  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended. 
Section  3.  Severability. 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsection  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provi- 
sions, sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall 
not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions, 
sections,  or  subsections. 
Section  4.  Effective  Date. 
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This  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  immediately 
upon  passage.

The  law  provides  a  salary  increase,  effective  January 
7,  1987,  for  the  members  of  the  legislature  and  certain 
constitutional  officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 


Beginning  at  a  base  salary  of  $30,000,  each  member  of 
the  legislature  will  receive  a  salary  increase  under  the 
law  equal  to  the  compounded  percentage  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  full-time  state  employees  who  are  subject  to 
collective  bargaining  agreements  between  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  ALLIANCE,  AFSCME,  SEIU,  AFL- 
CIO  in  effect  between  January  5,  1983  and  January  7, 
1987.  Thereafter  the  salaries  of  each  member  of  the  leg- 
islature will  be  increased  by  the  same  percentages  as  the 
salaries  of  full-time  state  employees  subject  to  the  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreements. 

The  law  further  provides  that  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture holding  leadership  position  and  committee  chair- 
manships will  receive  an  annual  sum  in  addition  to  their 
salary.  This  additional  amount  will  vary  from  $7,500  to 
$35,000  depending  upon  the  particular  position  the 
member  holds. 

The  law  also  increases  the  salaries  of  certain  constitu- 
tional officers.  Under  the  law  the  salary  of  the  governor 
is  set  at  $85,000;  the  salaries  of  the  lieutenant  governor, 
state  secretary,  state  treasurer  and  the  state  auditor  are  set 
at  $70,000;  and  the  salary  of  the  attorney  general  is  set  at 
$75,000. 

Any  individual  may  waive  his  or  her  salary  increase 
under  this  law.

The  Commissioner  would  issue  regulations,  effective 
within  four  years  after  passage  of  the  proposed  law, 
about  the  surgical  procedures  used  on  farm  animals,  the 
transportation  and  slaughter  of  farm  animals,  and  the  diet 
and  housing  of  those  animals.

The  Board  would  examine  animal  agricultural  practices, 
issue  for  publication  certain  reports  on  farm  practices, 
and  make  non-binding  recommendations  to  the  Commis- 
sioner about  specific  regulations.

Section  1.  Findings. 

Whereas,  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  has 
undertaken  a  study  of  several  Chinatown  streets  with  re- 
gard to  damage  caused  by  low  groundwater  table  condi- 
tions at  the  request  of  the  Boston  Groundwater  Trust;  and 
Whereas,  The  results  of  this  study  show  that  several 
hundred  units  of  housing  are  affected  and  many  may  re- 
quire demolition;  and 

Whereas,  This  problem  may  continue  to  spread  to 
other  areas  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Groundwater  Trust  is  attempting 
to  hire  an  engineering  firm  with  expertise  on  this  prob- 
lem to  develop  an  early  warning  system  for  the  city 
through  the  identification  of  observation  wells  which 
work  and  should  be  monitored  and  areas  in  which  new 
observation  wells  are  needed;  and 

Whereas,  The  water  table  crisis  threatens  to  affect 
many  units  of  irreplaceable  affordable  housing;  now, 
therefore,  be  it  ordained: 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  the  following 

"The  Building  Commissioner  or  that  person's  desig- 
nee shall  on  a  quarterly  basis,  determine  the  level  of 
groundwater  table  in  areas  identified  by  the  Boston 
Groundwater  Trust.  The  said  Commissioner  or  des- 
ignee shall  record  the  level  of  the  groundwater  table 
as  it  is  indicated  by  observation  wells  identified  by 
the  Boston  Groundwater  Trust.  The  Building  Com- 
missioner shall  designate  an  appropriately  qualified 
engineer  to  analyze  such  data,  to  identify  the  causes 
of  a  low  groundwater  table  where  it  exists,  and  to 
recommend  actions  that  will  raise  the  groundwater 
table  to  appropriate  levels  in  those  areas.  The  Build- 
ing Commissioner  shall,  in  a  timely  manner,  file 
with  the  City  Clerk  such  data,  analyses,  identifica- 
tion of  causes,  recommendations,  determinations, 
and  such  other  information  as  is  relevant.  The  City 
Clerk  shall,  in  a  timely  manner,  forward  the  same  to 
the  Boston  Groundwater  Trust."

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  shall  forward  to  the 
Mayor  the  following  communication: 
Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  City  Council  of  Boston  is  in  receipt  of  material 
which  shows  that  Chinatown  is  suffering  from  a  critical 
assault  on  its  housing  stock  as  a  result  of  structural  dam- 
age caused  by  a  low  groundwater  table. 

We  ask  that  you  take  the  following  steps  to  help  address 
this  crisis: 

1 .  Provide  sufficient  funding  for  the  Building  Com- 
missioner to  permanently  employ  an  appropriately  quali- 
fied engineer  who  can  analyze  groundwater  table  infor- 
mation, if  such  funding  is  not  currently  available. 

2.  Provide  sufficient  funding,  in  addition  to  funds  cur- 
rently available  to  the  Boston  Groundwater  Trust  from 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  private 
sources,  to  allow  the  Trust  to  employ  an  engineering  firm 
with  expertise  on  the  groundwater  table  to  develop  an 
early  warning  system  for  the  city  by  identifying  existing 
observation  wells  that  can  be  opened  and  monitored  and 
by  identifying  sites  for  new  wells  that  are  needed. 

3.  Charge  the  Building  Commissioner  with  the  re- 
sponsibility to  continue  the  research  that  has  been  done 
on  this  problem  in  other  potentially  problematic  areas  of 
the  city.

running  under  public  sidewalks  and  streets;  and 

Whereas,  In  all  fairness,  residents  should  not  be  held  at 
fault  when  a  sewerage  line  breaks  or  sags  under  a  city 
street  or  sidewalk,  since  residents  have  no  authority 
among  other  things  to  regulate  heavy  commercial  vehi- 
cles traversing  city  streets,  or  the  problems  which  might 
arise  from  independent  contractors  work  on  city  side- 
walks; and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  digging  a  street  or  sidewalk  is 
over  $1 ,000,  and  this  is  a  major  financial  burden  on  most 
households,  particularly  those  on  fixed  incomes  and  el- 
derly; and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  city's  manifest  interest  to  ensure 
that  broken  sewerage  lines,  particularly  those  under  city 
sidewalks  or  streets,  are  fixed  as  quickly  as  possible  to 
prevent  raw  sewerage  from  accumulating  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  city's  water  supply  conduits;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  the  City  Council  that  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Commission  should  assume  financial 
responsibility  for  all  water  and  sewer  pipes  outside  a  res- 
ident's property  line,  and  that  provided  a  resident  first 
ensures  that  a  water  or  sewer  problem  does  not  exist  on 
his  or  her  property,  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission 
should  assume  financial  responsibility  to  correct  all 
problems  occurring  under  the  city  sidewalks  or  streets; 
be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  herein  assem- 
bled this  second  day  of  November  1988,  directs  the  City 
Clerk  to  immediately  forward  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  INCREASING 
REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  CAPAC- 
ITY FOR  MULTI-FAMILY  DWELLINGS 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  October  19,  1988,  which  would  require 
that  the  City  of  Boston  collect  refuse  from  residences 
which  currently  are  ineligible  for  such  service  due  to  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  established  guidelines  for  trash  re- 
moval . 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  include  both  the  opera- 
tional and  financial  impacts  which  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance would  have  on  the  city.  Presently,  the  city,  like 
most  major  American  cities,  offers  trash  collection  serv- 
ice to  all  residents  willing  to  comply  with  regulations  and 
procedures  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works.  These  procedures  have  been  embodied  in  the 


terms  of  the  city's  existing  waste  collection  contracts  for 
many  years,  and  are  based  on  the  determination  that  the 
six  cubic  yard  container  size  limit  is  in  the  best  interests 
of  safety,  efficiency,  and  cost-effectiveness  of  trash  col- 
lection. It  should  be  understood  that  any  change  in  the 
container-size  limit  would  necessitate  the  use  of  new  and 
additional  truck  capacity  designed  to  cope  with  the  impli- 
cations of  the  proposed  deregulation. 

As  you  know,  the  Commonwealth's  refusal  to  support 
the  city's  environmentally  sound  and  fiscally  prudent 
trash  disposal  plan  —  involving  both  recycling  and  re- 
source recovery  —  has  created  enormous  upward  pres- 
sure on  our  solid  waste  disposal  budget.  These  cost  in- 
creases already  threaten  to  limit  our  ability  to  respond  to 
needs  in  other  areas  of  city  services.  In  such  circum- 
stances, it  seems  imprudent  to  implement  a  change  in 
collection  procedures  which,  while  difficult  to  quantify 
precisely,  would  certainly  cost  the  city  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  annually. 

While  the  proposed  ordinance  provides  illusory  finan- 
cial protection  to  the  city  by  theoretically  providing  for 
recovery  of  the  incremental  cost  of  the  new  service,  in 
fact  it  would  be  virtually  impossible  to  calculate  the  in- 
cremental cost  and  to  set  an  appropriate  fee  schedule  with 
the  degree  of  precision  necessary  to  withstand  potential 
legal  challenge.  In  addition,  the  city  cannot,  despite  the 
proposed  ordinance's  immediate  effect,  simply  add  the 
additional  service  requirements  to  our  existing  trash  col- 
lection contracts. 

In  summary,  the  proposed  ordinance  would  add  signif- 
icant new  costs  to  a  city  service  the  cost  of  which  is  al- 
ready growing  much  faster  than  are  available  revenues 
for  all  city  services.  It  would  also  introduce  operational 
difficulties  to  the  city's  present  system  of  contracting  for 
residential  trash  collection.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  THAT  PROPERTY  TAX 
CLINICS  IN  NEIGHBORHOODS  BE  STAFFED 
BY  APPROPRIATE  PERSONNEL  FOR  PERIOD 
OF  THIRTY  DAYS  AFTER  PROPERTY  TAX 
BILLS  MAILED

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Oc- 
tober 19,  1988,  which  would  require  that  the  city  allow 
residents  to  pay  their  property  taxes  on  the  sites  of  the 
neighborhood  tax  clinics. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  several.  Although 
well-intentioned  as  a  service  to  elderly  and  disabled  resi- 
dents, the  proposed  system  would  actually  make  the  tax 
collection  process  more  difficult  for  citizens,  as  the  clinic 
sites  are  not  equipped  for  the  task  at  this  time.  Clinic  sites 
lack  the  necessary  on-line  computer  equipment  to  proc- 
ess tax  bill  payments  or  to  generate  a  duplicate  tax  bill.  In 
addition,  City  Hall  is  able  to  provide  security  measures, 
such  as  the  photographing  of  transactions,  which  are  not 
available  at  the  clinic  sites. 

Currently,  the  tax  clinics  are  open  to  the  public  for  a 
period  of  two  hours  during  two  days.  The  expansion  of 
hours  which  would  be  necessitated  by  the  use  of  the  clin- 
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ics  would  demand  additions  to  staff  for  which  special 
hiring  would  have  to  be  done.  The  employees  of  City 
Hall  have  proven  experience.  The  city  would  either  have 
to  send  some  of  them  out  to  the  neighborhoods,  thereby 
creating  staff  shortages  at  City  Hall,  or  the  city  would 
have  to  hire  untested  workers,  without  the  expertise  with 
which  to  answer  complex  questions,  for  the  neighbor- 
hoods. 

We  will  institute  a  study  for  the  feasibility  of  this  pro- 
posal, as  this  administration  is  committed  to  an  efficient 
tax  collection  system  which  best  serves  the  citizens  of 
Boston.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  autho- 
rizing the  Public  Facilities  Department  of  Boston  to  ap- 
ply for,  accept  and  expend  a  Community  Development 
Action  Grant  (CDAG)  not  to  exceed  $90,000  from  the 
Executive  Office  of  Community  and  Development. 

On  April  14,  1988,  the  Boston  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission tentatively  designated  the  Mission  Hill  Artist 
Housing  Corporation  (MHAHC)  as  the  developer  of  a 
number  of  city-owned  vacant  parcels  in  the  Mission  Hill 
artist  housing.  In  order  to  preserve  affordable  live/work 
space  for  artists  within  Boston,  nine  of  the  twelve  units 
will  be  incorporated  into  a  limited-equity  cooperative  for 
artists. 

The  Mission  Hill  Artist  Housing  (MHAH)  develop- 
ment has  received  enthusiastic  support  from  community 
residents  and  representatives,  as  demonstrated  at  com- 
munity meetings  held  on  February  1 8th  and  May  1 2th  of 
1988. 

The  project's  targeted  site  is  unduly  costly  to  develop 
because  of  the  existence  of  unsuitable  soil  and  steep 
slopes  which  will  require  extensive  and  expensive  exca- 
vation, fill  and  the  construction  of  retaining  walls.  Ac- 
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cess  to  on-site  parking  is  also  required  by  the  city's  zon- 
ing code. 

The  CDAG  for  this  project  will  allow  the  city  to 
achieve  several  important  goals: 

1)  It  will  allow  the  highest  and  best  use  for  a  vacant, 
blighted  site  in  the  Mission  Hill  area; 

2)  It  will  provide  much-needed  affordable  live/work 
space  for  low-  and  moderate-income  artists. 

3)  It  will  retain  longterm  ownership  and  employment 
opportunities  for  Boston's  artists  who  are  in  jeop- 
ardy of  economic  displacement. 

4.  It  will  provide  approximately  thirty  construction 
jobs,  of  which  50  percent  must  be  held  by  city  resi- 
dents, 25  percent  by  minorities  and  10  percent  by 
women. 
5)  It  will  bring  in  twelve  new  households,  increase 
street  surveillance  and  activity  which  will  improve 
the  safety  of  residents  on  Parker  Street,  and  rein- 
force the  economic  revitalization  of  the  Mission  Hill 
neighborhood.

ORDER  ACCEPTING  PROVISIONS  OF  SECTION 
100G-1/4OFCHAPTER41  OF  GENERAL  LAWS

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  accept- 
ing the  provisions  of  section  100G-1/4  of  chapter  41  of 
the  General  Laws,  to  be  effective  as  of  October  26,  1987. 
In  June,  1971 ,  the  City  Council  accepted  section  100G  or 
said  chapter,  which  authorized  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay 
up  to  $2,000  of  the  funeral  and  burial  expenses  of  fire 
fighters  and  police  officers  killed  in  the  performance  of 
their  official  duties.  Last  year,  the  Legislature  passed  a 
law  which,  upon  local  acceptance,  now  allows  cities  and 
towns  to  pay  up  to  $5,000  of  such  expenses.  The  law 
went  into  effect  on  September  23,  1987. 

Detectives  Roy  Sergei,  Thomas  Gill,  and  Sherman 
Griffiths  died  on  October  26,  1987,  February  10,  1988, 
and  February  18,  1988,  respectively.  The  city  had  not 
accepted  section  1 00G- 1  /4  at  the  time  of  their  deaths ,  and 
a  literal  reading  of  the  1987  statute  appeared  to  require 
that  the  city,  by  way  of  home  rule  peition,  receive  per- 
mission from  the  Legislature  to  accept  retroactively  the 
provisions  of  the  new  law  to  pay  for  the  expenses  of  all 
three  officers.  Your  Honorable  Body  passes  two  home 
rule  petitions  this  year  to  accomplish  that  end;  both  bills 
died  when  the  Legislature  prorogued. 

The  delays  at  the  state  level  prompted  the  Law  Depart- 
ment to  take  a  closer  look  at  the  statute  to  see  if  the  lan- 
guage, read  more  broadly,  could  allow  the  city  to  accept 
retroactively  the  provisions  ofG.L.  c.  41,  s.  100G-1/4 
without  additional  Legislative  authority.  After  further 
research  and  discussion  with  assistant  house  counsel  as 
to  the  intent  of  the  statutory  language,  the  Law  Depart- 
ment has  concluded  that  the  order  I  transmit  herewith  is 
appropriate  and  that  home  rule  legislation  is  unnecessary 
in  this  case  to  accomplish  retroactive  applicability. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  order  as  expe- 
ditiously as  possible  to  enable  the  city  to  pay  up  to  $5 ,000 
of  the  funeral  and  burial  expenses  of  Officers  Sergei, 
Gill,  and  Griffiths.  If  your  Honorable  Body  passes  this 
order,  I  will  then  be  able  immediately  to  submit  to  you 
three  separate  orders  allowing  for  such  payment.

Whereas,  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  has 
undertaken  a  study  of  several  Chinatown  streets  with  re- 
gard to  damage  caused  by  low  ground  water  table  condi- 
tions at  the  request  of  the  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust; 
and

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  In  the  process  of  excavation  of  Huntington 
Avenue  for  several  months  by  a  massive  project  which 
involves  the  state,  the  city,  the  MBTA,  Boston  Edison, 
and  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  contractors  have 
isolated  a  small,  one-room  store  so  seriously  that  distrib- 
utors have  been  unable  to  bring  in  supplies  and  cus- 
tomers, many  of  whom  are  elderly,  have  been  discour- 
aged from  using  her  store;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  this,  the  store  which  has  been 
the  sole  source  of  income  for  the  owner  and  her  children 
for  the  past  eleven  years  has  now  closed,  driven  out  of 
business  as  a  result  of  the  "improvements"  which  were 
undertaken  without  a  plan  for  dealing  with  the  damage 
caused  to  abutting  businesses  and  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  Several  other  businesses  on  Huntington  Av- 
enue have  complained  of  the  same  suffering;  and 

Whereas,  Similar  situations  on  a  grand  scale  will  occur 
in  connection  with  the  depressing  of  the  Central  Artery 
unless  we  ensure  otherwise;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  cannot  afford  to  have  the  loss  of 
jobs,  revenues  and  damages  that  result  from  this  kind  of 
poorly  planned  activity  on  its  roads  and  sidewalks;  and 

Whereas,  Meeting  with  the  state  DPW  and  contractors 
have  failed  to  resolve  the  difficulties  to  our  satisfaction; 
and 

Whereas,  We  have  a  responsibility  to  ensure  that  ac- 
tivities undertaken  to  improve  the  public  ways  of  the  city 
are  done  with  a  plan  that  minimizes  hardship  to  abutters 
and  businesses  in  the  area,  and  to  indemnify  those  who 
are  damaged;  now,  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 
Section  1. 

Whenever  an  undertaking  is  proposed  involving  the  use 
of  public  property,  the  board  or  officer  having  charge  of 
such  property  shall,  prior  to  giving  any  license,  permit, 
or  permission  for  the  use  of  the  property,  determine 
whether  or  not  the  same  will  cause  damage  (which  term 
shall  include  interruption  of  business,  physical  damage, 
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and  all  other  forms  of  damage),  to  any  owner  or  tenant  of 
an  abutting,  adjacent,  or  nearby  estate.  When  the  board 
or  officer  determines  that  such  damage  will  be  a  conse- 
quence of  the  undertaking,  no  license,  permit,  or  permis- 
sion for  the  use  of  the  public  property  shall  be  granted 
until  remuneration  for  such  damage  shall  have  been  se- 
cured, by  reason  of  payment,  bond,  or  deposit  satisfac- 
tory to  the  board  or  officer  and  to  the  corporation  coun- 
sel, unless  the  owner  or  tenant  shall  elect  to  secure 
remuneration,  or  to  waive  remuneration,  in  his,  her,  or 
its  own  behalf.  The  corporation  counsel  shall,  whenever 
necessary,  bring  an  action  to  secure  or  recover  any  such 
damage,  and  unless  the  court  shall  otherwise  direct,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  receive  any  proceeds  of  such  an 
action  as  trustee  for  the  owner  or  tenant  and  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  party  damaged. 
Section  2. 

Whenever  any  public  body  exercises  eminent  domain  to 
take  public  property  in  fee  or  less  than  fee  for  an  under- 
taking, the  board  or  officer  having  charge  of  such  prop- 
erty shall,  prior  to  agreeing  to  any  payment  for  such  a 
taking,  determine  whether  or  not  the  same  will  cause 
damage  (which  term  shall  include  interruption  of  busi- 
ness, physical  damage,  and  all  other  forms  of  damage)  to 
any  owner  or  tenant  of  an  abutting,  or  nearby  estate. 
When  the  board  or  officer  determines  that  such  damage 
will  be  a  consequence  of  the  taking,  no  agreement  for 
payment  for  such  taking  of  the  public  property  shall  be 
made  until  remuneration  for  such  damage-  shall  have 
been  secured,  by  reason  of  payment,  bond,  or  deposit 
satisfactory  to  the  board  or  officer  and  to  the  corporation 
counsel,  unless  the  owner  or  tenant  shall  elect  to  secure 
remuneration,  or  to  waive  remuneration,  in  his,  her,  or 
its  own  behalf.  The  corporation  counsel  shall,  whenever 
necessary,  bring  an  action  to  secure  remuneration  or  re- 
cover any  such  damage,  and  unless  the  court  shall  other- 
wise direct,  the  collector-treasurer  shall  receive  any  pro- 
ceeds of  such  an  action  as  trustee  for  the  owner  or  tenant 
and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  party  damaged. 

Section  3. 

The  board  or  officer  having  charge  of  the  property  pro- 
posed for  use  in  any  proposed  undertaking  as  defined  in 
section  1  of  this  ordinance  or  for  taking  by  any  proposed 
exercise  of  eminent  domain  as  defined  in  section  2  of  this 
ordinance  shall  send  by  first-class  mail  a  notice  of  such 
proposed  undertaking  or  exercise  of  eminent  domain  to 
all  owners  and  occupants  of  property  abutting  or  adjacent 
to  the  public  land  involved.  Said  board  or  officer  shall 
also  attempt  to  cause  a  meeting  to  be  held  between  any 
person  who  responds  to  said  notice  and  the  appropriate 
representative  of  those  proposing  the  undertaking  or  ex- 
ercise of  eminent  domain  so  that  means  of  mitigating 
damage  may  be  investigated.  Said  notice  shall  be  sent  at 
least  one  month  prior  to  the  board  or  officer's  determina- 
tion of  damage,  and  shall  summarize  the  proposed  under- 
taking or  exercise  of  eminent  domain,  the  proposed 
property  involved,  the  name  and  address  of  the  board  or 
officer  making  the  determination,  a  request  for  com- 
ments, a  statement  that  an  effort  will  be  made  to  arrange  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  mitigating  damages  between 
persons  who  provide  written  comments  and  those  pro- 
posing the  undertaking  or  exercise  of  eminent  domain, 
and  a  deadline  for  receipt  of  comments.  The  deadline  for 
receipt  of  comments  shall  be  no  less  than  three  weeks 
following  the  date  said  notices  are  postmarked,  and  shall 
be  prior  to  the  determination. 
Section  4. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  as  limiting 
the  liability  for  uncompensated  damages  of  any  party, 
public  or  private,  in  any  action  seeking  damages  under 
any  federal,  state,  or  local  law,  rule,  regulation,  or  ordi- 
nance.

ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE  REGISTRATION 
OF  COMMERCIAL  BICYCLE  SERVICES  AND 
THE  LICENSING  OF  COMMERCIAL  MESSEN- 
GERS 

Coun.  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  any  given  day,  it  is  estimated  that  100  to 
150  bicycle  couriers  ride  through  Boston  streets  making 
deliveries  or  pickups  of  packages,  documents  or  other 
small  items;  and 

Whereas,  Their  activities  are  commercial  in  that  they 
are  compensated  by  commerical  delivery  services  or  di- 
rectly by  firms  which  engage  them;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  pressure  of  deadlines  or  the  de- 
mands of  increasing  business  volume,  couriers  may 
abandon  caution  while  traveling  in  streets  and  at  times  on 
sidewalks;  and 

Whereas,  Near  accidents,  endangerment  to  pedestri- 
ans, and  traffic  fatalities  of  bicycle  couriers  emphasize 
the  need  for  city  oversight  and  intervention;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  interest  of  public  safety,  the  city  prop- 
erly has  responsibility  for  identifying  and  holding  ac- 
countable those  persons  who  operate  without  consider- 
ation of  others;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

The  following  is  inserted  as  an  addition  to  the  Boston 
City  Code:  Registration  of  Bicycle  Messenger  Services 
and  Licensing  of  Commercial  Messengers. 
Section  1 .  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  establish  a  mecha- 
nism for  registering  commercial  bicycle  messenger  serv- 
ices and  licensing  commercial  messengers  as  a  traffic 
safety  control  measure. 

Section  2.  Definitions  —  Where  used  in  this  ordinance, 
the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

"Commercial  bicycle  messenger  service"  —  any  firm, 
association,  corporation,  partnership  or  joint  venture 
which  hires  or  engages  bicyclists  for  local  pickup,  trans- 
port, and  delivery  of  small  packages,  letters,  documents, 
or  other  articles,  including  food. 
"Commercial  bicycle  license  plate"  —  a  numbered  or 
letter  identification  of  such  material,  form,  design,  and 
dimension  as  the  commissioner  shall  prescribe  by  regu- 
lation. 

"Commercial  messenger"  —  any  person  compensated 
for  using  a  bicycle  to  carry  or  transport  any  article  over 
the  public  ways  in  Boston. 

"Commissioner' '  —  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Trans- 
portation Department. 

"Independent  contractor"  —  any  person  engaged  di- 
rectly by  a  client  or  through  a  commercial  bicycle  mes- 
senger service  to  pick  up,  transport,  and  deliver  small 
packages,  letters,  documents,  or  other  articles,  including 
food  within  the  local  area,  at  the  same  time  traveling 
streets  of  Boston. 

"Commercial  Bicycle  Messenger's  License  —  a  num- 
bered permit  issued  by  the  commissioner  which  in- 
cludes, but  not  limited  to,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
applicant. 

"Local"  —  the  metropolitan  Boston  area. 
"Local  Delivery"  —  the  carrying  of  any  small  package, 
letter,  document,  or  other  article,  including  food,  by  a 
bicyclist  who  travels  over  the  public  way  in  Boston. 
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"Messenger  service  bicycle"  —  any  self-propelled  vehi- 
cle having  one  to  three  wheels  ridden  by  a  commercial 
messenger. 

"Registration"  —  registration  issued  by  the  commis- 
sioner to  a  commercial  bicycle  messenger  service. 
"Rider"  —  a  person  operating  a  bicycle  while  rendering 
a  commercial  messenger  service. 

Section  7.  Costs. 

Registrations,  commercial  bicycle  messenger's  li- 
censes, and  commercial  bicycle  license  plates  shall  be 
issued  for  two-year  periods  at  reasonable  cost  to  encour- 
age participation.  A  registration  of  a  commercial  bicycle 
delivery  service  shall  not  be  more  than  $20  for  two  years . 
A  commercial  bicycle  messenger's  license  shall  not  be 
more  than  $5  for  two  years.  A  commercial  bicycle  li- 
cense plate  shall  not  be  more  than  $5  for  two  years. 
Section  8.  Renewals. 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  of  the  commer- 
cial messenger  service  to  renew  its  registration  with  the 
commissioner.  It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  individ- 
ual rider  to  renew  his  or  her  commercial  bicycle  messen- 
ger's license  with  the  commissioner.  It  will  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  owner  of  the  messenger  service 
bicycle  to  renew  the  commercial  bicycle  license  plate 
with  the  commissioner. 
Section  9.  Penalties. 

A  fine  of  not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $100  may  be 
imposed  on  conviction  of  a  commercial  bicycle  delivery 
service  rider  for  violation  of  this  ordinance.  Any  person 
observing  reckless  operation  by  a  commercial  messen- 
ger service  bicycle  rider  may  file  a  complaint  with  the 
commissioner  or  his  or  her  designee  citing  the  commer- 
cial bicycle  license  plate  number.  As  a  result  of  inquiry 
the  commissioner  or  his  or  her  designee  may  convene  a 
hearing  at  which  complainant  and  rider  shall  present 
their  statements.  If  the  commissioner  or  hearing  officer 
finds  there  was  reckless  or  negligent  operation,  he  or  she 
may  suspend  or  revoke  the  commercial  bicycle  messen- 
ger's license  of  the  rider.  Appeal  of  the  decision  may  be 
made  to  the  District  Court  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
situs  of  the  incident. 
Section  10.  Severability. 

If  any  part  of  this  ordinance  is  found  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional, the  remaining  portion  shall  not  be  disqualified.

ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE  RESTRICTION 
OF  BICYCLE,  SKATEBOARDS,  ROLLER 
SKATES,  AND  SIMILAR  SELF-POWERED  VE- 
HICLES FROM  THE  DOWNTOWN  CROSSING 
AREA  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Inconsiderate  operation  of  self-propelled 
vehicles  such  as  bicycles,  skateboards,  or  similar  devices 
have  been  a  danger  to  pedestrians,  particularly  the  el- 
derly, in  crowded  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Some  flagrant  offenders  have  been  commer- 
cial messengers  who  travel  at  speeds  excessive  for  condi- 
tions on  Boston  intown  streets;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  has  designated  a  portion  of  its  center 
city  retail  district  known  as  Downtown  Crossing  to  be  a 
plaza  area  free  of  motor  vehicle  traffic  where  pedestrians 
can  feel  safe;  and 

Whereas,  Restricting  cyclists  would  enhance  this  goal; 
therefore  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Codes  is  amended  by  inserting 
as  a  new  section: 

City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinance  7,  Section  250:  Down- 
town Crossing  Restriction  on  Bicycle,  Skateboard, 
Roller  Skate,  and  similar  self-propelled  vehicle  opera- 
tion. 


Riding  a  bicycle  or  using  a  skateboard,  rollerskates,  or 
similar  devise  is  prohibited  within  the  area  known  as 
Downtown  Crossing  at  any  time. 

Section  3.  Registration  of  Commercial  Bicycle  Messen- 
ger Services. 

a)  Every  business  which  employs  or  engages  a  commer- 
cial messenger  to  make  local  deliveries  shall  register 
with  the  commissioner  or  his/her  designee. 

b)  A  registration  shall  be  on  a  form  approved  by  the  com- 
missioner and  shall  state,  among  other  information: 

1 )  Name ,  address ,  and  telephone  number  of  the  firm  or 
association. 

2)  Name  and  address  of  owner  (owners)  unless  full 
names  are  included  in  title  of  the  business. 

3)  Statement,  updated  every  six  months,  indicating 
number  of  licensed  bicyclists  employed  by  the  busi- 
ness and  number  of  licensed  independent  contrac- 
tors engaged  by  the  business  for  delivery  services. 

c)  As  a  condition  of  registration,  the  commercial  bicycle 
messenger  service  shall: 

1)  Keep  available  for  inspection  the  lists  of  current  em- 
ployees and  independent  contractors. 

2)  Maintain  a  list  of  licensed  bicycles  owned  by  the 
business. 

3)  Be  responsible  for  indoctrinating  each  employee  or 
independent  contractor  in  safe  bicycling  techniques. 

Section  4.  Licensing  of  Commercial  Messengers. 

a)  Each  rider  using  a  messenger  service  bicycle  on 
Boston  public  ways  more  than  two  times  a  month  and 
receiving  compensation  for  his  or  her  efforts,  shall  apply 
for  a  commercial  bicycle  messenger's  license  with  the 
Commissioner  on  an  approved  form.  This  provision 
shall  apply  to  commercial  messengers  who  reside  outside 
Boston,  as  well  as  to  Boston  residents. 

b)  The  application  shall  request  the  applicant's  name  and 
home  address  and  such  information  as  the  commissioner 
deems  reasonably  necessary.  The  application  may  re- 
quire a  signed  statement  that  the  registrant  is  familiar 
with  traffic  regulations  applying  to  the  operation  of  bicy- 
cles on  public  ways.  The  statement  may  also  pledge  in- 
tention to  obey  traffic  safety  rules  with  respect  to  the 
rights  of  pedestrians. 

c)  The  Commissioner  will  issue  the  rider  a  commercial 
bicycle  messenger's  license. 

d)  When  operating  a  messenger  service  bicycle  a  com- 
mercial messenger  must  carry  the  commercial  bicycle 
messenger's  license  that  has  been  issued  to  him  or  her  by 
the  commissioner. 

e)  A  commercial  bicycle  messenger  service  which  has 
itself  been  registered  is  authorized  to  receive  personal 
applications  from  its  employees  for  a  commercial  bicycle 
messenger's  license.  In  such  instances  the  firm  shall  be 
responsible  for  obtaining  the  application  to  be  filed  with 
the  commissioner  and  obtaining  the  license  to  be  carried 
by  the  employee. 

Section  5.  Messenger  Service  Bicycle  License  Plate. 

a)  A  commercial  messenger  with  a  current,  valid  com- 
mercial bicycle  messenger's  license  may  apply  to  the 
commissioner  for  a  commercial  bicycle  license  plate  for 
his  or  her  messenger  service  bicycle.  Upon  approval  of 
the  application,  the  commissioner  or  his  or  her  designee 
shall  issue  a  commercial  bicycle  license  plate  of  such  ma- 
terial, form,  design  and  dimension  as  the  commissioner 
shall  prescribe  by  regulation. 

b)  Such  bicycle  license  plate  shall  be  affixed  to  the  rear  of 
the  bicycle,  the  bicycle  seat,  or  the  delivery  basket  or  in 
such  manner  as  the  commissioner  shall  prescribe. 

c)  No  rider  shall  engage  in  any  activity  for  which  a  com- 
mercial bicycle  messenger's  license  is  required  hereun- 
der unless  such  license  plate  is  affixed  to  his  or  her  bicy- 
cle in  the  manner  prescribed. 

d)  A  commercial  bicycle  messenger  service  which  has 
itself  been  registered,  is  authorized  to  apply  to  the  Com- 
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missioner  for  a  commercial  bicycle  license  plate  for  each 
messenger  service  bicycle  that  is  owned  by  the  service. 
Upon  approval  of  the  application,  the  commissioner  or 
his  or  her  designee  shall  issue  a  commercial  bicycle  li- 
cense plate  of  such  material,  form,  design  and  dimension 
as  the  commissioner  shall  prescribe  by  regulation. 
Section  6.  Health  Insurance. 

Every  commercial  messenger  service  employing  more 
than  six  persons  other  than  the  owner  and  manager  shall 
provide  medical  insurance  coverage  as  required  by  state 
statute. 

Section  2.  Definitions  —  Where  used  in  this  ordinance, 
the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

"Bicycle"  —  a  vehicle  which  is  a  two-wheeled  device 
upon  which  an  individual  may  ride,  propelled  by  human 
power  through  a  belt,  a  chain  or  gears,  with  such  wheels 
in  tandem. 

"Commercial  bicycle  messenger  service"  —  any  firm, 
association,  corporation,  partnership  or  joint  venture 
which  hires  or  engages  bicyclists  for  local  pickup,  trans- 
port, and  delivery  of  small  packages,  letters,  documents, 
or  other  articles,  including  food. 
"Commercial  messenger"  —  any  person  compensated 
for  using  a  bicycle  to  carry  or  transport  any  article  over 
the  public  ways  in  Boston. 
Section  3. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  recreational  use,  commuter 
use,  and  to  use  by  commercial  messengers  delivering 
packages.  Persons  engaged  in  such  transport  shall  dis- 
mount before  entering  Downtown  Crossing  boundary 
and  may  walk  or  carry  their  transportation  device  when 
delivering  or  picking  up  articles  for  transmission. 
The  Downtown  Crossing  area  shall  include  sidewalks 
and  roadways  encompassed  by  the  tract  containing  that 
portion  of  Washington  Street  between  West  Street/Ave- 
nue du  Lafayette  and  Bromfield/Franklin  Streets;  that 
portion  of  Summer  Street  between  Chauncy/Hawley 
Streets  and  Washington  Streets;  that  portion  of  Hawley 
Street  between  Summer  and  Franklin  Streets;  Winter 
Street;  Winter  Place;  and  Temple  Place;  and  alleyways 
within  the  tract  open  to  through  pedestrian  travel. 
Section  2.  —  Ordinance  7,  Section  251  —  Enforcement. 
A  police  officer  taking  cognizance  of  an  individual  riding 
a  bicycle,  using  a  skateboard,  rollerskates  or  other  simi- 
lar device  prohibited  within  the  Downtown  Crossing 
area  may  order  the  offender  to  halt  and  give  his  or  her 
name  and  address.  A  police  officer  may  issue  an  oral  or 
written  warning.  Notice  of  a  written  warning  shall  be 
issued  in  triplicate,  one  copy  given  to  the  offender  and 
two  surrendered  to  the  Police  Commissioner  or  his  or  her 
designee. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  police  officer,  the  violation  war- 
rants, the  police  officer  shall  give  the  offender  a  notice, 
which  shall  be  in  tag  form,  under  provisions  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  1 1C.  The  of- 
fender may  be  treated  under  the  non-criminal  disposition 
process  if  the  offender  remits  the  fine  to  the  Boston  Mu- 
nicipal Court  within  twenty-one  days  by  mail,  in  person, 
or  by  authorized  representative.  The  fine  shall  be  stated 
as  $20  per  offense.  Failure  to  obey  the  notice  to  appear 
before  the  clerk  of  said  court  within  twenty-one  days  or 
pay  the  fine  within  that  period  shall  result  in  a  notice  for 
the  offender  to  appear  in  court  on  a  criminal  complaint. 
Section  3.  Ordinance  7,  Section  252  —  Impoundment. 
If  a  police  officer  who  observes  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance has  issued  a  fine,  he  or  she  shall  be  authorized  to 
order  temporary  impoundment  of  the  bicycle,  skate- 
board, rollerskates,  or  other  devices  used  by  the  opera- 
tor. Impoundment  may  be  ordered  if  reckless  or  danger- 
ous operation  of  the  device  has  been  observed  by  the 
police  officer  or  if  two  or  more  witnesses  substantiate 
such  operation  and  provide  their  names  and  addresses. 
An  impounded  article  shall  as  soon  as  convenient  be  de- 
livered to  custody  of  the  Police  Commissioner  or  his  or 
her  designee  to  be  held  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty 


days.  The  owner  may  petition  for  return  of  the  im- 
pounded article  at  any  time  and  the  official  having  cus- 
tody of  the  impounded  article  may  release  the  same  at 
any  time  he  or  she  feels  is  appropriate.  The  article  shall 
immediately  be  released  upon  receipt  of  payment  of  the 
fine. 

A  parent  or  legal  guardian  may  act  for  the  principal  if  the 
person  charged  with  violating  this  ordinace  is  sixteen 
years  of  age  or  under. 

Section  4.  Ordinance  7,  Section  253  —  Notice. 
If  a  bicyle  involved  in  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  is 
registered  to  a  commercial  messenger  delivery  service  a 
copy  of  the  warning  or  the  fine  shall  be  sent  to  the  office 
of  the  service  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Transportation  Com- 
missioner or  his  or  her  designee. 

Section  5 .  Ordinance  7 ,  Section  254  —  Exclusionary  No- 
tice to  Be  Posted. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  be  enforced  until  signs  have 
been  posted  at  every  street  entrance  to  the  Downtown 
Crossing  area.  The  commissioner  shall  cause  such  signs 
to  be  made  advising  cyclists,  skateboarders,  rollerska- 
ters  and  users  of  similar  self-propelled  devices  of  the  re- 
strictions against  operation  in  the  area. 
A  period  of  at  least  one  month  after  posting  of  notice 
signs  shall  be  provided  as  a  period  of  public  education  to 
acquaint  cyclists,  skateboarders,  rollerskaters,  and  users 
of  similar  self-propelled  devices  with  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  Transportation  Commissioner  shall  de- 
termine a  date  thereafter  when  enforcement  with  penal- 
ties shall  commerce. 
Section  6.  Severability. 

If  any  part  of  this  ordinance  is  held  to  be  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  .this  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  sections.

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26  of  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1 97 1 ,  and  by  chapter  45 
of  the  Acts  of  1987,  that  the  following  ordinance  be 
adopted:

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Conventional  methods  of  solid  waste  dis- 
posal such  as  landfilling  and  mass  burn  incineration  cre- 
ate hazards  to  public  health,  cause  pollution  of  air  and 
water  resources,  constitute  a  waste  of  natural  resources, 
have  an  adverse  effect  on  land  values,  and  create  public 
nuisances;  and 

Whereas,  Removing  certain  materials  from  the  solid 
waste  stream  will  decrease  the  flow  of  wastes  to  such 
disposal  facilities,  aid  in  the  conservation  and  recovery 
of  valuable  resources,  conserve  energy  in  the  manufac- 
turing process,  and  increase  the  supply  of  reusable  raw 
materials  for  industry;  and 

Whereas.  Technology  and  methods  now  exist  to  dis- 
pose of  solid  wastes  and  recover  resources  with  com- 
mensurate environmental  and  economic  benefits;  and 

Whereas,  A  comprehensive  plan  is  necessary  to 
achieve  the  maximum  feasible  recovery  of  reusable  ma- 
terials from  solid  waste;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  can 
make  available  certain  programs,  grants  and  funds  to  cit- 
ies with  approved  recycling  programs;  and 

Whereas,  Rational  solid  waste  management  requires 
the  generators  of  such  waste  to  pay  disposal  costs  that 
reflect  the  real  costs  to  society  of  waste  management  and 
disposal;  and 

Whereas,  Citizen  and  business  participation  in  the  City 
of  Boston's  recycling  program  will  be  enhanced  by  the 
implementation  of  a  comprehensive  public  information 
campaign  regarding  the  purpose,  procedures  and  re- 
quirements of  the  city's  recycling  effort;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  may  most  appropriately 
demonstrate  its  long-term  commitment  to  proper  solid 
waste  management  and  help  assure  the  growth  of  mar- 
kets for  products  containing  recycled  materials  by  in- 
creasing the  purchase  of  such  products;  and 

Whereas.  The  Council  wishes  to  increase,  to  the  maxi- 
mum extent  feasible,  the  percentage  of  the  total  solid 
waste  stream  that  is  reused,  composted,  recycled  or  oth- 
erwise processed  through  methods  other  than  landfilling 
and  mass  burn  incineration;  now,  therefore,  be  it  or- 
dained by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  I.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinance.  Title  3  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter         .  Solid  Waste  Management 
Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  aggressively 
promote  the  reduction,  reuse,  recycling,  composting  and 
processing  of  solid  waste  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible 
in  order  to  reduce  the  volume  of  waste  and  the  risks  re- 
lated to  its  handling  and  disposal.  The  city  will  therefore 
pursue  a  hierarchy  of  solid  waste  management  options 
based  on  the  following  priorities: 

( 1 )  Reduction  of  the  amount  of  waste  generated: 

(2)  Reuse,  recycling,  composting  and  processing  lo 
the  maximum  extent  feasible  to  produce  economically 
valuable  materials  and  reduce  the  volume  necessary  lor 
disposal; 

(3)  Recovery  of  the  energy  value  from  processed  solid 
waste  in  a  manner  which  preserves  the  quality  of  air,  wa- 
ter and  land  resources:  and 

(4)  Land  disposal  of  the  residuals. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  ordinance  to  provide  for  (he  crea- 
tion of  a  program  lor  the  management  and  reduction  ot 
solid  waste  that  over  the  long  term  is  sustainable,  envi- 
ronmentally sound,  and  economically  beneficial. 
Definitions 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  follow 
ing  meanings: 
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"Aluminum"  means  any  can,  container,  foil  wrapping 
or  product  composed  of  aluminum. 

"City"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Commission"  means  the  Solid  Waste  Management 
Commission. 

"Feasible"  means  technically  and  economically  feasi- 
ble based  on  expected  life-cycle  costs,  including  avoid- 
ing disposal  costs  and  quantifiable  and  unquantifiable  en- 
vironmental costs  and  risks. 

"Glass  container"  means  any  unbroken  bottle,  jar  or 
container  composed  of  glass. 

"Metal  can"  means  any  container  composed  in  whole 
of  metal,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  such  con- 
tainer commonly  used  for  beverages  and  food. 

"Paper"  means  any  non-soiled  paper,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  newspaper,  mixed  paper,  and  corrugated 
cardboard. 

"Plan"  means  the  citywide  solid  waste  management 
plan  required  by  this  ordinance. 

"Plastic  container"  means  any  bottle,  carton,  lid  or 
tube  composed  of  rigid  plastic. 

"Recyclables"  means  all  refuse  material  which  the 
Commission  determines  can  feasibly  be  recycled,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  aluminum,  glass  containers, 
metal  cans,  paper,  plastic  containers,  and  yard  waste. 

"Recycling"  means  any  process  by  which  refuse  ma- 
terial which  would  otherwise  become  solid  waste  is  col- 
lected, separated  or  processed  and  returned  to  the  eco- 
nomic mainstream  in  the  form  of  raw  materials  or 
products. 

"Set  out  container"  means  a  container  for  setting  out 
recyclables  at  the  curb  or  other  location. 

"Yard  waste"  means  grass,  leaves,  tree  and  brush  cut- 
tings and  similar  material. 

Establishment  of  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Commis- 
sion 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission  known  as  the 
Solid  Waste  Management  Commission,  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  con- 
sist of  the  following  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor:  the  public  works  commissioner, 
the  environment  commissioner,  the  health  and  hospitals 
commissioner,  a  representative  of  the  mayor's  office, 
and  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  serving  in  ex  officio 
capacities;  and  four  other  commissioners,  who  shall  be  a 
person  engaged  in  the  business  of  collecting  and  dispos- 
ing of  solid  waste  in  the  city,  a  person  engaged  in  the 
business  of  recycling  in  the  city,  a  person  representing  an 
environmental  protection  organization,  and  a  person 
representing  a  neighborhood  organization. 

The  commissioner  representing  the  City  Council  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Solid  Waste 
selected  by  the  members  of  that  committee  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council  President.  The  commissioners 
other  than  the  public  works  commissioner,  the  environ- 
ment commissioner,  the  health  and  hospitals  commis- 
sioner, the  representative  of  the  Mayor's  office,  and  the 
representative  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  chosen  from 
lists  provided  by  the  City  Council's  Special  Committee 
on  Solid  Waste  containing  nominations  of  up  to  three  per- 
sons for  each  of  the  four  commissioners.  Except  of  the 
representative  of  a  neighborhood  organization,  the  com- 
missioners need  not  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  years.  Any  vacancy  in  of- 
fice of  a  commissioner  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

The  public  works  commissioner  shall  serve  as  Chair- 
person of  the  Commission.  Ex  officio  commissioners,  or 
their  designees  and  mayoral-appointed  commissioners 
shall  have  the  power  to  vote  on  any  commission  matter. 
Five  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
purposes  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  Commission. 
Five  votes  shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Commission  de- 
cision. The  Commission  shall  meet  at  least  monthly  and 


whenever  five  commissioners  call  for  a  meeting. 

The  commissioners  shall  be  classified  special  munici- 
pal employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  commissioners  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  each  mayor-appointed  commissioner 
shall  be  entitled  to  his  or  her  reasonable  expenses  actu- 
ally and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  her  or 
his  duties  as  commissioner.  These  expenditures  shall  be 
paid  from  the  budget  of  the  Commission. 
Executive  Director  and  Staff 

The  Commission  shall  hire  an  Executive  Director, 
who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  Commission;  said  Ex- 
ecutive Director  shall  be  qualified  by  his  or  her  knowl- 
edge of  solid  waste  management  and  planning  with  a  par- 
ticular emphasis  on  integrated  waste  management  and 
recycling.  The  Executive  Director  shall  be  paid  a  salary, 
established  by  the  Mayor,  comparable  to  the  salary  of 
other  such  city  directors.  The  Executive  Director  shall 
have  the  powers  of  a  department  head  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  carrying  out  the  policies  of  this  ordinance 
and  the  decisions  of  the  Commission. 

The  director  shall  develop  and  recommend  to  the 
Commission  an  organizational  structure  for  implement- 
ing the  duties  required  of  the  Commission  under  this  or- 
dinance. The  director  shall1  appoint,  with  Commission 
approval,  other  such  personnel  as  the  Commission  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  expedient  subject  to  appropria- 
tion. The  staff  shall  be  large  enough  to  carry  out  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance.  The  Executive  Director 
shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Commission  staff 
within  the  budgetary  limits  of  the  Commission  after  ap- 
propriation by  the  City  Council. 

Preparation  and  Implementation  of  a  Solid  Waste  Plan 

The  Commission  shall,  after  notice  and  public  hearing 
and  within  nine  months  after  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
adopt  a  citywide  solid  waste  management  plan  and  sub- 
mit such  plan  to  the  City  Council  for  approval.  This  ini- 
tial version  of  the  plan  shall  be  based,  to  the  extent  appro- 
priate, on  the  studies  funded  by  the  commonwealth  in 
connection  with  its  regional  recycling  program.  After 
City  Council  approval,  such  plan  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  commonwealth  to  assist  in  the  creation  of  the  state- 
wide master  plan  for  solid  waste  disposal. 

The  initial  version  of  the  plan,  and  revisions  to  be  pre- 
pared every  five  years,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Execu- 
tive Director  and  staff  and  submitted  to  the  Commission 
for  approval.  The  plan  shall: 

( 1 )  Identify  the  sources,  types  and  quantities  of  solid 
waste  generated  within  the  city,  including  wastes  gener- 
ated by  commercial  and  industrial  sources,  and  pro- 
jections of  future  waste  generation; 

(2)  Set  out  a  program  for  reducing  the  volume  and 
toxicity  of  solid  waste  generated  within  the  city,  includ- 
ing a  program  to  provide  for  the  safe  disposal  of  house- 
hold hazardous  waste; 

(3)  Set  out  a  program  for  recycling,  composting  and 
otherwise  processing  solid  waste  to  the  maximum  extent 
feasible  in  accordance  with  the  policies  set  forth  in  this 
ordinance; 

(4)  Specify  percentage  targets  for  reduction  and  recy- 
cling and  timetables  for  reaching  such  targets; 

(5)  Specify  any  pilot  projects  needed  to  evaluate 
methods  and  costs  of  recommended  actions  prior  to  full- 
scale  implementation; 

(6)  Contain  a  facilities  element  specifying  the  types 
and  sizes  of  needed  recycling,  composting  and  process- 
ing facilities;  timetables  for  their  completion;  cost  esti- 
mates; and  conclusions  as  to  whether  such  facilities 
should  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  city,  owned  and 
operated  by  private  contractors,  or  privately  owned  and 
operated; 

(7)  For  each  action  identified  in  the  plan,  provide  a 
timetable  and  work  plan  tor  accomplishing  that  action. 
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Upon  approval  of  the  plan  by  the  City  Council,  the 
Executive  Director  shall  immediately  take  all  steps  nec- 
essary for  the  development,  siting  and  establishment  of 
the  facilities  identified  in  the  plan  as  being  needed  to  re- 
cycle, compost  or  otherwise  process  solid  waste  and  re- 
cyclables  collected  in  the  city.  One  or  more  requests  for 
proposals,  as  appropriate,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  direc- 
tor, approved  by  the  Commission  and  issued  within  60 
days  of  plan  approval  by  the  City  Council. 

The  Commission  shall  monitor  and  track  progress  in 
implementing  the  plan  and  shall  submit  annual  progress 
evaluations  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  on  January  1 , 
1990,  and  annually  thereafter  on  January  I.  In  addition  to 
reviewing  progress  in  implementing  the  plan,  these  an- 
nual reports  shall  include  an  analysis  of  solid  waste  gen- 
eration and  disposal,  an  evaluation  of  the  markets  for 
recycled  materials  and  the  success  of  efforts  to  enhance 
such  markets,  and  recommendations  concerning  existing 
and  potential  programs  for  solid  waste  reduction  and  re- 
cycling. 
Establishment  of  a  Mandatory  Separation  Program 

There  is  hereby  established  a  program  for  the  manda- 
tory separation  of  certain  recyclable  material  from  refuse 
by  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  collection  of 
these  recyclables  at  the  curbside  or  other  location.  The 
collection  of  refuse  and  separated  recyclables  shall  be 
made  under  the  supervision  of,  and  according  to  a  sched- 
ule established  by,  the  commissioner  of  public  works. 

The  Commission  shall,  within  one  year  after  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  adopt  rules  and  regulations  establish- 
ing the  timetable  for  commencement  of  mandatory  sepa- 
ration of  recyclables,  manner  of  collection,  placement  of 
set-out  containers,  and  such  other  matters  pertaining  to 
the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  recyclables  as 
shall  assure  their  recycling.  These  regulations  shall  des- 
ignate which  materials  are  considered  recyclables;  the 
designation  of  recyclables  shall  be  reviewed  and  revised 
periodically.  These  regulations  may  delay  the  com- 
mencement of  the  separation  requirement  for  residents 
of  residential  premises  containing  more  than  six  dwelling 
units  for  up  to  twelve  months  following  the  initiation  of 
the  separation  requirement  for  all  others. 

Violations  of  the  requirements  of  this  section  or  the 
regulations  promulgated  hereunder  shall  be  dealt  with  as 
follows: 

(1)  Persons  authorized  by  the  department  of  public 
works  to  collect  refuse  and  recyclables  shall  note  in- 
stances in  which  residents  fail  to  separate  recyclables 
from  refuse  or  place  non-recyclable  materials  in  recy- 
cling set-out  containers.  These  incidents  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  code  enforcement  department,  which  may 
issue  warnings  and/or  tickets  in  the  amount  of  $50  for  the 
first  infraction,  $100  for  the  second  infraction,  $150  for 
the  third  infraction,  and  $200  for  each  succeeding  infrac- 
tion. 

(2)  Any  person  other  than  a  person  authorized  by  the 
department  of  public  works  who  removes  recyclables 
from  set-out  containers  shall  be  fined  two  hundred  dol- 
lars ($200)  by  the  code  enforcement  department. 

(3)  The  code  enforcement  department  shall  enforce 
this  section  in  accordance  with  G.L.  c.  40,  s.  21D. 

(4)  The  Commission  may  develop  alternative  meth- 
ods of  enforcement  where  appropriate. 

Educational  Programs 

The  director  and  staff,  with  Commission  approval, 
shall  develop  and  implement  an  educational  program  to 
inform  the  public  of  the  need  for  and  the  benefits  of  recy- 
cling of  solid  waste  and  reducing  the  amounts  of  solid 
waste  generated.  This  educational  program  shall  be  de- 
veloped and  implemented  in  cooperation  with  public  and 
private  school  systems,  city  departments  and  agencies, 
labor  organizations,  businesses,  neighborhood  organiza- 
tions, and  other  interested  parties.  The  program  shall  use 
workshops,  brochures  and  flyers,  print  and  electronic 


advertising,  public  events,  promotional  activities,  public- 
service  announcements,  and  other  useful  techniques. 

In  addition  to  developing  and  implementing  such  a 
program  for  the  general  public,  the  director  shall  develop 
and  implement  a  program  to  educate  businesses  and  in- 
dustries about  the  availability  and  benefits  of  recycling 
and  reduction. 
Additional  Duties  of  the  Commission 

The  Commission  shall  assist  in  the  development  of  in- 
dustries and  commercial  enterprises  within  the  city 
which  use  recyclable  materials  as  raw  materials  or  proc- 
ess recycled  materials  into  economically  beneficial 
form.  The  Commission  shall  work  with  the  departments 
of  environment,  purchasing  and  real  property  and  EDIC 
to  attract  such  recycling  industries  to  the  city. 

The  Commission  shall  work  with  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  to  ensure  that  all  major  multifamily 
residential,  commercial  and  industrial  developments  ap- 
proved after  January  I,  1990,  incorporate  provisions  for 
separation  of  recyclables. 

The  Commission  shall  take  all  other  steps  needed  to 
implement  the  policies  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 
Powers  of  the  Commission 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to: 

( 1 )  Employ  a  staff  to  carry  out  its  functions; 

(2)  Budget  and  receive  appropriated  funds  and  accept, 
receive,  and  administer  grants  or  other  funds  or  gifts 
from  public  and  private  agencies,  including  the  com- 
monwealth and  the  federal  government,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter; 

(3)  Plan,  design,  construct,  own,  operate  and  main- 
tain such  recycling,  composting  and  processing  facilities 
as  are  found  to  be  necessary  or  appropriate  in  carrying 
out  the  plan  or  contract  for  the  planning,  design,  con- 
struction, ownership,  operation  and/or  maintenance  of 
such  facilities; 

(4)  Issue  debt  obligations,  pursuant  to  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  City  Council,  to  construct  recycling,  com- 
posting or  other  solid  waste  processing  facilities  pursu- 
ant to  section  28C  of  chapter  44  of  the  general  laws  and 
contract  for  the  operation  by  others,  or  lease  to  others  for 
operation  by  them,  of  such  facilities; 

(5)  Adopt,  after  notice  and  public  hearing,  rules  and 
regulations  required  by  this  ordinance  and  such  other 
rules  and  regulations  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and 
shall  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

(6)  Retain  by  contract  legal  counsel,  auditors,  engi- 
neers, private  consultants,  advisors  or  other  necessary  or 
desirable  contractual  services; 

(7)  Fund,  contract  for  or  otherwise  provide  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  pilot  projects  needed  to  evaluate  methods 
and  costs  or  recommended  actions  prior  to  full  scale  im- 
plementation; 

(8)  Conduct  such  hearings,  examinations  and  investi- 
gations as  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  the  fulfill- 
ment of  Commission  responsibilities. 

The  Commission  shall,  when  necessary  or  appropri- 
ate, delegate  to  the  Executive  Director  the  power  and 
authority  to  carry  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, provided  that  the  Commission  shall  vote  to  ap- 
prove or  disapprove  the  final  product  or  decision  of  the 
Executive  Director. 

The  Executive  Director  is  hereby  empowered,  on  be- 
halfof  the  Commission,  to  seek  and  make  application  for 
any  and  all  state  and/or  federal  funds  that  are  or  become 
available  for  a  municipality  to  fund  any  solid  waste  man- 
agement or  planning  activities 

The  Commission  shall  not  have  the  responsibility  for 
contracting  for  or  otherwise  providing  lor  collection  of 
refuse  and  recyclables.  this  shall  remain  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  department  of  public  works. 
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The  Commission  may  recommend  to  the   Mayor 
and/or  the  City  Council  additional  legislation  to  aid  in  the 
carrying  out  of  the  policies  of  this  ordinance. 
Establishment  of  Use  Fees 

The  Commission  shall  develop  a  program  for  fixing 
and  collecting  fees  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse.  No  such  fees  shall  be  charged  for  collection  of 
recyclable.  The  Commission  shall  consider  imposing 
fees  for  collection  of  more  than  a  designated  number  of 
containers  of  refuse  and/or  requiring  the  use  of  special 
bags  for  which  a  fee  is  charged.  The  Commission  shall 
evaluate  how  fees  should  be  implemented  for  multi-unit 
and  rental  housing. 

The  Commission  shall  submit  the  user  fee  program  to 
the  City  Council  within  90  days  after  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance. Once  a  fee  program  has  been  approved  by  the 
Council,  a  fee  schedule  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sion after  notice  and  public  hearing;  the  fee  schedule 
shall  be  revised  annually.  Such  fees  shall  be  fixed,  re- 
vised and  collected  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  paragraph  (f)  of  section  28C  of  chapter  44  of  the  gen- 
eral laws. 

The  Commission  shall  work  with  the  assessing  depart- 
ment to  effect  any  transition  to  a  system  of  fees  and  en- 
sure that  residents  are  not  double-charged  for  refuse  dis- 
posal through  both  tax  bills  and  user  fees.  In  order  to 
begin  the  process  of  making  citizens  aware  of  the  costs  of 
solid  waste  collection  and  disposal,  the  commissioner  of 
assessing  shall  disclose  the  portion  of  each  taxpayers'  tax 
bill  attributable  to  solid  waste  collection  and  disposal 
costs  on  the  first  semi-annual  tax  mailing  following  en- 
actment of  this  ordinance. 

Purchase  and  Utilization  of  Products  Containing  Recy- 
cled Materials 

The  purchasing  department  shall  review  and  modify 
all  bid  and  product  specifications  relating  to  the  purchase 
of  recycled  paper  or  recycled  paper  products  so  that  the 
specifications  do  not  discriminate  against,  but  encour- 
age, the  maximum  purchase  of  products  made  from  recy- 
cled paper  or  recycled  paper  products.  Preference  shall 
be  given  to  recycled  paper  or  recycled  paper  products 
with  the  highest  percentage  of  post-consumer  waste  ma- 
terial. Purchasing  policies  and  specifications  shall,  to  the 
extent  possible,  be  consistent  with  the  commonwealth's 
procurement  policies  for  recycled  paper  and  paper  prod- 
ucts. 

In  purchasing  any  paper  or  paper  products  for  use  by 
city  departments,  agencies  or  commissions,  the  purchas- 
ing department  shall,  whenever  the  price  is  competitive 
for  the  purpose  intended,  make  contracts  available  for 
those  items  which  are  manufactured  or  produced  from 
recycled  paper  or  recycled  paper  products.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section,  "competitive"  means  a  price 
within  10  percent  of  the  price  of  items  which  are  manu- 
factured or  produced  from  virgin  paper  products. 

All  departments  and  agencies  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance of  public  lands  are  required  to  procure  compost 
products  when  they  can  be  substituted  for,  and  cost  no 
more  than  10  percent  more  than,  regular  soil  amendment 
products,  provided  the  compost  products  meet  all  appli- 
cable standards,  specifications  and  regulations.  This 
preference  shall  apply  to,  but  not  be  limited  to,  landscap- 
ing, park,  roadway  and  roadway  planting  projects. 
Transition 

The  department  of  public  works  shall  not  sign  con- 
tracts for  the  collection  or  disposal  of  solid  waste  which 
are  inconsistent  with  the  policies  of  this  ordinance  or 
which  would  limit  the  ability  of  the  Commission  to  im- 
plement the  ordinance  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 
Other  City  Agencies 

The  services  of  all  city  departments,  agencies  and 
other  commissions  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purposes  of  effectuating  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.  The  head  of  any  department,  agency  or 


other  commission  shall  furnish  information  in  the  pos- 
session of  such  department,  agency,  or  other  commission 
when  the  Commission  or  Executive  Director  so  requests 
and  where  such  information  relates  to  the  duties  of  the 
Commission. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
liberally  construed  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  poli- 
cies and  purposes  hereof. 

Section  3.  If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, then  such  provision  or  section  shall  be  consid- 
ered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions 
or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

BUSINESS  ENTERPRISE  ORDINANCE  AND 
EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  December  30,  1987,  the  Boston  City 
Council  approved;  and  on  December  31,  1987.  the 
Mayor  signed  into  law,  "An  Ordinance  Promoting  Mi- 
nority and  Women-Owned  Business  Enterprises  in  the 
City  of  Boston";  and 

Whereas,  Section  6  on  Compliance  and  Enforcement 
directs  all  city  departments  to  "make  every  effort"  to 
comply  with  the  ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  An  Executive  Order  of  the  Mayor  rein- 
forced the  goal  standards  of  a  minimum  15  percent  of 
contractual  expenditures  be  awarded  minority-owned 
businesses  (and  30  percent  in  minority  impacted  areas), 
and  at  least  5  percent  of  contracts  for  goods,  services  and 
construction  go  to  women-owned  businesses;  and 

Whereas,  A  "Special  Note,"  included  in  the  Fiscal 
Year  1989  Budget  submission,  noted  these  goals  as  well 
as  "compliance  with  affirmative  action  requirements" 
become  part  of  "City-wide  performance  mandates";  and 

Whereas,  As  we  approach  the  midpoint  in  the  fiscal 
year,  it  would  be  appropriate  to  get  reports  by  depart- 
ments on  their  progress  toward  these  mandates;  be  it 
therefore 

Ordered,  That  each  department,  through  the  Director 
of  Administrative  Services,  report  to  the  City  Council,  as 
of  December  31 ,  1989,  and  each  quarter  thereafter,  the 
following: 

1 .  Goals  for  affirmative  action  stating: 

a)  percentage  of  total  personnel 

b)  number  of  minority  positions  targeted 

c)  number  of  minority  posistions  attained 

2.  Compliance  with  Minority /Women's  Business 
Enterprise  Ordinance  and  Executive  Order  stat- 
ing: 

a)  contractual  allotment  total  in  budget 

b)  contractual   amount  allocated   for  minority 
business  awards 

c)  total  amounts  awarded  at  report  date 

d)  amount  allocated  for  women-owned  busi- 
nesses 

3.  That  data  from  the  reports  be  incorporated  into 
each  department  or  agency  budget  submission  for 
fiscal  year  1990,  and  each  year  thereafter,  to  pro- 
vide constant  focus  on  affirmative  action  and 
contracts  compliance  goals.

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ORDINANCE  RE  WORKPLACE 
SMOKING  POLLUTION  CONTROL  ORDINANCE 

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordinance  Relating  to  Health  and  Safety 
Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control  Ordinance 

Legislative  Intent  —  The  use  of  tobacco  for  smoking 
purposes  is  found  to  be  increasingly  dangerous  and  life- 
threatening,  not  only  to  the  person  smoking,  but  also  to 
the  non-smoking  person  who  is  required  to  breathe  air 
contaminated  by  environmental  tobacco  smoke.  The 
most  pervasive  intrusion  of  the  non-smokers'  right  to  a 
healthy,  unpolluted  air  space  is  the  uncontrolled  smoking 
in  the  workplace.  The  Boston  City  Council  intent,  by  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  is  to  protect  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  non-smoker  by  regulating  smoking  and  the 
discomforting  effect  it  creates  in  the  confined  environ- 
ment of  the  work  place. 

Title  —  This  ordinance  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston 
Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control  Ordinance. 

Purpose  —  Because  the  smoking  of  tobacco  or  any 
other  weed  or  plant  is  extremely  dangerous  to  health  and 
is  a  cause  of  material  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  those 
employees  who  are  exposed  to  it  and  have,  of  economic 
necessity,  to  work  in  the  confines  of  a  workplace,  the 
City  Council  hereby  declares  that  the  purposes  of  this  act 
are  ( I )  to  protect  the  public  health  and  welfare  by  regulat- 
ing smoking  in  the  workplace;  and  (2)  to  minimize  the 
toxic  effects  of  smoking  in  the  workplace  by  requiring  an 
employer  to  adopt  a  policy  that  will  accommodate,  inso- 
far as  possible,  the  preferences  of  non-smokers  and 
smokers,  and  if  a  satisfactory  accommodation  cannot  be 
reached  for  all  employees,  to  prohibit  smoking  in  the 
workplace. 

This  ordinance  does  not  prevent  an  employer  from  to- 
tally prohibiting  smoking  in  the  workplace.  If  an  em- 
ployer allows  employees  to  smoke  in  the  workplace,  the 
ordinance  requires  (1)  that  the  employer  make  reason- 
able accommodation  for  the  preferences  of  both  non- 
smoking and  smoking  employees:  and  (2)  that  the  em- 
ployer must  give  particular  preference  to  employees 
who,  as  a  result  of  either  a  cardiovascular  illness,  pulmo- 
nary illness,  or  any  other  physical  condition  affecting  the 
eyes,  nose  and  throat,  are  sensitive  to  the  discomforts  of 
tobacco  smoke;  and  (3)  that  if  an  accommodation  satis- 
factory to  all  affected  non-smoking  employees  cannot  be 
reached,  the  employer  must  prohibit  all  smoking  in  the 
workplace;  and  (4)  that  all  non-smoking  areas  be  desig- 
nated and  conspicuously  marked  with  signs;  and  (5)  that 
employers  be  prohibited  from  terminating,  without  due 
cause,  or  discriminating  against  any  employee  solely  be- 
cause the  employee  exercised  his  or  her  right  under  this 
act. 

Definitions  —  As  used  in  this  ordinance: 

(1)  "City  Council"  means  the  law-making  body  of 
the  community  of  Boston  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts; 

(2)  "Board  of  Health"  means  the  municipal  depart- 
ment, division,  unit,  or  body  of  the  municipality 
charged  with  regulating  and/or  enforcing  the 
health  laws  or  regulations  in  the  Massachusetts 
community  of  Boston; 

(3)  "Person"  means  any  individual  person,  firm, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  company, 
organization,  or  legal  entity  of  any  kind; 

(4)  "Employer"  means  any  person  who  employs  the 
service  of  an  individual  person; 

(5)  "Employee"  means  any  person  who  is  employed 
by  any  employer  in  consideration  for  direct  or 
indirect  monetary  wage  or  profit; 

(6)  "Workplace"  means  any  enclosed  area  of  a  struc- 
ture or  portion  thereof  intended  for  occupancy  by 
any  private  or  public  business  entities  which  will 


provide  primarily,  but  not  exclusively,  clerical, 
professional  or  business  services  of  the  business 
entity,  or  which  will  provide  primarily,  but  not 
exclusively,  clerical,  professional,  or  business 
services  to  other  business  entities  or  to  the  public, 
at  that  location.  The  workplace  includes,  but  is 
not  limited  to,  office  spaces  or  work  spaces  in 
office  buildings,  office  spaces  or  work  spaces  in 
all  municipal  office  buildings,  offices  spaces  or 
work  spaces  in  all  public  buildings,  office  spaces 
or  work  spaces  in  all  federal  office  buildings 
where  other  than  federal  employees  are  em- 
ployed and  the  federal  regulations  restricting 
smoking  in  federal  buildings  are  not  applied, 
medical  office  waiting  rooms  or  areas  and  other 
medical  treatment  facilities,  all  manufacturing 
plant  offices  or  work  spaces  not  under  the  control 
of  the  federal  government  regulations  restricting 
smoking  in  federal  buildings  or  the  General  Serv- 
ice Administration  (GSA)  regulations  restricting 
smoking  in  federal  buildings; 

(7)  "Office  Space"  or  "Office  Spaces"  or  "Work 
Space"  or  "Work  Spaces"  means  any  area  occu- 
pied by  an  employee  during  the  course  of  his  or 
her  employment,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
hallways,  waiting  areas,  rest  rooms,  lounges, 
eating  areas,  as  well  as  enclosed  motor  vehicles, 
ships,  boats,  and  airplanes; 

(8)  "Smoking"  or  "to  smoke"  or  "smoke"  means 
the  inhaling,  exhaling,  burning  or  carrying  of  any 
lighted  cigarette,  cigar,  pipe,  or  other  article,  or 
paraphernalia  for  tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or 
plant;  and 

(9)  "Enclosed"  means  an  area,  other  than  a  public 
lobby,  which  is  enclosed  in  by  a  roof  and  four 
walls  or  sides  or  partitions,  either  complete  or 
partial,  with  appropriate  openings  for  ingress  and 
egress. 

Regulation  of  Smoking  in  the  Workplace 

(1)  Each  employer  who  operates  a  workplace  in 
Boston  must  implement,  maintain,  and  conspicu- 
ously post  for  all  employees  to  sec,  a  written 
smoking  policy  which  will  contain,  at  a  mini- 
mum, the  following  provisions  and  require- 
ments: 

(a)  Any  employee  may  object  to  his  or  her  em- 
ployer about  the  smoke  hazard  or  discomforts 
in  his  or  her  workplace.  Using  existing  means 
of  ventilation  or  separation  or  partition  of  the 
work  space,  the  employer  must  attempt  expe- 
ditiously, within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  initial 
date  of  objection,  to  reach  a  reasonable  ac- 
commodation, insofar  as  possible,  between 
the  preferences  of  all  the  non-smoking  and 
smoking  employees.  However,  an  employer 
is  not  required  by  this  ordinance  to  make  any 
expenditures  or  structural  changes  to  accom 
modate  the  preferences  of  non-smoking  or 
smoking  employees. 

(b)  If  an  accommodation  which  is  satisfactory  to 
all  affected  non-smoking  employees  cannot 
be  reached  in  any  given  workplace,  the  pref- 
erence and  right  of  the  non-smoking  employ- 
ees to  work  in  a  healthy  atmosphere  free  from 
the  hazards  or  discomforts  of  tobacco  smoke 
shall  prevail  and  the  employer  must  prohibit 
all  smoking  in  the  workplace.  Where  the  em- 
ployer prohibits  smoking  in  either  the  entire 
workplace  or  in  any  portion  thereof,  the  ar- 
ea(s)  in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  must  he 
clearly  and  conspicuously  marked  with  signs 

(2)  The  employer's  smoking  policy  must  be  an 
nounced  to  all  employees  and  posted  conspicu- 
ously in  all  workplaces  under  the  employer's  |u- 
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risdiction  in  Boston. 
(3)  Anyone  who  becomes  an  employer  in  Boston  af- 
ter the  passage  of  this  ordinance  must,  within 
three  (3)  months  of  becoming  an  employer, 
adopt,  implement,  maintain,  and  conspicuously 
post  for  all  employees  to  see,  a  written  smoking 
policy  with  all  the  provisions  mentioned  herein. 

Where  Smoking  Not  Regulated  —  This  ordinance  is 
not  intended  to  regulate  smoking  in  the  following  places 
and  under  the  following  conditions  within  Boston: 

( 1 )  A  private  home  which  may  serve  as  a  workplace; 

(2)  Any  office  space  leased  or  rented  by  a  sole  inde- 
pendent contractor  for  his  or  her  own  use;  or, 

(3)  A  business  used  exclusively  for  the  sale  of  to- 
bacco products. 

Penalties  and  Enforcement 

(1)  The  Boston  Board  of  Health,  having  received  a 
written  and  signed  letter  of  complaint  from  an 
employee  citing  a  violation  of  this  ordinance, 
must  enforce,  within  thirty  (30)  days,  the  entire 
ordinance  against  violations  by  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing actions; 

(a)  Serving  written  notice  to  comply  to  an  em- 
ployer, with  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  the  com- 
plainant, requiring  the  employer  to  correct, 
within  ten  (10)  days,  any  violation  of  any  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance.  The  employer  must 
also  be  sent  a  copy  of  this  ordinance  at  the 
time  notice  is  served.  Upon  receiving  a  sec- 
ond signed  complaint  at  the  Boston  Board  of 
Health  for  the  same  or  continued  violation  by 
the  same  employer,  and  failing  all  other  at- 
tempts by  the  Boston  Board  of  Health  to  expe- 
ditiously, and  within  thirty  (30)  days,  mediate 
the  complaint,  the  complaint  must  be  re- 
solved by; 

(b)  Calling  upon  the  attorney  for  Boston  to  main- 
tain promptly  an  action  for  injunction  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  act.  to  cause  the 
correction  of  such  violation  or  section,  and 
for  assessment  and  recovery  of  a  civil  penalty 
for  such  violation; 

(2)  An  employer  who  violates  this  act  shall  be  liable 
for  a  civil  penalty,  not  to  be  less  than  fifty  dollars 
($50)  or  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500), 
which  penalty  shall  be  assessed  and  recovered  in 
a  civil  action  brought  by  the  attorney  for  Boston 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  Each  day 
such  violation  is  committed  by  an  employer  or 
permitted  to  continue  by  an  employer  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  offense  and  must  be  punishable 
as  such.  Any  penalty  assessed  and  recovered  in 
an  action  brought  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasury  of  Boston  and  become 
part  of  the  general  fund. 

(3)  In  undertaking  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance, 
the  community  of  Boston  is  assuming  an  under- 
taking only  to  promote  the, health  and  general 
welfare  of  the  working  public.  It  is  not  assuming, 
nor  is  it  imposing  on  its  officers  and  employees, 
an  obligation  for  breach  of  which  it  is  liable  in 
money  damages  to  any  person  who  claims  that 
such  breach  proximately  caused  injury. 

(4)  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  declared  in- 
valid or  unenforceable  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  other  provisions  of  the  act  shall 
not  be  affected  thereby,  but  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  ninety  days  after  pas- 
sage.

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  IANNELLA 

Having  received  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  state- 
ment. Councillor  IANNELLA  said  that  he  had  been  in- 
formed by  the  Clerk  that  this  would  be  the  Council's  final 
meeting  for  the  year  1988.  He  said  that  he  had  served  as 
President  before  but  that  he  had  never  enjoyed  such  an 
excellent  year  as  1988  because  of  the  good  sportsman- 
ship, decorum,  concise  debate,  and  that  he  had  been 
proud  to  serve  as  President.  He  offered  the  following 
summary  of  Council  actions  this  year: 

The  Council  met  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  and 
elected  Councillor  Christopher  A.  Iannella  as  President. 

Fourteen  committees  and  four  special  committees 
were  drawn  up  and  set  to  work  immediately. 

By  the  last  meeting  held  on  December  14,  1988,  the 
council  had  met  forty  times  and  held  167  meetings.  Some 
of  the  matters  that  were  initiated  and  acted  upon  include: 

Removal  of  abandoned  cars;  creation  of  and  funding 
for  a  Groundwater  Trust;  control  of  the  sale  of  realistic 
looking  toy  guns;  location  of  space  for  a  Farmer's  Mar- 
ket on  City  Hall  Plaza;  location  of  space  for  a  day  care 
center  in  City  Hall;  recommendations  on  the  Immigra- 
tion Reform  and  Control  Act;  expansion  of  the  Compara- 
ble Worth  Commission;  requirement  for  yearly  depart- 
mental reports;  imposition  of  fines  for  faulty  fire  alarms; 
protection  for  roomers  in  lodging  housings;  mediation  in 
the  midwife  resignations  at  Boston  City  Hospital;  protec- 
tion for  tenants  in  governmentally  involved  housing; 
strengthening  of  environmental  ordinances;  support  for 
the  right  of  elderly  tenants  to  keep  pets;  boycott  of  Shell 
products;  provision  for  Radon  testing;  disposal  of  haz- 
ardous medical  waste;  support  for  a  needle  exchange 
program  and  issuance  of  report  with  recommendations 
for  controlling  the  spread  of  AIDS  among  IV  drug  users; 
creation  of  a  recycling  plan;  overview  of  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  budget;  raising  City  of  Boston  con- 
tract limits. 

The  Council  insisted  upon  quarterly  allotments  report- 
ing procedures  as  required  by  C.  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986, 
analyzed  revenue  projections  and  established  periodic 
budget  reviews. 

The  Council  voted  to  accept  legislation  which  in- 
creased the  residential  exemption  to  20  percent.  This 
contributed  to  an  average  decrease  of  $300  or  5  percent 
in  tax  bills  for  homeowners. 

The  Council  voted  to  accept  provisions  of  the  Pension 
Reform  Act  which  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a 
funding  schedule  for  the  reduction  of  the  retirement  sys- 
tem's unfunded  actuarial  liability  to  zero.  Another  provi- 
sion accepted  by  the  council  provides  that  city  employees 
who  are  seventy  years  of  age  and  continue  working  will 
now  receive  greater  benefits  when  they  retire.  Also  ac- 
cepted were  provisions  of  a  special  law  regarding  pay- 
ment of  burial  expenses  for  certain  retirees. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  that  the  foregoing  sum- 
mary report  be  docketed  and  made  part  of  the  record  for 
the  Council  Year  1988. 

The  motion  was  carried.
